An Act to incorporate the trustees of the public library of the city 
of Boston. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in General 
Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, as follows : — 


Section 1. The trustees of the public library of the city of 
Boston for the time being are hereby made a corporation by the 
name of the Trustees of the Public Library of the City of Boston ; 
and said trustees and their successors in office shall continue a body 
eorporate for the purposes hereinafter set forth, with all the powers 
and privileges and subject to all the duties, restrictions, and liabili- 
ties in the general laws relating to such corporations, 

Secor. 2. Said corporation shall have authority to take and hold 
real and personal estate to an amount not exceeding one million dol- 
lars, which may be given, granted, bequeathed, or devised to it, and 
accepted by the trustees for the benefit of the public library of the 
city of Boston, or any branch library, or any purpose connected 
therewith. Money received by it shall be invested by the treas- 
urer of the city of Boston, under the direction of the finance 
committee of said city; and all securities belonging to said cor- 
poration shall be placed in the custody of said treasurer: provided, 
always, that both the principal and income thereof shall be appro- 
priated according to the terms of the donation, devise, or bequest, 
under the direction of the said corporation. 
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. Secor. 38. The trustees of the public library shall be seven in 
number. Inthe month of April, in the year eighteen hundred and 
seventy-eight, and annually thereafter in the month of January, 
the city council shall elect by concurrent vote of the two branches 
one member of the board of. aldermen and one member of the 
common council to be members of said board of trustees, to hold 
their office during the remainder of the municipal year in which 
they are elected and until others are elected in their places. 
And in the month of April, in the year eighteen hundred and 
seventy-eight, the mayor shall appoint, subject to the confirmation 
of the city council, five -citizens of Boston, not members of the 
city council, to be members of the board of trustees of the public 
library, one of whom shall hold office for five years, one for four 
years, one for three years, one for two years, and one for one year ; 
and upon such election and such appointment and confirmation the 
terms of office of the trustees of the public library then holding office 
shall cease and determine. And annually thereafter, in the month 
of April in each year, the mayor shall appoint, subject to the 
confirmation of the city council, one citizen at large as a trustee of 
the public library, to serve for a term of five years from the first 
Monday in May in the year in which he shall be appointed. The 
trustees shall at all times be subject to removal from office for 
cause, by a vote of two-thirds of each branch of the city council 
present and voting thereon. Whenever any vacancy shall occur 
in said board of trustees by death, resignation, or otherwise, said 
vacancy shall be filled by the appointment in the manner aforesaid 
of another trustee, who shall hold his office for the residue of the 
unexpired term. No member of said board of trustees shall re- 
ceive any pecuniary compensation for his services. 

Sect. 4. The members of said board shall meet for organization 
on the first Monday of each May, and choose one of their number 
as president. They shall have power to make such rules and 
regulations relating to said public library and its branches, and its 
officers and servants, and to fix and enforce penalties for the viola- 
tion of such rules and regulations, as they may deem expedient, 
provided that the same shall not be inconsistent with the provisions 
of this act, and shall be subject at all times to such limitations, 
restrictions, and amendments as the city council may direct. 

Sect. 5. The said trustees shall have the general care and 
control of the central public library now located in Boylston street 
in said city, and of all branches thereof which have been or which 
may hereafter be established, together with the buildings and 
rooms containing the same, and the fixtures and furniture con- 
nected therewith, and also of the expenditures of the moneys 
appropriated therefor. 

Sect. 6. The said board of trustees may appoint a superin- 
tendent or librarian with such assistants and subordinate oflicers 
as they may think necessary or expedient, and may remove the 
same, and fix their compensation ; provided, that the amount thus 
paid shall not exceed the sum appropriated by the city council for 
that item of expense, and the income of any moneys which may 
lawfully be appropriated for the same purpose from funds or prop- 
erty held by said trustees under the provisions of this act.

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Szcr. 8. The city council shall have power to pass such ordi- 
nances not inconsistent herewith or repugnant to other laws of the 
Commonwealth as to the duties and authority of said board as 
they may from time to time deem expedient. 

Sect. 8. This act shall take effect upon its passage. [Approved 
April 4, 1878.]

AN ORDINANCE IN RELATION TO THE PuBLIC LIBRARY. 


Be it ordained, etc. : — 


Section 1. In the month of January, in each year, there 
shall be appointed a Joint Committee of the City Council, to 
be called the Committee on the Public Library, to whom all 
matters relating to the Public Library within the jurisdiction 
of the City Council shall be referred, unless otherwise’ ordered 
by the City Council. . 

Sect. 2. The Trustees of the Public Library shall an- 
nually, on or before the 15th day of February, send to the 
Joint Standing Committee of the City Council on the Public 
Library an estimate in detail of the appropriations required 
by that corporation during the financial year next ensuing, 
and also an estimate of the income to be derived from any 
funds or other investments under the control of said 
Trustees. 

Secor. 8. The Trustees shall annually, in the month of 
May or June, present to the City Council a report made up 
to and including the thirtieth day of the preceding April,

containing a statement of the condition of the Library, 
the number of books that have been added during the past 
year, with an account of all the receipts and expenditures, 
together with such information or suggestions as they may 
deem important ; and they shall, at the same time, transmit 
to the City Council the annual report of the Committee for 
the Examination of the Library, hereinafter mentioned. 

Sror. 4. The Trustees shall annually appoint an Ex- 
amining Committee of not less than five persons, not members 
of the Board, who, together with a Trustee as Chairman, 
shall examine the Library, and make a report of its condition 
to the Trustees. 

Sect. 5. In prescribing the regulations for the care and 
use of the books, the Trustees shall adopt such measures as 
shall extend the benefits of the institution as widely as pos- 
sible among the citizens and residents of Boston; and when, 
in their judgment, the public interests will be advanced, the 
Trustees may grant, for a limited period, privileges in the 
Library to other individuals. 

Secor. 6. The Trustees may, from time to time, establish 
Branch Libraries in different sections of the city, provided 
the same be not established until the necessary appropriations 
therefor be duly voted by the City Council. : 

Srcr. 7. No payment of money shall be made on account 
of the Public Library, except upon requisitions signed by 
the President of the Board of Trustees, under the authority 
of said Board. 

Sror. 8. The ordinance in relation to the Public Library 
passed Sept. 21, 1869, and reénacted Dec. 23, 1876, is 
hereby repealed.

The Committee on Finance, to whom was referred the 
order of the City Council directing the committee to inquire 
“whether, in the construction of the works for an addi- 
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tional supply of water, any money has been expended with- 
out having been duly appropriated for that purpose,” would 
respectfully 


REPORT: 


That they have duly considered the question submitted. to 
them, and examined the orders passed by the City Council 
pertaining to the same, and are clearly of the opinion that 
all the proceedings have been lawful, and that the amount of 
the Additional Supply Water Loans authorized by the City 
Council, and the premium received in negotiating the same, 
were properly placed to the credit of the appropriation for 
the additional supply of water. 

Your committee have had a consultation with the -City 
Solicitor, and he authorizes us to state that he agrees with 
the committee in this opinion. 

The City Solicitor is also of the opinion that the order 
approved April 12, 1875, authorizing the expenditure of 
$4,500,000 by the Cochituate Water Board for the Addi- 
tional Supply Works, was an appropriation order to that 
amount, and the raising of money to be placed to the credit 
of said appropriation has been under authority of orders of 
the City Council, viz. : — 


By transfer from the Reserved Fund . . $10,000 00 
By loans. : . 4,100,000 00 
By premium received ¢ on two of said loans . 352,886 80 


$4,462,886 80 


The loan of April 11, 1873, for $500,000, was negotiated 
at a loss of $20,897.50, which loss the Cochituate Water 
Board indemnified the Treasurer by charging the aforesaid 
loss to the cost of the works. 

In stating this amount in the report submitted to the City 
Council, under date of Aprjl 1, 1878, this sum was incor- 
rectly stated, in the remarks upon the figures given, at 
$22,895.50; but being a clerical error, the report was cor- 
rected before being entered upon the records of the city. 

In the opinion of your committee any order involving an 
expenditure of money is an appropriation order, and requires 
a two-thirds vote of the City Council for its passage, and the 
order of April 12, 1875, authorizing the Cochituate Water 
Board to expend $4,500,000, was such an order, and was 
passed by a two-thirds vote in each branch, taken by yeas 
and nays, 
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The means to meet such appropriation are often provided 
for in the same order, but in many cases by separate orders. 
Appropriations for works of magnitude, such as Water Sup- 
ply and Improved Sewerage, are made when the authority is 
given for the construction of such works; but the means to 
meet such appropriations are only provided as may be re- 
quired from time to time by proceeds of loans duly author- 
ized. 

As the matter now stands, by the orders of the City Council 
approved April 20, 1878, the appropriation which the Boston 
Water Board is authorized to expend for the Additional 
Supply Works is $5,100,000, and the amount which can now 
be credited to said appropriation is $5,062,886.80, as the 
Committee on Finance have directed the Treasurer to issue 
the loan of $600,000, authorized by order of the City Council, 
approved April 20, 1878, as it is wanted, to the Board of 
Commissioners on the Sinking Funds at par, bearing 4 per 
cent. per annum interest, both interest and principal payable 
in currency in thirty years.

STREET COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT 


UPON LAYING OUT APPROACHES TO EAST 
BOSTON FERRIES. 


OFFICE OF THE BoarD OF STREET COMMISSIONERS, 
May 13, 1878. 


In reporting upon the order of the City Council of March 
25, on the subject of laying out as public streets the 
approaches to the East Boston Ferries, the Street Commis- 
-sioners wish to call attention to some extracts from the titles 
under which the City acquired these ways : — 


December 30, 1843, the Eastern Railroad Company conveyed to James 
D. Russell and Francis Standish, land upon both sides of the approach 
to South Ferry, known as Eastern avenue, and seventy feet wide. The 
frontages of the parcels sold were three hundred and seventy feet upon 
the northerly side of the avenue, and two hundred and twenty feet upon 
the southerly, from Commercial street towards the water. In addition 
another parcel was sold on the southerly side of the avenue to W. G. 
Weld, with one hundred and forty feet frontage easterly from the land 
as sold above to Russell and Standish. The deeds gave these grantees 
right to pass to and from Commercial street over the avenue. Their 
buildings were restricted to a line three feet from the street line, but 
they were permitted to construct and maintain cellar-ways on this 
restricted land. ‘The Railroad Company determined that the sidewalks 
for the avenue should be seven feet wide, composed of three feet from 
the abutting land and four feet from the street. The Company also re- 
served the right to add to each sidewalk to the extent of one half the 
width of the footway in the centre of the approach to the ferry. This 
additional width, as wel] as the original sidewalks provided for in the 
deeds, was to be taken care of by the abutters. The restricted three 
feet used as above for sidewalks were declared public for that purpose. 
The purchase by the City (of Eastern avenue) was under all these 
conditions. | 

November 22, 1854, the People’s, now the North Ferry, sold from the 
land on the southerly side of their slip on the Boston side, to Noah Lin- 
coln, fronting on the ferry approach. By this purchase Mr. Lincoln 
acquired the right of passage for pedestrians to and from his estate 
over said approach for the distance of his boundary thereon, with 
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light and air. November 24, 1854, the People’s Ferry sold to Nason 
and Cleveland, fronting southerly, eighty feet on the ferry approach. 
Nason and Cleveland by their deed acquired rights to load and unload 
wagons, by hand, from the avenue upon which their estate bounded, to 
and from the stores upon it; but no right to otherwise stand wagons on 
said avenue in front of their premises. February 6, 1856, the People’s 
Ferry sold to Arnold W. Taylor, fronting southerly, one hundred and 
sixty-four feet on the ferry avenue, with a right to pass and repass to, 
from, and over it from buildings on the estate to Commercial street, 
and the restriction as to loading and unloading and standing wagons on 
it that were applied to the Nason and Cleveland estate as above; and 
he was forbidden to foul it in any way. , 

The land for the approach to the North Ferry on the East Boston side 
was purchased by the City of the Maverick Wharf Company. It does 
not appear that the abutters upon it acquired any rights in it by the 
deeds of conveyance. 


The Commissioners understand from the above that their 
laying out of Eastern avenue as a public street would throw 
the care and repairs of the sidewalks, which are now under- 
taken by the abutters, upon the City. It would also become 
liable for any street accidents that might happen to any of 
the abutters or their agents mentioned in the above titles, or 
to others using the street for other purposes than reaching 
the ferry. The Commissioners are of opinion, too, that its 
acceptance as a public street would materially reduce the 
value of the fee of Eastern avenue if circumstances should 
hereafter make its sale desirable. This approach to the ferry 
cost the City, with some appurtenant rights not immediately 
connected with it, one hundred and twenty-five thousand 
dollars. 

The laying-out of the North Ferry approach on this side 
would materially increase the privileges of the present 
abutters, their deeds showing them to be now restricted to 
light and air from, and only limited use of the street, and 
would of course relatively reduce its value to the City in 
event of its sale. Upon the Kast Boston side of the North 
Ferry certain wharf property would be required for extend- 
ing Border street to the ferry slip. This is the City’s 
property, subject to no abutting rights. Turning this 
approach into a public street must prove of much benefit 
to the two hundred and twenty-five front feet of abutting land 
upon each side from the slip to Sumner street, which ought 
undoubtedly to pay a large betterment. The two approaches 
to this ferry on the City proper and on the East Boston side 
cost the city together one hundred and twenty-five thousand 
dollars. 

It would of course be feasible, if it were determined to 
' make these passages to the ferries public streets, to establish 
their lines at a slight distance from the property lines of the

estates, leaving the intervening space in the use of the abut- 
ters subject to the same conditions under which it is now 
held, and thereby preventing their acquisition of farther bene- 
fits than they now enjoy. The betterments to be derived from 
the acceptance of these ways at any time, and especially the 
present, must be slight, except possibly in the case of the way 
to the North Ferry, in East Boston, that has been spoken of. 
The cost of the care of these approaches might be increased 
rather than diminished by their acceptance, and as they are 
now looked after by the Department of Ferries it would 
effect a mere change of appropriation to be drawn from in 
payment of their expenses. 

The Commissioners wish to repeat what they said concern- 
ing this subject in a communication to your honorable body 
in March last, that as these ways ‘‘ are in the charge and the 
especial employment of the City through its Department of 
Ferries, the Commissioners cannot undertake to transfer 
these streets unreservedly to the public without the explicit 
request of the City Council that they should do so.”

COLLECTION OF TAXES. 


CHAPTER 266, 


AN ACT IN RELATION TO THE COLLECTION OF 
TAXES. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in 
General Court assembled, and by the authority of the same 
as follows : — 


SEcTION 1. Section six of chapter one hundred and 
eighty-three of the acts of the year one thousand eight hun- 
dred and sixty-two is hereby:amended by adding thereto the 
following words: “ provided the said purchaser shall, within 
two years from the date of said deed, in writing, offer to 
surrender and discharge the same, or to assign and transfer 
to the town or city all his right, title, and interest therein, as 
the collector thereof shall elect.” 

Secor. 2. Whenever the collector of taxes in any city or 
town has reasonable cause to believe that the title created by 
any deed given in consequence of a sale for non-payment of 
taxes, or of any assessment, a lien for which is enforceable by 
sale of real estate, is invalid by reason of any error, omis- 
sion, or informality in any of the proceedings of assessment 
or sale, he may, within two years from the date of said deed, 
or, in the case of existing deeds, within two years from the 
passage of this act, give notice to the person who appears, 
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by the records in the registry of deeds of the county or dis- 
trict wherein the city or town lies, to be the holder of such 
title, requiring him within thirty days to surrender and dis- 
charge the deed so given, and to receive from the city or 
town the sum due therefor, with interest, as provided by 
law, or to file with the collector a written statement that he 
refuses to make such surrender or discharge ; and such state- 
ment shall be deemed an absolute release of the city or town 
from any liability whatever upon the warranty contained in 
said deed. 

Sect. 3. The notice required by the preceding section 
shall be served in the manner prescribed by law for the ser- 
vice of summonses for witnesses in civil cases; but in case 
the holder has no place of abode in, or cannot be found in, 
the city or town, it shall be served by mail, or by publica- 
tion one week in some newspaper published in the county 
wherein the city or town lies; or, if there be none such, in 
some newspaper published in an adjacent county. If the 
holder fails to comply with such notice, the collector shall, . 
upon the expiration of thirty days from the service thereof, 
cause a copy of the notice, with an affidavit by himself ora 
disinterested person, of the service thereof, taken before a 
justice of the peace, to be filed and recorded in the registry 
of deeds of the county or district wherein the city or town 
lies. A note of reference to the record of said copy shall 
be made on the margin of the record of the collector’s deed 
therein referred to; and from the time of such record the 
interest payable by law in respect of such deed shall cease, 
and said copy when so recorded shall have the effect to 
release and discharge all right and title acquired under such 
deed. The collector shall notify the treasurer of the city or 
town, who shall appropriate out of any funds in his hands 
the amount due in respect of said deed for the use and bene- 
fit of the persons entitled’ thereto, and shall pay it over on 
reasonable demand. 

Sror. 4. If the invalidity of any deed so recalled by the 
collector arose by reason of any error, omission, or infor- 
mality in any of the proceedings of assessment, the collector, 
after obtaining a surrender and discharge of the deed from 
the holder, or causing a copy of the notice to be filed and 
recorded as provided in the preceding section, shall forth- 
with notify the board by whom the tax or assessment was 
laid, who shall immediately reassess the same as provided 
by section fifty-three of chapter eleven of the General 
Statutes. If such invalidity, however, arose by reason of 
any error, omission, or informality in any of the proceedings 
of the collector, he shall, after obtaining a surrender and

discharge of the deed, or causing a copy of the notice to be 
filed and recorded as aforesaid, forthwith collect the unpaid 
tax or assessment referred to in such deed by proceedings 
in conformity to law. 

Sect. 5. In addition to the power now given by law to 
enforce the lien for a tax or assessment laid on real estate, 
with all incidental costs and expenses by sale thereof, the 
collector shall have power to take for the city or town the 
whole of the real estate taxed or assessed, if the tax or 
assessment is not paid within fourteen days after a demand 
of payment as required by sections twenty-two, twenty-four, 
or twenty-five of chapter twelve of the General Statutes, 
and still remains unpaid at the date of such taking. The 
collector shall give three weeks’ notice of his intention to 
exercise such power of taking; which notice may be served 
either in the manner prescribed by law for the service of 
summonses for witnesses in civil cases, or by advertisement 
thereof in the manner required by section twenty-eight of 
~chapter twelve of the General Statutes, and shall contain 
the particulars required by section twenty-nine of said 
chapter twelve. He may also post a similar notice in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of section thirty of said chapter 
twelve. 

The affidavit of the collector, or of a disinterested party, 
taken before a justice of the peace, of the service of the de- 
mand of payment, and of the notice herein provided, made 
upon a copy thereof, and filed and recorded in the registry 
of deeds of the county or district where the land lies, shall 
be competent evidence of such demand or notice. But the 
demand of payment may be made, and the evidence thereof 
perpetuated, in the manner provided by section twenty- 
seven of said chapter twelve. Said affidavits shall be an- 
nexed to the instrument of taking, which shall be under the 
hand and seal of the collector, and shall contain a state- 
ment of the cause of taking, a substantially accurate descrip- 
tion of each parcel] of land taken, the name of the person to 
whom the same was assessed, and the amount of the tax 
thereon, and of incidental costs alld expenses to the date of 
taking. Said instrument shall be filed and recorded in the 
registry of deeds of the county or district where the land 
lies; and the title to the lands so taken shall thereupon vest 
in the city or town, subject to the right of redemption given 
by section thirty-six of chapter twelve of the General Stat- 
utes as amended by this act. 

Sect. 6. Every city by ordinance, and every town by by- 
law, may determine and direct which power its collector 
shall exercise to enforce the lien for a tax or assessment laid 
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on real estate,— that of sale under section twenty-two of 
chapter twelve of the General Statutes, or that of taking 
under section five of this act, and in the absence of any 
such ordinance or by-law, the collector may exercise either 
power at his discretion. 

Sect. 7. Whenever the collector has reasonable cause to 
believe that a tax-title, held by a city or town under a sale 
or taking for non-payment of a tax or assessment, is invalid 
by reason of any error, omission, or informality in any of 
the proceedings of assessment, sale, or taking, he may 
release, disclaim, and annul such title by an instrument 
under his hand and seal, duly filed and recorded in the 
registry of deeds of the county or district where the land 
lies. If the invalidity of such title arose by reason of any 
error, omission, or informality in any of the proceedings or 
assessment, he shall forthwith notify the board by whom the 
tax or assessment was laid, who shall immediately reassess 
the same, as provided by section fifty-three of chapter eleven 
of the General Statutes. ; 

Sect. 8. The treasurer or other disbursing officer of any 
city or town may, and if so requested by the collector of 
that place, shall, withhold payment of any moneys that may 
be made payable from the treasury of that place to any per- 
son whose taxes, assessed in that place, are then due and — 
wholly or partly unpaid; provided, that no greater sum 
shall be thus withheld than is necessary to pay the amount 
of tax due as aforesaid, with interest and costs. The sum 
withheld shall be payable to the collector, who shall, if 
required, give a written receipt therefor. The person taxed 
may, in such case, have the same remedy as if he had paid 
such tax after a levy upon his goods. ‘The collector’s right 
as established by this section shall be valid against any 
trustee process not commenced, or any assignment not 
recorded, prior to the passage of this act. 

Srot. 9. No person entitled, under the provisions of 
section thirty-six of chapter twelve of the General Statutes, 
to redeem real estate sold for non-payment of a tax or 
assessment, shall have a right to redeem land held by a city 
or town under a sale or taking for non-payment of a tax or 
assessment, unless he pays or tenders to the collector thereof 
all sums due the city or town in respect of said land by 
reason of all such sales or takings thereof, and of all 
subsequent taxes or assessments thereon due and unpaid, 
with all interest and incidental cost and expenses. 

Sect. 10. If no person, lawfully entitled within the time 
prescribed by law, redeems the property purchased for and 
held by a city or town under the provisions of chapter one 
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hundred and eighty-three of the acts of the year one 
thousand eight hundred and sixty-two, or taken for it under 
the provisions of this act, the city or town shall forthwith 
proceed to sell the real estate at public auction, after having 
given the same notice as is required in section twenty-eight 
of chapter twelve of the General Statutes, executing and 
delivering to the highest bidder therefor a quitclaim deed ; 
and from the money arising from said sale shall be deducted 
the expenses of making the sale, together with the amount 
named in the collector’s deed or instrument of taking, as the 
sum due when the same was executed, and all interest and 
charges thereon fixed by existing law, and also all subsequent 
taxes and assessments, with all interest and charges due in 
respect thereof; the balance, if any, shall be deposited in 
the city or town treasury, subject to the provisions of 
section seven of chapter one hundred and eighty-three of 
the acts of the year one thousand eight hundred and sixty- 
two. 

Sect. 11. Whenever there is recorded in a registry of 
deeds a conveyance affecting, by way of assignment, release, 
partial release, discharge, or disclaimer, a ‘title created by 
any deed or instrument of taking, executed in consequence 
of « sale or taking for non-payment of a tax or assessment, 
the register of deeds shall make a note of reference to the 
record of such conveyance on the margin of the record of 
the deed or instrument of taking therein referred to. 

Sect. 12. The second section of “An act regulating the 
collection of taxes in the town of Boston, and providing for 
the appointment of constables in said town,” approved 
March twelfth, one thousand eight hundred and eight, is 
hereby amended by striking out the words ‘ ‘and, for col- 
lecting the sum of money due on said warrant, receive the 
fees allowed by law for levying executions in personal 
actions.” 

Secor. 13. Section ten of chapter one hundred and eighty- 
three of the acts of the year one thousand eight hundred 
and sixty-two is hereby amended by striking out the words 
“each notice” in the ninth line of said section, as printed 
in the second edition of volume one of the Supplement to 
the General Statutes, and inserting in place thereof the 
words “such service”; by striking out the words “ for 
poundage, four per cent. on the first one hundred dollars, 
two per cent. on the second hundred dollars, and one per 
cent. on the balance of the tax,” in the fifteenth, sixteenth, 
and seventeenth lines of said section; and by inserting after 
the word “sale,” in the nineteenth line of said section, the 
words “or taking.” Whenever the collector exercises the 
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power of taking given by section five of this act, there shall 
be allowed to him and added to the amount of the tax the 
same charges and fees as are fixed for similar proceedings 
by section ten of chapter one hundred and eighty-three of 
the acts of the year one thousand eight hundred and sixty- 
two as hereby amended; and when service of the demand 
of payment, and notice of intention to take, is made in the 
manner prescribed by law for the service of summonses for 
witnesses in civil cases, there shall be allowed therefor, and 
added as above mentioned, fifty cents, together with the fees 
for travel fixed by section one of chapter one hundred and 
one of the acts of the year one thousand eight hundred and 
sixty-five. 

Sect. 14. Section thirty-six of chapter twelve of the 
General Statutes is hereby amended by striking out in the 
third, fourth, and fifth lines these words, viz., “to the pur- 
chaser, or his heirs and assigns, the sum paid by him, with 
ten per cent. interest and all necessary intervening charges,” 
and inserting instead thereof these words, viz., “to the 
collector the amount of the tax for which said property was 
taken, with the charges and fees provided in section eleven 
of this act, and all intervening taxes, or to the purchaser, 
his heirs or assigns, the original sum and intervening taxes 
paid by him, and in each case, with ten per cent. interest, 
and the cost of recording the tax deed or evidence of taking, 
and the sum of five dollars for examination of title.” Sec- 
tion forty of said chapter is-hereby amended by striking out 
in the seventh and eighth lines these words, viz., “of the 
sum paid by him with ten per cent. interest and all necessary 
intervening charges,” and inserting instead thereof the same 
words above specified to be inserted in section thirty-six. 
Sections thirty-six, thirty-nine, forty, and forty-two of said 
chapter twelve are also hereby amended by inserting before 
the word “sale,” wherever it occurs in said sections, except 
in the fifth line of said section forty, the words “taking or ; ” 
by inserting before the word “ sold,” in the first, third, and 
eighth lines of said section thirty-six, the words “ taken or ; ” 
and by inserting before the word “purchaser,” in the sixth 
line of said section forty, the words “ collector or the ;” and 
by inserting before the word “such,” in the eighth line of said 
section forty, the words “the city or town or.” Section 
twenty-two of chapter twelve of the General Statutes is 
hereby amended by striking out in the last line of said sec- 
tion, the words “in the mean time,” and inserting instead 
thereof the words “ prior to the giving of the notice of such 
sale.” 

Sect. 15. The owner of any interest in real estate pur- 
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chased and held by a city or town under the provisions of 
chapter one hundred and eighty-three of the acts of the year 
eighteen hundred and sixty-two, having a right to redeem 
the same, may pay to the treasurer of the town or city all 
sums required by law for the redemption of such estate ; in 
which case the treasurer shall give to the person so paying a 
like certificate as that mentioned in section thirty-eight, 
chapter twelve of the General Statutes; and the certificate 
may be recorded in the manner, and with like effect, as that 
described in said section. If the person so redeeming be 
the holder of the mortgage, the sum so paid by him shall be 
added to, and constitute a part of, the principal sum of the 
mortgage ; and the mortgage shall not be redeemed until 
such sums, and interest “thereon, are paid; and, in such 
case, the recording of said certificate in the registry of 
deeds in the district or county where the land lies, within 
thirty days from its date, shall be notice to all persons of 
the payment of such sums, and the lien upon the estate 
therefor. 

Sect. 16. All acts, and parts of acts, inconsistent with 
this act, are hereby repealed. 

Sect. 17. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

CHAPTER 243. 


AN ACT IN RELATION TO REGISTRATION AND 
ELECTIONS IN THE CITY OF BOSTON. 


Be tt enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives 
in General Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, 
as follows : — 


Section 1. On or before the first day of September in 
the current year, each ward of the City of Boston shall be 
divided by the board of assessors of taxes in said city into 
voting precincts, each consisting of compact and contiguous 
territory within said ward, and eontaining as nearly as may 
be five hundred registered voters. The registration in the 
year eighteen hundred and seventy-seven shall be taken as 
the basis of such division. Said precincts shall be designated 
by numbers or by letters of the alphabet. In the year 
eighteen hundred and eighty-six, as soon as practicable after 
the division of the city into new wards as now provided by 
law, and every fifth year thereafter, the said wards shall be 
divided by said board of assessors into voting precincts on 
the basis of the registration of voters in the preceding year. 
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Sect. 2. In each voting precinct there shall be the fol- 
lowing election officers: that is to say, at the annual city 
election, except in the current year, one person shall be 
chosen in each precinct as warden, and one person as clerk ; 
and the mayor, at some time before the first day of October 
in each year, except the current year, shall, with the ap- 
proval of the board of aldermen, appoint for each voting 
‘precinct two inspectors, qualified voters in the ward of 
which such precinct forms a part, who shall be men of good 
repute and standing, and from different political parties. 
Each of these officers shall be sworn to the faithful discharge 
of his duties, and shall hold office for one year from the said 
first day of October. In case of any vacancy in the office of 
inspector, or in case either of said inspectors shall decline to 
act in that capacity before the first day of November in any 
year, the mayor may, with the approval of the board of 
aldermen, make an appointment of some person of good 
repute and standing to fill said office; and in making such 
appointment it shall be his duty to select some person of 
the same political party with the original incumbent of said 
office ; and every person so appointed shall be sworn to the 
faithful discharge of his duties. In case of vacancy in the 
office of warden, clerk, or inspector of a precinct on the day 
of any election, such vacancy shall be filled pro tempore by 
the voters of said precinct by nomination and hand vote. 
The wardens, clerks, and inspectors appointed or elected as 
herein provided shall have the same powers and, except as 
hereinafter provided, be subject to the same duties and. 
liabilities as the wardens, clerks, and inspectors now holding 
office in said city. 

Secr. 3. The term of office of all ward officers heretofore 
chosen shall expire on the day before the next annual State 
election; and the mayor and aldermen shall, previous to 
that date, appoint from the legal.voters in each ward one 
warden, one clerk, and two inspectors, for each precinct 
within said ward, who shall officiate in their several capaci- 
ties on the day of said State election. The inspectors so ap- 
pointed shall be selected from different political parties, and 
shall hold office until the first day of October of the follow- 
ing year; and the wardens and clerks so appointed shall 
hold office only during the State election of the current 
year. At said State election there shall be chosen a warden 
and clerk in each precinct, who shall hold office until their 
successors are chosen, as provided in the foregoing section. 
And in every year in which a new division of the wards into 
voting precincts is made, as hereinbefore provided, the terms 
of office of the election officers then holding office shall ex- 


pire before the next annual State election, and the same pro- 
ceedings shall be had in the appointment and election of 
officers for the new precincts as are herein provided for the 
precincts established in the current year. 

Srot. 4. The board of aldermen shall, at least ten days 
before any election, issue their warrants for the legal voters 
of each or any ward, as may be required, to assemble at the 
several polling-places within said ward at the time and 
for the purpose stated in said warrants; and it shall be the 
duty of the officers of each precinct to receive, sort, and count 
the ballots cast at such election, and to make returns in the 
manner provided by law, to the city clerk, of the results of 
such election, and of the number of votes cast for each officer, 
except the warden and clerk of said precinct. When an elec- 
tion is held in any precinct for a warden or clerk of said pre- 
cinct, it shall be the duty of the officers presiding at such 
election to send a certificate of election to the person chosen 
to either of said offices. 

Seor. 5. The board of aldermen shall, thirty days at least 
before the day of each election, designate and appoint the 
polling-place in each of the voting precincts in the city, 
and procure the same for such purpose and cause it to be 
fitted up and prepared therefor. Such place shall be in the 
most public, orderly, and convenient portion of the dis- 
trict; and no building or part of a building shall be so 
designated or used in which, or in any part of which, intox- 
icating liquor is sold or has been sold within thirty days 
next preceding the day of election. 

Sect. 6. The assessors of taxes in the city of Boston 
shall, on or before the fifteenth day of July in each year, 
except in the year eighteen hundred and seventy-eight, 
make, print, and post, in at Jeast one public place within 
each voting precinct, street-lists arranged by voting pre- 
cincts, so as to show under the number of the house, or if 
there is no number, then under such other definite descrip- 
tion of the location of the dwelling-place as will enable it to 
be readily ascertained, the names of all persons resident in 
each dwelling, and assessed for poll-taxes; and shall also 
send such number of copies thereof as may be required by 
the registrars of voters. 

Srot. 7. Any person not assessed for a poll-tax, who is 
entitled to be so assessed, may, not later than the first day 
of September in each year, apply to the board of assessors 
to be assessed; and said board shall also hold before that 
date not less than ten evening sessions for the performance 
of any and all of the duties imposed on them by this 
section. 
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Srot. 8. The collector shall fix convenient times and 
places in each ward or precinct, extending to not later than 
the fifteenth of October in each year, for the payment of 
taxes to himself or a deputy collector, and of the times so 
appointed not less than six shall be in the evening; and he 
shall give public notice thereof by advertisements in at least 
two daily newspapers printed in Boston, one of which shall 
be an evening paper, and also by a circular or card addressed 
to each person assessed for a poll-tax only, and delivered 
through the mail or otherwise. Said circulars or cards shall 
be delivered on or before the second day of September in 
each year, and the sessions to be held by said collector 
under the provisions of this act shall begin as soon after the 
second day in September of each year as may be necessary. 
No tax-bill for poll-taxes only shall hereafter be distributed 
to or for the persons assessed before payment thereof. 

Seot. 9. All changes or corrections of assessed names 
shall be made by the board of assessors on form of certificate 
specially prepared for the purpose; on presentation of which 
to the collector. of taxes, he shall make the corresponding 
change or correction on the list of assessed polls committed 
to him by the assessors of taxes, and also on the tax-bill 
before it is receipted or delivered, and shall affix thereto his 
official stamp, which shall be the only authority recognized 
by the registrars of voters in adopting said changes or cor- - 
rections for the purposes of registration. 

Secr. 10. If any person assessed for a poll-tax only shall 
have lost his receipt therefor he may make application to the 
board of assessors for proof of assessment, who, if satisfied 
that he is the person he claims to be and that his tax-bill has 
been lost or destroyed, shall furnish him with a statement 
giving his name, residence, ward, and page of assessment ; 
which statement shall be presented by the applicant to the 
collector of taxes, who shall issue to him a certificate, 
different in color, size, and appearance from the original 
tax-bill, setting forth that said tax has been paid. 

Sor. 11. After the ward lists of qualified voters are 
printed and posted as now required by law, no name shall 
be added thereto, unless the applicant for registration 
appears in person before the registrars or assistant 
registrars. | 

Sect. 12. The city registrar shall, on the first day of 
every month, and also two days before every election, send 
to the registrars of voters a list, by wards, of male persons 
over twenty-one years of age deceased within the preceding 
month, or since the last time of sending such list; and the

names of such persons found upon the voting-lists shall be 
erased therefrom. 

Srct. 13. If the name of a qualified voter shall be errone- 
ously erased from the published voting-list he may apply to 
the registrars of voters at any time before the closing of the 
polls for its restoration ; and if he shall prove that his claim 
be valid his name shall be restored to the voting-list, and he 
shall be given a certificate thereof, if such restoration is 
made on the day of election; on presentation of which to 
the officers of the precinct in which he was entitled to be 
registered, he shall be allowed to vote therein; and the cer- 
tificate shall be returned and preserved in like manner with 
the ballots cast in said precinct. 

Secr. 14. On complaint in writing, under oath, made by 
any voter of the city at least seven days prior to an election, 
setting forth that he has reason to believe, and does believe, 
that any one whose name is on the voting-list has not the 
legal qualifications of a voter, and setting forth the nature of 
the alleged disqualification, it shall be the duty of the regis- 
trars, if they shall be satisfied that there is reasonable ground 
for such complaint, to summon such person to appear before 
them at a time and place named, and to examine him under 
oath in regard to the matter set forth in the complaint, and 
if satisfied that he is not a qualified voter his name shall be 
stricken from the list. 

Sect. 15. If the registrars are not satisfied as to the 
identity or qualifications of an applicant for registration, they 
may make such examination of said applicant, under oath, as 
they may consider necessary or proper, to verify the fact that 
he is possessed of the constitutional requirements of a voter ; 
and said registrars, as soon after the second day of Septem- 
ber in such year as may be necessary, shall hold evening 
sessions in or near each ward for the performance of any 
and all the duties imposed upon them by the provisions of 
this act; provided, however, that they shall hold not less than 
ten evening sessions prior to the annual State or municipal 
election. 

Sect. 16. The registration of voters shall cease at ten 
o'clock in the evening of the fourteenth day preceding. the 
day of any election; and no name shall thereafter be entered 
on the voting-lists except as provided in section ten, chapter 
three hundred and seventy-six, of the acts of the year eigh- 
teen hundred and seventy-four, or to restore a name errone- 
ously stricken off as hereinbefore provided. 

Secr. 17. If any person who will become twenty-one 
years of age before the election next ensuing shall make 
application to the registrars for registration in order to 
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entitle him to vote at such election, he shall be admitted to 
registration, provided the registrars shall be satisfied that 
he will be of age before such election, and that he has the 
other constitutional qualifications of a voter, and is the 
identical person he professes to be. 

Sect. 18. One ballot-box only shall be used in each voting 
precinct; and before voting begins the ballot-box shall be 
shown to be empty; and it shall not be removed from the 
public view from the time when it is so shown to be empty 
until after the close of the polls. 

Srecr. 19. Every person offering to vote shall give his 
name and residence, and the same shall be announced in a 
loud and distinct tone of voice by one of the inspectors ; 
and no ballot shall be received until the name shall have 
been found upon the list, and properly checked. After 
the canvass has been completed by the election officers, the 
ballots and voting-lists shall be sealed up, transmitted to the 
city clerk, and preserved in the manner now provided by law. 

Sct. 20. All applications, certificates, or affidavits, taken 
by the board of assessors or registrars of voters, under this 
act, shall be preserved for two years. 

Secr. 21. Any person who shall wilfully and corruptly 
take any false oath or affirmation in making any application, 
certificate, complaint or affidavit, or upon any examination 
provided for in this act, shall be deemed guilty of perjury. 

Secor. 22. Any person who shall wilfully and corruptly 
instigate, advise, induce, or procure any other person to take 
any false oath or affirmation in making any application, cer- 
tificate, complaint, or affidavit, or upon any examination pro- 
vided for in this act, shall be deemed guilty of subornation 
of perjury. 

Sect. 23. Any registrar, assistant registrar, assessor, as- 
sistant assessor, collector, assistant collector, warden, clerk, 
or inspector of elections, who shall wilfully violate any pro- 
vision of this act, shall be punished by imprisonment not 
exceeding one year, or by a fine not exceeding one hundred 
dollars. 

Sect. 24. This act shall take effect upon its passage; but 
any election which may be held previous to the next State 
election shall be conducted according to the provisions of 
the laws heretofore regulating the same.

To the Honorable City Council : — 


The undersigned begs leave herewith to submit for con- 
sideration, his annual report of the births, marriages, and 
deaths, in the City of Boston, during the year 1877, together 
with such remarks as have seemed appropriate to the subject. 


Brrrus IN 1877. 


The number of births registered in Boston during the 
past year was 10,530, — 5,323 males, and 5,207 females. 
This exhibits a decrease of 243 births compared with the 
preceding year; 1,187 less than were registered in 1874, 
and 71 less than were recorded in 1872. Some remarks 
touching the cause of this diminished birth-rate will be 
found in another part of this report. Estimating the popu- 
lation of Boston, in 1877, to have been 360,000, the ratio 
of births to the population will appear to be 1 in 34.19. 


\ 
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Adding the still-births (469), the ratio will be 1 in 32.73. 
In the preceding year the ratio was nearly identical with 
that of 1877, it being 1 in 32.60 of an estimated population 
of 251,247. The excess of living births over the deuths, in 
1877, was 3,246. In the preceding year the excess was 
2,570. |

in the third, making 27.93 per cent. of all the births. 
There were 1,009 births in July, making 9.58 per cent. of 
the whole number.

It will be seen that there were’ more deaths in Ward 10 
than births, — the excess, in the wrong direction, being 27.

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A similar difference occurred in the same locality, in the 
preceding year, when there were 187 births and 193 deaths. 

Wards 1 and 2 (East Boston) contain about 8.58 per 
cent. of the entire population of the city. The births in 
those two wards make 8.94 per cent. of all the births, — 
a condition very evenly balanced. In Wards 3, 4, 5 
(Charlestown), 8.40 per cent. of the births occurred, al- 
though that portion of the city contains 9.82 per cent. of 
the whole population. On the other hand, Wards 6, 7, and 
8 (containing a very large proportion of foreign-born resi- 
dents) present, as their contribution to the aggregate 
increase, 15.91 per cent. of all the births, although only 
12.34 per cent. of the entire population is found in those 
three wards. A similar result is witnessed in the three 
South Boston wards (13, 14, 15), with a like population. 
These three wards contain 15.84 per cent. of the population, 
while 17 per cent. of the births occurred there. 

A strong contrast to the foregoing is exhibited by Wards 
9, 10, 11, containing a population largely native. These 
wards embrace about 15.12 per cent. of the entire popula- 
tion, and yet only 10.37 per cent. of the births occurred in 
them. Wards 16, 17, and 18, with a population principally 
of native origin, and making 12.13 per cent. of the whole 
population, presents only 9.25 per cent. of all the births. 
In the three Roxbury wards (19, 20, 21), containing 13.34 
per cent. of the population, the births made 13.52 per cent. 
of the whole number. In Ward 23 (West Roxbury), con- 
taining 3.60 per cent. of the population, the births made 
5.49 per cent. of the entire number. In like manner, Ward 
24 (Dorchester), with a territory and population similar to 
those of West Roxbury, embracing 3.93 per cent. of the 
whole population, yields 4.71 per cent. of all the births. 
Brighton also presents a favorable aspect. This district 
contains 3.49 per cent. of the population, while the births 
that occurred there make 4.18 per cent. of all the births. 

The following table will illustrate the foregoing facts very 
clearly; the Charlestown and East Boston wards are 
omitted, as well as Ward 20, which is very nearly divided 
between a foreign-born and a native-born population : —

The result shown in the above table is very significant. 
On the one side it is seen that the percentage of births in a 
given population is far below what ought to be seen in any 
well-conditioned community. On the other side, a totally 
opposite result is seen, not to be explained, certainly, by any 
physiological reasons. Only in two wards of the first divis- 
ion (Wards 23 and 24) do the percentage of births exceed 
the percentage of the population in each of the same places. 
In Wards 12 and 16, of the second division of the table, 
the births fall slightly below the proportion, although the 
difference in the latter ward is very slight. 
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The foregoing table will be easily understood. The ver- 
tical column of totals indicate the fathers, and the horizon- 
tal column at the bottom, the mothers. For instance, the 
figures at the top of the first column show that both parents 
of 2,846 children were native-born; and the succeeding 
figures that 523 children had native fathers and Irish-born 
mothers. 

The number of children whose parents were both native- 
born (including half of those recorded as of unknown 
parentage) was 2,904, making 27.58 per cent. of the whole 
number. The native fathers make 39.63 per cent. of all the 
fathers, and the native mothers 35.45 per cent. of all the 
mothers. 

The number of Irish-born fathers was 3,841 (108 less than 
were recorded in the preceding year), making 36.48 per 
cent. of the whole number, almost the identical proportion 
of the year 1876. The number of children of English 
fathers was 423, a decrease of 94. Of those whose fathers 
were born in British America the number was 1,081, an 
increase of 251. Of the whole number of fathers: (exclusive 
of those recorded as “unknown”) 51.57 per cent. were 
born in Great Britain and her dependencies. 

The children of German fathers number 439, a decrease 
of 195. These, added to the number born in Sweden and 
Norway (94), and Denmark (30), make 5.34 per cent. of 
the entire number; a decrease of 2 per cent. in the German 
and Scandinavian element, compared with the preceding 
year. 

The number of children of Italian fathers was 93 (a de- 
crease of 23) ; of those of Portuguese origin, 72 (a decrease 
of 17); and of those born of Russian and Polish fathers, 
45, a decrease of 9. 

Various places in Europe, Asia, Africa, and South Amer- 
ica, are represented by the 36 fathers, whose nativity is re- 
corded as of “ other foreign places.” 

The number of colored children born (black and mulatto) 
was 162, an increase of 5 over the number recorded in 1876. 
It will be seen by the following table, that both parents in 
each instance (with but five or six exceptions) were of the 
same nativity. It seems odd that both parents, in six in- 
stances, should be born in Ireland, and another in Germany.

There were 89 instances of plural births in 1876, inelud- 
ing one of triplets. Of the 168 children born last year, 99 
were females, exceeding the males by 30. The ratio of twin 
births to all births was 1 in 125.36. Those of foreign par- 
entage make 65.48 per cent. of the whole number. In the 
preceding year almost the same result was witnessed, the 
children of foreign parentage making 65.91 per cent. of the

It: wilt be seen that in 7 instances all 3 children were 
females; in 3 all were males; in 5, one in each was a male, 
the others females ; and in each of the remaining 2, two were 
males. In 8 instances both parents were native born; in 
7, both were born in Ireland; in 1, both were natives of 
Nova Scotia; and in the last, the father was a native, and 
the mother was born in New Brunswick. 

In 14 instances one or more of the children died soon 
after their birth. Nothing could be learned concerning 
two others; while the last—the 3 males born in 1856, — 
“all are alive” (as averred by the gentleman who com- 
municates the information), “and kicking.” The following 
account of the whereabouts and’condition of these children, 
given by a resident of the same town in Maine, is worth 
repeating : — 3 


Sir, — In regard to the triplets of , L will tell you what I know 
of them. The father and mother were both born in Maine, where the 
mother and her sons now live, the father having died some 13 or 
14 years ago. The children were 21 years old in July last, and 
are named Charles Sumner, Henry Wilson, and Benjamin Franklin 
——. They are rugged and healthy boys, about 5 feet 10 inches in 
height, and weigh about 175 pounds. They are good-looking, well- 
proportioned, and so much resemble each other as to render it diffi- 
cult to distinguish ’one from the other. They are good scholars, and 
where they attend schools they stand at the head of their classes. 
They are ambitious, energetic, industrious, having good morals, good 
manners, and to all appearances seem destined to rise above the com- 
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mon standard of manhood. The case of these triplets seems to be 
rather an uncommon one. That they should all live to become men, 
have the reputation of being the best scholars in the agricultural col- 
lege which they attend, is certainly an incident worth recording.

It will be seen that there were reported at this office 
during the past year only 469 still-births, 22 less than were 
recorded in the preceding year. The ratio of these births 
was 1 in 22.45 of those born alive. The decrease in the 
number of still-births reported during the last three years 
has been a great one, and is doubtless owing to a failure in 
reporting them for record, as required by law, and not to a 
decrease in the number of the births. How large a number 
have been withheld from the record may be judged from 
the fact that in 1872 there were recorded 560; in 1873, 
515; in 1874, 642; and in 1875, 541. In 1876 the number 
of these cases had diminished to 491. The new law regard- 
ing the registration of vital statistics, which went into effect 
May Ist, 1878, will doubtless remedy this serious defect, 
which has existed for the last two or three years, and render 
the Boston records what they had previously been, — full 
and complete. The parentage of these children was: 
American, 189; Irish, 159; British American, 22; English, 
20; German, 14; Scotch, 3; Italian, 3; other foreign, 13; 
unknown, 46. In 23 instances the children were of colored 
parents. The ratio of colored still-births to the colored 
children born alive was 1 in 7.05; while among the whites 
the ratio was 1 in 23.25. There were four instances of twin 
births, one of which was colored. In three instances the 
parents were native-born, and the other Irish, 
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MaRRIAGES IN 1877. 


The number of marriages recorded during the past year 
was 2,873, —a decrease of 108 from the number registered 
in 1876.

The period of annexation of neighboring towns to Boston 
commenced with 1868. ‘The yearly average of marriages 
during the 10 years ending with 1877 was 3,835. The 
yearly average of the preceding 10 years was 3,159. This 
last period embraced the time of the civil war, and undoubt- 
edly affected to a considerable extent the marriage-rate. 
Were it not for this fact, there can be little doubt that there 
would have been recorded nearly as large a number of mar- 
riages during that period, in a population at that time of less 
than 210,000, as is seen at the present time, with a Rgpulss 
tion at least 150,000 larger.

The native-born grooms in 1877 make 58.37 per cent. of 
the whole number, — a considerable increase compared with 
the preceding year, when the same class made 53.64 per 
cent. of all the grooms of that year. 

The increase in the number of native-born brides is in 
nearly the same proportion, having increased from 53.34 
per cent. of the whole number in 1876, to 58 per cent. 
of all the brides in 1877. <A great difference is also ob- 
served in the number of Irish-born grooms. In 1876 these 
grooms made 24.45 per cent. of all the grooms.; but in 1877 
the ratio had fallen to 20.33 per cent. A like change, and 
nearly to the same extent, is noticed in regard to the 
brides of Irish birth. 

There is but a slight variation in the proportion of the 
grooms of English and of Scotch birth, from the exhibit in 
the preceding year. There was an increase of German 
grooms, from 5.20 per cent. of all the grooms in 1876 to 
7.13 per cent. in 1877.

Of the whole number of grooms, 59 were under 21 years 
age, an increase of 11 compared with the preceding year, 
making 2.05 per cent. of all the grooms. Of this number, 
5 were 18 years‘ of age; 10 were 19 years of age; and 44 
were 20 years of age. 

The whole number of minor brides was 41, — 5 less than 
were recorded in 1876. Nine of these were 16 years of age, 
and the remaining 32 were one year older. 

The selections made by some of the couples are very curi- 
ous, verifying the old adage, perhaps, that love is blind. Of 
the 846 grooms between 21 pe 25 years of age, 14 married 
brides over 30, two married brides over 40, while another 
chose a companion of the ripe age of over 50. On the 
other hand the older grooms exhibited their predilections in 
a different direction, manifesting, perhaps, a more fastidious 
taste in their selections. Of the 28 grooms between 60 and 
70, one seemed to have no trouble in bearing away as a 
prize a spinster who had not reached her 25th year. Ten 
others were united to brides between 30 and 40; 7 became 
husbands to those between 40 and 50; 5 others chose as 
their brides those between 50 and 60; and the remaining 5 
contented themselves with brides of their own mature age. 
There were 4 grooms of threescore years and ten, one of 
whom married a bride who had not reached her 50th year ;

It will be seen by the above table that there were 9 
grooms who signalized their first appearance in the matrimo- 
nial market by marrying brides who had been twice 
widowed; and another who took as his second wife one who 
had survived three husbands. One groom chose a spinster 
as his fourth wife, and another, of like experience, was 
united to a bride who had been twice a widow. | 

Of the whole number of grooms 11.45 per cent., and of 
the brides 12.74 per cent. had been previously married. 

There were 77 marriages in which both parties were 
black, and 66 in which the grooms were black and the brides 
white. There were 101 marriages of this character in 1876. 
The ratio of colored marriages to the colored population 
was 1 in 26.88; in 1876 it was lin 24.75. The ratio of white 
marriages to the white population was 1 in 65.02. The aver- 
age age of the colored grooms (only one of whom was a 
minor, 19 years of age) was 29.70 years. 

Of the grooms, 2,440 were residents of Boston; 275. 
resided in other towns in the State, and 158 belonged out of 
the State. Of the brides, 2,601 belonged to Boston; 168 
came from other parts of the State, while 104 were residents 
of other States. 

In 377 instances the brides were older than the grooms. 

The number of certificates of intentions of marriage 
issued was 3,348, — a decrease of 43 from the number issued 
in 1876. 211 of these certificates were used in other towns 
of the Commonwealth, but are recorded in this office in a 
book prescribed by law for that purpose.

The number of deaths during the past year was 7,284, —a 
decrease of 919 from the number reported in the preceding 
year, and no less than 1,674 below the number registered in 
1875. Accorded to the estimated population before given, 
viz., 360,000, the death-rate will be seen to have been 20.23 
in 1,000, or one death in each 49.42 of the whole popula- 
tion. The death-rate in the preceding year was 22.35 in 
1,000, or 1 death in each 38.17 of the estimated population 
of that year. This result indicates a very favorable condi- 
tion of the public health, and exhibits the lowest death-rate 
that has been seen for the last 30 years. 

The number and percentage of deaths in each quarter, 
compared with a similar statement of the preceding year, 
will be seen in the following : —

The number of deaths that occurred in the first quarter of 
the past year was 517 less than was reported in 1876. A 
considerable increase in the percentage of deaths in the third 
quarter is also observable. 
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An examination of the foregoing table will show several - 
very interesting facts. It will be seen that 3,653 of the 
decedents (making 50.15 per cent. of the whole number) 
were under 20 years of age. It will also be observed, that 
the decedents of Irish parentage make 20.17 per cent. of all 
who died, while those of native parentage make only 16.36 
per cent. Another noticeable fact is that concerning the 
children who died on the day of their birth. Of these, 155 
in number (making 2.13 per cent. of all the decedents), 109 
were males, and only 46 females. 

Another interesting fact shown in the table is, that 24.83 
per cent. of all who died (nearly one-quarter) were under 
one year. The uniformly large mortality of children under 
one year is seen in the following statement of the deaths in 
each of the last 28 years : —

So far as the infantile mortality indicates the public 
health, the above table shows that there has been little 
change in that regard for the last twenty-eight years. 
Since 1868, the year in which Roxbury was annexed to Bos- 
ton, there has been almost an uniform increase of infantile 
mortality, perhaps not larger than might have been looked 
for in a greatly enlarged population. During the period 
beginning with 1850, and ending with 1867, — eighteen 
years, — the mortality of children under one year made a 
yearly average of 23.64 per cent. of all the deaths in the 
same period. Since the last-named year the yearly average 
has been 26 per cent. 

The decedents between 1 and 5 years made 16 per cent. 
of all who died; while those between 5 and 10 made only 
8.97 per cent. Only 5.24 per cent. of all who died were 
between 5 years and 20. In each period, except that be- 
tween 5 and 10 (when one more female died than males), 
the male decedents were more than the females, the excess 
being 284. In the same periods of the preceding year the 
male decedents exceeded the female by 180, 
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The female decedents in the above table exceeded the 
mules by 207. In two decennial periods only, — between 
50 and 70, — the males exceeded the females by 31 in the 
first, and 13 in the second. In the first-named period, be- 
tween 20 and 30, the females exceeded the males by 44; in 
the following period, by 28. In the period between 70 and 
80, the excess had increased to 73; in the succeeding one, 
to 60; and in the period between 90 and 100 the difference 
was 22. Of the two centenarians, one was a male, and 
the other a female, — both of Irish birth. 

Of all the decedents contained in the foregoing table those 
of native birth make 24.73 per cent. If to these are added 
the decedents of native parentage, given in Table VIII., the 
combined number will make 41 per cent. of all who died. 
In like manner, if the Irish-born decedents (making 17.16 
per cent. of all who died) be added to the children of the 
same parentage, both will make 37.83 per cent. of the whole 
mortality. ‘The whole number of foreign-born decedents 
(including all under 20 years, of foreign parentage, and 
half of those designated as *‘ unknown,” in this and the pre- 
ceding table), make 57.50 per cent. of all who died. 

In the first period named in Table IX. the native-born 
decedents exceeded all others by 240. In the succeeding 
period the foreign-born exceeded the native by 88. In each 
of the succeeding periods (except that between 80 and 90, 
in which the native-born decedents show an excess of 48) 
the foreign-born decedents exceeded the native-born, notably 
in the period between 40 and 50, where the difference 
was 124. } 

Of the 260 who died above 80 years of age, 151 were 
native-born. 
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In four months only, — January, March, October, and 
December, — the female decedents exceeded the males. In 
the first quarter 14 more females died than males, and in 
the fourth quarter 27. Jn the second and third quarters 
the males exceeded the females by 66 and 51 in each re- 
spectively.

In each of six wards — 6, 7, 8, 12, 18, and 22 — the 
percentage of the deaths was larger than the percentage of 
the population in each of those localities, although in a 
slight degree in each instance. It will be seen that 12.15 
per cent. of the entire mortality occurred in the various 
hospitals and public institutions. Of the deaths in these 
institutions (885) 28.14 per cent. occurred in those devoted 
to the care and support of destitute children. 

Perhaps no more curious result is witnessed in relation to 
vital statistics than that which is seen regarding the mor- 
tality of the colored population. In 1876, for the first time 
in several years, the births exceeded the deaths, although by 
only 3. In the past year, however, there were 12 more 
deaths than births. The number of colored decedents was 
174, — 84 males and 90 females, — an increase of 20 deaths 


compared with the preceding year. The ratio of these 
deaths to the colored population was 1 in 28.73. Another 
interesting fact to be noticed is, that while among the white 
decedents the males exceed the females, the contrary is the 
case in regard to the colored. | 

It will be seen by the following table, that no less than 
85.63 per cent. of the colored decedents died from tubercu- 
lar diseases. The table also exhibits the percentage of 
deaths from each class of diseases, compared with the aggre- 
gate mortality from the same class. ‘The statement is worth

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Cholera Infantum. —The number of deaths from this 
cause was 563,—an increase of 21 over the number recorded 
in 1876,— making 7.73 per cent. of the whole mortality. 
There were 108 deaths (19.18 per cent. of the whole num- 
ber) in Wards 6, 7, and 8. ‘These wards contain a com- 
paratively restricted area, but a large population, — about 
45,000. There were only 17 deaths in Wards 10 and 11, 
which contain a population of about 25,000. There were 16 
deaths in Ward 9, comprising the elevated ground of Beacon 
Hill, and forming one of the most opulent districts of the 
city. There was but one death from this cause in Ward 18, 
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8 in Ward 21, and 11 in Ward 25 (Brighton). The deaths 
from this cause in the three South Boston wards (13, 14, 
15) made 15.98 per cent. of all the deaths from this cause. , 

Cholera-morbus.—There were but 17 deaths thus re- 
ported, 4 less than were returned in 1876. 

Diarrhea and Dysentery.— 'The number of deaths from 
these two causes was 350, — 184 of the former, and 166 of 
the latter, —an increase of 76 compared with the preceding 
year. There were 8 deaths from these causes in Ward 10, 
5 in Ward 11, 8 in Ward 14, 6 in Ward 17, 2 in Ward 18, 
and 6 in Ward 25. 

In the two East Boston wards the ratio of deaths from the 
causes named in the foregoing table was 1 in 7.88 of the 
whole mortality in those wards from all causes. In the 
three Charlestown wards (8, 4, 5) the ratio was 1 in 7.90. 
In Wards 6, 7, 8, the ratio was 1 in 5.86. In the three 
South Boston wards (13, 14, 15) the ratio was 1 in 7.71. 
In Wards 9, 10, and 11, localities uniformly exhibiting a 
moderate death-rate, the ratio was 1 in 8.61. In Wards 12, 
16, 17, 18, and 22 the ratio was 1 in 7.96. Inthe three Rox- 
bury Wards the ratio was 1 in 7.26. In Dorchester, 1 in 10; 
in West Roxbury, 1 in 4.48, and in Brighton, 1 in 6. 

Croup and Diphtheria. —The number of deaths thus re- 
ported was 4&2 (a decrease of 265), making 6.62 per cent. 
of the whole mortality. The deaths in the several wards

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It will be remembered that during the past year appre- 
hensions were frequently expressed concerning the prev- 
alence of diphtheria. The above table shows that Wards 9, 
10, 11, 17, 18, and 25 were nearly exempt from these dis- 
eases, there having occurred in those wards only 42 deaths 
from them. In Wards 9, 10, and 11 the ratio of deaths from 
these diseases to the mortality from all causes in the same 
places was 1 in 30.37. In Wards 17 and 18 the ratio was 
1 in 19.59. It will be remembered that the above-named 
wards, with the exception of Ward 9, embrace a territory 
seriously complained of on account of its bad drainage. In 
the East Boston wards (1 and 2), the ratio was 1 in. LO269 4 
in Charlestown (3, 4, and 5)@ it was 1 in 18.12. In the 
South Boston wards (13, 14, and 15), the ratio was 1 in 
11.52. 

Measles. —'There were but two deaths feath measles re- 
ported, one in Ward 9, and the other in Ward 13. 

Meningitis, Cerebro-spinal. — There were 23 deaths re- 
ported from this cause, an increase of 10 compared with the 
preceding year. 

Scarlatina. —The number of deaths thus reported was 
113, a decrease of 319 from the number registered in the 
preceding year.

Typhoid Fever.— The number of deaths from this cause 
was 157, an increase of 9 over the number of the preced- 
ing year. There were 13 deaths in East Boston; 8 in 
Charlestown: 21 in South Boston; 22 in the three North- 
end wards (6, 7, and 8), and only 15 in Wards 8, 9, 10, and 

11. In Wards 17 , 18, 19, and 2U, there were five deaths in 
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each. There were 2 deaths in Ward 22,:and the same 
number in Ward 25. ‘The mortality from typhoid fever 
makes 2.16 per cent. of the deaths from all causes. The 
percentage of deaths from this disease in each of the last 18 
years is seen in the following table. There were no reports 
issued in 1860 and 1861. ‘The table embraces a period of 
eight years before: the annexation of Roxbury, in 1868, and 
the ten years following the incorporation of Dorchester, 
West Roxbury, Brighton, and Charlestown, with Boston.

The above table shows a remarkable uniformity in the 
mortality from typhoid fever from year to year. So far as 
this disease indicates the sanitary condition of the city, it 
must be obvious that there exists but little reason for the dis- 
mal apprehensions so loudly expressed during the last year 
or two. Notwithstanding the growth of population, defect- 
ive drainage, overcrowded dwellings, with all the adverse 
effects following such conditions, typhoid fever is no more 
prevalent in this city at the present time than it was twenty 
years ago. It will be seen that the annual average of the 
mortality from this disease, during the period embraced in 
the above table, was. 2.44 per cent. of the deaths from all 
causes. 

Whooping-Cough. — The number of deaths from this cause 
was 89, an increase of 39 compared with the preceding year. 
There were but 4 deaths in East Boston; 7 in Charlestown ; 
11 in Wards 6, 7, and 8; 10 in Wards 9, 10, 11, and 10; 
18 in South Boston; 12 in Roxbury; 2 in West Roxbury ; 
6 in Dorchester, and 2 in Brighton. 

The following table exhibits the proportion of the deaths 
in each ward from 11 of the principal zymotic diseases; the 
deaths occurring in the several public institutions are not in-

It will be seen that the smallest percentage of deaths from 
zymotic diseases in any one ward occurred in Ward 18, and the 
highest in Ward 18, South Boston. No less than 16.34 per 
cent. of the deaths from this class of diseases occurred in 
South Boston; 7.97 per cent. in East Boston, and 7.67 per 
cent. in Charlestown. The deaths in the three North-end 
wards (6, 7, 8) made 15 per cent. of the whole number in 
the wards. In Wards 9, 10, 11,17, and 18, containing a 
large native population, the mortality from zymotic diseases 
made only 10.81 per cent. of the total deaths from these 
causes. While 15.93 per cent. of the deaths occurred in 
Roxbury, only 3.83 per cent. took place in Dorchester. 
West Roxbury is credited with 4.94 per cent., and Brighton 
with 1.80. 


CONSTITUTIONAL DISEASES. 


Cancer. — The number of deaths thus reported was 190, 
— 45 males and 145 females, — a decrease of two in the num- 
ber of males, and an increase of 28 in the number of fe- 
males. The deaths from this cause made 2.61 per cent. of 
the whole mortality. Of all the male decedents, 1 in 81.79 
died from cancer; and of the females, 1 in 24.86. The 
locality of the disease in every instance is for the first time 
- exhibited in the Registrar’s report.

It will be seen that 47.21 per cent of those who died from 
consumption were of native birth, and 37.31 per cent. of 
Irish origin. The whole number of decedents of native 
birth was 2,993, of which 601 died of consumption, making 
the deaths of the native-born from this cause to be 20.08 per 
cent. of their whole mortality. The decedents of Irish birth 
from consumption made only 17.24 per cent. of all the deaths 
of the Irish-born.

It will be seen that 14.53 per cent. of all the deaths from 
consumption occurred in the several public institutions. Of 
the mortality in the wards, 9.28 per cent. took place in East 
Boston; 15.63 per cent. in Wards 6, 7, and 8; 10.94 per 
cent. in Charlestown, and 16.91 per cent. in South Boston. 
In Wards 9, 10, 11, 17, and 18, embracing 4.12 per cent. of 
the entire occupied territory of the city, and containing 
18.62 per cent. of the whole population, the deaths from 
consumption made 14.89 per cent. of the mortality from this 
cause in the wards. A large portion of the district forming 
these five last-named wards comprises a considerable extent 
of made land, reclaimed from the Back Bay. East Boston 
contains 8.58 per cent. of the whole population of the city ;

Brain, diseases of. — The number of deaths from this class 
of diseases was 295, making 4.05 per cent. of the whole 
mortality. 

Heart, diseases of. —There were 285 deaths thus reported, 
— 139 males and 146 females, — a decrease of 84 compared 
with the preceding year, making 3.90 per cent. of all the 
deaths. 

Bronchitis. —The number of deaths from this cause was: 
204, —a decrease of 27; making 2.80 per cent. of the 
whole number. 

Pneumonia. — There were 484 deaths reported from this 
disease, — a decrease of 39 from the number of the preceding 
year, and 148 less than were registered in 1875. Although 
the number of deaths was less, the percentage was greater, 
it being 6.64 against 6.38 per cent. of the preceding year. 
The large mortality reported from pneumonia during the 
past two or three years has been noticed by physicians, who 
have expressed surprise at the result. The opinion that the 
disease was attended with greater fatality than formerly has 
led to the compilation of the following statistics.

An examination of the above will show that the fatality 
attending pneumonia is no greater at the present time than 
it was 40 years ago. If the above table be divided into 
three parts, the first, embracing a period of 14 years, 
ending with 1850, will show that the annual average per 
cent. of the mortality from pneumonia during that period 
was 6.58. In the succeeding 14 years it was 5.64 per 
cent., and in the last 12 years it was 6.36 per cent. The 
large number of deaths observable in 1868, and onwards, 
will be recognized as consequent on the annexation of neigh- 
boring towns to the city of Boston, which began in that 
year. 

Enteritis. — There were 93 deaths reported from this 
cause, an increase of 15 compared with the preceding year. 
Adding to the foregoing those that died from peritonitis 
(51), gastritis (25), and “disease of the bowels” (11), the 
deaths from these causes will make 2.47 per cent. of the 
whole mortality. 

Nephria (Brights Disease).— The number of deaths from 
this disease was 105, — 54 males and 51 females ; an increase 
of 19 over the number reported in 1876. There were also 
34 deaths from nephritis, and 16 returned as “ disease of the

GENERAL REMARKS. 


It is not a harmless error that prevails to a considerable 
extent regarding the increase or growth of population. Ap- 
parently oblivious of the fact that every addition made to 
the living population is also an addition to the aggregate 
wealth of the community, there are those who are.torever 
laboring to prevent this growth, under the mistaken idea 
that this condition is antagonistic to their own welfare. It 
is not easy to make such persons appreciate the fact that, for 
every new mouth demanding to be filled, there arises the 
need of additional instruments to meet that want. This is 
the law of supply and demand epitomized; in these simple 
reciprocal relations lies the germinal principle of material 
prosperity. 

History furnishes numerous examples to the effect that 
the prosperity of nations is in proportion to the numbers 
added to their populations, and that it is when artificial 
barriers, of whatsoever character, are erected to hinder this 
increase that the signs of dissolution make their appearance. 
Rejecting the infusion of new blood, refusing community of 
rights and interests, decay and extinction must inevitably 
ensue. Where such views exist is found a congenial soil for 
vicious customs and habits, which are always fatal to the 
natural increase of human beings. When Greece and Rome, 
enervated by luxury, became unable to perpetuate that race 
of men who had been her pride and glory, then began their 
decline and fall. In like manner a similar fate will overtake 
every people or community who shall imitate their example. 
Whether the body politic fails to receive enlargement from 
without, or by natural generation from within, the result is 
the same. 

That the remarkable progress and prosperity of the 
United States are largely owing to immigration scarcely 
admits of a doubt. The commingling of races, the intro- 
duction and adoption of new ideas, and the interchange of 
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sympathies, have served to form a character distinctively 
American, widely differing in many essential features from 
that of all other peoples. Destroy this almagamated charac- 
teristic, which embodies quickness of perception, energy, 
and sustained endurance, and the national character would 
be shorn of its chief strength. 

The time has gone gone by when the introduction of the 
“ stranger within our ‘gates ” should evoke comment. Our 
community has ceased to be a homogeneous one; the 
streams that make up the current of its moral, social, and 
political life are so numerous and varied — not to say of a 
mongrel character — that we simply become fit subjects for 
laughter when we assume a ridiculous superiority, and reoary 
the « coming of the stranger as intrusive. 

The large cities of the Union are the centres to which the 
vast stream of immigration flows. Boston is one of these 
centres, and yearly adds from this source large numbers to 
its rapidly increasing population. It may surprise some to 
learn that the number of immigrants that landed at this port 
alone from 1850 to 1877, inclusive, was 420,957, or an 
annual average of more than 15,000. 

The following table exhibits the increase of the popula- 
tion in the several towns now forming the City of Boston 
during the five quinquennial periods from 1850 to 1875. 
The total of each column shows the aggregate population at 
each census period ; —

Roxbury was annexed to Boston in 1868, Dorchester in 
1870, and Brighton, West Roxbury, and Charlestown in 1874. 
It will be observed that there was a considerable variation inthe 
yearly increase of the population in the several periods. In 
the first period, between 1850 and 1855, the annual increase 
was 8.72 per cent.; in the second, 2.88 per cent.; in the 
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third, 1.71 per cent. ; in the fourth, 1.77 per cent. ; and in 
the fifth, 8.388 per cent. In this connection it will prove 
‘interesting to notice the increase of the population during 
the five periods named in the foregoing table compared with 
the number of immigrants that arrived at this port in the 
saine periods : —

It will be seen that the number of immigrants in the first 
period was 113,099, and the increase of the population 18.59 
per cent. In the following period immigration had declined 
to 52,613, being less than half of that of the preceding five 
years, and the increase of the population was only 14.15 per 
cent. In the succeeding period the number of immigrants 
had further declined to 26,307, — singularly enough, just 
half the number (within one) that had arrived during the 
preceding period, — and the increase of the population be- 
came further reduced to 8.85 per cent. In the following 
five years immigration had increased nearly threefold (to 
71,392), but the increase of the population was nearly the 
same, 8.88 per cent. Finally, during the last period, the 
immigration had increased only 16.82 per cent., 2 per cent. 
less than the increase in the first period. 

The following table exhibits several interesting facts, 
which deserve to be put on record for future reference, if for 
no other purpose. ‘The array of figures may be somewhat 
dry and bewildering, but they deserve attention from those 
interested in the investigation of vital statistics ; — 
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It should be stated that the births and deaths shown in 
the foregoing table include those of‘ all the towns now com- 
prising the City of Boston. The number of immigrants 
include only those arriving from foreign countries. These 
last amount to 420,957, which, with the births, make the 
addition from these sources to be 659,216. Deducting from 
this total the number of deaths that occurred during the 
same period (189,774), the excess of additions will be 
469,442. Of course it will be understood that the whole 
of this number do not become a part of the permanent 
population, and no account is made of the additions from 
domestic sources, nor of the large number who migrate to 
other parts. The design of the foregoing statement is to 
exhibit the general growth of population, both by natural 
increase and by foreign immigration, without making other 
than a general application. 

The actual increase of the population of all the towns 
now composing the City of Boston, during the twenty-five 
years ending with 1875, the last census year, was 87 per 
cent., being an annual average increase of 3.48 per cent. 
If the increase of the two following years were estimated at 
the same ratio, the population in 1877 would appear as 
365,717. Undoubtedly this number is too high. During 
the last three years no less than 18,000 persons left this 
port alone for foreign countries. All of these, of course, 
were not subtracted from the permanent population of the 
city. These facts, with other considerations, render it 
probable that the population of Boston in 1877 was not far 
from the estimate made in another part of this report, viz., 
360,000. | 


BrrtHs AND MARRIAGES. 


When it is remembered that the birth-rate of Boston in 
1850 was 1 in each 26.40 of the population of that year, 
the great change that has occurred in that particular since 
that time will be obvious. Business depression, or financial 
embarrassments, do not furnish the sole reason for the 
change. Even in 1857, a year of great distress, the birth- » 
rate was 1 in 27.50. The conviction cannot be avoided, 
that a closer investigation of the causes of this condition 
than this report is intended to make, will render plain to the 
dullest apprehension that something else than “hard times,” 
or poverty, has tended to bring about this result. There 
is little hope of amendment, it; is to be feared, in this par- 
ticular. The views entertained by a large number concern- 
ing the marriage relation, and matters akin to it, seem to be 
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the natural outgrowth of a moral sentiment, which owes its 
origin to an indiscriminate and excessive use of those agen- 
cies which are designed for the intellectual faculties alone. 
These last have been stimulated by a worse than hot-house 
heat, while the moral perceptions have received little or no 
attention. The result has been, that the conscience, left 
without rudder or compass, is unable to indicate the right 
direction, or to’‘prevent divergence from the true course. 

It has been frequently observed that the marriage-rate in 
the United States has been gradually declining, which 
shows a wide-spread disinclination on the part of a large 
number of those of a marriageable age to assume the marital 
relation. What is true of the whole country is true of this 
State, and of Boston also. Two causes may exist for this 
condition, viz.: inability or unwillingness to marry. Cir- 
cumstances may justify the first; there can be few excuses 
for the second. In either case, the loss to the whole com- 
munity is real and tangible ; a loss which might, possibly, 
be expressed in dollars and cents. If there were no growth 
of the population, a decline in the marriage-rate would 
naturally be expected; but there has been no decline. On 
the contrary, there has been a steady expansion, and at the 
same time an equally steady diminution in the marriage-rate. 
The rose-colored notion concerning the inherent nobility of 
human nature, and of its capacities for good, seems hardly 
warranted in the light of the facts here suggested, and 
which can have but one interpretation. In fine, if there 
were no other means by which to gauge the moral and social 
condition of a people than the precise characteristics which 
are everywhere observable, the views and practices concern- 
ing the marriage relation would be sufficient to show that 
the human heart is still “ desperately wicked.” 


INFANTILE MORTALITY. 


Over one-fifth of all who die each year fail to pass the 
first year of their existence. Is this mortality, so unde- 
viating from year to year, inevitable, necessitated by fixed 
physical laws, or is it owing to an ignorance of the laws 
on which health and life depend; or is medical science at 
fault? Is it true that the human race, at the very thresh- 
old of its existence, is engaged in a struggle for life, with 
no hope that more than four-fifths will survive their first year ? 
To this it can be said that an examination of the mortality 
statistics for a series of years, beginning with 1818, and 
reaching to 1850, will show that the infantile mortality 
during that period was in a much smaller proportion than it 
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is at the present day. Hence it is certain that there was a 
_ time when the odds against living were not so many and so 
formidable. If such was the case then, can there be assigned 
any reason why, in view of the great advancement of med- 
ical science, and a far clearer apprehension of the laws of 
health and hygiene, the same condition should not again be 
witnessed ? 

Much is said concerning this woeful condition of the little 
ones. There is, literally, no end to lamentations, expostu- 
lations, and deprecations concerning this wholesale slaughter 
of the innocents ; but no practical remedy is proposed, and, 
of course, no remedy is applied. It is true that many wise 
and profound dissertations on the laws of health are written ; 
many speculations as to the origin, nature, and duration of 
disease, and the value of curative agents generally, but the 
harvest of death is just as luxuriant as before. Philanthro- 
pists and moralists are eloquent in their protests and plead- 
ings, but the little ones disappear with fearful rapidity just 
the same. Hands are numerous and busy, but they do not 
do what seems to be needed. In short, all the actors in this 
drama seem to be active occupants of a great circumlocution 
office, who have become wonderfully proficient in the occult 
science of not knowing how to do it. 


INFANT ASYLUMS. 


An erroneous impression exists in many minds regarding 
these institutions. Because a large mortality sometimes 
occurs in them, severe and injurious comments have been 
indulged in that would not have been the case after due re- 
flection. Such observations are calculated to injure these 
beneficent charities, by abridging their opportunities and 
means for usefulness. It should not be forgotten that these 
asylums owe their existence to the humane and _ benevolent, 
and were designed for the care of those little ones whom a 
hard fate had deprived of natural protectors, or of any who 
had a desire to sustain that relation. 

Much of the injustice done to some of these institutions in 
the way before indicated, is in consequence of not considering 
the antecedents and conditions of the children placed in them. 
But a small portion of them are among those who meet with 
a ready welcome on their appearance in the world; and, as a 
consequence of their forlorn state, experience little else than 
neglect, if not cruelty, and naturally fall into a state of 
physical weakness. 

Another consideration should not be lost sight of. Asa 
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larger number of children are born during the summer 
quarter of the year than in any other quarter, undoubtedly a 
like proportion of the children in these asylums come into 
-existence during that period.- Although these helpless little 
ones may be cared for with thoughtful kindness, and pro- 
vided with everything that benevolence can furnish, never- 
theless all this is not what nature has provided for them, and 
they fail at a critical season of the year to receive that which 
only nature can give. 

Another portion of the inmates of these asylums — and 
not a few in number—derive their lives from the most 
tainted sources, and come into the world burdened with in- 
curable disease, find their way to these hospitable shelters, 
and die. So far, then, from its being a matter of surprise 
that so large a mortality should occur under such circum- 
stances, it is a wonder that so many survive. Most of them 
have but a frail hold of life, with the chances of living sadly 
against them. It-is, therefore, a mistake, as well as an in- 
justice, to hold up to public censure those whose humane 
efforts and self-denial receive no other return than that 
awarded by the approval of the good, and by their own 
consciences. 

Another thing ought not to be lost sight of. These insti- 
tutions are under the care of reputable and skilful physi- 
cians, who surely are not unmindful of their professional 
reputation, nor criminally remiss in discharging their duties. 


REGISTRATION. 


One would hardly suppose that there could be any diffi- 
culty in so simple a matter as the registration of names, and 
yet a serious loss of property is known to have occurred by 
the incorrect registration of a foreign name, now existing 
in the records of this city. It is a matter of daily experi- 
ence that names, intelligible enough, perhaps, when spoken, 
are scarcely recognizable after they have been filtered 
through two or three pairs of ears and mouths. Others, 
spoken in barbarous accents, are caught by uncertain ears, 
and if they were then written down by the hearer as they 
appear to him, they would be as unintelligible to their owners 
as would be the hieroglyphics on an Egyptian obelisk. 
The mistakes that are likely to occur in this way would be 
amusing if it were not so annoying. 

The following list exhibits some of the mistakes made in 
reporting names for registration. Such errors are constantly 
occurring, and require constant vigilance to prevent them 
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from being entered on the permanent record. Hundreds of 
returns, more or less defective, were received during last 
year, and others are daily received now, which are laid aside 
as “ curiosities of literature.” These specimens of orthog- 
raphy display the wonderful ability and skill of some people 
in constructing a name, so that the “blind man” in the Lon- 
don post-office would have to struggle to decipher it : —

Oak avenue and Prospect avenue have been macadamized 
to the length of 735 feet, 18 feet wide, and 2 feet deep; 
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400 feet in length of Lawn avenue have been graded; 500 
feet of 6 and 8 inch drains have been laid, and four cess- 
pools have been constructed to receive surface water in 
Linden, Central, and Oak avenues. 

In the preparation of sections of the grounds 920 cubic 
yards of loam have been used, and about 1,500 cubic yards 
are in readiness for use, all of which has been obtained from 
the city ledges, by permission of the Paving Department. 
Two hundred yards of spare material have been removed 
from the improved sections to the low lands where filling is 
desirable. 

About 440 feet of fences have been built, 100 young 
trees planted, and 50,000 plants have been raised for 
decorative purposes. 

So far as improvements have been made, they are of a 
durable character, and the commissioners have endeavored 
to use the means at their disposal in such manner as would, 
in their judgment, best promote the purposes which the 
establishment of this Cemetery was designed to secure. Its 
location on Adams street and the Neponset river is suff- 
ciently retired, and it is easily accessible by steam-cars or 
carriage-drive. ) 

Its diversity of surface and verdure and its varied sur- 
roundings make it attractive to the visitor and agreeable for 
the purpose to which it is devoted. 

A statement of the receipts and expenditures and of funds 
subject to order is hereto annexed.

REPORT OF THE DIRECTORS 


KAST BOSTON FERRIES. 


OFFICE OF THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS OF 
East Boston FERRIES. 


East Boston, May 22, 1878. 
To the Honorable City Council: — 


In compliance with the ordinance relating to the care and 
management of the East Boston Ferries, the Directors have 
the pleasure to submit their eighth annual report, showing 
the condition of the ferry property under their care, and 
receipts and expenditures of the department for the finan- 
cial year ending April 30, 1878, with a statement of the 
expenditures and receipts since the city owned the ferries, 
from April 1, 1870, to May 1, 1878, trial balance, etc., etc., 
as shown by the Clerk of the Board in the books in his 
office, with u statement showing the nature of the travel 
upon the ferries. 

There remained unexpended from the general appropria- 
tion of last year, the sum of $2,798.40, which remained in 
the City Treasury. 

The estimated receipts for the next financial year are 
$175,000, and the expenditures $175,000. 

The boats, drops, slips, and ferry buildings are in very 
good condition, except the steamer “ Lincoln,” which at this 
time is hauled off to replace a broken shaft; -and this acci- 
dent has necessarily compelled us to use the steamer “ Gen- 
eral Grant,” — a boat totally unfit for our use. The Directors 
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have asked for an appropriation for a boat to take her place, 
which we have been denied; and it is proper at this time to 
state that, though the “General Grant” may run for a while’ 
without accident, it is only a matter of time (if compelled 
to use this boat), we fear, when there will be some accident © 
that will cost the city a larger sum than the cost of a new 
boat, for she is not safe to use in our business. 

It will be observed that, in the transit of so many passen- 
gers and teams, we have had last year but one accident 
of a serious nature, which was the death of a school-boy, 
resulting from his trying to jump from the boat before she 
was secured to the drop, and for which no blame was 
attached to the Ferry Department. 

We think that the Ferry Department has been run for the 
past year with more than ordinary skill in all its depart- 
ments. More particularly can this be said of our Engineers’ 
Department, which has never been surpassed ; and, in fact, 
it seldom occurs, where there are one hundred men em- 
ployed, that there is so little cause for complaint on the part 
of the Directors. 

In conclusion, the Directors would most respectfully ask 
that the City Government would visit at any or all times 
every department of the ferries, to understand for them- 
selves, and make suggestions where they may deem nec- 
essary.

CHAPTER 244. 


AN ACT IN RELATION TO THE POLICE DEPART- 
MENT OF THE CITY OF BOSTON. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives 
in General Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, 
as follows: — 


SecTION 1. The mayor of the city of Boston may ap- 
point, subject to the approval of the city council, three able 
and discreet persons to constitute a board of police commis- 
sioners in said city. The terms of office of said commis- 
sioners shall be so arranged at the time of their appointment 
that the term of one shall expire on the first Monday in May 
in each year after the year eighteen hundred and seventy- 
eight ; and the vacaney so created, as well as all vacancies 
oceurring otherwise, shall be filled by the mayor, with the 
approval of the city council. Any member of said board 
may be removed at any time by the mayor for cause, or he 
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may be removed by vote of two-thirds of the whole of each 
branch of the city council by vote taken by yea and nay. 

Secr. 2. All the powers vested by the statutes of the 
Commonwealth in the board of aldermen of the city of Bos- 
ton in relation to the administration of police, and the 
appointment of watchmen and policemen in said city, and all 
the powers and duties conferred upon the board of license 
commissioners, appointed under the provisions of section 
twenty, chapter ninety-nine, of the acts of the year eighteen 
hundred and seventy-five, shall be, and hereby are, vested 
in the said board of police commissioners; and said board 
may also be empowered by the city council to exercise all 
or any of the powers conferred by the statutes of the Com- 
monwealth upon the board of aldermen, the city council, or 
the city of Boston, in relation to licensing, regulating, and 
restraining theatrical exhibitions, public shows, and public 
amusements, billiard tables, bowling alleys, innholders and 
victuallers, auctioneers, hawkers and pedlers, carriages, 
wagons, and other vehicles, intelligence offices, itinerant 
musicians, pawnbrokers, and dealers in second-hand articles 
and old junk. 

Secr. 3. The said board of police commissioners shall 
appoint a superintendent of police, a deputy-superintendent 
of police, and such number of captains, inspectors, sergeants, 
patrolmen, clerks and other officers as the city council may 
fromtime to time by ordinance prescribe ; provided, however, 
that the appointment of the superintendent of police, the 
deputy-superintendent of police, and the captains of the 
police, shall be subject to approval by the mayor of the 
city. Any of said officers or members of the department 
may be removed by the board for cause. The compensation 
of the commissioners and the officers of each grade shall be 
fixed from time to time by ordinances of the city council. 

Seor. 4. The government and discipline of the police 
department shall be such as the said board of police com- 
missioners may, from time to time, by rules and regulations 
prescribe. ‘The superintendent of police, appointed as here- 
inbefore provided, shall have and exercise all the powers - 
and duties which by the laws now in force are held and 
exercised by the chief of police of the city of Boston; and 
the other officers and patrol policemen, appointed as herein- 
before provided, shall have and exercise all the powers and 
duties which by laws now in force are held and exercised 
by the watch of the city of Boston, or by the police of said 
city. 

Sror. 5. The said board of police commissioners may, by 
the affirmative vote of all the members, and with the approval

of the mayor, retire from office in said police department 
any captain, inspector, sergeant or patrolman who has become 
disabled while in the actual performance of duty, or who has 
performed faithful service in the department for a period of 
not less than fifteen consecutive years, and place the officer 
so retired upon a pension roll, and allow him an amount not 
exceeding one-third the annual salary or compensation of the 
office from which he is so retired. But no officer shall be 
placed on the pension roll unless it shall be certified to the 
board in writing by the city physician that the officer is per- 
manently incapacitated, either mentally or physically, from 
performing his duty as a member of the department, nor un- 
less due notice is given to the officer of the intention to place 
him on the retired list. And said commissioners may, with 
the approval of the mayor, expend such sums as may be 
specially appropriated therefor by the city council for the 
relief of widows of police officers who have been killed in 
the execution of their duty, or have died from the effects of 
injuries received in the execution of their duty. For the 
payment of the pensions herein authorized, the commission- 
ers may draw from time to time upon the trustees of the fund 
for the relief of disabled police officers, established by an 
ordinance of the city council the seventeenth day of June in 
the year eighteen hundred and seventy ; and may also apply, 
if necessary, in addition to the income from said fund, any 
sums which may be specially appropriated therefor by the 
city council. 

Sect. 6. The appointment of railroad police in the city 
of Boston as authorized under the provisions of chapter 
three hundred and seventy-two of the acts of the year 
eighteen hundred and seventy-four, shall be made by the 
said police commissioners ; and said commissioners may, if 
they deem it expedient, upon the written application of any 
responsible corporation or person, appoint for a term not 
exceeding one year, suitable persons to be special police 
officers, to serve without pay from the city, under such rules 
and regulations as the commissioners deem expedient, with 
the power of police officers to preserve order and to enforce 
the laws and the ordinances of the city in and about any 
place of amusement, place of public worship, wharf, manu- 
factory or other locality specified in the application : provided, 
that such corporations or persons shall give bond to the 
city treasurer, satisfactory to the city solicitor, to be liable 
to parties aggrieved by any official misconduct of such police 
officer to the same extent as for the torts. of agents and 
servants in their employment; and proceedings may be had 
upon said bonds in the same manner as upon the bonds of 
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constables. A record of such appointments shall be kept in 
the office of the commissioners; and any appointments so. 
made may be revoked by the said commissioners at any time. 

Secr. 7. The said board of police commissioners may, 
upon an emergency, or apprehension of riot, tumult, mob, 
insurrection, pestilence, or invasion, appoint as many special 
patrolmen, without pay, from among the citizens, as they 
may deem desirable. During the service of xuny special - 
patrolman, authorized as aforesaid, he shall possess all the 
powers and privileges, and perform all the duties that may 
be, by orders, rules, and regulations, from time to time 
prescribed. 

Seor. 8. The mayor of the city of Boston shall have 
power at all times, in any emergency, of which he shall be 
the judge, to assume command of the whole or any part of 
the police force in said city. 

Sect. 9. The city council of Boston shall have power to 
pass such ordinances, not inconsistent herewith, or repug- 
nant to other laws of this Commonwealth, as to the duties and 
authority of said board of police commissioners, as it may 
from.time to time deem expedient and necessary. 

Secr. 10. The members of the Boston police force, in 
office when the said police commissioners are first appointed, 
shall continue to hold their several offices until removed or 
placed on the retired list by the said commissioners ; and 
the present rules and regulations of the board of aldermen 
for the government of the police shall continue in force until 
otherwise ordered by the said commissioners. 

Sect. 11. All acts, or parts of acts, inconsistent here- 
with, are hereby repealed. 

Sxor. 12. This act shall take effect upon its aac

To the Honorable the Mayor and the City Council of the 
City of Boston: — 


GENTLEMEN, — The undersigned Fire Commissioners have 
the honor herewith to present their fifth annual report for 
the year ending April 30, 1878, in which will be found a 
statement of its condition, the expenditures, the record of 
fires, losses, and other matters connected with the manage- 
ment of the department entrusted to their care and super- 
Vision. 

Two changes in the membership of the Board have taken 
place during the year. 

The term for which Commissioner Charles H. Allen was 
appointed terminated May 6, 1877, and the vacancy was 
filled by the nomination and confirmation of Mr. Henry 
W. Longley, on the 25th of the same month. March the 
25th, 1878, Commissioner Greely S. Curtis resigned his 
office; the former Commissioner, Charles H. Allen, was 
nominated to fill the vacancy and confirmed on the Ist day 
of April ensuing, and they forthwith assumed the duties of 
their office. 

The services of the department have been of the usual 
character ; fortunately no fires of magnitude, with the single 
exception of the burning of a large furniture manufactory and 
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the surrounding structures in the Charlestown District, 
occurred within the city limits. 

‘There has been no change in the organization of the 
department differing from the condition as shown in the last 
report. 

The “Permanent” and several of the “Call” companies 
have been furnished with an extension ladder, known as the 
“ Bangor Ladder ;” its use has manifested its availability for 
fire service, permitting the reduction of the number of men 
of the several companies using them, thereby lessening the 
expenses in proportion to the eaaietione: the reaietion is 
made only as vacancies occur, and as far as made has shown 
no want of efficiency, and the duty has been quite as well 
performed as heretofore.

During the year petitions from the permanent and call 
members of the West Roxbury and Brighton Districts were 
received, asking to be paid the same amount as allowed to the 
Dorchester and Roxbury members. On analyzing the duties 
performed by the several companies composing the depart- 
ment, it was found that the alarms of fire in the Dorchester 
and West Roxbury Districts were about the same in number 
and less than one half of those of any other of the companies 
of the older call districts ; the average duty of the last named 
being nearly equal, showing an average of 88 per.cent. of 
the greatest response of any call company, while the Dor- 
chester company’s (less Engine 21) was but 32, West Rox- 
bury 30, and Brighton 16, in the same ratio. In view of this 
showing the Board did not feel justified in granting the 
request of the call members as named in the petition, but 
recognized their claim to additional compensation ; also that 
the permanent men should be paid the amount paid to those 
of the same grade in the call districts, and it seemed proper 
and just that the pay of the call members in the Dorchester 
District (with the exception of those attached to Engine 21, 
who do more duty and respond out of the district) should be

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equalized or approximated to those of the West Roxbury 
members, and a reduction was decided on. 

The petition of the Brighton call members was favorably

The houses for the apparatus are in good condition, the 
necessary repairs being made by detail from the permanent 
force, as the need is made apparent. During the year the 
second story of Chemical Engine House No. 4, in Roslindale, 
formerly used for Primary-school purposes, has been vacated 
and turned over to this department by the Superintendent of 
Public Buildings ; the premises have been fitted up at a small 
expense as a residence for the driver in charge, and is now 
occupied by him and his family, he paying rent therefor to 
the City Treasury. This house, in addition to the houses of 
Chemical Engines Nos. 2, 3, 5, 6, and 7, and Hose-house No. 
6, pay into the City Treasury some $1,200 as rent; and it is 
the ‘policy of the Board where one permanent man only is 
employed on a piece of apparatus, to fit up for his residence, 
when practicable, the upper portion of the house, in order to 
assure hig immediate response at alarms of fire while at 
meals, and to avoid other absences that this occupancy would 
make unnecessary. 

The access to the apartments are independent of the ap- 
paratus room and quite convenient, giving satisfaction to the 
tenants, and income to the city. 
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The House of Hook and Ladder No. 7, on the north side 
of Mecting-house Hill, in the Dorchester District, has been 
removed to the lot of land adjoining Engine-house No. 17, in 
which the horses were and are now stabled. An addition 
has been made to the apparatus room, giving ample room for 
the carriage and close proximity to the horses, which had 
heretofore been separated a distance of several hundred feet. 
This change obviates the delay that formerly took place and 
gives a prompt response to the required duty. ) 


APPARATUS. 


The apparatus of the department is the same as reported 
last year with the addition of two new fuel-wagons. 

“ Relief-valves ” have been applied to 26 of the steamers 
in active service, and two to the “reserve ;” those not having 
them will soon be supplied. This addition has proved suc- 
cessful in applying only as much water as may be needed 
in the extinguishment of fires, as it is by. its construction 
made to allow a gate, or “shut-off,” in the hose- -pipe nozzle 
to be closed without stopping the working of the engine, and 
does away largely with the shouting of orders to stop the 
passing of water, and a large saving of damage by water is 
thus obtained, and little strain upon the hose is apparent. 
All of the Hose Companies are also supplied with these 
shut-off nozzles. 

Nearly all the engines are furnished with “ steam-heaters,” 
which keep the water in their boilers at a boiling-heat, and 
in a few minutes ¢an be raised to the requisite power for 
practical use; they are automatic in their construction, re- 
quiring but little care beside the feeding. All but three of 
these, as also the relief-valves, were made in the Department 
Repair Shop, and give entire satisfaction both in practice and 
in the economy of their application. 

Engine No. 11 has been thoroughly repaired, a new boiler 
supplied, and it is now considered equal to a new one. 
Engine No. 5, now in the shop, is going through the same’ 
process, and will be of the same character when completed.

Two coal-wagons have been added during the year and 
are included above. 

Two of the reserve engines, “Old 1” and “Old 7,” con- 
demned as unfit for further service some two years since, 
after being stored, awaiting a purchaser, have been broken up 
in the repair-shop, the parts suitable for use being retained 
and the remainder sold or exchanged for new material dur- 
ing the past year. “Old 9” was found to be unsafe for fire 
service, and by order of the Board was condemned, being, 
like the other two, impracticable to repair. Old No. 6, one 
of the reserve engines, being of a heavy class, and the 
department not needing its service, it was deemed advisable 
to dispose of it, as an opportunity to do so presented itself, 
and it was sold, leaving three for reserve use, all in good 
condition; and that number is believed to be ample for the 
purpose. 

Hose. 


The hose during the year has been tested as to strength 
and fitness for service; all that would stand the pressure 
of 100 pounds to the square inch has been retained; 
those lengths that failed to do so have generally been con- 
demned and laid aside to be sold as old material. In addi- 
tion to that condemned as unfit for service, some 40 pieces, 
about 1,900 feet, were destroyed by the intense heat and 
falling of the walls of Holmes’ furniture manufactory, in the 
Charlestown District, on the night of January 31.

Alarm branch, number 137, and they are in good condition.

(including those taken in exchange). 


Tue Apparatus REpPArR—SHOP 


is conducted on the same principles as formerly reported, 
almost the entire repairs for the Fire Department, Fire-Alarm 
Telegraph, Bells and Clocks, and Engine-houses, being done 
by nine permanently employed men, including machinists, 
blacksmiths, painter and wheelwright, assisted largely by 
skilled workmen detailed from the permanent force of the 
Fire Department, fully competent to perform the duties 
required of them. The work done will compare favorably 
with that of outside establishments of like character, and 
has proved very satisfactory both as to durability and 
cost.

Occasional failures on some of the bells and gongs have 
given some cause for complaints, but measures have been 
taken to prevent a repetition, and it is hoped that no 
further trouble will be had in that direction. 

In the last report it was stated that material had been pur- 
‘chased and arrangements made to extend the system to the 
Brighton District, add more boxes in the West Roxbury 
District, and connect with head-quarters, all of which has 
been done, and at this time all alarms are sounded from the 
Central Office at City Hall.

FrIres. 


The city is still fortunate in being exempted from large 
losses consequent from fires; the number of alarms: have 
slightly increased, though the loss on both buildings and 
contents has somewhat decreased. The only serious fire 
that threatened a conflagration occurred on the night of 
January 31, 1878, during the severest snow-storm expe- 
rienced for many years, the wind blowing a gale from the 
north-east ; the tire first appearing in an extensive furniture 
manufactory, some 300 feet in length and 6 stories in height. 
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The nature of its contents added volume to the flames, and 
before the apparatus could respond to the promptly given 
alarm, the upper stories were well on fire, and the structures 
on the opposite side of the street had begun to burn, threat- 
ening to carry destruction far and wide. The alarming 
appearance, so early in its beginning, prompted the district 
engineer to repeat the alarms with rapidity, and finally to 
strike the “General,” which brought most of the apparatus 
from all parts of the city. Considering the driving storm 
and the consequent obstructed condition of the streets, the 
department responded with remarkable promptitude, and 
their energetic efforts stayed the flames from devastating a 
large territory, covered with frame buildings, consisting of 
dwellings, stables, work-shops, and manufactories, and 
threatening the destruction of the whole district. The num-. 
ber of buildings wholly destroyed was 9; partially destroyed, 

13; the loss in the furniture manufactory and contents was 
$100,074 ; on other buildings, $23,150. The management 
and results reflected great credit on the department, and 
thanks are due for the valuable aid given by Engine No. 1 
of Chelsea and two hose-carriages from Somerville, Chief 
Engineer Dyke of the former, and Chief Engineer Hopkins 
of the latter city giving their personal assistance in 
addition. 

It is with pleasure that the Board direct your attention 
to the heroic acts of those who are depended on to protect 
the lives, as well as the property, of the citizens. On the 
evening of June 5, during a severe tempest, the tenement 
house, eNo. 50 Shawmut avenue, was discovered to be on 
fire in the entries and stairways, cutting off all egress to 
the street. The alarm was promptly sounded, and the 
department responded with their usual celerity, and soon ° 
enough to be able to save the lives, with one exception, of 
such of the occupants as had failed to ascend to the roof 
and gain safety on the adjoining building. Successful 
efforts were made by members of the department and 
by citizens to rescue these imperilled persons. The offi- 
cers and members of Hook and Ladder Company No. 3 
and Protective Company No. 2 rendered prominent service. 
Ladderman C. O. Poland and George M. Carr, of Hook and 
Ladder Company No. 3, also Assistant Foreman Huff and 
Privates Hitchcock and Packard, of Protective Company 
No. 2, are named as being conspicuous in their efforts.

Let his 
memoriam be, ‘* He died in the Service of the Public.”

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APPENDIX B. 


FirE—ALARM TELEGRAPH. 


The Ordinance to establish a Fire Department, passed in 
October, 1873, placed the Fire-Alarm Telegraph and the 
- public bells and clocks under the charge of the Board of Fire 
Commissioners. The force employed is as follows : — 


Superintendent.

A constant watch is kept at the head-quarters, City Hall, 
night and day, by the operators. Each operator serves two 
alternate terms, of three hours each as principal, and the 
same as assistant operator; so that twelve hours’ service at 
the office, out of every twenty-four, is required from each 
operator. No operator is permitted to sleep during his 
watch, unless expressly relieved by some one else, and by 
consent of the Superintendent. 

Each operator is accountable to the Superintendent for 
. any mistakes that may occur at the office during his hours 
of duty. 

An accurate account is kept of the time of giving each 
alarm, and of the station from which it originates, and all 
other necessary information. 

The wires to East Boston pass through Chelsea, and a box 
and gong have been placed in the City Marshal’s office of 
Chelsea, and connected with them, in order that aid may be 
promptly summoned, by either city, in case of need. 

The following notice is printed with the numbers of the 
boxes and circulated among the citizens, for the purpose of 
instructing them as to the manner of giving alarms and cau- 


tioning holders of signal keys in regard to the use of such 
keys. 

The fact that an alarm-box is located near their residence, 
and where the key is kept, should be known to all persons, 
both male and female; and the simple manner of giving an 
alarm in case of fire should be a matter of common educa- 
tion. The Board of Fire Commissioners recommend to all 
persons who may see this notice, that they make the neces- 
sary inquiries to enable them, in case of need, either to get 
the key and pull the box, or to direct others to do so. Time 
saved in this way may sometimes prevent a conflagration. 

In case of fire, follow these 
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DIRECTIONS. 


Get the key. to the nearest box to the fire. 

Open the box — pull the hook all the way down once, and 
let go. 

Wait one full minute for the sound of the bells. 

If you hear no sound pull again, and the third time if you 
get no sound. 

If you fail the third time, go to the next nearest box and 
do the same there; but do not touch any other box if the 
nearest one gives the alarm. 

After giving the alarm remain a while if possible by the 
box, so as to direct the firemen to the fire. 


CAUTIONS TO Persons HoLpINnG SIGNAL Keys. 


1. Never open the box or touch the apparatus except in 
case of fire. , 

2. Never sound the alarm for fire seen at a distance. 

3. Be reasonably sure there is a fire before sounding the 
alarm. | 

4. Be sure your box is locked before leaving it. 

5. Never let the key go out of your possession, except to 
some responsible person to give an alarm of fire, and be sure 
the key is returned. 

6. If you remove from your house or place of business, 
return the key to the Fire-Alarm Office without delay. 


REGULATIONS CONCERNING Fire ALARMS. 


First Alarm to be given by striking three or more rounds. 

Second Alarm to be given on all the circuits by striking 
ten blows, followed by the box number. 

Third Alarm to be given on all the circuits by striking 
twelve blows twice, thus: 12-12. 
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General Alarms to be given on all the circuits by striking 
twelve blows three times, thus: 12-12-12. 

In cases where Hook and Ladder Companies only are 
wanted, signal to be given by striking ten blows once, with 
the No. of the Company struck twice, thus: H. & L. No. 1, 
10-1-1; H. & L. No. 2, 10-—2-2, etc. 

If more than one Hook and Ladder Company, the signal 
will be given thus: H. & L. Nos. 1 and 3, 10-1-1-3-3; H. 
& L. Nos. 2 and 4, 10—2—2—4-—4, etc. 

In case of second and third alarms, the “tappers” in all 
the houses of the apparatus will be struck 2-2 twice when 
jive is out. The order for this signal to be given by the 
officer in command, at the earliest practicable moment. 

Return signal.— Notice will be given on the Bells and 
Gongs, one blow four times, thus: 1-1-1-1, hearing which 
the several Apparatus on the way to the fire will return to 
their quarters. 


CHARLESTOWN DISTRICT. 


All alarms ‘from boxes in Districts 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, and 7, 
will be struck in Charlestown in the same manner as they 
are struck elsewhere. 

Alarms from boxes in Districts 6, 8,9 and 10, will be 
given in Charlestown as follows, viz. : — 


First Alarms not struck. 

Second Alarms, by striking ten blows, followed by the 
box number. 

Third and General Alarms, by striking in the usual 
manner. 


All alarms from boxes in Charlestown will be struck in 
Districts 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, and 7, in the usual manner. 

In Districts 6, 8, 9, and 10, alarms from boxes in Charles- 
town will be given as follows, viz. : — 


First Alarms not struck. 

Second Alarms, by striking ten blows, followed by 
the box number. 

Third and General Alarms, by striking in the usual 
manner. 


West Roxpury DIstTrict. 


First Alarms will be struck upon the bells south of 
Northampton street only. 

Second Alarms will be given by striking ten blows on all 
the bells, followed by the box number. 

Third and General Alarms, in the usual manner. 
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BriGHToN DIstTRICT. 


The First Alarm will not be struck upon the bells outside 
the District, but a message be sent from the Fire Alarm 
Office, by Dial Line, to Dist. Engineer Colligan. 

The Second Alarm will be given by striking ten blows, 
followed by the box number on all the bells. 

Third and General Alarms, in the usual manner. 

But the General Alarm will not be struck without special 
orders from the Chief Engineer. 


CHELSEA ALARMS. 


The call wpon Chelsea will be given by striking upon the 
Charlestown and East Boston circuits the box number 198, 
Sour rounds. 

The calls from Chelsea upon this department will be given 
by striking upon all the circuits of the city the box number 
198, three rounds; the same for Ist, 2d, and 3d alarms.

SPECIAL REGULATIONS. 


Members of companies of the “Call Force” shall report 
at the houses of their respective companies, and remain there 
twenty minutes, whenever second alarms are sounded from 
boxes to which their companies would respond on third 
alarms. 

Members of the several companies of the department, 
call as well as permanent, must remain in their respective 
districts when a fire is in progress in any other district, unless 
the apparatus to which they are attached is called thither. 
The necessity for this requirement must be evident in view 
of the possibility of two or more fires occurring at the same 
time in different parts of the city.

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The reports of the superintendents of the several institu- 
tions are so complete, and present the condition of the insti- 
tutions under their charge in such an interesting manner, as 
to require but little comment upon the part of the Board. 
The history of the past year has been of ordinary interest, 
and nothing of unusual importance has transpired. No 
changes have occurred in the management of either of the — 
institutions and although all of them have been well filled, 
and some of them crowded, there has been no outbreak, 
breach of discipline, nor epidemic disease ; but general good 
health and quiet have prevailed. 

In order to prevent a repetition of many details relating 
to the institutions, we respectfully invite the attention of the 
City Council to the reports of the superintendents which are 
annexed to this report. ' 

The financial report shows an increased expenditure of 
$27,549.25, and an increased actual cost of maintenance of 
$29,484.97, over the former year. ‘This increase is owing 
mainly to the added expense of carrying on the two new in- 
stitutions at the Highlands, — the Marcella Street Home and 
Austin Farm, — and the additional cost of maintaining an 
increased number of city patients in the State lunatic hospi- 
tals. This item of expense has been $9,423.32, while the 
cost of the new institutions mentioned above has been 
$36,317.19. There has also been an increase of 5,478 in 
expenditure of House of Correction, owing to an increased 
number of prisoners. The removal of the adult female pau- 
pers to Austin Farm, and the pauper and neglected boys to 
Marcella-street Home, reducing the number to be maintained 
at Deer Island, has caused a reduction of expenditure at that 
place to the amount of $21,187.42. There has also been a 
reduction of $5,200.83 in the expenditure at the Lunatic 
Hospital. 

The average number of inmates in the institutions has 
been 2,714, — an increase of 12+ over the former year.

DEER ISLAND. 


In consequence of the opening of the Reformatory Prison 
for Females at Sherborn, the number of prisoners in the 
House of Industry has somewhat decreased. The number 
of commitments has been 6,579, against 6,648 the year be- 
‘fore, —a decrease of 69. Eighty-six more male prisoners 
have been committed, while the number of commitments of 
females has decreased 155. 

During the year the Board have introduced the business 
of stone-cutting at Deer and Rainsford Islands, for the em- 
' ployment of the able-bodied male prisoners and paupers. 
The City Council of last year authorized the erection of 
sheds and purchase of the necessary tools, and the present 
City Council has made an appropriation to carry on the busi- 
ness during the present year. Material has been procured 
for cutting edgestones, catch-basins, and paving-blocks, to be 
furnished to the city, and thus far the prospect is encourag- 
ing. The work will benefit the institutions in providing 
suitable work for the unemployed, and promises to result in 
financial success. 

The agents for discharged prisoners have pursued their 
accustomed work during the entire year with encouraging 
and beneficial results. The agent for male prisoners has as- 
sisted in various ways 1,394 men and boys, finding homes 
and places for many of the latter, and assisting a large num- ~ 
ber of the former. class to reach employment out of town, 
and, in several instances, supplying them with tools, whereby 
they could obtain work in the city. The agent for discharged 
females has rendered aid to 1,119 women. Some have been 
sent to good homes out of the State, and many have found 
employment in the city and vicinity. Good reports have 
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been received from several of these persons, and we have 
evidence of others who have reformed and returned to an 
orderly course of life. \ 

The removal from the House of Reformation building to 
the “Pauper School” of the boys sentenced for truancy has 
proved to be of great benefit, relieving the main building, 
and effecting a complete classification, which has rendered 
both departments more efficient and comfortable. The num- 
ber of truant boys has increased quite rapidly during the 
year, and it is evident that more room will soon be needed 
to accommodate the boys in this department. This can be 
obtained by an enlargement of the present school building 
should the numbers continue to increase. 

The reformation boys employed in the printing depart- 
ment have made commendable progress, and the work has 
been attended with gratifying financial results. The only 
hindrance to complete success in this effort to benefit the 
boys under our charge has been the lack of sufficient work. 
We trust the Committee on Printing of the City Council will 
perceive that it is for the benefit of the city to have more of 
this work done at the Island, as such a course will not only 
permit a larger number of boys to obtain a thorough knowl- 
edge of a good trade, by which they can maintain themselves 
after leaving the institution, but the income received from their 
labor will materially lessen the expense of their present sup- 
port, and be a direct saving to the city. These boys are the 
wards of the city, and the Board realize the responsibility 
resting upon them to properly care for, educate, and reform 
them, in order that they may become useful members of so- 
ciety. ‘The trade of printing has been introduced as a pioneer 
of other trades, which we hope will be established should this 
prove to be successful. In order to insure complete success, 
we desire to obtain all the work possible, and earnestly de- 
sire the codperation of the City Council in the performance 
of a duty so clear and practical. 

The various schools have been recently examine by the 
School Committee of the Board, accompanied by several 
well-known clergymen and friends of education. They were 
much pleased with the proficiency of the scholars, and the 
faithful and efficient management of the schools. 

The brass band and drum corps has been maintained 
throughout the year, and the military battalion, organized 
one year ago, has been the source of much pleasure and profit 
to the boys. The drill has rendered the discipline effective, 
and at the same time has pr ayes beneficial to the health of 
the boys. 

At Rainsford Island the number of inmates has been 
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greater than in any previous year. The addition to the main 

building has been completed, and proves to be of great 
value. It contains a dining-room, chapel, dormitories, and 
other useful rooms, and is in all respects a great addition to the 
accommodations of the institution. A shed for stone-cutting 
purposes has been erected here, and 16 men are now 
employed in this work. The increase in the number of 
infirm and sick inmates renders it necessary to provide ad- 
ditional hospital quarters at this place. During the present . 
season a new barn and coal-shed will be erected here, special 
appropriations for these buildings having been made by the 
City Council. 


MARCELLA-STREET HOME. 


This Home, for pauper and neglected boys, was established 
in April, 1877, and the first year of its history has been very 
- successful. 155 boys were transferred from Deer Island, 
and the whole number provided for during the year has been 
228. 

The average number during the entire year has been 165 ; 
and the number remaining April 30, 1878, was 172. 

-In addition to the boys, an average of 15 women and 2 
men, detailed from Austin Farm and Rainsford Island, to 
perform household work and outside labor, has been pro- 
vided for, and the expense of their maintenance has been 
ineluded in the average actual cost. . Included, also. in the 
item of actual cost, is the expense under the heading of 
“Repairs and Alterations,” which amounts to more than 
$5,000. A large portion of this sum was expended in grad- 
ing and completing the work left unfinished when the build- 
ing was transferred to the Board by the City Council. With 
u proper deduction on account of this extraordinary expense, 
the cost of maintaining the boys would be considerably 
reduced, — in fact it would be about $2.12 per week, instead 
of $2.65, reported in the financial tables, which amount is 
the gross expenditure. The prospect is that the expense of 
maintenance will be somewhat less the present year than 
during the past. 

The general health of the inmates has been remarkably 
good, and it gives us pleasure to state that out of the large 
number of ininates only one death has occurred. The 
schools are in a very prosperous condition; the boys have 
made commendable progress, and seem to be contented in 
their new and pleasant home. 
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ALMSHOUSE, AUSTIN Farm. 


This institution, occupied by the adult female paupers, was 
formally opened on the 23d of April, 1877, as stated in the 
last annual report. The number of inmates has steadily in- 
creased, and, on the last day of the year, 115 found a home 
there. This considerable addition to the number has occu- 
pied all of the available room, and the necessity for more 
space begins to be apparent. The number of applicants 
of the class sent to this institution is steadily increasing, and’ 
the present prospect is that before another winter there will 
be a demand for more room than we can conveniently fur- 
nish. We have stated, in that portion of the report relating 
to Deer Island, that probably more room will soon be required 
in the Truant School at the Island. In this connection we 
would suggest to the City Council the feasibility of erecting 
a suitable building at the Austin Farm for the accommodation 
of the pauper girls now at Deer Island, and their removal to 
this place. ‘This plan will provide the required room at Deer 
Island, and bring all the female paupers, with the exception 
of those at Charlestown, to this place. 

Thirteen inmates have died during the year, most of whom 
were in advanced age, or sent to us infirm and feeble, in the 
latter stages of decline. We have been enabled to render 
their last days comfortable, providing them a home where 

regular and skilful medical treatment could be procured and 
their wants fully supplied. The inmates are happy in their 
quiet home and pleasant surroundings, where much is done 
for their comfort and support. 

The farm has been kept in excellent condition, and farm- 
work vigorously prosecuted by the superintendent, who has 
been supplied with pauper laborers from Rainsford Island. 
The crops have been large, and, in addition to the products 
consumed by the institution, the Marcella-street Home has 
been supplied with various kinds of vegetables, pork, and 
mibk, amounting in value to about a thousand dollars. This 
has been of benefit to that institution in reducing the cost of 
maintenance there, without materially increasing the farm 
_ expenses. 

A.change has been made in regard to medical attendance, 
the services of a resident physician being dispensed with, 
~ and a neighboring physician employed to visit the institution 
daily and perform all necessary service, at the stated price 
of $1.00 per day. This plan has proved to be very satis- 
factory, as it provides the service of first-class physicians, 
and saves the expense of boarding another officer. The 
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same plan has been successfully carried out at Marcella-street 
Home. 


ALMSHOUSE, CHARLESTOWN DisTRICT. 


No change has occurred in the general condition of this 
institution during the year. Theaverage number of inmates 
has been 90, or 2 less than during,the previous year. 
The actual cost for each inmate has increased somewhat, 
owing to the receipt of less income; the amount being 
$1.69 per week against $1.45 the year before. In addition 
to the number fully supported, a large number, averaging 
4 each day, have been provided with food at the gate. 
The cost of this provision is included in the average actual 
cost of the inmates. ‘The expense is estimated to be about 


$100. 


Lunatic Hospirau. 


At the commencement of the year the number of patients 
was 192. 47 have been admitted during the year, and 37 
have been discharged, leaving the number remaining April 
80, 1878, 202. 

The number of insane patients belonging to the city, in 
the State hospitals on the first day of April, was 352, — 93 
more than one year ago. ‘These patients were distributed 
as follows: Taunton, 157; Worcester, 33; Northampton, 
14; Asylum for Chronic Insane at Worcester, 157. 

The principal topic relating to the hospital requiring any 
special consideration in this report is the subject of transfer- 
ring the patients to the State hospitals, and discontinuing the 
use of the Boston hospital. The subject was suggested to the 
City Council by His Honor the Mayor in his inaugural ad- 
dress, and since that date has been the subject of careful 
consideration on the part of this Board. Within the past 
month the Board have received a communication from His 
Honor requesting our views upon the expediency of trans- 
ferring all the insane paupers belonging to the city to the 
State institutions, and the practicability of discontinuing the 
South Boston hospital. In order that the City Council may 
more fully understand the views of the Board upon this 
important question the reply is inserted at length, as it con- 
veys some of the principal reasons why, in the opinion of 
the Board, the hospital should not be discontinued. The 
communication bears date May 15, and is addressed to His 
Honor the Mayor. 
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DEAR Sir: — The Board of Directors for Public Institutions have re- 
ceived your communication of April 27, requesting the views of the 
‘Board upon the expediency of transferring all the insane paupers 
having a legal settlement in this city to the State institutions, and the 
practicability of discontinuing the South Boston hospital. That com- 
munication has been placed before the Board and has received the 
careful consideration which its importance demands. In reply thereto 
we respectfully submit the following reasons, why, in our opinion, the 
Boston hospital should not be discontinued. 

The history of this hospital dates from 1839, when it was established 
by the City Council in &ccordance with the provisions of Chapter 131, 
Acts of 1839. Since its completion it has been used as a receptacle for 
the insane contemplated by Sec..1, Chapter 74 of the General Statutes, 
which renders it obligatory for the county to maintain a receptacle for 
the insane. Its first patients were transferred from the Houses of Cor- 
rection and Industry, and these institutions ceased from that time to be 
receptacles for insane, —all such cases being provided for in the Boston 
hospital. 

Section 13, Chapter 123, Acts of 1861 (which is a modification of 
Sect. 27, Chapter 73, of the General Statutes), provides for the removal 
of certain inmates of the State hospitals to their homes or places of 
settlement, if at any time all the State lunatic hospitals shall be so full 
that the inmates cannot all be suitably accommodated therein, and, in the i 
opinion of the trustees of either hospital, it is proper that some should 
be removed. Previous to the erection of the Northampton hospital, 
under the provisions of this law the Directors have been compelled 
several times to receive many patients from the State hospitals. In 
years past the State hospital authorities have sent considerable numbers 
of insane to the city hospital, sometimes late in the day and without 
notice, when our hospital has been overcrowded and wholly unpre- 
pared to receive them. Not longer ago than March, 1876, the Board 
were requested to remove 16 patients from the overcrowded hospital 
at Worcester. Six of this number were transferred to the equally 
crowded Boston hospital, and the remainder were provided for in the 
city almshouses at Charlestown and Rainsford Island, although they 
proved to be most unsuitable cases for detention in an almshouse. The 
result has been that we have been obliged, recently, to recommit to the 
State hospitals the four cases who were transferred to the Charlestown 
almshouse. This condition of affairs is likely to occur at"any future 
time, and the city must be prepared for such an emergency. From all the 
reports we have been able to obtain, the hospitals of the State now in 
use are already full to the maximum, and the General Agent of the 
Board of State Charities, upon a careful estimate, is of the opinion 
that within 18 months all the State hospitals, including Danvers, will 
be full without taking a single patient from South Boston. The obliga- 
tions imposed by the statutes in relation to the transfer of the city insane 
from the overcrowded State hospitals are such that it seems to be the 
part of prudence at least to retain the present hospital. 

But other considerations also influence the board of Directors in 
their opinion on this subject. The cost of maintenance in the State 
hospitals is nominally $3.50 per week for each patient. This sum does 
not include the extra charges for clothing, breakage, damage, and, fre- 
quently, burial expenses, which amount to more than fifty cents per 
week for each patient; making the average cost for each city patient in 
the State hospitals something more than $4.00 per week. ‘The average 
actual cost of each city patient in the Boston hospital, for the last 
twelve months, has been but $4.45 cents per week, and the prospect is 
that for the coming year the amount will be still less. Assuming the 
number to be transferred at 200, and the cost per week to be $4.00 in 
the State hospitals, as against $4.45 per week in the Boston hospital, 
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‘the saving for the year will amount to but $4,680, — a sum entirely in- > 
adequate to maintain any receptacle, either for cases of emergency or 
to meet the contingency arising from the enforcement of the statute in 
relation to removing patients from the State hospitals. Should the 
Boston hospital be discontinted, it will be necessary to provide a medi- 
cal officer for the House of Correction, —an expense which is now ob-. 
viated by the medical service of the superintendent of the Boston 
hospital and his-assistants. The expense of removal of the 200 pa- 
tients to Danvers must also be included, so that, in our opinion, the 
discontinuance of the hospital will result in a larger expenditure, with- 
out providing a receptacle for the insane, than will be incurred in main- 
taining it with the present number of inmates. 

Another reason which influences the Board in the opinion that the 
hospital should not be discontinued is the earnest desire of the patients 
and their friends that they may be allowed to remain, and not be trans- 
ferred to Danvers. Many of the patients have been inmates of this 
hospital for a long serie’ of years; some since the earlier years of its 
history, and all the associations of their later. life are connected with 
this hospital and its superintendent. Many others have been inmates 
for a shorter period, and some of them are in the various stages of con- 
valescence, — contented and comparatively satisfied, — and the idea of 
a change from the familiar scenes and the constant visits of friends 
has a tendency to excite alarm or misgiving in their troubled minds. 
This fact alone appeals with great force to the Board, and is of sufficient 
power to affect the decision of some who might otherwise doubt the 
practicability of longer continuing the hospital when the superior ac- 
commodations of a new hospital building are considered. Since the 
subject of removal has been agitated the superintendent and members 
of the Board have been repeatedly entreated by patients and their rela- 
tives and friends to do everything possible to prevent a removal to a 
distant locality. The plea of a superior building and all the advan- 
tages of a modern institution have no weight with those who are so 
anxious that their insane friends may be allowed to remain near them, 
with officials to whom they have become affectionately attached. In 
their present location the patients have the advantages of concerts, lec- 
tures, entertainments, and harbor excursions, which are of great benefit 
to them; and their friends can visit them without the loss of many 
hours’ time and the expenditure of a considerable sum of money. In- 
deed, the arrangement is of great force, and is one of the strongest 
reasons why a hospital intended for the reception of Boston patients 
should be near the city, easily accessible by night as well as by day. 

The Directors are fully conscious of the many defects, inconveniences, 
and limitations of the present hospital building. They are satisfied 
that in many important respects it is entirely ‘‘ behind the age,” and 
unworthy the reputation of the City of Boston. They have no desire 
to retract or qualify the assertions of past Boards of Directors of its 
limited accommodations, and lack of essential features now regarded 
as almost indispensable in a hospital for the insane. The record of the 
past has been made, as we believe, with no desire to transfer to the 
State the custody of the insane, but with the sincere and earnest pur- 
pose, solely, of arousing the citizens of Boston to the importance of 
maintaining within our own limits, for our own insane citizens, a hos- 
pital which should benefit a larger number of those who need remedial 
treatment, and more creditable to a city famed for its private and public 
charities. 

It is true that not all of the insane of the city can be accommodated 
within its walls. Only about 200 of the 550 now under our care can be 
provided for; but it can be used for cases of emergency, for those too 
feeble to bear transportation to distant hospitals, and for those who have 
not long to live. For nearly forty years it has done the work of a first- 
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class hospital, imperfectly it may be, but still to the great satisfaction 
of many who have here found relief that must otherwise have been 
sought away from home at great trouble and expense. Our earnest 
hope is that it may be allowed to remain, doing its full measure of 
good, until, as we trust at no distant day, it shall give place to a new 
and more adequate building, erected, owned, and governed by the City. 
of Boston, for her own suffering and helpless patients. 


This communication received unanimous approval, and 
was signed by every member of the Board. 


HovuskE oF CORRECTION. 


The expenses of this institution have increased to the 
amount of $5,478.65, as compared with the former year, and 
the actual cost has increased $5,626.79. The average num- 

ber of inmates has been 609, or 48 more than the average of 
the previous year. The increased number of inmates is the 
main cause of the larger expenditure. The income has been 
but $148.14 less than last year, which indicates but little 
falling off in the amount of work performed by the prisoners. — 
No change has taken place in the nature of the employment. 
About 30 men have been employed in making slippers, the 
remainder, as far as they could be suitably employed, in the 
manufacture of clothing. During the past few months the 
attention of the City Council has been engaged upon a pro- 
posal submitted by the Board for the erection of a brick 
building to be uséd as a chain-shop, the cost of which was 
‘estimated to be $9,000. The Board received a proposal for 
the labor of about 50 men, at fair remunerative wages, from 
a well-known and responsible mercantile firm engaged in 
the chain-cable business. They had formerly been contract- 
ors for labor at the State Prison, but, owing to the removal | 
of that institution to Concord, were unable to prosecute their 
business at so great a distance from Boston. Accordingly, 
with a desire to continue their business in this vicinity, they 
submitted a proposal for the employment of men at the 
House of Correction. The Board, upon careful considera- 
tion, were favorably impressed with the proposal, as it 
would furnish suitable employment for a portion of the men 
who were idle, and requested the City Council for an appro- 
priation to erect the building necessary to establish the 
business. - This request failed to receive the favorable action 
of the City Council. Its attention has been so recently 
directed to the subject that the Board feel that there is no 
occasion for anything more than an allusion to it. We 
desire simply to reaffirm our opinion that the labor of 
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the men could be made profitable in this business, ayd that 
a good contract has been lost to the city. There are now 
from 50 to 75 able-bodied prisoners unemployed, and we 
trust other proposals for labor, at good prices, may be re- 
ceived, and that in a short time we may be able to report 
that all the prisoners are at work at remunerative wages. 
Notwithstanding the reduced number of female prisoners 
in consequence of the opening of the prison at Sherborn, and 
the transfer of 38 prisoners to that institution, the number 
of inmates is increasing so rapidly that it becomes a serious 
question how so many prisoners can be properly. cared for 
without providing additional cell accommodations. To obviate 
the difficulty and danger of lodging a large number of men 
in dormitories, the master suggests that a new wing to the 
main building be erected, containing from 2U0 to 250 addi- 
tional cells. This will provide the room required for the 
constantly increasing number of male prisoners, and relieve 
the officers and directors of the apprehension of confusion 
and danger which would inevitably arise from fire or 
alarm, and which is naturally caused by the fact that nearly 
100 prisoners are lodged outside of cells. This subject is 
commended to the careful consideration of the City Council. 
In concluding this report the Board remark that in nearly 
all the institutions there exists a need of more house accommo- 
dations, either during the present year or in the immediate 
future. The city is rapidly increasing in population, and the 
institutions are gaining in numbers in the same or greater 
proportion. More room is required at the Truant School, 
- at Rainsford Island, at House of Correction, and Austin 
Farm. As custodians of the city’s interest in its institutions, we 
must be mindful of our duty ; watching the constant increase 
in all departments of our charge, we must promptly inform 
the Government of needed changes, and do all in our power 
to cause adequate room to be provided. We trust the City 
Council will be willing to grant all the needed support to 
maintain the comfort and efficiency of the institutions.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF DEER ISLAND 
AND RAINSFORD ISLAND INSTITUTIONS. 


To the Board of Directors for Public Institutions : — 


GENTLEMEN, — The report of Deer Island and Rainsford — 
Island Institutions for the year commencing May, 1877, and 
ending April 30, 1878, is respectfully submitted. 

The institution on Rainsford Island, which is used exclu-: 
sively for male adult paupers, has had a larger number of 
inmates than during any previous year. In anticipation of 
this increased number, additional accommodations have been 
prepared, by an addition to the main building of a wing, 60 
feet in length by 26 feet in width, the lower floor being used. 
for a dining-room, and the three upper stories as dormitories. 
On the south-westerly end of this wing is a building 54 feet 
by 34 feet, forming aT, the lower floor being used for boiler- 
room and store-room, above which is a chapel 53 feet by 33 
- feet, and above this is a dormitory of same size as chapel. 
A wide and strong flight of iron stairs has been put into this 
new part, rendering easy ingress and egress. 

In consequence of the large number to be provided with 
food, it has been necessary to increase the cooking facilities, 
by the additional of a 50-gallon jacket-kettle. 

A shed, 60 feet long by 18 feet wide, for stone-cutting 
purposes, has been erected. It is intended to utilize our able- 
bodied paupers at this kind of labor. 

Some 16 are now employed at this branch of industry. 
In winter, when the number of inmates is largely increased, 
the number of workmen will be augmented proportionately. 

The hospital has been crowded during the year beyond 
comfort. It is recommended that an additional hospital be 
built, to be located near the present one. 

The barn is old, decayed, not worth any considerable out- 
lay for repairs, and is not large enough. It is reeommended 
that anew one be built. An appropriation of $2,000 has 
been granted by the City Council for this purpose. An 
appropriation of $800 has also been granted for a coal-shed. 
The coal has never been stored under cover. 
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The water-pipes, which were laid a year ago from the 
steamboat wharf to the cisterns, near the brick building, 
have been a success; and the steamer “J. Putnam Bradlee”: 
continues, on her regular daily trips, to carry water in tanks, 
which is pumped through the pipes to the cisterns. Water, 
which was formerly supplied by steam water-boats, at a cost 
of one cent per gallon, is supplied by this new method for 
two and one-half cents for one hundred gallons. 

Dr. Wallace, Port Physician, has placed us under obliga- 
tions for the use of the quarantine steamer, “ Samuel Little,” 
in making trips to Rainsford Island on Sunday afternoons, 
to carry the chaplain and a choir of girls for the purpose of 
holding divine service. The boat has also been at our dis- 
posal for making trips to the city in case of emergency, 
when other methods of communication were not available. 

The pauper girls’ school on Deer Island has been conducted. 
with the usual success. A very little sickness has prevailed. 
The teachers have been diligent in the discharge of their 
duties. Progress in studies has been commendable. It is 
pleasant at all times to visit this department and witness the 
bright and cheerful faces of the girls who are so well cared 
for. 

The new nursery has proved all that was expected. The 
average number of inmates therein has been 47. A remark- 
able degree of health has prevailed. This result is obtained 
by being located in healthy and well-ventilated quarters, and 
by the great care taken of the children by the physician and 
the matron in charge. 

The female pauper hospital, having as patients those who 
were too sick to be removed to Austin Farm, when the female 
paupers were removed to that institution, a little more than 
a year ago, and with occasional admissions from the city of 
such as require medical treatment, and can be cared for and 
treated to better advantage here than at Austin Farm, has 
continued in its charitable work, having had an average 
of 28 patients during the year. ‘This is not an encouraging 
work for the physician, as most of the sickness has been of 
long duration, and with slight chances of recovery. The 
most that can be done for a majority is to make them com- 
fortable, with good care and kind treatment. 

In the Boys’ Reformation department on Deer Island a 
decided improvement has been made by classification, and a 
separation of the boys committed for truancy from those com- _ 
mitted for more serious offences. This department, which 
was crowded before the separation, is now very comfortable 
in point of room. 

The programme of former years, of working the larger 
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boys on the farm, from May 1 to November 1, has been 
continued, some 60 being so employed, thus teaching habits 
of industry, and improving their physical condition. The 
other six months of the year they have attended school. 
The smaller boys have attended school during the whole 
year. 

The introduction of three printing-presses one year ago 
has demonstrated the fact that boys in this department can 
be successfully taught printing. 

It is hoped that next year the Committee on Printing of 
the City Council will furnish us with a sufficient amount of 
work to enable a considerable increase in the number em- 
ployed at this branch of industry, thereby teaching a larger 
number of boys a trade by which they can earn an honest 
living when discharged, and also add to the income of the - 
city. 

The truant boys are finely located in the brick building 
made vacant by the removal of the pauper boys to. the 
_ Marcella-street Home. 

They have attended school during the whole year. The 
school, which had but 88 inmates one year ago, now has 129 
inmates, —an increase of 46 per cent. during the year. The 
building is now filled to its comfortable capacity. If this 
increase continues, additional accommodations will soon be 
an imperative necessity. 

The brass band and drum corps, composed of some 33 | 
House of Reformation boys, under the instruction of Mr. 
Ripley, has made favorable progress during the year. Quite 
a number of boys have had positions obtained for them in 
bands outside of an institution. 

Military drill, which was established a year since, has 
‘been successfully carried on. 225 guns, for drill purposes, 
have been purchased of the State. It has proved a source 
of recreation for the boys, and promoted health, regularity, 
neatness, and manly feeling. 

The health of the boys has been remarkably good. No 
death has occurred, and but a very little sickness has 
prevailed. 

The teachers and officers have devoted themselves faith- 
fully to their several duties, and all matters pertaining to 
this department have moved with order and precision. 

Good order and attention to studies has continued in the 
Girls’ Reform department. The teacher and matron have 
taithfully attended to their respective duties. The girls are 
taught all kinds of housework, and perform all such labor 
required to carry on this department. 

In the House of Industry department the female prisoners 
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_ have decreased in number, in consequence of opening the 
new female prison at Sherborn. Those remaining are em- 
ployed in cooking, washing, mending, making clothing for 
inmates on Deer and Retaktord Palanan! etc. 

The male prisoners have been employed at making land 
by filling in earth, and on the farm ; taking care of the stock, 
barns, piggery ; as shoemakers, tailors, carpenters, etc. 

The important improvement of the year in industry has 
been the introduction of stone-cutting. Some 75 men are 
at the present time employed at this kind of work, in cutting 
edge-stones, catch-basins, and paving-blocks, for the city. A 
shed, 150 feet long by 22 feet wide, has been built for the 
men to work under in stormy weather. This branch of in- 
dustry will undoubtedly prove remunerative. 

The farm crops were very large. The following shows 
the amounts of the principal products : —

No account has been kept of small table vegetables, with 
which the tables have been liberally supplied during their 
season. 

In accordance with recommendations made a year ago, a 
new piggery has been built at the southerly end of the 
island, a point so remote from the inhabited buildings as to 
remove all objectionable features. The building has two 
wings, of 100 feet each in length, and one wing 170 feet in 
length, all being connected with a central building, in which 
are located the cook-room and slaughter-house. The pro- 
duction of pork, including the amount raised on Rainsford 
Island, has been 63,565 pounds, —a much larger amount than 
has been produced in any previous year. 

The dairy has furnished 16,305 gallons of milk, all of which 
is consumed on the island. The dairy stock is in excellent 
condition. 
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Gas of good quality has been manufactured at an average 
cost of 82 cents per 1,000 cubic feet, exclusive of the cost of 
labor and retorts. | 

The sick have been well cared for. The annexed report 
of Dr. Luther G. Chandler, Resident Physician, gives par- 
ticulars and statistics of the several hospitals on Deer and 
Rainsford Islands. 

The report of Rev. John W. Dadmun, Chaplain of the. 
institutions, gives an account of his labors. 

The statistics of the several institutions will be found on 
the following pages. 

The officers and matrons, many of whom have been years 
in the service of the institutions, have been faithful in the 
discharge of their respective duties, and are worthy of com- 
mendation. 

President Little, by his courtesy and willingness at all times 
to assist me relative to matters pertaining to the institutions, 
has placed me under deep obligations. To the other mem- 
bers of the Board, who have at all times treated me so 
courteously, my thanks are tendered.

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REPORT OF CHAPLAIN. 


To Guy C. Unperwoop, Esq., Superintendent of Deer 
Island Institutions : — 


Sir, — So far as external appearances are concerned, vis- 
itors to these institutions speak in the highest praise of the 
order and cleanliness everywhere manifested in the manage- 
ment; and we say to them, when escorting them through 
the buildings, this is our every-day dress, and therefore is 
not put on for this occasion. But an hour spent in looking 
over the various apartments is not sufficient time for these 
visitors to learn of the workings of the internal agencies 
employed by the city for the reformation of the inmates, for 
_ whose especial benefit these institutions are supported. 

In addition to the daily services of the Chaplain, Father 
Peters frequently visits the island, and faithfully administers 
the rites of his church to all the Catholic inmates, so that no 
complaints are ever heard that the religious wants of the 
people are neglected. In addition to all this, the city em- 
ploys two agents, Mr. John E. McCarthy, and Miss Sarah 
P. Burnham, to look after all discharged prisoners, and ren- 
der them all needed and reasonable assistance, if they are 
willing to leave their haunts of wickedness and earn an hon- 
est living. 

From personal knowledge we can say that these agents 
are faithful and constant in their efforts to rescue the fallen, 
and we doubt if any similar institution in the country can 
show greater care for the temporal and spiritual wants of its 
inmates. 

And what is the result? First of all, the consciousness 
that we have done what we could to save them. Nothing 
short of this: would satisfy the demands of any Christian 
community. Do what you can; break up the fallow ground 
and sow beside all waters, then leave the result with God. 
But if more than this can be shown, if some visible mani- 
festation of a harvest can be seen, it is always grateful to 
the heart of an earnest, Christian worker. 

We have on record many marked cases of reform; they 
are not so numerous, however, among the adults, in the 
House of Industry, as among the children in the other de- 
partments. Mr. McCarthy, the agent to look after and 
obtain good situations for pardoned and neglected children, 
has placed in my hands some exceedingly interesting 
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letters, which he has recently received from some forty 
boys and girls, who are now located with good families, in 
every State in New England, and in some parts of the South 
and West. 

It is his special care not only to find good homes for them, 
but to keep a record of the names and residences of these 
children ; and, in due time, to send a printed list of questions 
to each family where they reside, to be answered by them 
and returned to the Directors’ Office, in Boston. Some of 
the questions are as follows: Is he (or she) now living with 
you? Is his health good? Are you satisfied with his 
general behavior? If not, what fault have you to find? 
In what manner does he spend his evenings and Sundays? 
etc. 

The answer to this last, question is a pretty sure index of the 
character of the boy or girl; and in nearly all the cases here 
alluded to the answer is: “Evenings spent at home, read- 
ing ; Sundays, attends church.” In one case, in answer to the 
usual question: How many months has he attended school? 
the answer is, “Too far advanced for our schools.” This, 
certainly, speaks well for a graduate of the city institutions ; 
and we will add that this boy is a remarkably good scholar, 
and that it is doubtful if his equal could be found in the New 
Hampshire district where he resided. 

Two boys who formerly belonged to our band now have 
‘fine positions on the revenue cutter “Gallatin;” another 
has a good situation on the U. S. ship “Saratoga;” and 
others are well located in and around the city. But time 
will not permit us to enumerate many promising cases of 
reform, in addition to those already alluded to, that have 
come under our own personal observation. : 

Now, we do not say that all reform and become good citi- 
zens, — Wwe wish we could, — but we do say that the City of 
Boston is doing a noble work for those who are placed in 
her penal and charitable institutions; and that many are 
rising up to bless her for her charities. Much more might 
be done if the majority, particularly the children, did not 
pass out of the control of the Board of Directors as soon as 
they leave the island. 

Under the direction of the Board of Directors a very neat 
and pretty chapel has been erected at Rainsford Island, so 
that ample accommodation is now provided for all who are 
able to attend religious worship. As in times past, we are 
dependent upon the quarantine steamer, “Samuel Little,” 
for communication with that island on Sundays; and we are 
greatly indebted to the Port Physician, Alonzo $. Wallace, 
M.D., for his kindness in frequently conveying the Chaplain 
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and his choir to this branch of the city almshouse, for the 
purpose of holding religious services. Besides this, we visit 
the island once a week regularly, and as much oftener as the 
wants of the inmates require. 


LIBRARIES. 


We take this opportunity to express our thanks to the 
“Hospital Newspaper Society,” of Boston, for a large dona- 
tion of papers and pamphlets for our hospitals. Such gifts 
are highly appreciated by the aged and infirm, who have 
passed beyond their days of manual labor. 

The arrangement made last year with the authorities of 
the city library, to draw once a month a limited number of 
books for the children, works admirably, and furnishes a 
greater variety of reading matter than could be furnished by 
any local library of our own. 

The whole number of volumes in our institution libraries 
is 1,980. 

To you, and to the president and members of the Board, I 
am greatly and gratefully indebted for the valuable aid ren- 
dered me in the dischrge of the duties of my office.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


To Guy C. UnpERwoop, Esq., Superintendent of Deer 
Island Institutions : — 


Sir, — In the educational department of these institutions, 
we have had the usual disadvantages of frequent and almost 
daily changes among the pupils, often necessitating the 
breaking up of efficient classes and the formation of new 
ones, which all will see must be, to some extent, detrimental 
to successful teaching. 

Then, again, frequent changes among teachers are always 
disadvantageous, but in no case so marked as in schools of 
this class, composed, as they are generally, of children who 
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have neglected the advantages of a primary education. Such 
changes, however, are inevitable with us. We make a note 
of them, because we do not want the parents and friends of 
these children to expect too much under so many discourage- 
ments. By perseverance and constancy our teachers have 
been reasonably successful, and many of the scholars 
manifest a commendable proficiency in their studies. 

The annual examination of the schools was held, April 
25th, under the special direction of the School Committee of 
the Board of Directors. The Chairman, Hon. Benjamin 
Dean, being absent, Albus R. Cushing, Esq., acted as Chair- 
man, and was assisted in the examination by Hon. Charles 
J. Prescott. Samuel Little, Esq., and other members of the 
Board, were present with their ladies, together with many in- 
vited guests, including Rev. R. R. Meredith, Wm. H. 
Learnard, Godfrey Morse, John Kneeland, Samuel W. 
Mason, George B. Hyde, I. E. Noyes, L. C. Whiton, James 
J. Flynn, and others. 

After visiting seven schools, comprising a little over four 
hundred children, and hearing the recitations of the principal 
classes, all repaired to our spacious chapel, where a musical 
entertainment was given, at the close of which very interest- 
ing and practical addresses were made by Albus R. Cushing, 
Rev. R. R. Meredith, John Kneeland, Samuel W. Mason, 
and George B. Hyde. 

One of the most interesting features of the occasion was 
the pardon of six boys, as a reward for good deportment 
and proficiency in scholarship. 

The brass band, composed of thirty boys, under the direc- 
tion of Prof. Ripley, continues to be remarkably successful ; 
and the music on this occasion, both vocal and instrumental, 
was highly commended by the visitors. In many respects 
the examination was one of the most successful and satisfac- 
tory exhibitions that has ever taken place on the island. 
Both teachers and scholars received their full meed of praise 
from the distinguished gentlemen present.

In the above tabular view of the labor of the Medical 
Department the past year, it will be seen that the nature of 
the work does not vary from former years. We also can 
happily record, in the following review, the usual and fortu- 
nate freedom from alarming epidemic or unusual disease of 
any nature. 

The Almshouse Hospital on Deer Island has been fully 
occupied during the year, and has continued to succor the 
aged and infirm, the consumptive and paralytic, with the larg- 
est measure of care andrelief. Several of our patients have 
been inmates of the hospital many years, and for such it is 
made as home-like as possible; in a few cases, ultimate cure 
is effected, as that of a syphilitic girl, sent from the city as 
incurable, three years since, whois, at the present writing, able 
to walk out of the hospital for the first time. Such cases are, 
however, exceptions. The male division of the hospital at 
Rainsford Island has continued the work under the immedi- 
ate charge of Dr. E. S. Dodge, with its usual efficiency ; the 
record of disease being, for the most part, of a chronic 
nature, the major share of the mortality cases occurring 


re | 
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from old age and consumption. The hospital has been occu- 
pied to its utmost capacity during the year. 

It will be observed that the majority of decedents are 
from the Almshouse Department, there being 69 deaths 
out of the total 87 reported,—one less than last year. 

The “Pauper Girls School” exhibits the usual range of 
disease, all, with a few exceptions, being of a minor charac- 
ter. <A single death occurred from dysentery. There has 
been an increase of patients admitted to the House of Indus- 
try hospital, although there has been no change in the 
character of diseases treated ; as the statistics show, it serves 
largely as a refuge for many cases of trembling inebriety 
and anxious delirium tremens, who find rest and relief for 
a time. Nothing approaching an epidemic character has 
disturbed the routine. The diminution in the number of 
females committed gives us ample room to accommodate all 
in this division of the hospital. 

The House of Reformation .and Truant School have con- 
tinued to furnish the list of slight ills, which disappear with 
a few days of hospital treatment. There were six cases of 
pneumonia treated, compared with two the year previous ; 
all made good recoveries. We have the pleasure to record 
that no deaths have occurred the past year. 

The Nursery maintains the same marked degree of health 
it attained the last year in its new quarters; there having 
been ten deaths, eight of these, cases of inherited disease 
or exhaustion from lack of proper care when admitted. 
Whooping-cough raged mildly during the winter months, 
with no fatal cases. It isa matter of congratulation that we 
can record but a single death among the four hundred chil- 
dren, inmates of the several departments outside of the 
Nursery. 

The nurses have maintained their past record for faithful- 
ness, and deserve our commendation. 

In conclusion, I would express a keen sense of obligation 
to you for the appreciation always shown in our official 
relations.

Most of the time during the year an average of 15 female 
paupers has been detailed to Marcella-street Home to work. 

The sick are tenderly cared for. I refer you to the report 
of the attending physician, Dr. Orville F. Rogers, for fur- 
ther particulars of the hospital department. 

In conclusion, I desire again to extend my sincere thanks 
to the members of the Board, to the President especially, 
for advice and assistance so kindly given.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF MARCELLA-STREET 
| HOME, 


MARCELLA-STREET Home, 
Boston Hieuuanps, May 1, 1878. 


To the Board of Directors for Public Institutions : — 


GENTLEMEN, —I have the honor to herewith present the 
second Annual Report of the Institution, which embraces the 
first year of its operation, the first report being made but a 
few days after its organization. It gives me much gratifica- 
tion to be able to report that the initiatory year in our new 
home has been one of success and pleasure. Nothing serious 
has occurred to disturb the prosperity of the institution or 
to interfere with the welfare of the inmates. The result of 
our experience thus far has served to confirm us in the belief 
that the step which separated the pauper boys from the 
criminal institutions was one of great wisdom, and the effect 
upon them has already proved most beneficial. They feel 
that the expression, “sent to the island,” which from its 
criminal association they have always regarded as an un- 
deserved stigma, can no longer be applied to them; this 
places in a different light the confinement to which they are 
here subjected, and a confidence has been gradually established 
that this is their best Home. Constant effort has been 
made to surround them with family influences, and to imbue 
them with a feeling that each one is responsible for the good 
reputation of their institution. Routine regulations and 
semi-military discipline are necessary for the orderly and 
expeditious movement of so many boys; at the same time 
these methods have a tendency to destroy individuality and 
reduce them to mere machines, incapable of original thought 
or action. Hence we have striven to counteract this tendency 
by teaching them to govern themselves and maintain their 
own identity ; and by impressing them with the fact, that, 
although they appear united as a whole, their success will 
depend largely upon the efforts of each boy in performing 
faithfully his own tasks without relying upon others for 
guidance or support. The location and surroundings 
pleasantly impress them, and their position as sole occupants 


s 
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of the institution has given them a sense of proprietorship 
as pleasing as it is new. 

The trust reposed in those who have been found worthy ; 
the frequent visits of the President and other members of 
your Board ; the intercourse in school-rooms and chapel with 
interested friends and neighbors; the entertainments of 
various kinds, and the cultivation in them of a respectful 
familiarity toward their teachers and officers, have all com- 
bined to aid in freeing them from timid and awkward manners, 
and in developing that feeling of self-reliance which we are 
so anxious to establish. 

The organization of schools has remained the same through- 
out the year with the exception of a necessary change of 
teachers in the Primary School, about August Ist, and a 
subsequent change in November, caused by the illness of the 
present teacher, who was obliged to vacate his position about 
three months. Regrading the schools, which occurred upon 
their opening here, has enabled Mr. Webb, the master of'the 
Grammar School, to carry on successfully such work as he 
is so well fitted to pursue, — that of attending all recitations 
with general information, imparted in so practical and 
interesting a manner as to impress his pupils with their value 
in after life. Many of his scholars are probably now re- 
ceiving their last educational advantages, and we regard it 
as fortunate for them that their closing school instructions is 
of such mature and useful character. The progress of the 
Intermediate School, under the instruction of Mr. Corliss, 
has been very praiseworthy. He is a normal teacher, and 
does very thorough work, as an examination of his classes 
will verify, and all his labors have been marked by diligence 
and perseverance. The Primary School has been to some 
extent broken up, for reasons previously mentioned, but it is 
now in good, active condition. We consider the teacher, Mr. 
Smith, peculiarly adapted to the work in which he is now 
engaged. Acquired qualifications alone are not sufficient to 
amuse and at the same time instruct a primary class of fifty 
boys, —there must be natural fitness for the task, — which 
requisite is largely possessed by the teacher of this grade. 
The result of the quarterly written examination just finished, 
which will be found in the appended school report by the 
master, is very gratifying, and shows the work of the year to 
have been thorough and profitable. 

The health of the boys has been remarkably good consid- 
ering the class to which many of them belong. Some are 
afflicted with hereditary disease, and not a few are constitu- 
tionally weak, and incapable of becoming strong and active. 
Ophthalmia has been a persistent though not deadly foe, but 
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is being steadily suppressed. Many cases have been cured ; 
still we fear the disease can never be totally eradicated, for 
some of the boys thus afflicted have suffered from birth, and 
according to eminent professional authority are incurable, 
though the trouble may be alleviated. The medical depart- 
ment opened under the charge of Dr. C. W. Brown as 
resident physician, who, after six months’ faithful service, 
resigned the position, and was succeeded by Dr. W. T. 
Souther, who resigned March 29. At that time it was con- 
sidered for the best interests of the institution to employ an 
outside physician to visit the Home once each day, and 
oftener if required. Dr. Henry R. Stedman received this 
appointment, and is now the attending physician. So far 
the change has operated satisfactorily. 

But one death has occurred since our organization, that 
of Patrick Graham, April 12, 1878, cause, consumption, 
supplemented by congestion. He was buried from the 
Home, after the observance of a fitting tribute by the boys, 
consisting of sacred music, prayer, etc. 

Our Sunday services have consisted of mass and Sabbath 
school in the forenoon, by Catholics, and a Protestant ser- 
vice in the afternoon, attended by clergymen of different 
denominations, who have cordially responded to our invita- 
tions. Through the kindness of the President we have been 
permitted to provide, with but little expense, several evening 
amusements for the boys, such as select readings and reci- 
tations, illustrated lectures and concerts. The following 
gratuitous entertainments have also been given: a pleasing 
variety of readings and impersonations, by Mr. William H. 
Sayward, of Dorchester; a concert, by fifty boys from the 
Cathedral choir, directed by Mlle. De la Motte, —the favor 
of John C. Crowley, Esq.; an evening’s exhibition of jug- 
_ glery, interspersed with vocal and instrumental music, by 
Messrs. Palfrey and Blanchard, —the favor of Rev. Edward E. 
Hale ; for all of which our thanks are hereby expressed. 

The holidays generally kept have been appropriately cele- 
brated here. The gathering around the Christmas tree, on 
Christmas eve, in the attractively decorated chapel, where 
each boy received from the hand of Santa Claus one or two 
handsome presents, accompanied by the customary candy- 
bag, was a scene interesting to witness. Fourth of July and 
Thanksgiving were merry days, especially so during the 
dinner-hour. 

An average of fifteen female inmates from Austin Farm 
have been detailed as domestics in this institution, and they, 
together with the older boys, have performed ‘all the neces- 
sary housework. We have been supplied with milk and ice 
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regularly throughout the year, also with vegetables in their 
season ; and we, in turn, have furnished that institution with 
daily bread. | , 
About three months since ten brass musical instruments 
were hired, and some of the boys who appeared to have 
natural ability for this kind of music commenced practising, 
under the direction of the yard-officer, Mr. Hatch. The 
experiment has been sufficiently successful to warrant our 
asking you to consider the expediency of organizing a band. 
This has been done successfully in other institutions, and 
would doubtless prove equally advantageous in our own. 
Several additions and alterations have been made during 
the year, adding much to the comfort and convenience of the 
institution. These have been more extensive than will be 
the case for some time to come, as in most instances the 
changes have been those which the occupancy of a new and 
untried building have shown to be needful. The gate-house 
and carriage-shed at the street entrance, which were being 
built at the time of our former report, have been completed, 
and the necessary filling and paving finished. The old drive- 
way has been brought up to a grade with the main building 
and gate-house ; edvestone and brick sidewalk have been laid 
from the street to the front entrance of main building ; a new 
drive-way made, through which coal, flour, and other sup- 
plies are trucked to the rear part of the building and base- 
ment; and the sides of these drive-ways made into regular 
banks and covered with green sod. The new stair-way, 
recommended in last report, was favorably considered and 
constructed in accordance with the proposed plans; and the 
convenience realized from this additional passage-way ex- 
ceeds even our anticipation. Enlarged play-room for cold 
weather was secured by removing several useless brick par- 
titions in the basement of the new wing, and making one 
large room of the small play-room, bath-room, and two 
corridors. We have, by this new arrangement, a light and 
well-ventilated room, already heated without extra expense, 
and of sufficient size to meet the probable requirements 
for years. The yard in front and space under the shed 
have been covered with asphalt paving and enclosed by 
close fence, for winter play-grounds. The brick floor 
in front of privies has been relaid in cement, and surface 
drain-pipe put in to take off waste wash-water. The fence 
on the south side of the large play-ground, about 3,500 feet 
in length, has been sheathed on the inside, which, being the 
rail side, formerly afforded an easy ladder, which was a 
constant temptation for boys to ascend. Many minor repairs 
have been made, the necessity of which is constantly arising 
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‘in all institutions, not of sufficient importance to detail here, 
but which enhance the expenditure under this head. 

_ I would respectfully call your attention to a much-needed 
improvement in the privies and vaults, and ask an early 
investigation of the matter. 

An appropriation has been asked, which was granted by 
the City Council, for building a stable. This, when com- 
pleted, will prove a great convenience, not only for stable 
purposes, but for the storage of miscellaneous articles, which 
always accumulate about an institution. 

The officers and matrons are doing their duties faithfully, 
and merit your approval. 

President Little’s ready and constant attention to every 
interest of the Home has been unvarying, and his continued 
courtesy has made our duties very pleasant and agreeable. 
In conclusion, let’me thank you, gentlemen, for “personal 
kindness, and for your thoughtful consideration of all 
matters pertaining to the welfare of the institution. 

The following statistics are given, showing number of 
inmates cared for during the year, admissions, discharges, 
etc. 

There are two classes of boys, viz.: pauper boys and 
neglected boys. ‘The former are those for whose support the 
city is liable, and are admitted on application being made to 
the Board of Directors. The latter are committed by the 
Juvenile Courts, and are sentenced for various terms, because 
of the wilful neglect and vice of their parents.

REPORT OF THE MASTER OF SCHOOLS. 


To the Superintendent of Marcella-street Home :— 


Str,—I have the honor to submit the following as the 
annual report of schools at the Home, for the year ending 
April 30, 1878 : — 

The classification, made at the opening of the Institution, 
has been maintained through the year, modified by changes 
consequent upon discharge, admittance, and promotion. 

The Primary School numbers 60; last report, 53. Aver- 
age age, 8 years. Mr. O. T. Maxfield taught the school till 
August 1, when he was succeeded by Mr. C. W. Smith. 
Mr. E. F. Elliott substituted from Dec. 15 to Feb. 15. 

The past was the first year in school of a large number in 
this grade, and the year’s work has largely been a beginning 
in education. 

The material is of the crudest kind, and needs a large 
amount of disciplining and systematizing to prepare a foun- 
dation for mental education. That is fully understood by 
the teacher, and the means and methods used have been the 
kind adapted to the development of young minds. The 
school has been divided into small classes, to insure the 
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nécessary individual teaching. The Kindergarten work has 
been introduced, and its judicious use has done much to 
bring up the children, generally, from the dreary level of 
their former lives, and a‘lively, lasting interest has been 
established. Leigh’s phonic method of reading has been 
used with excellent results. Calisthenic exercises, to musie, 
give a pleasing and healthful diversion to school work. 

Classes have been advanced in the room, and 15 boys 
promoted to the next room. | 

The Intermediate School numbers: 67 ;> last report, 53. 
Average, 11 years. Mrs. L. H. Corliss has taught the 
school throughout the year: ; 

The change in the personnel of this grade has been greater 
than in the others, and this, with the large membership, has 
limited the teacher’s work. 

The classes number from 24 to 36. A large amount of 
productive work has been done during the year and steady 
progress made in all the branches taught. 

- The evenness of individual rank in classes is noticeable. 
Reading, writing, and map-drawing from memory deserve 
special mention. 

Several classes have been advanced in the room, and 16 
boys promoted a room higher. 

Mr. Corliss and Mr. Smith are graduates of the Maine 
State Normal School, and the progress and character of 
their schools show the superiority of skilled labor. Our 
boys need just such trained talent to bring out the best in 
them. 

The Grammar School numbers 48; last report, 46. 
Average age, 13 years and 4 months. The school has 
been taught throughout the year by the undersigned. The 
changes.in its personnel have been fewer than usual during 
the year, thus affording a better chance for uniformity of 
work. Less dependence than ever has been placed on text- 
books, and general instruction has taken a wide range. 
Many of the boys have reached the age when general in- 
formation will be of more value to them in the life into 
which they must soon go, than knowledge coming from 
conning dates or committing paragraphs. Physical and 
common school geography, U.S. history, Constitution 
U.S., and physiology, have been laid aside by classes, to 
be taken up by larger ones, in line of promotion; and 
the new studies of astronomy and English history have been 
added. A portion of the time formerly devoted to drawing 
has been taken for more attention to reading and writing. 
Higginson’s Young Folks’ History and Hooker’s Child’s 
Book of Nature have been used to read in a portion of the 
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time, object lessons accompanying. Five-minute talks upon 
topics selected by the boys, and 15 minutes given, daily, 
to answering their questions, have proved valuable adjuncts 
to the other work. Quarterly written examinations were 
had, and the result of the annual examination, occupying 
six school days, is given. This is the third annual examina- 
tion of 30 per cent. of the school, and the second of the 
remainder. A handsomely printed certificate of each boy’s 
rank was given him for preservation, and a duplicate for his 
parents or friends.

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As will be seen above, the principal affliction has been 
ophthalmia, in some form,—the bane of institutions for 
children. The condition of the eyes has, however, consid- 
erably improved during the past year, and in none of the 
cases has there been a disastrous result.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF THE LUNATIC 
HOSPITAL. 


To the Board of Directors of Public Institutions : — 


GENTLEMEN, — I beg leave to submit the following sta- 
tistics and remarks as the Thirty-ninth Annual Report of the 
Boston Lunatic Hospital. 

One hundred and ninety-two patients — ninety-five men 
and ninety-seven women — remained under treatment on 
the first of May, 1877. 

Since then forty-seven have been admitted, — twenty-one 
men and twenty-six women. 

Two hundred and thirty-nine patients — one hundred and 
sixteen men and one hundred and twenty-three women — 
have been cared for under this roof during the past year. 

The average weekly number, for the year, was one hun- 
dred and ninety-seven. 

Thirty-seven patients — nineteen men and elec 
women — have been discharged during the year. 

And there remain at this date, May 1, 1878, two hundred 
and two inmates, — ninety-seven men and one hundred and 
-five women. 

Of the forty-seven admissions during the past year, six- 
teen were by permit of the Board of Directors, against. 
fourteen last year; twenty-eight were by commitment by 
the Judge of Probate, against six last year; and three by 
the Superintendent, whose action was subsequently approved 
and confirmed by President Little. Two of the last were 
admitted upon their own personal application. 

The complicated machinery, by which commitments by 
the Judge of Probate are effected, runs much more smoothly 
of late, through the courteous kindness of the members of 
the Board of Aldermen. 

This is shown by the fact that the number of commitments 
the past year is more than four times that of the year be- 
fore. Yet, under the most favorable circumstances, it of 
necessity causes trouble and delay, often rendering it neces-. 
sary to receive the suffering patient before the legal papers 
can be completed. Inasmuch as, in every instance, the cer- 
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tificate of the Board of Directors is required, to the effect 
that it is a proper case for the favorable action of the Alder- 
men, a great saving of time and trouble, if not, in some 
instances, of expense, would be effected, could the desired 
certificate be made directly to the committing magistrate. 

Admission to a hospital for the insane should be rendered 
as simple and easy as possible, consistent with proper 
legality. 

Of the forty-seven admissions the past year, thirty-three 
had never before been inmates of any hospital for the in- 
sane ; five were former inmates of this hospital, four of the 
McLean Asylum, four of other hospitals of Massachusetts, 
and one of a hospital in Europe. 

_ The admissions have been remarkable for the large num- 
ber of cases of very severe depression, and also of paralysis, 
general and partial. 

Of the forty-seven admissions, four had paralysis, jive 
general paralysis, and sixteen melancholia. In most of the 
last-named cases, the disease is of unusual severity, and ac- 
companied by marked suicidal tendencies. The never-end- 
ing anxiety consequent thereon is no light weight added to 
the constant labor of cheering their sadness, and of lifting 
them from “the slough of despond.” 

Of the thirty-seven discharges, thirteen had recovered, 
three were improved, more or less, two were not improved, 
and nineteen died. 

Five of the deaths were from general paralysis ; four from 
organic brain disease; four, the exhaustion of chronic 
mania; one from the exhaustion of acute mania; one from 
the exhaustion of chronic melancholia; and one each from 
consumption, pneumonia, heart disease, and old age. The 
patient whose death was from old age was ninety-six years 
old. or only two of those who died was there any hope of 
recovery from the mental disease at the time of admission. 

Of those discharged as recovered we hear good reports, 
with a single exception. The single exception is that of a 
young man, whose insanity was certified to by two of our 
younger, but yet experienced and very able physicians, 
whose opinions have weight with their “Fellows” in this 
community ; and yet they were misled by the partial reports 
of well-meaning, but affectionate and anxious friends. The 
patient in question is engaged in “sowing his wild oats,” and 
has, at present, no very strong desire to change his occupa- 
tion. He will probably pursue it diligently till the harvest 
time draws near, when he will be fortunate indeed if he 
shall find physicians who can honestly certify to his insanity, 
or a hospital that will take him to its sheltering arms. 
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At the very close of last year (April 22, 1877) a patient 
was discharged as recovered, who came here more: than seven 
years before from a neighboring hospital, where he had 
resided over four years. While there he was considered a 
very dangerous and incurable patient. For full five years 
after he came here, he amply justified that opinion. He was 
reticent, morose, and treacherous. Solitary in his habits, he 
sought no occupation. Books and papers had no attractions 
for him. He kept aloof, not only from the society of his 
fellows, but from all amusements and recreations. Spurred 
on by false hearing until maddened by his sense of wrong 
and outrage, he would give way to sudden outbreaks of 
noise and violence that made him an object of fear to all about 
him. At length he appeared to improve. He no longer 
shunned the companionship of others. The newspapers 
attracted him. Books were read with apparent pleasure. 
He indulged in recreations, enjoying our frequent and long 
water excursions with keenest relish. At last he asked for 
regular employment at his own trade, — cabinet-making. He 
followed it faithfully. By degrees he lost his moroseness 
and suspicion of others, and gradually regained his self- 
control. For more than a year close, keen, and frequent 
examinations failed to detect the least trace of disease. He 
and his friends asked for a discharge. More than ten years 
before, he imagined that his will and mind were under the 
control of another. Smarting under a sense of indignity 
and wrong, he saw a neighbor pass his shop, and, assuming 
that he was the enemy and destroyer of his peace and hap- 
piness, he quickly followed and shot him down. 

The gentlemen of the Board will bear witness to the 
scrupulous care exercised in the decision of the question ; to 
the deference paid to the opinions of those wise and ex- 
perienced persons who think that any one who, under the 
influence and control of disease and delusion, takes the life 
of another, should never again be permitted to go at large ; 
and to the thorough and exhaustive examinations and tests 
to.which he was subjected. 

He was finally discharged, and the result of a year’s trial 
confirms the soundness of the judgment, and the wisdom 
and safety of the decision. He enjoys life with a keen but 
sober relish, and contributes to and participates in the com- 
fort and happiness of his aged parents. 

And now, again, with glad thankfulness we make the 
record for another year of exemption from epidemic, fire, 
homicide, suicide, and serious accident. 

The general health of the hospital has been excellent ; 
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with fewer deaths we have had fuller wards. All but two 
of the deaths were from chronic and lingering diseases. 

The remark of last year may, with truthful emphasis, be 
repeated. For comfort, enjoyment, and general homelike 
life, the past year has rarely been surpassed. 

- All the ordinary means and methods of moral and medical 
‘treatment have been steadily and faithfully employed, with 
such modifications, changes, and additions as the various 
and changing conditions of hospital life have seemed to 
require. It may be truthfully said of the past year that it 
has been one of progress. 

Our water excursions were frequent, and continued till 
quite late in the season. Attendance upon lectures, con- 
certs, the circus, the menagerie, dog shows, public pro- 
cessions, etc., etc., has been eagerly made and productive 
of good results. Our Christmas and New Year parties, and 
similar entertainments at home, have had their interest 
greatly enhanced and their healthful influence increased by 
the ever-welcome presence of President and Mrs. Little, 
and sometimes of other members of the Board of Directors 
and their families. 

To our friends, far and near, who have thought of us 
kindly and with tokens of their good-will, our thanks are 
ever in our hearts, if not upon the tongue. 

They are most gratefully tendered to Dr. Charles F. Fol- 
som, of the State Board of Health, for package after package 
of illustrated papers of this country and England, and for very 
many numbers of the “Living Age.” His unwearied kindness 
deserves a better recognition, and it has it in the gratitude 
of those, whose weary waitings for that which cometh not 
for them again in this life, his thoughtful kindness has be- 
guiled of their heaviness; to Mr. Peck, of the Music Hall, 
for unlimited admission to the exhibition of dogs in the 
temple of music; to Edward P. Brown, Esq., for forty 
tickets to the dog show in Central court; to the proprietor 
of the great circus, for an unlimited admission to the levee of 
their old friend, the clown; to Mr. Barnabee, for one of his 
inimitable evenings; to Mr. Wm. H. Sayward, of Dorches- 
ter, and friends, for an entertainment of rare interest and 
surpassing enjoyment; to Mrs. Bennett and Mrs. Swan, of 
Lexington, Mass.; to James A. Dupee, of Lexington, for 
repeated evidences that they have not forgotten us, as the 
months go by on swiftest wings. To one and all, named and 
unnamed, we offer all we have to give—our simple but 
fervent thanks. 

The attendants and other employés throughout the institu- 
tion have, with a few exceptions, proved fuithful to their

trust. Arduous, exacting, never ending, their obligations 
have, nevertheless, been resolutely and cheerfully met and 
discharged in their fullest sense. 

A few have proved unworthy and unreliable, and have 
been promptly dismissed. The wonder is, not that a few 
are found unworthy, but that so many can stand the trial 
and come out of it unscathed. Their duties are arduous, 
delicate, exacting, and sometimes even repulsive. They 
are deserving of the highest honors who do not falter and 
fall by the wayside. 

Our good chaplain, Rev. Joseph H. Clinch, and our able, 
skilful, and ever faithful first assistant, Dr. Geo. H. M. 
Rowe, have stood at their posts through sunshine and 
adversity, and well deserve the highest honors. The long 
and able service of Dr. Rowe, I feel assured, is fully recog- 
nized and most thoroughly appreciated by every member of 
the Board of Directors. 

Dr. John I. Carter, for more than three years the faith- 
ful and beloved second assistant, resigned, in March, the 
position he prized so highly, to engage in private practice, 
under circumstances the most favorable, and with prospects 
the most flattering and alluring, in his native State, West 
Virginia, and almost in his native town. 

He left with sincere regret on his part, and he bears away 
with him the highest respect and the heartiest good wishes 
of this entire household for his future prosperity and 
happiness. 

Dr. Elisha 8. Boland, of Indiana, takes his place. Dr. 
Boland comes to us with the highest testimonials of char- 
acter and professional skill and ability. He has already won 
our respect and good-will. 

To the Board of Directors, and to the Monthly and 
Advisory Committees, I offer my heartiest thanks for their 
prompt response to every claim upon their attention, in 
behalf of the inmates of this institution. In the retire- 
ment of Director Dean, “our folks” lost an intelligent, 
sincere, and warm-hearted friend. 

But to President Little I can only express my warmest — 
gratitude for the deep and intelligent interest he has invaria- 
bly expressed in this peculiar institution, and in its peculiar 
and helpless inmates. 

This part of his charge has drawn heavily upon his 
sympathy. No want has escaped his watchful eye; no 
proposition to increase their convenience or to add to their 
comfort has failed of his hearty support. 

For his kind counsel and generous support I am a grate- 
ful debtor; but, for more than all else, I thank him for the 
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Frequent, informal, unexpected calls upon us, he has found 
time to make, while his time was so occupied in opening 
and running two new institutions. He is looked for asa 
friend, and his visits are looked forward to with eagerness 
by many of our patients. 

The past year has been one of usefulness and success. 
The hope for the coming year is bright and promising. 

For uniform personal kindness and support I tender 
sincerest thanks.

DISCIPLINE AND Foop. 


I have nothing special to record under this head. The 
discipline of the prison has been firmly, but not harshly 
maintained ; the usual punishments have been inflicted when 
necessary. 

Since my last report the food issued to the prisoners has 
remained without change, either in quantity or quality. 


WorK. 


The manufacture of slippers, during the year, has been 
carried on by Mr. J. D. O’Neil, employing an average of 
30 men. 

The manufacture of aleehing on account of wholesale 


wT ee ee 
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dealers, has been somewhat more active than when my last 
report was submitted. The sewing-machines have been 
running steadily during most of the time, thus giving regu- 
lar employment to nearly all of the long-sentenced men. 
The short-sentenced prisoners, and those incapable of work 
on machines, have been employed in the yard and garden, 
also as cooks, door-tenders, sweeps, firemen, and gasmen. 


Gas Works. 


The alterations and improvements suggested in my last 
report have been made, and I am now happy to state that 
the works are in all respects in a satisfactory condition. 

On the 27th day of October, 1877, Messrs. Davis and 
Farnum began the work, entirely removing the old masonry 
and replacing it by a new and more extensive construction. 
Four clay retorts now take the place of iron ones, and the 
dry method of purification has heen introduced. The qual- 
ity of gas manufactured has been greatly improved, and 
there is no difficulty in supplying both institutions, without 
overtaxing the capacity of the works. The amount of gas 
consumed for the first five months is 1,212,908 cubic feet, 
at an average cost of 68 cents per 1,000 feet. 


PRISON ACCOMMODATION. 


I would respectfully call the attention of the Board to 
the absolute necessity of larger accommodation for the safe- 
keeping of prisoners. It will be seen by the statistical 
tables embodied in this report that the number of commit- 
ments has been steadily and largely on the increase. Dur- 
ing the past year the number of prisoners has been about 
50 over the usual average, and if the increase continues 
I know not how they are to be accommodated. There are 
now about 90 prisoners in the two dormitories, and it is 
evident that where so many men are crowded into one sleep- 
ing apartment, the discipline must be injuriously affected, 
and the danger, espeeially in the case of fire, largely 
increased. A new wing, containing from 200 to 250 cells, 
seems to be a matter of necessity. 

On the 7th of November last, 38 women were transferred 
to the new prison at Sherborn, leaving about 40 female pris- 
oners in this institution; a number about what is required 
to do the work of the laundry, and for cooking and domes- 
tics in the house. 
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HEALTH. 


The record of deaths for the past year is as follows : —

It will be seen that this record compares favorably with 
_ that of last year, inasmuch as with an increased number of 
inmates the number of deaths is diminished. 


REwiIcious SERVICES. 


Under this head no change has to be noted. We have, as 
usual, the Roman Catholic services in the forenoon, and the 
Protestant in the afternoon. The prisoners are at liberty to 
select which service they will attend, though many of them 
attend both. The behavior of the men in the chapel is al- 
ways decorous and attentive. They seem to appreciate the 
Sunday worship, and I believe much good is effected. 


LIBRARY. 


The ample appropriation made during the past two years 
has enabled the librarian to keep the number of volumes in 
the library sufficient to supply the prisoners with good read- 
ing, which is a privilege highly appreciated. The wear and 
tear of the books, however, in passing through so many 
hands, is necessarily great, though every means is used to 
prevent unnecessary injury. 


LAUNDRY. 


A new receiving-room for female prisoners, and a new 
laundry, are also greatly needed. The building which con- 
tains these two departments is in a very dilapidated condi- 
tion, and, as I have mentioned in previous reports, was built 
about forty years since. Besides being out of repair, it is 
not roomy enough. 


PIGGERY. 


The supply of pork produced in this department is suffi- 
cient for all the wants of the institution. Not only do we 
need to purchase none, but we are enabled now and then to 


el 


dispose of a small superabundance. I would mention that 
it would be very desirable if the building could be some- 
what enlarged ; we have food enough to supply a larger num- 
ber of pigs than we now have, and it would be a matter of 
economy to have none wasted. 
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GARDEN. 


A large quantity of potatoes is needed where there are so 
many mouths to feed, and therefore we are unable to raise 
enough to supply the institution; but of other vegetables we 
have no need to purchase any, being able to raise sufficient 
for all our wants. 


CONCLUSION. 


I am happy to say, in conclusion, that all the departments 
of the institution have been carried on during the year with 
regularity and efficiency ; the officers have performed their 
several duties cheerfully and faithfully ; and, begging the va- 
rious members of the Board, the President especially, to 
receive my warmest thanks for their kindness and courtesy, 
and for the undiminished interest they have taken in this

To Eis Honor the Mayor and the City Council of 
Boston: — 

GENTLEMEN, — The close of another financial year makes 
it the duty of the Board of Overseers of the Poor to render 
a report of the condition of that department of the public 
service which you have committed to their charge. 

The year, as a whole, has not been eventful. We have 
followed the same system of administration of which expe- 
rience has justified the wisdom, with such additional im- 
provements as amore extended familiarity with our duties 
seems to require. While commercial and industrial interests, 
the capitalist and the laborer, are still passing through an 
unparallelled prolonged depression in business affairs, yet we 
have the satisfaction to announce, that the claims upon our 
charity have not been so numerous, nor our expenditure so 
large, as in the previous year. 

All the causes of this favorable change it is difficult to 
determine; but one, not the least important, we believe, 
is the fact that we have had the opportunity to enforce 
more rigidly the labor test as a condition for assistance. In 
former reports mention has been made of our efforts in this 
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direction; these have been continued until we are now 
satisfied that a wholesome reform has been effected by its 
introduction, and that the principle is one which should still 
farther be extended. This condition was not always gra- 
ciously accepted by those who had been accustomed to 
receive assistance, or who had been told that they had legal 
claims upon the city whenever they asked it; but gradually 
this class will be educated to its requirements or will be 
forced to rely more sedulously upon their own individual 
efforts for that support which otherwise they had hoped to 
obtain from the Overseers of the Poor. We do not sympa- 
thize with that spirit of communism predicated upon the 
theory that government is bound to furnish labor to the 
unemployed, — we apply it only to those who come within 
our own limited sphere of duty, making it as a test of charac- 
ter, and the evidence that the applicant’s recital of his desti- 
tution is real and deserving of sympathy. Through this 
arrangement we have.reduced the number of those who have 
sought aid but would not work, who improvidently spend 
when they have the means, relying upon a rich city and a 
generous people to respond to their requests, without their 
rendering an equivalent. 

The classes which we legitimately and cheerfully assist 
are composed principally of the aged, past the period of 
gainful labor; the sick, struck down in the hour of their 
industry, and the widow, with her little family of children. 
In a large city these classes form a considerable portion of 
the population. The “ out-door relief” is furnished to them 
at their homes ; it does not break up or sever family or social 
ties, it alleviates much suffering, is dictated by a spirit of 
common humanity, and is within the scope of official ob- 
ligation. 

Every case is examined by trained and experienced 

_ Visitors; all the circumstances and antecedents of the appli- 
cant are inquired into, and the assistance furnished is, as 
near as possible, adapted to the necessities of each individ- 
ual. While many are chronic cases, long on our hands, yet 
numbers are afforded only temporary aid, and efforts are 
made to limit the time to which they will be authorized to 
call for it, so that no injury may be done by permanently 
pauperizing them. 

The aid furnished upon the first application, unless it ap- 
pears upon its face an extreme case, and well recommended, 
is often a matter of much solicitude and care, for it is from 
the vicious poor that the pauper class is recruited ; and al- 
though the sensibilities of some of the virtuous may be 
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wounded by the scrutiny to which they are subjected, yet 
it is necessary, to detect imposition and to prevent fraud. 

While each year as it passes confirms the wisdom of the 
system, inaugurated upon the organization of the Board, 
that municipal relief should be rendered only after thorough 
investigation, we are gratified to know that the private 
charitable societies of the city are adopting for themselves a 
similar method, and by mutual codperation with each other 
are seeking to avert the perils which usually result from 
loose and indiscriminate bestowal of charity. 

There are cheering signs of improvement in all directions 
in the administration of “ out-door relief.” The money saved 
for other good objects is one advantage, but the more sub- 
stantial benefit is to be seen in the improved habits of many 
of those who formerly relied upon the sympathies of the be- 
nevolent, and to whom now is applied the scriptural injunc- 
tion, “that if any would not work neither should he eat.” 

The money expended by the Overseers of the Poor is 
derived from two sources: first, an amount annually appro- 
priated by the City Council, raised, as other money for mu- 
nicipal purposes, by taxation on the citizens ; and, secondly, 
from the income of certain trust funds which the Board hold 
specially as a corporation, the first investments of which were 
made upwards of a century ago. These funds now amount 
to $500,000, and are a rich legacy from old Bostonians to 
the poor inhabitants of the city in which their earthly career 
was passed. The income from these trusts vary from year 
to year, as dividends are earned upon the securities. The 
appropriations from the city treasury are granted upon 
estimates furnished at the commencement of the financial 
year; only once since the present organization of the Board 
has the expenditure exceeded the appropriation, and usually 
there has been a handsome balance to its credit at the 
close. 


The amount appropriated for the year closing 
with the 30th of April was : ‘ . $141,000 00 
The amount drawn from the city treasury . 110,438 10 


Thus leaving a balance unexpended of . . $30,561 90 
to our credit on the city treasurer’s books. 


The Board derives no benefit from this balance, as, like 
other unexpended appropriations, it remains in the treasury, 
reducing the amount to be raised by taxation in the follow- 
ing year.

The total number of families assisted was 5,891, a decrease 
of over a thousand from the previous year. 

It is our duty to relieve persons fallen into distress living 
in Boston, whose settlements are in other cities and towns, 
and also another class who, having no settlement within any 
single municipality, fall upon the Commonwealth for main- 
tenance. This duty is discharged in conference with those 
upon whom the legal responsibility rests as to the amount to 
be allowed, and is finally repaid to the Board. We have re- 
ceived from this and other sources $28,679.73, which has 
been paid into the city treasury. If this is deducted from 
the amount which we have expended . . $110,102 62 

28,679 73 
it leaves a net charge upon the city of . . $81,422 89 
which is nearly $11,000 less than the previous year. 


The number of Boston families, living out of the city, who 
have become destitute in the places where they now reside, 
is 305. As these still retain, under the law, their Boston 
settlement, we are bound to make provision for them; they 
are distributed in 65 cities and towns throughout the Com- 
monwealth. Our secretary and visitors occasionally visit 
them, to understand their circumstances, and the amount ex- 
pended in their behalf is repaid by us and charged on the 
-general account for the settlement poor of the city. 

The visitors of the Board have made 14,704 visits. 

The number of registration papers which have been filed 
during the year, which corresponds with the cases applying 
for aid for the first time, is 1,497, making the total number 
now on our files and books 17,708. We have thus, for our- 
selves and for any citizen engaged in philanthropic work, a 
complete record of the character and history of all persons 
who have made application for municipal assistance for the | 
last fourteen years. 

The roll of pensioners on our principal trust funds has been 
kept full. The class for which these gifts were established 
have suffered equally with the abject poor in the social dep- 
rivations which these times of business depression have 
caused; the anxieties which have been saved and the com- 
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forts which have been secured for them by this means is an 

evidence how wise was the charity which made provision for 

their peculiar necessities. The number of beneficiaries on 

the several funds is 356, and the income is nearly all ex- 

pended. The only exception to this rule is the Boylston 

Education Fund, the income of which is only partially spent : 

the portion which is used is for the education and mainten- 
ance, for a limited period, of 18 youths at the Farm School. 

If the time should come when this fund will be largely. 
augmented by other gifts, it will more nearly conform to the 

designs of its generous donor by the establishment of a per- 

manent institution. For the present, its benefits are in the 

right direction, and is as consistent with the trust as circum- 

stances will permit. 

The annual report of the nap VERS with a statement of 
the Trust Funds, and the detail of all the receipts and 
expenses, will be found in the accompanying pages. In 
addition to these, other statistics and tables are furnished, 
which indicate the work accomplished under the direction of 
the Board the past year. They are classified, and can easily 
be compared with previous annual reports. 

One of the most gratifying facts of the year is the success 
which has followed the experiment of supplying a portion of 
the necessities of the poor directly from our own office. 
Mention was made of this project in our last report, and 
early in the winter the Committee on Supplies were author- 
ized to purchase a certain class of commodities at wholesale, 
provide accommodations in the basement of the building, and 
answer grocery and provision orders directly from these 
stores. The experiment was confined at first to the districts 
near the central office; but such was the advantage already 
secured by the measure, that on the first of April it 
was concluded to embrace the whole of the city proper 
in its field of action. While, as a financial measure, it 
commends itself as a matter of economy to the Board, yet 
its greatest benefits are shared by the poor, who by this 
means obtain a more abundant supply of the articles they 
require to sustain life, and are assured, through the constant 
supervision of the committee, that they will be wholesome 
and nourishing in their character. The able-bodied and the 
strong carry their own orders home; for carrying the sup- 
plies for the infirm and those living at a distance a wagon 
has been provided, and the goods are delivered at their own 
doors. 

The Temporary Home still continues one of the most im- 
portant departments under our supervision. Adhering to its 
original design as a humane and hospitable refuge to many 
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women and children, who are suddenly left without shelter 
or home, and require friendly hands to help them in their 
extremity, yet it has enlarged through its male superintend- 
ent its sphere of operation, and has been the means of 
utilizing the labor which we have exacted as a condition of 
assistance. The experiment was begun a few years since, 
with a class of tramps who were in the habit of resorting to 
the institution for gratuitous meals, being mostly non- 
residents. During the year we have included other applicants 
whose demands were more extensive, and whose circum- 
stances claimed a larger share of our interest. The principal 
work which has been done has been the sawing and splitting 
of wood. A portion of the wood which has been required 
for the public school-houses has been prepared in our yard, 
and many citizens have been supplied from this source with 
their fuel for domestic purposes. . Some men have been em- 
ployed in the hammering of stone, for macadamizing the 
streets, and others, less fitted for severe manual labor, have 
set up or made chairs, or performed other light work. 

It is understood, of course, that this arrangement adds no 
pecuniary burden to the city; the work which has been 
accomplished by these men is, in a certain degree, a recom- 
pense for the aid which has been furnished them and their 
families. It is a hopeful sign that some welcome the work ; 
they do not consider their position quite so abject as they 
otherwise would, as by this means they are able to make 
some return for what they have received. ‘The number of 
resident poor who have performed labor in return for sup- 
plies furnished from this office is 924; and 236 have refused 
to work for aid. The Board are considering the subject of 
enlarging more fully this system of industrial effort, and 
embracing other branches of labor not already enumerated, 
to include women as well as men in the operation. 

The statistics of the Home will appear in their appropriate 
place. During the year 1,455 adult females, and 506 
children under 12 years of age, have found a shelter for 
a longer or shorter period within its walls; 10 births have 
taken place, and 39 foundlings have received that care 
which unnatural parents refused. The Home has recently 
been put in repair by the Superintendent of Public 
Buildings ; some of the floors have been relaid, a new range 
has been put in the kitchen, the ceilings have been white- 
washed, and all its appointments put in order for efficient 
service. 

The Charity Building is in good condition, and but few 
repxirs have been required during the year. The charitable 
organizations which have for some time occupied the rooms 
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are still in their accustomed quarters, with the exception of the 
Boston Soldiers’ Fund Association, which has been disbanded, 
as its means had become exhausted. The large hall, which 
had occasionally been of great service, as at the great fire and 
similar emergencies, has been occupied during the’ winter, as 
in former years, for a sewing school, to teach women the 
making and repairing of garments for themselves and their 
households. One new institution has been assigned rooms 
in the basement, — the Homeopathic Dispensary, which fur- 
nishes gratuitous advice and medicine to the poor. 

In the Appendix will be seen a list of the different 
organizations in the Bureau, with brief accounts of their 
special work and their respective Boards of Officers. The 
Charity Building, the head-quarters of municipal relief, and 
surrounded with affiliated societies engaged in improving the 
condition of the less-favored classes of the city, has justified 
the wisdom of its erection; and the example has been fol- 
lowed, to some extent, in other large cities. 

Also in the Appendix will be found copies of several acts . 
passed by the Legislature at its last session, and several 
decisions of the Supreme Court in settlement cases. 

The houses on the estate in Longwood, formerly in the 
Searstan Charter House Trust, are in good repair and bring 
fair rentals; the unoccupied land will increase in value with 
the growth of the city, and when sold: will add to our income, 
or it can be reserved to the time when some institution, under 
our own control, will be needed to carry out the designs of 
its generous donor. The Bullman estate, on Cambridge 
street, consists of some old and somewhat dilapidated wooden 
buildings; some improvements are suggested which will 
render them of more permanent value. 

In the discharge of our duties there are many matters brought 
to our notice and which have received consideration through 
committees or by discussion at board meetings. Among the 
most important during the year was as to our authority to 
aid persons who are inmates of charitable institutions, and 
our obligations as to their burial. Having doubts as to the 
power of the Overseers of the Poor, as such, to bury the bodies 
of persons who had never been paupers during their life- 
time, but who had died without friends to bear the expense 
of their interment, the opinion of the City Solicitor was 
asked, und a decision given in the negative. We under- 
stand that the Attorney-General concurred in this opinion, 
and an act has been passed by the present Legislature giving 
such additional authority to these Boards. Mr. Healy’s 
opinion and the new law on the subject will be found in the 
Appendix. : 
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The official staff of clerks and visitors have rendered 
efficient service; the details of office-work have been indus- 
triously performed, and the visitors in the line of their 
peculiar duty have exercised commendable judgment and 
discretion in the investigation of cases submitted to their 
care. The experience of our secretary has enabled him 
to act promptly in the numerous doubtful cases which 
require his decision. He has conducted the principal corre- 
spondence and given a constant and wise care over all the 
departments of labor which have been committed by the 
Board to his supervision. Our financial affairs have been 
faithfully administered by Mr. George Higginson ; we regret 
that he has felt obliged to resign this important trust; we 
render him our thanks for his valuable services. Mr. F. W. 
Lincoln succeeded him as Treasurer. Our meetings have 
been harmonious ; each year seems to bring increasing duties 
to the sub-committees, and more time is required to faithfully 
answer their requirements. 

Admitting to the fullest extent the wisdom of the fathers 
of our city, who in early colonial times adopted the policy 
of affording relief at the public charge to the poor within its 
municipal limits, yet we cannot refrain from expressing the 
apprehension that in a large city, with a population hetero- 
geneous in its character, its administration is attended with 
some danger. In some of the older nations of continental 
Europe the church has undertaken the work, and the result 
is seen in swarms of mendicants and idle and thriftless per- 
sons and heavy taxation. With us it is a necessity of the 
publie weal, that the political power should assume the task ; 
humanity requires it, and good order is maintained by its 
discharge. 

Charity is one of the cardinal virtues, and, wisely bestowed, 
is a blessing to the giver as well as the recipient; but when 
it comes in the form of a legal requirement, it somewhat 
_ changes its character, and has other conditions. It has been 

_ well said, “Alms to-day make paupers to-morrow,” and it is 
a sore calamity upon any people when this class of the 
population is increasing in numbers. The personality 
and self-respect between giver and receiver are lost when 
the demand is on the public treasury. The spirit of self- 
dependence gone, sensitiveness no longer restrains the 
applicant from abandoning himself to the gratuitous relief 
which the public offers. We do not seek to add to the 
numbers under our care; we hope each year to find fewer 
names on our books, and a less amount of money demanded 
of the City Treasury. The time will never come when the 
functions of our Board will not be a necessary department of 
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governmental affairs; but a judicious and even a judicial 
exercise of its powers is now especially important to make 
the claims less numerous and the burden more light upon 
the thrifty and industrious citizens who constitute the great 
body of our tax-payers. 

While it is our duty and privilege, with all tenderness and 
sympathy, to relieve the worthy poor who have fallen into 
misfortune within our borders, we have sought to check that 
tendency to pauperism which is developing itself to a greater 
or less extent in every community with a large aggregation 
of population. In this spirit we have endeavored to dis- 
charge the trust committed to our care by the City 
Council. | | 

We cannot close our report without expressing our grati- 
tude to Mr. Lincoln, for eleven years our chairman, who has 
been a faithful and earnest member of the Board, and whose 
efficient services have been of great value to the city. It is 
a matter for congratulation that his acceptance of the position 
of Treasurer, to which he has been elected, will enable the 
Board to still benefit by his experience. The following 
resolution was passed unanimously in April, on receipt of 
information that he had resigned : — 


Resolved, That this Board learns, with extreme regret, that our chair- 
man, the Hon. F. W. Lincoln, has tendered his resignation, as one of our 
members, to the City Council, thus terminating his relation to us as 
presiding officer. That relation, which has now been many years con- 
tinued, has been one of great pleasure to us and of usefulness to the 
public. We hope that by his acceptance of the office of our Treasurer, 
to which he has been elected, his association with the Board will be 
continued.

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Trust Funps in THE Hanps or THE OVERSEERS OF THE 
Poor. 


Pemberton Fund. — This fund comprises bequests made 
to the City of Boston from 1760 to the present time, from 
“A. B.,” Daniel Oliver, Margaret Blackader, Alice Quick, 
Anne Wheelwright, Mary Ireland, Benjamin Pemberton, 
Martha Stevens, Mrs. H. Driscoll, William Breed, Samuel 
Eliot, John Coffin Jones, Mary Belknap, “ A Citizen of Bos- 
ton,” Anonymous, Miss Dr. Harriot K. Hunt, and George 
Higginson. The most important, however, of the bequests, 
was from Benjamin Pemberton, Esq., whose will was proved 
June 25, 1782, and for that reason his name has been given 
to the fund. The income of this fund is to be expended, at 
_ the discretion of the overseers, in semi-annual payments to 
the poor of this city. 

Boylston Relief and Education Funds. — These funds 
were from a bequest by John Boylston, who died in London, 
England. His will was proved June 12,1795. One portion 
of the bequest is ordered to be paid to “poor and decayed 
householders of the Town of Boston, not under fifty years 
of age; persons of good character, and reduced by the acts 
of Providence, not by indolence, extravagance, or other 
vice.” The other portion to be applied to the “ nurture and 
instruction of poor orphans and deserted children of the 
Town of Boston, until fourteen years of age.” 

Mason Fund was a bequest from Jonathan Mason, by 
will dated July 15, 1798, interest to be paid annually to the 
chaplain of the almshouse or workhouse, interest to be added 
until one is appointed. The interest is now paid semi- 
annually towards the salary of the chaplain of the House of 
Industry. 

Dexter Fund was a bequest from Samuel Dexter, by will 
dated May 7, 1811, for supplying firewood or coal to such 
objects of charity as are not supported in the almshouse, 
though sometimes relieved by the Overseers of the Poor. 

Jeffries Fund was a bequest by David Jeffries, former 
Town Treasurer. Will dated January, 1786. Income to be 
applied to the purchase of tea, coffee, chocolate, and sugar, 
for the refreshment of those persons, who, in the providence 
of God, are or shall be obliged to seek refuge in the alms- 
house, after having lived reputably ; but always giving pref- 
erence to the pious poor. 

Lucy Bullman Charity consists of an estate on Cambridge 
and Joy streets, in this city, which has lately come into the 
possession of the City of Boston, in accordance with the will

of Lucy Bullman, proved at Probate Court, Suffolk County, 
January 9, 1832, in which it is provided that, upon the death 
of certain persons therein named, said estate is given to the 
City of Boston, upon the condition that the estate should 
never be sold, but the income used for the benefit of the 
poor. By a vote of the City Council, approved by the 
Mayor, January 4, 1873, this estate was placed in charge of 
the Overseers of the Poor. 

The David Sears Charity is a fund contributed by the 
late Hon. David Sears, for the relief of the poor, the income 
only to be expended “In aid and for the support of citizens 
or families who may have seen better days, and for charity 
in all its forms, in such a manner as may best tend to alle- 
viate the sufferings of human life, and render the condition 
of the poor more comfortable.” 3 

Pierce Fuel Fund. — The legacy of Caleb Pierce, to the 
City of Charlestown, accepted by the City Council of that 
city, May, 1861. “Income to be expended in the purchase 
of fuel, to be distributed to those indigent widows whose 
husbands, before their decease, had resided in Charlestown 
at least one year, and the said widows still continuing to re- 
side in Charlestown at the. time of receiving said bounty.” , 
Income payable annually to the Trustees of the Charlestown 
Poor Fund. 

Holton Protestant Poor Fund.— A bequest by James 
Holton to the inhabitants of the town of Brighton. Income 
“to be annually expended forever, in purchasing and dis- 
tributing provisions among poor and indigent Protestant 
families, in said town of Brighton, on Thanksgiving, or other 
holidays, or just previous to such holidays, to the end that 
such poor Protestant families may have the means, in some 
degree, of enjoying such holidays in common with their fel- 
low-citizens ; and I specially direct that in such periodical 
distributions, unmarried Protestant females, who are poor or 
needy, shall receive a liberal share of provisions, and also 
other articles of comfort, such as said distributors shall deem 
to be most conducive to the comfort and happiness of that 
lone class of citizens.” 

flolton Protestant Pauper Fund. — A bequest of James 
Holton to the inhabitants of the town of Brighton. Income 
“to be annually expended, in whole, or in part, as necessity 
or circumstances may require, by the Selectmen of said town, 
in providing good and plentiful meals, on Thanksgiving day, 
or other holidays, to the Protestant paupers of said Brigh- 
ton.” Unexpended income to be added to the principal.

DEAR Sir, — In view of the representations which have recently been 
made concerning the large number of unemployed laborers in this city, 
I respectfully request that you will procure for me, through the officers 
and visitors connected with the department over which you preside, a 
- statement, showing the present condition of the poor classes in different 
sections of the city, both those who have received what is known as 
‘* out-door relief” from the city, or private charitable institutions, and 
those who are in necessitous circumstances, and likely to need relief 
shortly unless they obtain employment. I should also like to have a 
comparison instituted between the present condition of the poor people, 
and the condition of the same classes last year and the year before.

To His Honor HENRY L. PIERCE: — 


DEAR Sir, — In answer to your communication making inquiries as 
to the condition of the poor of Boston this winter, in comparison with 
that of last season and the previous year, it affords me much pleasure 
to state that, so far as our department of the public service is concerned, 
there is a manifest improvement. I could have answered you more 
promptly from the daily experience of our office and the lessened 
amount of our expenditures, but have waited until I could gather from 
the testimony of our several visitors their own immediate knowledge, 
practically gained by personal acquaintance with all who apply for 
relief. The throng of applicants at the rooms has been much less than 
the two previous winters, and, as our board of visitors covers the whole 
city, and examine every case of destitution which is known in their 
respective local districts, the result we have reached must be correct. 
The number of persons, so far, who have applied for assistance has 
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decreased over twenty per cent., and the severity and degree of desti- 
tution of those who are poverty-stricken is not so appalling as in former 
years. ‘This is an agreeable surprise, even to ourselves, for we appre- 
hended the reverse, as a large class of State poor were added, by the 
legislation of last winter, to those to whom we could legitimately afford 
temporary relief. 

The cause of this improvement is somewhat difficult to determine, 
when we remember that the commercial depression is still the condition 
in business circles, and the more favored classes continue to deplore 
their shortened incomes, and their inability to help those whom they 
formerly succored. , 

We have, through the agency of our wood-yard, applied the labor test. 
to a large class of healthy and robust men, as a condition of assistance. 
This has in a degree eliminated some from the list who were previously 
assisted, as they have refused work. A number of colored families 
have pe South; emigration has ceased, and many foreigners have re- 

d across the seas; a large number of respectable men and women 
who had sought the city as the place for gainful employment have re- 
turned to their rural homes, to spend a time with their relatives until 
more encouraging prospects open for them. The favorable season this 
winter has no doubt, also, had an influence in reducing the number of 
calls for assistance. 

There is, no doubt, much suffering among those who have seen better 
days, and whose delicate natures shrink from applying for aid from the 
accustomed channels of relief. ‘Those cases do not come to our official 
notice, and their necessities must be met from, more private sources. 
Their condition appeals to the practical sympathy of every benevolent 
heart; more is done in this direction, through the instrumentality of — 
churches, this winter, than in former years. 

The fact is, that the claims for out-door relief, which is the special 
province of the Overseers of the Poor to administer, are far less than 
usual. We trust it is a hopeful sign of returning prosperity; at all 
events it is a truthful statement of facts, as shown in our own depart- 
ment of municipal affairs, and is a direct answer to the inquiries 
suggested by your letter.

GENTLEMEN: —JIn reply to the question proposed to me by a 
vote of your Board, passed the 6th instant, I have the honor to 


say that, in my opinion, the law does not impose upon the Over- 


seers of the Poor the duty of burying the bodies of foundlings, or 
of persons dying in private charitable institutions, nor justify them 
in the expenditure of the moneys in their charge for the expenses 
of such burials. 

The statutes make provision for the burial by the Overseers of 
the Poor of the bodies of deceased paupers, and of no others; and 
persons who are not paupers in their lifetime cannot become 
paupers after their death. 

There is statutory provision made for the burial of the dead 
bodies of strangers, not by the Overseers of the Poor, but by 
medical examiners, formerly by coroners. See General Statutes, 
Chap. 176, Sect 14; Acts of 1877, Chap. 200, Sect. 17.

An Act TO AMEND CHAPTER SEVENTY OF THE GENERAL STAT- 


UTES RELATING TO BuriaAts AT Pusiic EXPeEnse. 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows : — 


Section 1. The provisions of section fifteen of chapter seventy 
of the General Statutes, for the burial of State paupers, are hereby 
extended to unknown persons found dead, and to all persons with- 
out settlement, having died without means of support, notwith- 
standing such persons may not have applied for public relief 
during their lifetime; provided, however, that section seventeen 
of chapter two hundred of the acts of the year eighteen hundred 
and seventy-seven shall not be affected by this act. 

Sect. 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage. 

[Approved May 15, 1878.]

An ACT CONCERNING THE SETTLEMENT OF PAUPERS. 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows : — 


Srction 1. Legal settlements may be acquired in any city or 
town, so as to oblige such place to relieve and support the persons 
acquiring the same, in case they are poor, and stand in need of 
relief, in the manner following, and not otherwise, namely : — 

First. A married woman shall follow and have the settlement 
of her husband, if he has any within the State; otherwise her 
own at the time of her marriage, if she then had any, shall not be 
lost or suspended by the marriage. 

Second. Legitimate children shall follow and have the settle- 
ment of their father, if he has any within the State, until they 
gain a settlement of their own; butif he has none, they shall in 
like manner follow and have the settlement of their mother, if she 
has any. 

Third. Illegitimate children shall follow and have the settle- 
ment of their mother at the time of their birth, if she then has any 
within the State; but neither legitimate nor illegitimate children 
shall gain a settlement by birth in the place where they may be 
born, if neither of their parents then has a settlement therein. 

Fourth. Any person of the age of twenty-one years, having an 
estate of inheritance or freehold in any place within the State, and 
living on the same three years successively, shall there gain a 
settlement in such place. 

. fifth. Any person of the age of twenty-one years, who resides 

in any place within this State for five years together, and pays all 
State, county, city, or town taxes, duly assessed on his poll or 
estate, for any three years within that time, shall thereby gain a 
settlement i in such place. 

Sivth. Any woman of the age of twenty-one years, who resides 
in any place within this State for five years together, without re- 
ceiving relief as a pauper, shall thereby gain a settlement in such 
place. 

Seventh. Any person being chosen, and actually serving one 
whole year in the office of clerk, treasurer, selectman, overseer of 
the poor, assessor, constable, or collector of taxes, in any place, 
shall thereby gain a settlement therein. For this purpose, a year. 
shall be considered as including the time between the choice of 
such officers at one annual meeting and the choice at the next 
annual meeting, whether more or less than a calendar year. 

Highth. Every settled ordained minister of the gospel shall be 
deemed to have acquired a legal settlement in the place wherein he 
is or may be settled as a minister. 

Ninth. A minor who serves an apprenticeship to a lawful trade 
for the space of four years in any place, and actually sets up such 
trade therein within one year after the expiration of said term, 
being then twenty-one years old, and continues there to carry on 
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the same for five years, shall thereby gain a settlement in such 


place; but being hired as a journeyman shall not be considered as 
setting up a trade. 

Tenth. Any person who shall have been duly enlisted and mus- 
tered into the military or naval service of the United States, as a 
part of the quota of any city or town in this Commonwealth, 


under any call of the President of the United States during the 


late civil war, or duly assigned as a part of the quota thereof, 
after having been enlisted and mustered into said service, and 
shall have duly served for not less than one year, or shall have 
died, or become disabled from wounds or disease received or con- 
tracted while engaged in such service, or while a prisoner in the 
hands of the enemy, and the wife or widow and minor children of 
such person, shall be deemed thereby to have acquired a settle- 
ment in such place; and any person who would otherwise be en- 
titled to a settlement under this clause, but who was not a part of 
the quota of any city or town, shall, if he served as a part of the 
quota of this Commonwealth, be deemed to have acquired a settle- 
ment in the place where he actually resided at the time of his en- 
listment. But these provisions shall not apply to any person who 
shall have enlisted and received a bounty for such enlistment in 
more than one place, unless the second enlistment was made after 
an honorable discharge from the first term of service, nor to any 
person who shall have been proved guilty of wilful desertion, or to 
have left the service otherwise than by reason of disability or an 
honorable discharge. 

Eleventh. Upon the division of a city or town, every person 
having a legal settlement therein, but being absent at the time of 
such division, and not having acquired a legal settlement else- 
where, shall have his legal settlement in that place wherein his 
last dwelling-place or home happens to fall upon such division ; 
and when a new city or town is incorporated, composed of a part 
of one or more incorporated places, every person legally settled in 
the places of which such new city or town is so composed, and 
who actually dwells and has his home within the bounds of such 
new city or town at the time of its incorporation, and any person 
duly qualified as provided in the tenth clause of this section, who, 
at the time of his enlistment, dwelt and had his home within such 
bounds, shall thereby acquire a legal settlement in such new place ; 
provided, that no persons residing in that part of a place which, upon 
such division, shall be incorporated into a new city or town, having 
then no legal settlement therein, shall acquire any by force of such 
incorporation only; nor shall such incorporation prevent his ac- 
quiring a settlement therein within the time and by the means by 
which he would have gained it there if no such division had been 
made. 

Sect. 2. No person who has begun to acquire a settlement by 
the laws in force at and before the time when this act takes effect, 
in any of the ways in which any time is prescribed for a residence, 
or for the continuance or succession of any other act, shall be pre- 
vented or delayed by the provisions of this act; but he shall 
acquire a settlement by a continuance or succession of the same 
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residence, or other act, in the same time and manner as if the 
former laws had continued in force. 

Sect. 8. Except as hereinafter provided, every legal settlement 
shall continue till it is lost or defeated by acquiring a new one 
within this State; and upon acquiring such new settlement all - 
former settlements shall be defeated and lost. 

Sect. 4. All settlements acquired by virtue of any provision of 
law in force prior to the eleventh day of February, in the year one 
thousand seven hundred and ninety-four, are hereby defeated 
and lost; providéd, this shall not apply where the existence of 
such settlement prevented a subsequent acquisition of settlement 
in the same place under the provisions of clauses fourth, fifth, 
sixth, seventh, eighth, ninth, tenth, and eleventh ‘of the first sec- 
tion of this act, or under the same provisions ‘in other statutes 
existing prior to the passage of this act; and provided, further, 
that whenever a settlement acquired by marriage has been thus 
defeated, the former settlement of the wife, if not defeated by the 
same provision, shall be deemed to have been thereby revived. 

Secor. 5. Chapter sixty-nine of the General Statutes, chapter two 
hundred and eighty-eight of the acts of the year one thousand eight 
hundred and sixty-six, section one of chapter three hundred and 
twenty-eight of the acts of the year one thousand eight hundred 
and sixty-eight, chapter three hundred and ninety-two of the acts 
of the year one thousand eight hundred and seventy, chapter three 
hundred and seventy-nine of the acts of the year one thousand 
eight hundred and seventy-one, chapter two hundred and eighty of 
the acts of the year one thousand eight hundred and seventy-two, 
and chapter two hundred and seventy-four of the acts of the year 
one thousand eight hundred and seventy-four are hereby repealed, 
saving all acts done, or rights accruing, accrued, or established, or 
proceedings, doings, or acts ratified or confirmed, or suits or pro- 
ceedings had or commenced, before the repeal takes effect.

An Act TO PROVIDE A DITIONAL Pay TO Poor AND INDIGENT 
SOLDIERS AND SAILORS. 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows : — 


Section 1. Every city and town in which any soldiers or 
sailors reside, who have served in the army or navy of the United 
States to the credit of this Commonwealth, and been honorably 
discharged therefrom, and are not entitled to admission to any 
national soldiers’ home, and who are poor and indigent and stand 
in need of relief, shall raise money by taxation or otherwise, and, 
as further compensation for such service, shall, under the direction 
of its mayor and aldermen, or selectmen, pay to such soldiers or 
sailors, or, if deemed best, expend therefor, such necessary sum 
of money as will furnish them reasonable relief or support; and 
no such soldier or sailor shall be required to receive such relief or 
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‘ support in any almshouse or in any public institution unless he 


chooses to do so, or his physical or mental condition requires it ; and 
all sums of money so paid out or expended shall be reimbursed by 
the Commonwealth to such city or town in the manner State aid is 
now reimbursed. And any such soldier or sailor requiring full 
support may select the place where he will be stipported ; provided 
the cost of such support at the place selected shall not exceed the 
fair average cost of reasonable support for persons of like degree 
in life, in such city or town; and any city or town violating any of 
the provisions of this act shall be liable in an action of contract to 
any persons furnishing such relief or support, after written notice 
to such mayor or selectmen that the same is to be furnished. 

Secor. 2. It shall be the duty of the surgeon-general of the 
Commonwealth to inquire as to the number of ‘indigent soldiers or 
sailors now receiving public aid throughout the Commonwealth, 
and include in his next annual report such facts as he may gather 
in regard to the condition and necessities of such persons. 

Secor. 3. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

Notwith- 
standing that the daughter continued to live in her mother’s house, 
and to eat at her table, the court held that ‘‘ Our statute does not 
provide that the family shall have the settlement of its head, but 
that the children shall have the settlement of their parents. They 
are no longer children, so as to take a nm. ? (the force of this word 
is not apparent, as there was no previous settlement in the State), 
settlement acquired by their parents, when capable of gaining one 
Sor themselves, if they are separated from their parents by marriage 
or other legal emancipation.” No settlement. 


Absence with purpose to return or not. 15 Gray, 586.

‘¢ Evidence of a brief absence, followed by a return, would not 
necessarily prove a change of domicile, . . although there was 
no proof of a fixed, affirmative, and definite purpose to return. 

. . A person cannot be said to lose his domicile or residence, by 
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leaving it with an uncertain, half-formed purpose to take up his 
residence elsewhere. It would be more correct to say that he 
would not lose his residence until he had gone to a new one, with 
a fixed purpose to remain there and not to return.”

Pauper had lease, for 999 years, of land more than $200 in value, 
and held it eight years, was never taxed on it, and was always able. 
*¢ All the seven conditions must concur. A failure in any one 
of these particulars is as fatal as a failure of the whole. It is very 
manifest that the Legislature didnot intend to make the settlement 
depend upon the value of the estate or the liability to assessment. 
It is perfectly clear that he does not come within the letter of 
the statute. If it be made to embrace him, the provision in ques- 
tion must be extended by some equitable construction, according 
to what may be deemed the spirit of the statute. Equitable con- 
structions, though they may be tolerated in remedial . .  stat- 
utes, . . should never be extended to matters of public policy. 
_The power of extending the meaning of a statute beyond its words 
approaches so near the power of legislation, that a wise 
judiciary will exercise it with great reluctance and only in extraor- — 
dinary cases. 

‘¢ Questions of legal settlement have very properly been held to 
depend upon a strict and precise application of the rules of positive 
law. ‘Towns being under no obligation to support paupers except 
that created by law, a case must be brought strictly within the pro- 
visions of the law before the obligation arises, and approximation, 
however near, will not be sufficient. We must not render the rule 
uncertain, the line shifting and variable, by yielding to arguments 
of expediency, or by reasoning upon the general purpose of the 
discrimination. The Legislature has prescribed certain arbitrary 
rules for the purpose of fixing the settlement of paupers. It is not 
our province to inquire whether they are wise or unwise, whether 
they operate beneficially or the reverse, but whether each particular 
case comes within any of the rules established. Now, we cannot 
say that two years and three hundred and sixty-four days are suf- 
ficient, nor that a lease for 999 years is a greater estate than a 
tenancy for life, and therefore comes within the equity of the 
statute. We have no power to hold that nine years and eleven 
months’ residence, or the payment of four years’ taxes and the 
ability to pay the fifth . . will give a settlement. This would 
be making the rule uncertain and variable. 

‘¢ The assessors’ valuation and assessment must, under this rule, 
be the test, and must govern the settlement.”

Aid furnished by public authority to the wife or child of any per- 
son liable for such support, in present need of such relief, with his

The argument that, as the bill for two years’ support was paid 
by the State, under the supposition that the wife was a State pauper,

STATE AID. 


Payments of State Aid to disabled soldiers and sailors and their 
families, and the families of those who lost their lives in the late 
war, and who have died since the war, of injuries received or dis- 
ease contracted during service, have been made during the past 
year as in previous years. During the year 1877 the amount paid 
by the City of Boston was $78,163. 

The alterations and amendments in the law since 1866 have 
been such that at the present time no one is entitled to aid who 
does not need it. 

At the commencement of the year 1878 the number of families 
on the rolls at the Relief Office, who were being assisted, was about 
fourteen hundred; the condition of business causing many to 
apply for State Aid who have never before asked it. 

All payments made by the City of Boston in State Aid are re- 
imbursed by the State.

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INDUSTRIAL AID SOCIETY. 


This society was incorporated in the year 1847, under the name 
of the Boston Society for the Prevention of Pauperism, to which 
title was prefixed the name of the Industrial Aid Society, by an 
act of the Legislature, approved May 18, 1866. 

This society was founded upon the idea that employment was 
the best form of charity, and that there was but little opportunity 
for deception under this rule. Its principles of action have been 
adopted by other organizations, and by the city in some measure. 
It would be well if the State could confirm such principles by its 
legislation. 

The year of the society’s efforts in behalf of the poor and the 
unemployed terminates October 1. The whole number of appli- 
cants to October, 1877, was 6,013, of which number 3,129 were 
males, 2,884 females. Of the males 2,272 were adults, and 857 
were minors; 1,751 were foreigners, and 1,558 were Americans, 
including those born of foreign parents, and 152 were colored. Of 
the females 2,391 were over 18 years of age, and 493 were under. 
Permanent places were found during the year for 456 men and 
boys, for 730 women and girls, and 569 transient work. 16 per- 
sons were also returned to their homes in this country, to the 
British Provinces, and to Europe. 

During the year the difficulty of finding employment was so 
great, and the distress everywhere so apparent for want of it, that 
the society was induced to provide it. Consequently an arrange- 
ment was made with all the roads by which temporary employment 
was furnished to 569 men, and a sewing-school was opened in a 
large room at ‘Chardon street, which gave employment to 178 
women. But the pay of the men and the materials for the sewing- 
school were defrayed from the funds of the society. A greater 
number of men, as compared with 1877, were, however, furnished 
with employment the past winter by an arrangement with the steam 
and horse roads to clear them of ice and snow, by which the labor 
paid to the men was refunded. The work of the society is not, 
however, confined to procuring employment; the demands made 
upon it are various, but the most beneficial work for the public is 
the transfer of laborers to distant places, and the return of many 
to their homes, both in this country and abroad, by which the 
State and city are relieved of their support.

BOSTON SEWING CIRCLE. 


The Boston Sewing Circle, established in 186%, supplied an 
immense number of articles of the most excellent quality to the 
Sanitary Commission, till the close of the war. Since that time, 
continuing its simple and efficient organization, and supplied, as 
before, by the subscriptions of liberal friends, it has given work to 
hundreds of poor women, and by their well-paid labor has pro- 
vided large quantities of clothing, of good materials. This has 
been sent to charitable societies for distribution, and subscribers, 
who have desired it, have received articles of clothing for those 
they knew to be deserving. The managers of the circle have, every | 
week, arranged and labored for this admirable work, generously 
aided and sustained by fellow-workers, — all volunteers, and 
mostly gathered from the different churches of the city. During 
the past year the Boston Sewing Circle has received $2,100, with 
which it purchased material to cut 9,700 garments, all made by 
poor women. The expenses of the society are merely the bill for 
heating the rooms, —a small sum paid to a woman for taking care 
of the rooms, and occasionally a few dollars to expresses paid to 
send bags of clothing to different charitable societies.

LADIES’ RELIEF AGENCY. 


In the yearly report of a local charitable operation there exists, 
of course, a general uniformity. The subject admits of little varia- 
tion or new interest. It is the same old familiar story of penury 


and want, of ‘‘ hard times,” and ‘‘ no work.” In the past year, as 


in the preceding, the same causes produce the same results. 

In the same localities are found similar scenes to those of a year 
ago. Of late, they have multiplied, and grown more imperative, 
as business remains dull and employment scarce. 
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The demands for relief have been largely on the increase at this 
agency, and its field of operation more extended. 

According to its original design, every case on application is 
first investigated, and, if found worthy, receives immediate attention 
and aid. Each family is visited, and all positive necessity in 
various ways relieved as far as practicable. 

Feeble and destitute women— who form a large class, and 
are importunate in their zeal to obtain a small remuneration for 
sewing — have been supplied quite constantly, and it has proved a 
salutary and grateful offering. 

In this department has been distributed the past year $2,110. 
Of garments, 1,442; of shoes, 140 pairs; yearly expenditure, 
$6,346.83.

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THE CO-OPERATIVE SOCIETY OF VISITORS AMONG THE 
POOR OF BOSTON. 


ORGANIZED, 1874. INCORPORATED, 1877. 


This society consists of a body of visitors who devote a portion 
of every week to personal visitation among the poor. Each visitor 
takes but four cases as the outside limit, in hope of finding work or 
what may be called legitimate relief for those persons under his or 
her particular supervision. 

The second department, if we may call it so, of the labors of this 
society has been to establish work-rooms where poor women who 
are really willing to work can receive assistance in this form. 

Both fine and coarse sewing is done, according to the ability of 
the applicant, and some of the sewing, as well as the embroidery, 
challenges comparison with the best French work. 

The average number of women who have had work from the 
room weekly is 60; during the summer it is less. In addition 
to this, the fine- work department, which is self-supporting, has con- 
stantly furnished sewing from private orders to 30 women, who 
depend upon it for their livelihood, and has paid them during the 
past year $1,652.98. _

The visitors of this society would have been quite at a loss to 
know what to do with many cases if it had not been for the work- 
rooms; while the managers of the work-rooms have depended upon 
the visitors for information with regard to their cases, and for the 
stimulus which only personal contact and sympathy can give to the 
unfortunate. The number of visitors varies from 40 to 50. 
They have found the application of the ‘‘ labor test” not simply 
satisfactory, but the only just and merciful method of dealing with 
the poor. The visitors see improvement both in sewing and in the 
care of their homes, as the result of weekly visits and careful over- 
sight of the work returned. 

Experience has strengthened their belief, that could a system of 
visitation be properly organized, and the only relief given the able- 
bodied poor be bestowed in the form of labor, Boston would soon 
see a decrease in the disease of pauperism.

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REGISTRATION OF CHARITIES. 


In May, 1876, a meeting of persons interested in charitable 
work was held in the Charity Building, to discuss plans for the 
registration of families receiving relief from the various charitable 
organizations of the city; the object being to secure an interchange 
of information, to detect imposture, to discourage begging, to dis- 
tinguish the worthy from the unworthy, and to promote economy 
and efficiency in the distribution of relief. 

The matter was placed in the hands of a committee, who issued, 
in September, a circular, from which the following extracts are 
given ; — 


When we consider that at least twenty-five charitable societies, as well as 
numerous church benevolent societies, are now engaged in this city in distrib- 
uting money, and aid of various kinds, but that many of them are without 
exact knowledge of the specific objects, or the actual work of the rest, no 
further proof is needed to show that the very relief they aim to afford cannot 
be satisfactorily given; for they must more or less overlap one another, and 
waste of time, strength, and money be the necessary result. 

We believe that greater familiarity with each other’s work would tend to 
diminish imposture and street-begging, which all are desirous to prevent, and 
thus greatly benefit the deserving poor. 

It is therefore proposed to open an office to which all societies and individ- 
uals are invited to send monthly statements of the persons helped by them, 
with the character and amount of aid given in each case. 

These facts, being thus collected, can be assorted, and a report returned 
every month to each society, showing which of its beneficiaries are assisted by 
others, and in what way. 


The plan set forth in this circular has been carried out during 
the past two winters.

The method followed is simple. The lists of names sent to the 
office are copied upon cards. Each card bears the name and ad- 
dress of the family, the amount of aid given, the name of the or- 
ganization reporting the case, and any details of the number, 
condition, or character of the family that may be reported. The 
cards are arranged by the surnames, in alphabetical order. An 
examination of the cards then indicates any duplication that may 
have occurred in the work of two or more societies, by the presence 
in the list of two or more cards bearing the same name and 
address. 

When a family is helped by a society more than once during the 
winter, the new information is inserted on the old card, and not on 
a new one. 

The experiment has proved a success. The information fur- 
nished has been of considerable value to the organizations receiv- 
ing it, and the work has already begun to bear fruit in suggestions, 
looking toward a more intelligent and economical administration 
of charity, and a closer cooperation among charitable organiza- 
tions, public and private. 

The friends of this enterprise, ‘‘ recognizing the value of the 
services rendered so far by this office, and believing that it would 
be well to establish it on a permanent basis,” have appointed the

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YOUNG MEN’S BENEVOLENT SOCIETY. 


‘This society was organized some fifty years since by a few young 
men who wished to alleviate, in some degree, human suffering, and 
at the same time contribute to their own improvement and happi- 
ness. It has somewhat changed its original character, although 
efforts have always been made to secure the younger class of our 
citizens as members, and especially to use them in its distribution 
of charity to the poor. Its annual membership has been reduced 
within a few years; the more recent organizations of young men, 
like the ‘‘ Christian Union” and the ‘Christian Association,” 
having in some degree taken its place. ; 

Its means are chiefly obtained by donations from friends, and a 
small fund, which is rapidly being reduced by the calls upon it. 
Its field of work is generally confined to the city proper, and the 
principal class of its beneficiaries are mostly Boston people, 
whose self-respect deters them from calling upon the city, or other 
large charitable organizations, for assistance. Its almoners visit 
the families they aid, and in other ways minister to their comfort. 
It usually assists about 400 families, and its annual ex- 
penditures average $2,000. It does not require a permanent 
office ; but holds its monthly and special meetings in the Charity 
Building.

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HOMEOPATHIC MEDICAL DISPENSARY. 


This institution was chartered by the State in 1856, and opened 
to the public in April, 1857. It occupied at first a small room in 
Tremont Temple, and was sustained for more than two years by 
the voluntary daily attendance of a number of physicians. In 
March, 1859, a fair was held in Music Hall to raise money for a 
permanent fund, and with the money thus secured, and fortunately 
invested, the Dispensary has been supported, and the funds have 
increased, so that up to the present time the public have not been 
called upon for any additional contributions. The number of pa- 
tients who applied was at first very small, only 195 in the first 
year, and 218 in the second; but they steadily increased, and in 
1873, 1,062 patients were provided for. The establishment of the 
Medical School in connection with Boston University, and a branch 
dispensary in its building in East Concord street, and also another, 
during the last two years, at the West End, have added largely to 
the number treated. In 1874 this amounted to 2,369, with 5,777 
prescriptions ; in 1875, 3,650 patients, with 9,144 prescriptions ; 
in 1876, 7,702 patients, with 21,016 prescriptions; and in 1877, 
10,011 patients, with 27,394 prescriptions. During the past year 
1,507 were treated at their homes, and received 5,887 visits. 
Since its beginning, the Dispensary has treated over 35,000 
persons, and furnished over 108,000 prescriptions and medicines.

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BOSTON SOLDIERS’ FUND. 


In December, 1877, after an existence of 15 years, this 
charity, its funds exhausted and its mission complete, came to an 
end. $65,000, contributed by generous individuals in 1862 for 
aid to soldiers and their families in distress, having yielded, by 
judicious investments and large income, more than $108,000 in 
all, has been applied with entire fidelity to the purpose designed. 
How wisely and widely it has extended relief to thousands of 
families, where battle or disease had disabled or removed their sup- 
port, is familiar, if not to the public, to the well-known members of 
our community who have administered the fund, as also to such as 
have enjoyed its benefits. The $10 or $20 it annually added 
to the usual family resources, when the cost of subsistence was 
so greatly increased by war and suspension prices, alleviated a 
vast amount of misery, for the relief of which no other adequate 
provision had been made. 

This claim of the family of the soldier to compassion and more 
substantial aid, where son or husband, upon whom rests its princi- 
cipal dependence, is rendered helpless, has an urgency generally 
recognized and not easily withstood. Certainly here in America 
pensions and bounties have been bestowed with unstinted liber- 
ality upon soldiers who have fought our battles; or, when dead, 
upon their widows and orphans. This is not only a generous but 
wise policy. It operates as a powerful incentive to brave danger 
and hardship for one’s country, and, in the late war, went far 
towards bringing about its happy termination. The generosity 
which, at its most critical moment, created this fund, and others 
of like nature, may have been prompted by mingled motives, — 
a desire to save the Union, and a sense of what was due to its 
gallant defenders; but whoever remembers how long that issue 
hung suspended in the balance must admit that we could hardly 
have dispensed with a single influence or agency at work in our 
favor, and have escaped. 

When the attack on Fort Sumter initiated civil war, notwith- 
standing angry vituperation had long been leading to blows, no 
preparation had been made by the government “for protracted 
strife. It was difficult to believe, however great the irritation, 
that recourse would be had to arms, unless in some local outbreak 
easily repressed. When the tocsin at last sounded, the country 
stood aghast. It was felt that no ordinary calamity, but destruc- 
tion itself, was impending. Industry paralyzed, forsook its 
occupations. Ships loitered in the port, the mill-wheel ceased its 
revolutions, the plough was left in the furrow. Capital, timidly 
shrinking from peril, withdrew from enterprise, and heaped up in 
the banks. But what at first aggravated the alarm eventually 
became our salvation. Money and men, set free from their accus- 
tomed employments, found others in their stead in the business of 
war, and in the ranks of the army. The people responded with 
alacrity to the call of the government, and hastened to confront its 
assailants. If with the soldier his first thought was for his 
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country, private obligations were no less paramount. He reluct- 
antly left wife and children exposed to want, and the humiliation 
of dependence upon public or private charity. Those who could 
not go to the field understood what the occasion demanded from 
them. The general voice, in no specific utterance or formal phrase, 
but in word and deed not to be mistaken, removed all solicitude on 
this score. Here, in Boston, forthwith, were organized well 
devised plans for the supply of every family in need, in conse- 
quence of its bread-earners having gone to the war, the obligation 
being thus tacitly assumed and the sacredness of its character 
recognized. 

Not one in fifteen of the families of those who entered the ranks 
required or accepted relief. Such as needed it belonged to no one 
neighborhood, but were distributed over the Commonwealth. 
Before many weeks the Legislature, in pursuance of a request 
which emanated from Union Hall, in Boston, passed the first State 
Aid Act, 1861, Chap. 222, authorizing cities and towns to pro- 
vide for the families left destitute within their borders, of soldiers 
inscribed upon their quotas, to be reimbursed from the State 
treasury. In our own city the aldermen, and four councilmen 
in each ward, were constituted committees to carry out the law, 
ascertain who were suffering, and pay the allotted stipends; 
these ward committees controlled by a general committee of forty, 
of which they formed part, and to which they reported. The first 
year, 1861, the amount thus distributed in Boston was $77,090, at 
an expense of $1,000, salary of the paymaster, Charles McCarthy ; 
and, during the war, about $1,000,000 more. This aid continued 
under subsequent enactments, the whole aggregate, 1861-1877, 
inclusive, being $2,327,304 for Boston. Under the first act, 
chapter 222, payments were made monthly to the wife, children 
under 16 years of age, father or mother, brother or sister 
dependent, not to exceed $12 a month to any one family. Under 
that of 1866, chapter 172, payment in June commenced to 
disabled soldiers and sailors and their families, and the families of 
those who had lost their lives in the late war, or who had died since 
the war ended, of injuries received or diseases contracted during 
service. These payments, made monthly, were not to exceed $14 
per month to any one family. 

The settlement laws were extended to soldiers, though the 
course has not been here to relieve, except in cases of peculiar 
urgency, such as were receiving both State aid and pension. It was 
provided by act 1865, chapter 230, that any soldier of age, resident 
six months previous to enlistment, in any city or town, and serving _ 
on its quota for not less than one year, or who had died or become 
disabled in the service, and his wife and children, acquired a 
settlement therein} and, by its second section, if so serving 
without six months’ residence, should be entitled to aid in the 
town where they were when falling into distress, unless in the 
case of deserters, or such as had left the service without an honor- 
ble discharge. By act 1866, chapter 288, it was provided 
that the year’s service need not be continuous; by that of 1868, 
chapter 328, the condition as to habitancy was qualified, and by 
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that of 1870, chapter 292, consolidating the previous laws, any 
one .who had served on the quota for a year, died, or was disabled 
from wounds or other disability contracted in the service, gained 
a settlement transmitted to his wife and children, and it was ex- 
tended to those not formally discharged, if not convicted of 
desertion. 

The community at large were not content to delegate exclusively 
to the constituted authorities the relief of distress, the claims 
upon its charity were too continual and persistent to be thus 
disposed of, and other courses were pursued. As early as 
April, 1861, while the flag was still floating from the ram- 
parts of Sumter, the Massachusetts Soldiers’ Fund was created 
to receive and take care of contributions for the soldiers and 
their families, then in service, or to be called into service 
thereafter. Mr. William Gray had previously placed at the 
disposal of Gov. Andrew the sum of $10,000 for this purpose ; 
and, on the 27th of that month, a committee of one hundred, 
consisting of governor, ex-governors, mayors of cities, and prom- 
inent individuals in different parts of the State, was constituted 
an association to raise and appropriate contributions for the 
soldiers, of which the governor was elected president, the ten living 
ex-governors vice-presidents. Robert M. Mason, succeeded later 
by J. Amory Davis, D. N. Spooner, and S. H. Walley, was 
appointed treasurer; Loring Sabine, succeeded by Benjamin H. 
Greene, secretary. Fifteen members were assigned to the finance 
and executive committee. The amount contributed, $66,785, with 
its income, amounting in all to $94,000, was distributed (less 
$8,100 salary to agent and expenses) among 5,015 cases, for the 
most part soldiers returned sick and disabled, or the widows and 
orphans of those who had died in the service; some in outright 
sums, of $50 in one instance, but more generally in weekly 
allowances for specified times, often extended. ‘The applications 
were largely from Boston and its vicinity, but aid was extended in 
any city or town of the Commonwealth upon representation of the 
character of the case from the selectmen or other citizens living 
near the family. Mr. B. H. Greene, who acted in later years as 
general agent for both this fund and the Boston, occupied for his 
duties an office in the Chardon-street ‘building, free of rent, where 
the committee met at stated periods, generally each month, to 
consider applications. When the fund in June, 1876, was ex- 
hausted, the executive committee, then consisting of Hon. F. W. 
Lincoln, George W. Bond, Horace G. Hutchins, Frank B. Fay, 
and Benjamin H. Greene, called together the survivors of the 
original hundred members, and submitted their report, drawn up by 
the chairman, and dated June 26, 1876, which was printed. In 
accordance with the recommendation of the committee, their 
volumes of records, containing information of much interest in in- 
dividual cases, and which may become important to the historical 
student, have been deposited for preservation in a safe re- 
pository. 

The course of military operations the first two years of the war 
was not encouraging. The Federal armies sustained heavier blows 
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than they inflicted. With each reverse the North redoubled its efforts. 

The seven days’ fight around Richmond in the summer of 1862 

proved especially disastrous, and the period that followed was one 

of gloom, but not of dismay. Here, in Massachusetts, strenuous 

efforts were made to fill up the regiments. The Sanitary Commis- 

sion sent forward vast supplies of what was needed for the sick 

and wounded. Medical men of highest reputation volunteered as 

surgeons ; young women, of the best social position at home, as 

nurses to the hospitals. Garments and other comforts for the 

soldiers were despatched to camp by Mrs.°H. G. Otis, whose zeal 

in the cause deserves to be remembered. It was at this period of 
earnest effort throughout society to at least deserve success, that 

another association was formed, similar in its plan and purpose to 

the Massachusetts Soldiers’ Fund, but exclusively for the benefit of 
soldiers belonging to Boston and their dependents. The organiza- 

tion was by wards, but the tenth and eleventh determined upon in- 

dependent action. For each of the other ten a committee was 

selected, and a trustee, the trustees meeting once a month to con- 
sider applications for relief on a printed form sent in from members — 
of the ward committees, countersigned by their trustee. Mr. Martin 

Brimmer acted as president; Dr. Greene as secretary; Mr. Benj. 

H. Greene, agent; Mr. Samuel H. Walley as treasurer. 

The original amount and interest, yielding more than one hundred 
and eight thousand dollars, as stated, were distributed among a large 
number of families, whose names recurred very frequently on the 
monthly list, who, in some few instances, reteived nearly two hun- 
dred dollars in the course of several years, in amounts of from ten 
to twenty dollars each year. They were all needy, and for the most 
part worthy. Many of them had sunk into a condition of hopeless 
impoverishment, in consequence of the disability of the discharged 
soldier, by rheumatism or other chronic disease contracted in the 
service, to’ earn support for them, or of his having become 
an expense and a burden himself upon their diminished earnings. 
What bounties had been received were all expended. Many 
received State aid and pensions, and others were frequently re- 
lieved under the military settlement acts by the overseers. But it 
was one of the saddest effects of the war that in such numerous 
cases the natural pride of independence yielded to an over-willing 
reliance upon public and private charity for support. It has been 
a terrible lesson. The loss of our commerce, crushing taxes, con- 
fused finances, bankruptcy, and destitution, consequences direct or 
indirect of the war, are evils as serious for one section as 
the other, and hardly secondary is the general demoralization 
in many ways which has been its bitter fruit. 

We hope our country may be spared the recurrence of war, 
foreign or domestic; but as such calamity may again overtake us, 
whatever helped to alleviate the distress occasioned by our great 
rebellion, when millions of men were in arms to fill our ranks and 
to escape the fatal consequences of disunion, should not pass out 
of mind. If the struggle cost an immense amount of life and treas- 
ure, necessary to save our free institutions, it was not without its 
equivalents, nor can we regret what has been expended for the 
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soldier besides his pay. In most instances it was but an inadequate 
return for the health and habits of industry lost in his campaigns, 
for the bereavements to his family when he was lost to them by 
battle or disease. The like generous spirit will be doubtless again 
manifested upon similar emergencies; but it is well for nations to 
bear in mind what war signifies, that they may avoid it where they 
can without dishonor. 

When our treasurer, Mr. Walley, died last summer, the sense 
entertained of his valuable services was expressed in grateful terms, 
and his son was elected in his stead. Soon after, the last bond had 
been sold and distributed, and our work was done. The present 
writer, who succeeded Mr. Brimmer as president, was requested to 
prepare an account of its proceedings, and he has taken occasion to 
do so here. It is, of course, desirable to preserve an account of 
our several charities under this roof, or in Boston, where it can be 

- easily found, and no place seems more fitting than in the series of 
annual reports of the Overseers of the Poor, which, growing in 
value with each succeeding century, should garner up all the in- 
formation of an extraordinary nature regarding the poor relief in the 
city, which can be of use in governing its administration and 
policy.

The debt statement, on the whole, is a very favorable one, 
and places the total funded debt of the city, April 30, 1878, 
at $42,457,022.47, against that of $43,590,497.30, April 30, 
1877; showing a reduction of the funded debt during the 
year of $1,133,474.83. The means for paying the debt 
April 30, 1878, were $16,297,245.80; April 30, 1877, 
$16,109,973.55, an increase of means of $187,272.25, leav- 
ing the total funded debt, less the means for paying it, April

$12,863,000 is invested in City of Boston Bonds, and. 
$2,907,085.70 is cash on deposit in several banks of the 
city. 

The amount of debt paid before maturity, with revenue 
received by the Commissioners for that purpose, according 
to the provisions of the Ordinance on Finance of March 27, 
1877, will not be so large in the future as it has been in the 
past, as the betterments for street improvements for which 
loans were made have been largely paid. 

It is a source of gratification to make this satisfactory debt 
exhibit, but it should be stated in this connection that there 
are loans and parts of loans to.the amount of $4,423,000 
for purposes other than for water works, and for the Ad- 
ditional Supply Water Works $600,000, authorized by order 
of the City Council, which have not been negotiated, and 
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will not be until money is needed for carrying on the im- 
provements for which they were created. The construction 
of the Improved Sewerage Works, for instance, for which 
the largest loan is authorized, it is expected will cover some 
three years. The loans to be negotiated are as follows : —

The order creating the loan for the English High and Latin 
School Buildings was a deviation from the policy properly 
pursued for some years past, borrowing money for school build- 
ings, but it expressly provides that the proceeds of certain 
school-building estates shall be applied for its payment at 
maturity. The question naturally arises, in speaking of the 
debt of the city, as to the limit of the amount which the 
City of Boston can increase its indebtedness under the 
statute law of the Commonwealth; and the answering of 
this question involves the repetition of some points of the 
law of the State given in preceding reports. The Act of 
1875, limiting municipal indebtedness, which went into effect 
June 14 of that year, provides “that cities and towns in- 
debted to an amount not less than two per centum on their 
valuation, may increase such indebtedness to the extent of 
an additional one per centum on their valuation, and no 
more,” exclusive of loans for water works and sinking funds. 

The debt of the City of Boston at the date said act took 
effect was more than fwo per centum on its valuation, there- 
fore the City of Boston possessed the right to increase its 
indebtedness one per centum on its valuation of that year, 
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May 1, 1875, which valuation was $793,961,895 — one per 
centum being $7,939,618. The amount of orders for loans 
which have been authorized by the City Council and approved 
by the Mayor for purposes other than for water works, and 
partly negotiated, since the passage of the act, is $5,789,000, 
so that the amount remaining which the City of Boston 
may increase at this date, so far as the City Council pos- 
sesses authority, its indebtedness for other purposes than for 
water works, is-$2,150,618. On the question when the right 
under this one per centum clause is exhausted, there has been 
some controversy, — claim being made that the right is good 
until the whole one per centum has been reached. The City 
Solicitor, in an answer to an order of the Board of Alder- 
men of 1877 making an inquiry in respect to this question, 
under date of Dec. 3, 1877, speaking of this right, says, 
* The statute fixes no time within which this right of increas- 
ing the municipal indebtedness shall be exercised, and there- 
fore a reasonable time is granted; and in my opinion that 
reasonable time has not yet expired.” 

Having exhausted this right, the City of Boston will have 
to comply with the provisions of the said Municipal Indebted- 
ness Act, of the State, which prohibits cities and towns 
from incurring debts, exclusive of those for water works, less 
sinking funds, over the aggregate of three per centum on 
their valuation of taxable property therein, to be ascertained 
by the last preceding city or town valuation for assessment 
of taxes. When the right under the one per centwm clause 
ceases, the City of Boston, with the continued decrease of 
taxable values, will be unable to borrow money other than 
for water-works purposes for some time. This wise and 
beneficial statutory provision will accomplish a desirable end, 
for the period has most certainly arrived when municipalities 
should stop increasing their indebtedness. Provision having 
been made to ensure the extinguishment of our present 
indebtedness, it would seem that there certainly does not 
exist any necessity, forsome years to come, to undertake 
any new works involving the borrowing of money to carry 
them out. If improvements are actually needed, it would 


| 
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| appear best that they should not be carried on faster than the 
cost of the same can be met by annual taxation. The nearer 
we approach to conducting Boston’s affairs on a cash basis, 
with liberal but not lavish expenditures, receiving in all cases 
an equivalent for the money expended, with not excessive 
taxation, the better it will be for the success of the whole 
community and all classes of tax-payers. With such taxa- 
tion equally distributed as the nature of the case will allow, 
not burdensome, business men will be encouraged, and the 
retired capitalist will not seek to avoid paying taxes to the 
city, and then, when recuperation in business takes place, 
and the period of prostration and despondency passes away, 
as it most assuredly will, we shall have entered upon a road 
to permanent prosperity. Excessive taxation, whether based 
upon high or low valuation, is paralyzing to the industry of 
a community. 

The system of borrowing money for posterity to pay is an 
acknowledged evil, burdening the people with large taxation 
for interest annually, for projects which would not in many in- 
stances be carried out but for the easy way of satisfying the 
conscience that the cost will not have to be paid for years to 
come. Posterity will have enough to take care of without 
bearing burdens we place upon them. No head of a family 
who conducts his affairs as we all say he should, would leave 
debts to be paid by his children. We cannot’ better illus- 
trate the fallacy of posterity paying for what we expend, 
than by stating the fact that we are now paying loans which 
the tax-payers were better able to pay by direct taxation at 
the time they were incurred than we are to-day. Therefore, 
the wise policy to be pursued is, that the appropriations and 
tax-levies should annually cover all expenditures based upon 
a proper economy, and all public works should be prosecuted 
only as fast as the money can be judiciously raised to meet 
the amount required annually therefor. 

The great increase of municipal indebtedness has of late 
years aroused the attention of all reflecting minds having the 
welfare and prosperity of the city in view, many of whom 
are very decided in their opinions that further measures. 
should be adopted to stay it. 


*. 
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A commission appointed by the Governor of Pennsylvania | 
to devise a plan for the better government of cities in that 
Commonwealth, in their report to the Legislature of that 
State this year, in submitting a plan to accomplish that object, 
“reluctantly come to the conclusion that there is but one 
method by which any good can be accomplished, and that is 
by absolutely forbidding cities to borrow money.” Their | 
report contains a carefully compiled tabular statement of the 
comparative increase of population, valuation, taxation, and 
indebtedness in fourteen of the principal cities of the United 
States, in the years 1860 and 1875, prepared from an article 
in the “International Review” for September, 1877, “On 
the Administration of American Cities,” by Simon Sterne, 
of New York, which embraces Baltimore, Boston, Brooklyn, 
Chicago, Cincinnati, Detroit, Louisville, Milwaukee, Newark, 
New York, Philadelphia, Providence, St. Louis, and San 
_ Francisco. According to this table the increase in population 
in these cities, between 1860 and 1875, was 70.5 per cent. ; 
the increase in taxable valuation, 156.9 per cent.; the in- 
crease of debt, 270.9 per cent. ; and the increase in taxation, 
3863.2 per cent. Increase in taxable valuation per head, 
50.68 per cent. ; increase in debt per head, 117.46 per cent. ; 
increase in taxation per head, 171.65 per cent. ‘The follow- 
ing is the percentage of increase of indebtedness of several ~ 
of the cities: Baltimore, 83.9; Boston, 298.9; Brooklyn, 
356.9 ; Chicago, 487.3 ; Cincinnati, 300.8 ; New York, 504.1; 
Philadelphia, 152.38; Providence, 529.8; St. Louis, 257.4. 
The Commission forcibly remark on this subject as follows :— 

‘Tt must be borne in mind that this alarming increase in debt and 
taxation occurred during a period of great apparent national prosperity, 
when money was plenty, when property commanded enormous prices, 
and when it was easier to apply the maxim, ‘ Pay as you go,’ than at 
any other period of our national history. It is but just to say that many 
of these debts were contracted for permanent, substantial, and needed 
improvements. Making due allowance for all such considerations 
these figures are justly alarming.” 

‘¢When it is considered that the payment of the interest, and, in 
many cases, the principal of these debts must be provided for in the face 
of decreasing values and depreciating securities, and of the attendant 


diminished receipts, the significance of these figures is still more 
apparent.” 
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These figures and statements should cause all thinking minds 
in our community to ponder as to the future, if the propen- 
sity to borrow money continues with us in the future as it 
has in the past. ) 

The City of Boston, with its present means and accumula- 
tions, will pay as it becomes due all its present indebtedness ; 
and, in the coming five years, will pay and cancel, at maturity, 
$8,230,000 of this debt. The loans authorized, of all kinds, 
if negotiated, will add to it $5,023,000. Thus it will be 
seen that our city stands well, notwithstanding the acts of 
the past, if we will now stop this pernicious practice of bor- 
rowing money, and the outlook is a most favorable one for 
the tax-payers of our city in the annual reduction of interest 
to be paid at the time of great need. 

The following table of interest, including premium on that 
part payable in gold, which has been paid during the past 
eleven years, serves well the purpose of exemplifying the 
fact of the great burden the continual borrowing of money 
places upon our community. In addition to this the State 
law rightly requires that annually a percentage shall be 
taxed sufficient to pay the debt at maturity : —

The City Council of 1877 established a public park in the 
“Back Bay” district, the Park Commissioners being author- 
ized by an order of the City Council, approved July 23, 
1877, to purchase not less than 100 acres of land or flats 
situated within the area bounded by Parker street, Huntington 
avenue extended in the direction of Tremont and Francis 
streets, Longwood avenue, Brookline avenue, and the Boston 
& Albany Railroad, with approaches from Beacon street west 
of Chester park, Boylston street extended, and Huntington 
avenue extended, and to be bounded on all sides by public 
avenues, the price of the land purchased not to exceed 10 
cents per foot. The same order authorized a loan 
of $450,000 to meet the purchases. An order of the 
City Council, of February 26, 1878, authorized the Park 
Commissioners to make further purchases of land for the 


same park, and appropriated for the purpose the sum of

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$16,000. The Park Commissioners have purchased, and 
there have been paid for, April 30, 1878, 2,954,454 feet of 
land within the prescribed district, at a cost of $295,445.40, 
and the Boston Water Power Company has given to the city 
60,000 feet of land for street purposes, in the deeds of land 
purchased of them. The City Council, in an order approved 
February 12, 1878, authorized the Park Commissioners to 
expend $25,000 in filling, grading, surveying, and laying out 
the “ Back Bay Park,” so called, and gave authority for the 
transfer of said sum for that PULPOHe: and the work specified 
has been commenced. 

The Army and Navy Monument, erected on Boston Com- . 
mon, to perpetuate the memory of those’who sacrificed their 
lives on land and sea for their country, during the war of the 
Southern rebellion, Martin Milmore, designer and contractor, 
was appropriately dedicated, with imposing ceremonies, by 
the City Council, September 17, 1877, a detailed account of 
which has been published in a volume by the order of the 
City Council. The corner-stone of this monument was laid 
September 18, 1871. The total cost of the monument is 
$95,646.48; expended for grading monument hill, in 1866, 
$3,779.55, and in 1877-78, $4,635.20; the cost of the cele- 
bration of laying the foundation of the monument, September 
18, 1871, $5,078.50; cost of the celebration for dedicating 
the monument,, September 17, 1877, $23,230.79; cost of 
printing the volume giving a description of the monument 
and an account of the ceremonies of laying the corner-stone 
of the same, and those attending the dedication, $1,777.22. 
Total expenses incurred in the erection of the monument and 
the celebrations connected therewith, $134,147.74. 

The excess of Cochituate Water Works revenue over 
expenditures and interest payments during the year, paid to 
the Board of Commissioners on the Sinking Funds, April 
30, 1878, to be placed in the sinking fund for the redemption 
of the loans issued for defraying the cost of said works, was 
$27,099.92. The excess of Mystic Water Works revenue 
over expenditures and interest payments during the year, 
paid to the Board of Commissioners on the Sinking Funds, 
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“April 80, 1878, to be placed in the sinking fund for the 
redemption of the loans issued for defraying the cost of 
said works, was $77,144.99.

STREET WIDENINGS AND EXTENSIONS. 


The street widenings and extensions effected by the Board 
of Street Commissioners, during the past fiscal year, are as 
follows : — 

Hereford street opened from Commonwealth avenue to 
Boylston street, at an estimated cost of $33,337.50; Tre- 
mont and Parker streets widened at their junction, at an 
estimate of $8,576.50; Shelby street, at East Boston, opened 
between Lexington and Saratoga streets, for $7,035.34; Mill 
street, at Dorchester, widened, $3,000; Adams street, at 
Dorchester, widened, $2,114.75; Ruggles street, in Rox- 
bury, widened, $1,656 ; Dorchester avenue widened, $1,000 ; 
Ward street, Roxbury District, laid out, $900; Wyman 
street, Roxbury District, opened from Curtis to Lamartine 
street,$850 ; Harrison avenue widened, near Harvard street, 
$744; Tremont street widened, Roxbury District, west of 
Parker street, $605; Blue Hill avenue widened, corner of 
Schuyler street, $582 ; Warren street widened, near Walnut 
avenue, $222; Portland street widened, near Chardon street, 
$181.25; Rockland street, Roxbury District, widened, 
$162.40; Alden street, corner of Sudbury street, widened, 
$124; Temple street, West Roxbury District, opened to 
Mount Vernonstreet, $100; and Dix street, at Dorchester, ex- 
tended to Dorchester avenue at an estimated expense of $75. 
The total of the foregoing estimates is $61,265.74. A portion 
of Western avenue, Brighton District, has been relocated. 

The streets that have been laid out or accepted where the 
fee, and, in most cases, any grade damages that may have 
been occasioned, have been released to the city, are, in the 
City Proper, Pemberton square, Saint James avenue from 
Dartmouth to Exeter street, Decatur street, Fay street,

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Dartmouth place, River street from Beacon to Chestnut 
street, Stevens street and Lincoln place; in South Boston, 
Brewster and Grimes streets and Beckler avenue; in the 
Roxbury District, Parker street, Faxon street from Tremont 
to Smith street, King street, that part of Alleghany street 
formerly Parker place, Maple street from Schuyler street to 
Seaver Hill avenue, West Walnut park, Cunard, Crawford 
and Downer streets, Codman park, Avon place from Ruggles 
street, and Woodward avenue; in the Dorchester District, 
Dix, Sagamore, Bailey, Fuller, and Greenwich streets, and 
Everett and Sawyer avenues; in the West Roxbury District, 
Holbrook, Rutledge, Temple, Dale, Summer, and Autumn 
streets, and Union avenue; in the Brighton District, Spar- 
hawk street; and in the Charlestown District, Bates, Ferrin, 
and Cottage streets, and Frothingham avenue. 

Discontinuances have been made from the highway at the 
junction of Cambridge and Sever streets in the Charlestown 
District, from Liberty square, for an equal amount conveyed 
to the city for widening, and from Rockland street in the 
Roxbury District. 


PUBLIC BUILDINGS. 


The following are descriptions of new public buildings and 
improvements of old ones made during the year by Geo. A. 
Clough, City Architect, with the exception of the Fever 
Hospital on Gallop’s Island. 

GRAMMAR SCHOOL-HOUSE, WASHINGTON VILLAGE. — This 
building, named the Andrew School-house, in honor of the 
late Governor Andrew, is located at the corner of Dorches- 
ter and Rogers streets, South Boston, and accommodates 16 
grammar rooms and an exhibition hall. Contracts for its 
construction were awarded April 7, 1877, to Donahoe Broth- 
ers, masons, and Holbrook & Harlow, carpenters ; the steam- 
heating to Wm. E. Bartlett, and the ventilation to Frederick 
Tudor & Co. The building is the most economical structure 
for school purposes erected in the city. It is built in the 
Italian style, and all the materials used throughout are of the 
best and most substantial character; none but brick, stone, 
copper, and slates, are employed about the exterior. Strict 
attention has been paid to the three leading principles of 
good school planning, namely, lighting, heating, and venti- 
lating. The building is three stories in height, the school- 
rooms are a little above the usual size, the corridors are com- 
modious, and are connected on the various stories with three 
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sets of staircases, and with entrances at the bottom of each. 
The exhibition hall, on the third floor, is one of the principal 
features of the plan, being 86’ long by 45’ wide by 21/ high; 
the platform is elevated at the inner end, and the seats are 
arranged on the auditorium plan by raising every third seat 
about 3” as they recede from the platform; the lighting of 
the hall is from each side near the ceiling level, and large 
windows across the front. The basement is devoted to play- 
rooms and boiler-room, and is nearly a full story above the 
lot, at the rear and on the two sides. The results of the 
system of ventilation adopted in this structure have by far 
exceeded those of any of our previous experience, it having 
been in use at the present time about two months, and from 
actual tests it has been demonstrated that each child receives 
its five cubic feet of pure heated air per minute, the same be- 
ing supplied without creating drafts, by the combined system 
of heating and ventilating. Payments to May 1, 1878: Don- 
ahoe Bros., $29,431.88; Holbrook & Harlow, $21,406.38 ; 
W.E. Bartlett & Co., 5,195.84; F. Tudor & Co., $1,800; un- 
paid bills, $1,526.41; total cost of building, $74,262.38 ; 
cost of land and brokerage, $34,225; total cost of land and 
building, $108,487.38. 


GRAMMAR SCHOOL-HOUSE, DORCHESTER-EVERETT DIs- 
Tricot. — This building is located on the site of the present 
Everett School-house, on Sumner street, Dorchester District, 
occupying the front portion of the lot. It has a front on the 
street of 71’ 6”, and a depth of 80’ 8”, and is 83/ across the 
rear. The contracts of construction were awarded in Octo- 
ber, 1876, to Ivory Bean, mason, and James F. Marston, 
carpenter; the steam-heating to Wm. E. Bartlett, and the 
ventilation to Levi Chubbuck ; the cost of the building, com- 
plete and ready for occupancy, was $42,984.98. The plan 
accommodates ten rooms, and is essentially the same as those 
recently erected with the same accommodations, except that it 
has no principal entrance in the centre, the lot not being wide 
enough to admit of it. The architecture of the exterior is 
of the Queen Anne order, now being so universally intro- 
duced in buildings of a like character in England by the 
architect of the London School Board; a style which will 
admit of using the cheapest and lightest grades of common 
brick for gr ound-work of the walls, and obtaining the archi- 
tectural outlines about the window-dressings, angles, and belt 
courses, by contrasting the same with hard, dark-pressed 
bricks in lieu of stone, which is much more expensive. In 
this house, a further trial of the improved system of light- 
ing, on the English plan, was attempted by placing the win- 
dows at an increased height above the floor, and their heads 
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close up to the ceiling; but before the experiment was given 
any trial, and by the determined objections on the part of 
the School Board, the architect finally consented to their be- 
ing reduced to the usual height. Payments: Ivory Bean, 
$20,231.23; James F. Marston, $12,583.63; Wm. E. Bart- 
lett, $3,441.97; Levi Chubbuck, $1,998.35. 


PRIMARY SCHOOL—HOUSE, WESTON sTREET. — This house 
occupies the site of a former wooden building of two rooms, 
and contracts for the new structure were awarded July 11, 
1877, to Samuel J. Tuttle, mason, and John Rawson, car- 
penter; the steam-heating and ventilating to Fred. Tudor 
& Co. This plan accommodates eight school-rooms, and is 
laid out upon the modern German principle, by extending 
the rooms into wings and confining their width to that of a 
room and corridor, thus obtaining better means of lighting 
and a more effective circulation of air. This structure being 
erected at the same time as the Andrew Grammar School- 
house in South Boston, it was thought well to have them | 
correspond in style of architecture, although not in the 
same district, the same grades of material being employed 
throughout, and, by tests recently made, the system of heat- 
ing and ventilating was found to be equally successful. 
Payments to May 1, 1878: Samuel J. Tuttle, $19,031.35 ; 
John Rawson, $6,000; I. Tudor & Co., $2,400; unpaid 
bills, $6,413.92; total cost of building, $39,537.71. 


ADDITION TO Paupers’ InstTITUTION, RAINsFORD IsLAND.— 
The addition consists of extending the western wing of 
present brick building to a distance of 60 feet, and crossing 
the end of the extension by a structure of 56 feet by 35 feet, 
amounting in area covered in the addition to 3,460 surface 
feet. The extra accommodations obtained are as follows: 
about 200 beds, 50 feet addition to the dining-room on the 
first floor, very much needed, a chapel to seat 300, a new 
boiler-room, store-room, and a large commodious iron stair- 
case for the accommodation of the new and old part, proper 
means of egress having been seriously neglected in the old 
structure. The heating apparatus in the former structure, 
upon the old system, was entirely removed and replaced upon 
a more modern and improved plan. ‘The cost of making the 
foregoing alterations was $15,993.54 ; all the materials used in 
the addition were advertised and contracted for by the Direc- 
tors for Public Institutions, and the labor employed by the 
day, in accordance with a special order from the City Council ; 
all unskilled labor was done by the paupers on the island. 


Piagery at Der Istanp. — This building is located on 
the southern portion of the island; it is built of wood above 
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a solid brick foundation, and is in the form of a T. At the 
junction of the stem and the arms there is a central building 
about 40 feet square, two stories high, with a tower. The 
wings, right and left, one story high, are 100 feet each in 
extent, presenting a front of 240 feet. The wing at the 
rear, projecting from the central building, measures 170 
feet, and the whole accommodates 70 pens. In the central 
building there is a large room for preparing food, a slaugh- 
tering-room, and a store-room. On the second floor there 
are attendants’ rooms. Cost of the structure, $8,449.89. 


SMALL-Pox Hospiraut. — This building was erected near 
the rear entrance of Forest Hill Cemetery, on Canterbury 
street, and has accommodations for about 50 patients. 
The plan provides for a central building devoted to house 
officers and administrative purposes, and six paying patients’ 
rooms. tach side of the central portion there are wings 
projecting 50 feet by 24 feet, one for the male and the other 
for female patients. The accommodations throughout are 
upon the improved German hospital plan for contagious 
diseases. The structure is built of wood, in the modern 
renaissance style; the central portion is two stories and a 
Mansard in height, and the wings are one high story in 
height. Its location is considerably isolated from any street | 
observation, though high, airy, and commands a fine view of 
the: surrounding country from the rear. The cost of the 
land and taxes was $9,034.06, and the structure, stable, 
fencing, and grading the lot was $22,354.72; total cost, 
$31,388.78. 

Fever Hospitat, Gauiop’s Isuanp. —The hospital is a 
wooden building, one and one-half stories high, 60 feet long, 
by 20 wide, with an L. 16 feet by 144, which is used for a 
kitchen. It has accommodations for Ail: 25 pane and 
was built at a cost of $2,140.83. 


PUBLIC WORKS.

Water Works. — Lake Cochituate.—On the Ist of 
May, 1877, the water was 13 feet above the bottom of the 
conduit, and it remained at or near this point until the mid- 
dle of June, when it began to fall, and continued to lower 
until the 4th of October, when it was 6 feet 74 inches above 
the conduit bottom. In consequence of copious rains during 
the months of October and November, the lake surface had 
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risen on November 1, to 9 feet 10 inches; December 1, 10 
feet 11} inches, and May 1, 1878, it stood at 13 feet 1 inch 
above the bottom of the conduit. There has been waste at 
the dam from May 2 to 5, and from June 12 to 16, 1877; 
and from Jan. 15 to February 5, February 11 to 20, Febru- 
ary 22 to March 28, 1878. 

Consumption. —The average daily consumption from the 
Cochituate works, for each month of the year 1877, has been 
as follows : —

Making the daily average consumption for the year 
20,673,500 gallons, — an increase of about 2 per cent. over 
the consumption of 1876. 

Boston Highlands Pumping Station. — The consumption 
from these works increased to such an extent during the year 
1876, and the first part of the year 1877, that the City 
Engineer, in his report to the Water Board in May, recom- 
mended “the purchase and erection this season of a third 
engine, of a capacity of 3,000,000 gallons and a new boiler.” 
In the fall, in accordance with a request from the Water 
Board, an order was passed by the City Council, approved 
October 4, 1877, authorizing the Water Board to purchase a 
pumping-engine, etc., at an expense not exceeding $20,000. 
A contract was made with Henry R. Worthington, of New 
York, for a compound duplex pumping-engine and a boiler ; 
the engine to have a pumping capacity of 3,000,000 gallons 
per day. The work under this contract was completed, and 
the engine, etc., accepted and paid for March 11, 1878. In 
connection with the new engine important changes have 
been made in the suction and force-mains of the pumps. ‘The 
suction-mains of the present pumps have been so connected 
as to enable both pumps to be used together, thus doubling 
their former capacity. A new 20-inch force-main has been 
laid from the engine-house through Elmwood and Roxbury 
streets, to’ the junction of Pynchon street, there connecting 
with the main to Parker-Hill Reservoir. 

Brighton Pumping Works. —The daily amount pumped 
at these works has varied from 10,000 to 100,000 gallons, 
the consumption being largest during the summer months 
when water is used for watering the streets. 
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Distributing System. —It has not been the policy of the 
Water Board during the past year to lay any pipes except 
they were petitioned for, and then only upon the usual con- 
ditions. A considerable amount has, however, been laid 
principally in the outlying wards of the city. The total 
length of new pipes laid for the Cochituate water service is 
about 12 miles.

Mystic Lake.—The water in the lake on May 1, 1877, 
was 6.28 feet above tide-marsh level, or 0.72 of a foot below 
high-water mark. During the months of May and June, 
1877, it remained at or near this point, water being allowed 
to waste over the dam from May 1 to June 17. On July 
1, the lake surface had fallen to 5.56 feet above tide-marsh 
level; Aug. 1, 4.18 feet; Sept. 1, 3.69 feet; Oct. 1, 1.22 
feet; Oct. 4, 0.97 of a foot, or 5.14 feet above the bottom 
of the conduit. ‘This was the lowest point reached during 
the year, the lake surface having risen, Nov. 1, to 4.55 feet ; 
Dec. 1, 6.18 feet; and on May 1, 1878, it stood at 6.66 
feet above tide-marsh level. Water has been wasted at the 
dam from May 1 to June 17, and from Nov. 8, 1877, to May 
EL otG.

The total amount pumped during the year has been 
3,061,158,725 gallons, equal to a daily average of 8,386,- 
654 gallons for the year. 

Mystic Valley Sewer. —In June, work upon the surveys 
and plans of the line was recommenced, -and in the latter 
part of July it was so far completed that a plan of the 
lands required, with descriptions of the same, was submitted 
to the City Council. An order, approved July 30, was 
passed, taking the lands required. The City Council had 
previously passed an order (approved July 10), authorizing 
the Water Board to cause the work on the sewer to be done 
by day’s labor, and recommending that none but citizens of 
Boston be employed thereon. August 20 work upon the 
sewer was commenced, and was continued until the Ist of 
December. The main line, about two miles in length, is 
practically completed, and considerable progress has been 
made on the Russell-brook line. The sewer is located in 
the towns of Medford, Winchester, and Woburn. Com- 
mencing at the outlet in lower Mystic Lake, it extends ina 
northerly direction through the bed of the old Middlesex 
Canal for about 3,000 feet, thence leaving the canal and 
crossing under the tracks of the Boston, Lowell, and 
Nashua R.R., it continues generally within the railroad 
location until it reaches Main st., Winchester; crossing 
again under the railroad tracks at this point and extending 
through Main st. to a point nearly opposite Lake st., the 
sewer here turns towards the north-east and crosses private 
lands, under the tracks of the Woburn Branch of the B., L. 
& N. R.R., from this point to Prospect st., in Woburn, it is 
within the location of the Woburn Branch R.R., crossing 
Prospect st., and extending for a short distance through pri- 
vate lands; itthenturns and runs in a northerly direction: 
through other private lands as far as Railroad st. ; from the 
point where it turns after leaving Prospect st. a branch line 
785 feet in length is to be extended in an easterly direction 
to Pollard’s tannery. From the line in Main st., branches 
are to be laid to the houses draining directly into Wedge 
Pond, and from the line within the Woburn Branch Railroad 
location branches are to be laid to catch basins located at 
each tannery. Total cost to May 1, 1878, $80,709.43. 

3 ' 
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Additional Supply.— All the different kinds of work on 
the ‘‘ Additional Water Supply ” from Sudbury river have been 
vigorously prosecuted during the past year. The following 
sections of the conduit, many of which were nearly com- 
pleted at the beginning of the year, have been finished and 
accepted, viz.: sections 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 8, 9, 11, 18, 14, 15, 
16, 19, 21. Section 10 is also practically completed, little 
remaining to be done, except pointing the masonry. The 
entire conduit line is, with a-few exceptions of slight impor- 
tance, completed from Farm Pond to Chestnut Hill Reser- 
voir. The work north of Farm Pond has been continued 
during the season without interuption. Section A of the 
conduit has been commenced, and a large proportion of it is 
done. The foundations of the dams, work upon which was 
done by day’s labor, have been completed, and the superin- 
tendents, foremen, etc., discharged. All contracts for sup- 
plies, tools, horses and carts, etc., have been terminated, and 
settlements have been made in most cases. Contracts have 
been made for the erection of the superstructures of the 
three dams on the Sudbury river. Dam 1 is practically 
completed, the superstructure of Dam 3 has been com- 
menced, but upon Dam 2 no work of any consequence has - 
been done. Considerable progress has been made in pre- 
paring the reservoirs for use; a portion of Reservoir No. 1, 
which was too shallow, has been excavated, and Reservoir 
No. 3 has been cleared of wood and brush. The 48-inch 
pipe lines, which are to connect the several reservoirs, are 
being laid by contract, and work upon them is well advanced. 
The total amount expended to May 1, 1878, charged to the 
appropriation for an “ Additional Supply of Water,” was 
$4,368,030.08. 

CHELSEA BripeE. — Work under the contracts made last 
year with the Mystic River Corporation, the Boston and 
Lowell, and Nashua and Lowell Corporations, and the Ori- 
ental Coal Oil Company, for filling solid to grade the por- 
tions of the bridge and streets abutting on the property of 
these corporations, was continuously prosecuted until its 
completion. The amount paid to the Mystic River Corpo- 
* ration was $16,222; to the railroad corporations $8,794.40 ; 
and to the Oriental Coal Oil Company, $3,500. A contract, 
dated July 18, 1877, was made with Boynton Bros. for 
doing the whole work of rebuilding the pile portions of the 
bridge, and for paving and otherwise preparing the filled 
sections for travel. A contract was also made, dated Aug. 
16, 1877, with the Leighton Bridge and Iron Works Com- 
pany (Limited), of Rochester, N. Y., for building a new 
iron draw. ‘The work under the two contracts has been 
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- completed, and the avenue was opened for travel Dec. 20, 
1877, having been closed to the public since Aug. 1, 1877. 
No settlement has yet been made with Boynton Bros. The 
payments to them have been $70,363.08. The amount of 
their contract was $73,745.54. The amount paid the Leigh- 
ton Bridge and Iron Works Company (Limited) was $12,- 
076.52. Total cost of bridge to May 1, 1878, $112,089.68. 


HUNTINGTON-AVENUE Bripce.—A contract, dated July 
2, 1877, was make with Charles W. Parker, of Rockport, 
for making such alterations and additions to the parapets and 
wing-walls as would permit the widening of the bridge from 
80 to 100 feet. The amount of the contract was $637, The 
work was completed Aug. 9, 1877. A contract, dated June 
30, 1877, was made with Lemuel.M. Ham & Co., for two new 
iron girders, and for doing all the iron work necessary to 
make the bridge 100 feet in width. The amount of this 
contract was $2,145. The work was completed August 28. 
A contract, dated Oct. 9, 1877, was made with James F. 
Marston, for doing the wood-work on this bridge, and build- 
ing fences on the wing-walls. All the lumber, except the 
upper course of roadway plank, the sidewalk plank, and the 
fence stock, is spruce, creosoted by the “Hayford” process. 
The amount of this contract was $2,685.99. The work was 
completed Jan. 31, 1878. Total cost of the alterations and 
additions, $5,467.99. 


CoLUMBUS-AVENUE BripcEe. — A contract, dated July 24, 
1877, was made with James H. Freeman & Co., for the 
removal of the old bridge, and for building new abutments 
and wing-walls. Work was commenced under this contract 
on the same day it was dated, and the abutments were com- 
- pleted in readiness for the bridge, Sept. 29, 1877. The 
abutments are of the same general design as those of the 
Huntington avenue, Newton street, and Shawmut avenue 
bridges. ‘They are built of granite, have quarry-faced ash- 
lar fronts, well bonded into a backing of rubble masonry, 
and return or wing-walls of uncoursed rubble; all the ma- 
sonry being laid solid in cement mortar. ‘The final estimate 
of Freeman & Co.’s contract was made Noy. 19,1877. The 
total cost of their entire work was $25,280.69. A contract, 
dated Aug. 16, 1877, was made with the Leighton Bridge 
and Iron Works Company (Limited), of Rochester, N. Y., 
for building and erecting the new bridge. ‘The bridge con- 
sists of three independent structures, — two of them for the 
purposes of travel, and one for water and gas pipes. The 
latter forms the centre portion of the bridge, and consists of 
2 wrought-iron plate girders, 87 feet 6 inches long over all, 5 
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feet 9 inches deep, and 7 feet ¢ inch apart on centres, pro- 
vided with a floor of 8-inch channel beams. It is also suita- 
bly cross-braced, and the ends are closed with wrought-iron 
semi-circular extensions of the girders. On either side of 
this portion of the structure is a bridge for public travel, 
consisting of two wrought-iron lattice “girders, 87 feet 10} 
inches long over all, 7 feet 2} inches deep, and 23 feet 103 
inches apart, on centres, and an outer sidewalk plate-girder 
of wrought iron, 87 feet 10} inches long over all, 6 feet deep, 
and 11 feet 15 inches from the roadway girder. ‘The whole 
bridge occupies the full width of the street, 80 feet. The 
cost ‘of the water-pipe bridge was $1,767, and of the bridge 
for public travel, $10,044.60. Total amount paid for this 
improvement, $37,092.29. The work was completed Nov. 
LL ET. 


Lon@woop-AavENUE Bripce. — A contract, dated August 
11, 1877, was made with William A. Norton for build- 
ing a new wooden bridge at this point from plans made 
by E. 8S. Philbrick, C.E., of Brookline, and approved by 
the City Engineer. The work was completed Oct. 29, 1877, 
at a total cost of $4,148.82, of which amount the city paid 
$1,639.41. The masonry abutment at the city’s end of the | 
bridge was entirely rebuilt by day’s labor, at a cost of 
$1,277.39. 


Nerponset Bripe@r. — Plans for rebuilding the portion of 
this bridge maintained by the city were prepared during the 
summer, and a contract was made October 1, 1877, with 
James H. Freeman & Co. for doing the work. The new 
bridge was not entirely completed until January 2, 1878, 
but travel was resumed over it December 1, 1877. The 
length of the section rebuilt is 135 feet, and it has a width 
of 30 feet on the fixed portion, and 25 feet on the draw. 
New draw-piers were built on both sides of the bridge; 
the length of each pier is 175 feet, and its width 20 feet. 
The draw is of the double-leaf or flap pattern, similar in 
design to that of the Prison Point Bridge, it is 25 feet wide 
over all, and spans a channel 32 feet wide. The total cost 
of the structure, including superintendence and the cost of a 
small store-house, was $17,478. 16. 


MILL-sTREET [MPROVEMENT. — Dorchester District. — The 
Street Commissioners having widened this street and altered 
the grade, it became necessary to fill a section of about 600 
feet in length and provide a new water-way for the tide. 
Plans for filling the street, paving the side slopes, 
and building a stone culvert, were prepared in July, and, 
proposals having been received, a contract, dated August 16, 
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1877, was made with Hall & Safford, of Boston, to do the 
entire work. The culvert rests upon a foundation of spruce 
piles, capped with 10-in. X 10-in. hard-pine, and floored 
with 4-in. spruce plank. Upon this foundation is built a 
double-arch culvert, each water-way being 10 feet high, 7 
feet wide at the bottom, and 8 feet wide at the spring-line 
of the arches. The side slopes of the street are covered with 
a wash-wall of Roxbury stone, 16-in. thick, with a backing 
of broken stone 1 foot in thickness. Total cost of this work 
was $13,332.52. The final estimate was made February 6, 
1878. 


ImproveD SEweEeRAGE. — The orders passed by the City 
Council, approved August 9, 1877, authorize the sum of 
$3,713,000, the same to constitute a special appropriation for 
the construction of an improved system of sewerage, and 
further provide that the Joint Special Committee on Improved 
Sewerage be authorized to contract on behalf of the City of 
Boston for the construction of an improved system of sewer- 
age, having its pumping-station located at Old Harbor Point 
and its outlet at Moon Head, with all the reservoirs, pumping- 
works, and other appliances, essential to the proper operation 
of said system, substantially in accordance with the plans 
made by Joseph P. Davis, City Engineer, and as authorized 
by an Act of the Legislature, entitled “ An Act to empower 
the City of Boston to lay and maintain a main sewer dis- 
charging at Moon Head, in Boston Harbor, and for other 
purposes,” being chapter 136 of the Acts of the year of 1876, 
the expense thereof to be charged to the appropriation for 
Improved Sewerage. 

After the passage of these orders, the committee wished 
to commence the work as soon as possible. Specifications 
and plans were accordingly prepared for several detached 
sections of the sewer. Proposals for building four sections, 
7,900 feet in all, were invited September 18, and by October 
9, 1877, the contracts were awarded. Total amount expended 
to May 1, 1878, $102,838.03. The progress of the work 
under the contracts has been as follows to May 1, 1878: — 
Main intercepting sewer located in Camden street, from 
Huntington avenue to Tremont street, size 7 feet 8 inches, 
length 1,670 feet, built 406 feet, contractor, P. J. Condon ; 
main intercepting sewer in Camden street, from Tremont 
street to Washington: street, size 8 feet 5 inches, length 1,380 
feet, built 1,225 feet, contractor, P. J. Condon; Stony 
Brook intercepting sewer in Cabot street and Tremont 
street, from Ruggles street to Camden street, size 4 feet 8 
inches, length 2,130 feet, built 1,070 feet, contractor, Myles 
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Tierney ; South Boston intercepting sewer in Ninth street, 
from N street to H street, size 3 feet 2 inches, length 2,720 
feet, built 1,200 feet, contractors, Stephen Connelly & Son.

The above amount of $712,646.42, resulting from the 
actual business of the year, remained in the Treasury in 
conformity with the requirements of the second section of 
an ordinance to amend an ordinance in relation to Finance, 
of March 27, 1877, and an order of the City Council of 
April 16, 1878, provides that it be used towards meeting the 
appropriations for the financial year 1878-79. 

The annual appropriation order of the City Council 
provides that no money shall be drawn for by the Mayor 
and Auditor, or be paid by the Treasurer, unless the same 
has been previously appropriated by a special vote of the 
City Council; hence the necessity of applying to the Coun- 
cil for additional means, if from any cause an original ap- 
propriation falls short. The additional means thus asked for 
can ‘only be furnished by an authorized transfer from some 
existing appropriation which can spare it, or by a specific 
loan. In this manner the City Council retain a knowledge 
and control of all the expenditures, as none can be made 
unless an appropriation for the same is expressly authorized 


by them.

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LAMP DEPARTMENT. 


The whole cost of lighting the streets of the city, during the 
financial year 1877-78, was $477,303.28 against $479,937.80 in 
the previous year. On the 30th of April, 1878, the city was 
lighted with 9,731 gas, and 1,910 oil lamps, being an increase of 
201 gas, and of 76 oil lamps, as compared with the previous year. 
The lamps are located as follows : — 


In City Proper,. . . . . 4,082 gas, and 84 oil. 
In South Boston, . . . . 844 gas, and 432 oil. 
In East Boston, ... . 578 gas, and 286 oil. 
In Roxbury district . . . 1,598 gas,and_ 6 oil. 
In Dorchester district, . . 959 gas, and 392 oil. 
In West Roxbury district, . 474 gas, and 498 oil. 
In Brighton district, . . . 395 gas, and 212 oil. 
In Charlestown district, . .. 801 gas. 


The prices paid for gas in the public lamps to the several gas 
companies are, Boston, at the rate of $1.90 per thousand cubic 
feet; Roxbury, Charlestown, South and East Boston, $2.25; Dor- 
chester, West Roxbury, Brookline, $2.75 per thousand feet. 

The men who clean and light the gas lamps are paid at the rate 
of 14 cents per lamp per night, and have an average of one hun- 
dred and seven lamps each, except those in the Roxbury, Dorches- 
ter, West Roxbury, and Brighton districts, who receive one dollar 
and fifty cents per day. 

The underground service pipes are laid and kept in repair by the 
various companies, under the direction of the Superintendent of 
Lamps, and at the expense of the city, without pecuniary consid- 
eration or profit to the companies. 

The oil lamps, during the past year, have been lighted and 
cleaned by men employed by the Superintendent of Lamps, at the 
rate of three cents per lamp, per night, for this service. 

The oil is purchased of the refiners at the lowest market rates. 
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THE PUBLIC INSTITUTIONS. 


The cost of carrying on the various institutions under the charge 
_ of the ‘‘ Board of Directors for Public Institutions,” for the finan- 
cial year 1877-78, compared with the previous year, has been as 
follows, viz. : — 

House or Correction. — The number of inmates on the 30th of 
April, 1878, was 614, viz.: 572 males and 42 females; average 
for the year, 609; previous year, 566. Expenditures 1877-78, 
$89,942.53 ; 1876-77, $84,463.88. Income 1877-78, $26,212.23 ; 
1876-77, $26,360.37. The income of 1877-78 is 29 per cent. of 
carrying on the same and making the net expenditures of 1877-78 
$63,730.30, against $58,103.51 in 1876-77. 

House or Inpustry, REFORMATION, ETC. — The whole number of 
inmates in these institutions on the 30th of April, 1878, was 1,380, 
viz. : 1,079 males and 301 females ; average for the year, 1,532 ; pre- 
vious year, 1,735 ; distributed as follows: Almshouses at Deer and 
Rainsford Islands, 438 ; House of Industry, 756; House of Refor- 
mation, boys, 308, girls, 30; total, 1,532. Total expenditures for 
these institutions, located at Deer and Rainsford Islands, 1877-78, 
$177,527.33 ; 1876-77, $198,714.75. Income 1877-78, $9,548.73 ; 
1876-77, $10,276.64. The income of 1877-78 is 53 per cent. of 
carrying on the same, and making the net expenditures 1877-78, 
$167,978.60, against $188,438.11 in 1876-77. 

Lunatic Hosriran.— The number of inmates on the 30th 
of April, 1878, was 202, viz.: males, 97, females, 105; average 
for the year, 197; previous year, 199. Expenditures 1877-78, 
$51,937.76 ; 1876-77, $57,138.58. Income 1877-78, $6,356.36 : 
1876-77, $7,605.12. The income of 1877-78 is 13 per cent. of 
carrying on the institution and making the net expenditures of 
1877-78, $45,581.40, against $49,533.46 in 1876-77. 

Marceitta-St. Home.— The number of inmates on the 30th 
of April, 1878, was 172; average for the year, 165. Expenditures 
1877-78, $24,216.81. This institution was fitted up and opened 
for the care of pauper boys in April, 1877, and has just completed 
the first year of its organization. — 

AtmsHovsek, AusTIN Farm. — This institution has also completed 
its first year; it was opened as an almshouse, April 23, 1877, 89 
female paupers being transferred from Deer Island. The number 
of inmates remaining on the 30th of April, 1878, was 115; average 
for the year, 104. Expenditures for 1877-78, $12,110.38. Income, 
$402.52. The income 1877-78 is 31 per cent. of maintaining the 
institution, making the net expenditures $11,707.86. 
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ALMSHOUSE, CHARLESTOWN District. — The number of inmates 
on the 30th of April, 1878, was 89,44 males and 45 females ; 
average for the year, 90; previous year, 92. Expenditures 
1877-78, $8,164.10 ; 1876-77, $8,178.63. Income 1877-78, 
$320.04; 1876-77, $1,235.77. The income of 1877-78 is 82 per 


cent. of the total expense, making the net expenditures $7,844.06. | 


PUBLIC VACCINATION. 


The office of the City Physician is in the basement story of the 
Bureau of Charity, Chardon street, and his office hours are from 
10 A.M. to 12 M., daily. 

The number of persons vaccinated and revaccinated at this 
office, free of expense, during the year ending 30th April, 1878, 
was 2,078. 

The number of children examined and furnished with the certifi- 
cate of vaccination required to entitle them to enter the public 
schools was 710. 

The number of gratuitous supplies of vacine virus to physicians 
belonging to Boston was 14. 

The duty of attending all cases of sickness at the Suffolk County 
Jail, City Prison, Police Station Houses, except those of East and 
South Boston, Charlestown, West Roxbury and Brighton districts, 
and at the City Temporary Home, Charity Building, Chardon 
street, is assigned to the City Physician.

The above statement does not include the cost of grading the said streets prior to the year 
1869-70; neither does it include the cost of laying out and grading streets on the city’s pub- 
lic lands at the South End. In addition to the above amounts, there have been payments 
made as follows: For the widening of Hamilton, High, Purchase, Broad, and Wendell streets, 
and Washington avenue; the laying out of Sturgis and Hartford streets, and the extension 
of Pearl place, which were charged to the appropriation for the Fort Hill Improvement, the 
total cost of which improvement, to May Ist, 1878, was $1,575,000. 

In the Church-street District, in addition to raising the buildings and grade, there were 
widened, Piedmont, Winchester, Melrose, Shawmut, Tremont, and Tennyson streets, and 
Columbus avenue was extended to Church street. The total cost of this improvement, to 
May 1, 1878, was $1,183,363.12. In the Suffolk-street District, in addition to raising the build- 
ings and grade, Shawmut avenue was extended to Tremont street; Cobb street laid out; 
Emerald street extended to Castle street; Wheeler’s court laid out, widened and extended to 
Indiana place; and Castle street widened, Washington street widened, Carney place laid out 
and widened, Middlesex street widened and extended to Dover street, and Paul street laid out. 
The cost of this improvement to May 1, 1878, was $2,426,378.53. 

In the Northampton-street District the cost of improvements, raising buildings and grade, 
ete., exclusive of laying out, widening and extending of East Lenox, Fellows, Hunneman, 
and Thorndike streets, has been $199,764.99.

SPECIAL ASSESSMENTS. 


That of Boston, previous to the enactment of Chapter 174 
of the Acts of the year 1866 (generally known as the better- 
ment law), consisted of assessments upon abutters, for the 
cost of sidewalks for foot-passengers upon the public streets, 
where the owners of estates have failed to construct them ;? 
and for three-quarters the expense of construction of new 
sewers, the city assuming one-quarter the cost. The act of 
1866 enables the city to assess upon the owner one-half the 
amount that his estate has been benefited by the laying out, 
widening, or change of grade of any street, after the city 
shall have first paid all the land and building damages and 
the full cost of the work. The following table exhibits the 
character and amount of these special assessments from the 
year 1860 :—

In consequence of very extensive additions to the build- 
ings and other public works of the city, the assembly of the 
State authorized, for the years 1872 to 1876 inclusive, a 
special assessment on each one thousand dollars as a “ Public 
Building Tax.” The rate of this special tax for 1872 was 
eighty cents, for 1873 and 1874, one dollar, for 1875, two 
dollars and one-half, and for 1876, one dollar on the thou- 
sand, making with the rate for general purposes the amount 
placed in the table. The rate for 1877 of twenty-two and 
one-half dollars on the thousand is for the ordinary municipal _ 
expenditures of the current year. : 

In the assessment of 1868 a system of taxation, different 
from that heretofore existing, was adopted in this city. An 
increase of 175 per cent. on the valuation of the real estate 
us appraised the preceding year would seem to be the result 
of an assessment approximating to market value. Several 
classes: of personal property, of large amount (including 
“ moneys at interest,” “goods, wares, merchandise and stock 
in trade”), which under the law of Massachusetts are in- 
cluded in the valuation of the cities and towns of the Com- 
monwealth, are, under the laws of Pennsylvania, assessed 
exclusively for the benefit of the State. The personal prop- 
erty assessed on account of the municipality consists of 
furniture, horses, cattle, and carriages. An enactment of the 
Legislature of 1868,! first taking effect in the levy of 1869, 
requires a discrimination in the assessment of taxes upon 
real estate. The suburban portion of this municipality is

Orndorff, Judge of Appeal Tax Court, dated November 6, - 
1876 :— : 


“Complying with my promise, I beg herewith to enclose 
you a statement of ‘ Valuation’ (State and City), ‘Taxes col- 
lected,’ and ‘Rates of Taxes,’ for the period from 1860 to 
1875 inclusive ; also a statement of the population of Balti- 
more city in the years 1860 and 1870. Our assessments are 
made at the full cash value of property, real and personal, 
and have heretofore been designed to cover a period of ten 
years. The assessment under which we are now working 
went into effect in 1868, and will probably be superseded, 
in 1877, by a new one, now making, in pursuance of an Act. 
of the General Assembly. Our basis of taxation is made up 
and put into the hands of the ‘Committee of Ways and — 
Means’ of the City Council, on the Ist of March, annually, 
in order that the rate of taxation for the year may be fixed. 
“The City and County of Baltimore have distinct munici- 
pal governments; hence we, of the city, have no county 
tax. 

“TI regret that [am unable to give you the valuations of 
‘Real’ and ‘Personal’ property separately, as they are not 
so kept in the collector’s books.”

Under the laws of Ohio, real estate has heretofore been 
valued, for the purpose of taxation, once in ten years, the 
valuation preceding the last taking effect in 1860. The gain of 
seventeen millions upon this class of property, during the ten 
years preceding the valuation of 1870, represents the improve- 
ment in old and the value of new buildings. Under this 
system it would seem that great inequality must exist. 
Wards or districts where property has not materially ad- 
vanced since the last valuation, and where, consequently, 
assessments would be most oppressive, must have borne a 
much greater burden of taxation than districts where values 
had largely increased. Personal estate, which is assessed 
upon a system very similar to that of Massachusetts, and 
which the citizens are compelled, under a heavy penalty 
(fifty per cent. added to estimated value), to list under 
oath, and which is assessed at the same rate per cent. as 
real property, must, under this system, bear a tax much 
out of proportion to that levied upon the real estate of a 
rapidly increasing locality. The preceding table demon- 
strates that the assessed value of personal estate increased 
96.50 per cent. in eight years, while in the same time 
the assessment of real estate’ advanced but 13.27 per cent. 
It was probably with a view to mitigate the effect of such 
inequalities, .without radically changing their system of 
taxation, that the Legislature enacted, in 1867, that the val- 
uation of 1870 should be for a term of five years only. The 
valuation of real estate, as found by the assessors of 1870, 
amounted to $138,947,094, not including the property of 
‘four wards which had been annexed to the city subsequently 
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to the valuation of 1869. The real-estate valuation of these 


wards amounted to some $6,000,000. The real-estate valua- 


tion of the city, as made by the assessors of 1870, may be 
put at $145,000,000. 

This valuation of the real estate, as found, was deemed 
excessive, and an act of the Legislature was obtained, author- 
izing local boards to reduce it nineteen (19) per cent. The 
local boards, not completing their work in season for the tax 
of 1870, the assessment of that year was levied upon the old 
valuation, to which was added the valuation existing for the 
four wards recently annexed. The reduced valuation of the 
real estate of the city upon which the tax of 1871 was levied 
amounted to $123,427,888, and this amount is placed in the 
table of valuations for that year, and amounts computed 
upon this reduced basis for subsequent years, as the official 
if not the true valuation of the property. 

The table which follows shows the amount of taxes levied 
in this city since 1860, and the rate of tax per thousand for 
State, county, and city purposes. The column marked 
“Delinquencies and Forfeitures” is thus explained: “Each 
year all delinquencies and forfeitures are placed upon the 
duplicates for collection (so long as there is a chance of col- 
lection), and these amounts enter into and form a part of the 
grand total levied in each year.”+ >

Two parcels of land on Shirley street, Ward 20, left from an 
estate purchased from John Haven, after the extension of Clifton 
street through the same, from Hudson street to Shirley at George 
street, containing together 7,865 square feet. 

On Beach street, at the corner of Harrison avenue, 5,356 feet of 
the Presbyterian Church estate, left after the widening of Beach 
street. Surrendered to the city. Five hundred and seventy-eight 
feet more will be required from this estate for street purposes, to 
widen Harrison avenue. 

A piece of land, containing 23,277 square feet, upon Eliot 
street, Columbus avenue, and Pleasant street, purchased in the 
negotiation with the Boston and Providence Railroad Corporation, 
for the extension of Columbus avenue through their land to Park 
square, and remaining after said extension ane the extension of 
Eliot street to said avenue. 

Six hundred and ninety-nine feet left of an Hotate at the corner 
of North street and Hanover avenue, surrendered to the city, 
under the widening of Hanover avenue, by the Home for Aged: 
Women and the Boston Female Asylum. 

One hundred feet of land on Shelby street, at the corner of 
Princeton street, in East Boston, adjoining school-house lot be- 
longing to the city, conveyed with the land required for the laying- 
out of Shelby street from the East Boston Company. 

An estate of three thousand square feet of land and house on 
West Chester park at its junction with the proposed extension of 
Boylston street — required in settlement of damages occasioned by 
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extension of West Chester fee Part of the property will be 
required for otha street when it is extended.

COCHITUATE WATER WORKS. 


Laxe Cocuituate. — Situated within the limits of the towns of 
Framingham, Wayland, and Natick, in Middlesex County. The 
extreme length of the lake, in a direct line, is 34 miles, and the 
breadth of the widest part about 1,800 feet, with a water surface 
of 800 acres. In addition to the supply in the lake, ‘* Dug Pond,” 
containing 443 acres, and ‘*‘ Dudley Pond,” containing 81 acres, 
are connected. with and form important tributaries to it. The 
whole circuit of the lake, measuring at its verge when within two 
feet of high-water mark, is about 16 miles, and the city owns an 
average width of 5 rods around it, which is held free from taxa- 
tion; also 14 acres at the outlet of Dudley Pond. In addition to 
this, the city owns 233 acres in Wayland, 724 acres in Natick, and 
on the line of the aqueduct, not including land appurtenant to the 
Chestnut Hill and Brookline Reservoirs, nor land occupied by and 
necessary for the protection of the aqueduct, 274 acres in Need- 
ham, 53 acres in Newton, 14 acres in Brookline, which is taxable. 

Suppury River Conpuir.— The Sudbury-river Conduit, ex-- 
tending from Farm Pond, in South Framingham, to the Gate’ 
House at Chestnut Hill Reservoir, is 83,912 feet in length. A 
section of conduit, 4,170 feet in length, connects Farm Pond with 
Dam No. 1 on the Sudbury river. The city owns a width on the 
line of the conduit varying from 80 to 400 feet. In effecting set- 
tlements for the land taken for the conduit and storage basins, 
the Boston Water Board have in many cases purchased land not 
actually required for the above purposes. 

The whole line of the Water Works, extending from Lake Co- 
chituate, and continuing through a brick aqueduct, iron pipes, and 
stone tunnel, 144 miles, to a reservoir in Brookline, of about 23 
acres of water surface, and 119,583,960 gallons’ capacity. 

The ‘* Chestnut Hill Reservoir,” situated in the Brighton Dis- 
trict, of the capacity of 730,000,000 gallons, with a water surface 
of 1234 acres. There are 2123 acres in this whole property, the 


_line of pipe from Chestnut Hill Reservoir to the main near the 


Brookline Reservoir; also, the land under which are the pipes, 
being in amount about six acres and a half. 

The ‘* Beacon Hill Reservoir,” bounded northerly by Derne 
street, easterly by Temple street, westerly by Hancock street, and 
southerly by the yards to the dwelling-house fronting on Mt. Ver- 
non street, is built of the most massive description of stone ma- 
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sonry, and is the most costly distributing reservoir owned by the 
city. It covers about 37,012 square feet of land, and has a mean ~ 
horizontal water section of 28,014 square feet, and has a capacity 
of 2,678,961 gallons. Owing to the connection of the Beacon Hill 
District with the High-Service Pumping Works at Roxbury Dis- 
trict, this reservoir is now used for storage, and is connected with 
the distributing pipes only in case of fire, or accident to the pump- 
ing-mains. | 

The *‘ South Boston Reservoir,” on the east side of Telegraph 
Hill, South Boston, covers, with its embankments, an area of 
about 126,000 square feet. . It resembles in shape a segment of 
an ellipse, and has a water area when at high-water mark of 70,041 
square feet, and a capacity of 7,508,246 gallons. This reservoir 
is now used in the same manner as the Beacon Hill, and for similar 
reasons. 

The ‘‘ East Boston Reservoir,” on Eagle Hill, East Boston, is 
bounded westerly by Brooks and southerly by White street. The 
land covered by and appurtenant to it comprises about 216,027 
square feet. Its water area, when at high-water mark, is 44,100 
square feet, and its capacity, 5,591,816 gallons. ‘This reservoir 
was not connected with the Cochituate Water Works, but supplied 
from the Mystic Water Works, from Jan. 1, 1870, until April 21, 
1875, and since Dec. 2, 1875. 

The ‘* Parker Hill Reservoir,” on Parker Hill, Roxbury District, 
is located on a lot of land, taken under the act of the Legislature 
authorizing the building of this reservoir,» containing 197,614 
square feet. It was built specially for the high-service supply, 
and will hold 7,200,000 gallons above a plane 24 feet above the 
bottom of the outflow pipe. The area of the water surface when 
at high-water mark is 64,033 square feet, and its elevation 219 feet 
above tide-marsh level. <A strip of land 25 feet wide, leading from 
Fisher avenne, and containing 2,887 square feet, was purchased 
for a route for the pipes to the reservoir. 

The main pipes leading from the receiving reservoirs in Brook- 
line, Brighton District, and Newton to this city, and the distrib- 
uting pipes laid in the City Proper, East and South Boston, Roxbury, 
Dorchester, West Roxbury, and Brighton Districts, aggregate in 
length 855 miles, 4,800 feet, varying in size from 3 inches to 48 
inches in diameter. 

Pipe Yard and Wharf, Albany street, containing 72,920 feet, upon 
which there are wooden buildings for storage of pipes, etc. Pipe 
Yard and Machine Shop, on Federal street, near Summer, with 
tools and machinery, and other property therein, for the use of the 
department. ‘This lot contains 9,192 feet, on which is a brick 
building used as a machine-shop. The original cost of the estab- 
lishment, including tools and machinery, stables, etc., was about 
$30,000. In 1870, after the fire, two stories were added to the 
building, and general repairs made, at a cost of $6,848.50. Build- 
ing on Elmwood street and place, on a lot of 5,563 square feet, in 
which are the pumping-engines for supplying water to the highest 
parts of Roxbury District, Beacon Hill, and South Boston, by 
means of the stand-pipe erected on Highland Park, formerly known 
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as the ‘* Fort Lot,” between Beech Glen and Fort avenue: This 
lot was placed in charge of the Cochituate Water Board by an order 
of the City Council of 1870. It contains 114,360 square feet. 

The report of the Boston Water Board to the City Council, for 
the financial year 1877-78, contains an account of the water-pipes 
and other stock on hand at that date. Also a full statement of the 
condition of the works. 

The net cost of these works to the city, up to the 30th April, 
1878, less the revenue, is $15,068,924.88, as per statement on 
page 232. 


MYSTIC WATER WORKS. 


The upper portion of Mystic Lake, which is the source of supply, 
is situated in the towns of Medford, Arlington, and Winchester, 
64 miles from Charlestown square. In has an area of about 
200 acres when flowed to the level authorized by the act to 
take water, and a storage capacity, at that level, of 380,000,000 
gallons of water. ‘The area of country forming the drainage -basin 
is, according to the recent survey, 27.75 square miles. The prin- 
cipal ponds within the Basin are Horn, Wedge, and Winter; and 
the waters flowing from these, and from streams rising in Reading, 
Wilmington, and Woburn, all flow into the lake. ‘l'o convey the 
water of the lake to the citizens, the works consist of: dam and 
overfall, conduit, with its appurtenant gate-houses, waste-weir, 
ventilator, and draias, cast-iron mains under Mystic-river bridge, 
etc., engine-house and pump-well, pumping-engines, force-main, 
with check-valves, gates, hydrants, etc. Reservoir, with influent 
and effluent chambers, gate-house, etc. Supply-mains from res- 
ervoir, with gates, air-cocks, blow-offs, and connections, city dis- 
tribution-hydrants, gates, etc. Service-pipes, stop-cocks, meters, 
fountains. The Dam is 1,560 feet long. It is substantially built 
of earth-work and masonry, and its height is 11 feet above 
high-water mark of Boston harbor. The overfall of the dam is 
constructed of cut granite masonry, and consists of 5 ‘piers and 
2 abutments. The distance between the abutments is 80 feet, 
the piers being 5 feet wide at base, and 11 feet long in the direction 
of the stream. A substantial bridge reaches from one abutment 
to the other, and is fitted with traps, to admit of readily adjusting 
the overfall planking. The Conduit is 7,453 feet long, constructed 
of hydraulic brick masonry, 8 inches thick, excepting between the 
upper gate-house and the waste-weir; where all above the spring- 
ing line of the arch is 12 inches thick. It is oviform in shape, 5 
feet 8 inches in height, and 5 feet wide, interior dimensions, the 
base being semicircular, 5 feet in diameter, the upper segments 
having a rise of 3 feet 2 inches. ‘To protect the work, the whole 
structure is laid in a foundation of concrete masonry, rising upon 
the sides to nearly the spring-line of the arch. ‘The whole exterior 
of the brick-work is coated with hydraulic cement-mortar. The 
conduit will convey, when running within 8 inches of the inside 
crown of the arch, 30,000,000 gallons in 24 hours, supposing a free 
delivery into the pipe-chamber. The Gate-Chamber is constructed 
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of granite masonry externally, and lined with brick-work, the 
whole laid in hydraulic cement. It is thoroughly fitted with gates, 
screens and grates, and has. over it a substantial gate-house built 
of faced brick. ‘The waste-weir is of unusually ample dimensions, 
the overfalls being 5 in number, and each 6 feet long. The 
chamber, like the Gate-Chamber, is of brick and cut granite 
masonry. The ventilator, manholes, etc., are all carefully con- 
structed with brick masonry and granite. The Pipe-Chamber is of 
hydraulic brick masonry, and is interiorly divided into three parts, 
one receiving and two delivery chambers, and is fitted with a drain 
to admit of emptying the conduit into Mystic river. The cast-iron 
mains to convey the water from the pipe-chamber to the engine- 
house and pump-well are 487 feet long and 3 feet inside diameter, 
and they pass under the bed of Mystic river. Directly over these 
iron mains is a substantial pile bridge across Mystic river, built 
to connect the works divided by the river, and to protect the pipes... 
The Engine-house is situated on the southerly bank of, and about 
200 feet from, Mystic river. It is pleasantly located on the north- 
erly slope of Walnut Hill, in Somerville, and surrounded by ample 
grounds, having a frontage on the river. It is a substantial build- 
ing, constructed of faced brick and freestone, and thoroughly 
fitted inside and out for the purpose for which it is used. The 
chimney, an ornamental buttress and stack, is of brick masonry, 
105 feet high, starting from a granite base 15 feet square, with 
walls 3 feet thick. The lot of land around the Engine-house is 
about 12 acres; andon a portion of it is a double wooden dwelling- 
house, in which the Engineer and Assistant Engineer reside, and 
also a stable. Connected with the Engine-house is a brick and stone 
coal-shed, arranged with track leading directly into the boiler-room. 
The coal-shed will hold 1,300 tons Cumberland coal. The Pump 
Well is 45 feet long, 11 feet wide, and 14 feet deep; its 
capacity about 40,000 gallons. In the Engine-house are three 
Worthington’s Duplex Pumping Engines, all in thorough repair. 
The largest of these engines will elevate 8,000,000 gallons of water 
in 24 hours, and each of the other two 5,000,000 in the same time. 
There are 8 large steam boilers in the house, all in good order. 
The Force Main is of cast iron, 30 inches in diameter, and 3,277 
feet in length. A roadway, 40 feet wide, from the Engine-house 
to the grounds of the Reservoir, well macadamized and drained, 
belongs to the city.. The Reservoir is on Walnut Hill, in Med- 
ford, near Tufts College. It was constructed with great care. 
The slopes are lined with a puddled walling 2 feet thick, which is 
covered with a facing of 8-inch brick-work up to a line 44 feet from 
the top, where the lining is faced and coped with cut granite ma- 
sonry. Its water surface covers an area of 44 acres, being nearly 
a parallelogram in shape, with a length of 560 feet, and a width of 
350 feet. It is divided into two portions, nearly equal in area and 
contents, by a partition wall, the top of which is 5 feet below high- 
water line, so that when filled or not drawn down 5 feet the reser- ° 
voir has the appearance of one large basin. It is 25 feet in depth, 
the top line of bank being 3 feet above high-water mark; at this 
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level its capacity is 26,244,415 U.S. standard gallons. The top 
water-line is 147 feet above high-water level of the harbor. The 
embankments are 194 feet wide on top, and are laid out with a 
gravel walk 8 feet wide. A roadway, 40 feet wide, passes round 
three sides of the reservoir at the foot of the embankment, and the 
grounds about it are handsomely laid out. The whole lot of land 
connected with the reservoir belonging to the city is about 104 
acres. The Influent and Effluent Chambers are constructed with 
hydraulic brick and cut granite masonry, and are substantial and 
well arranged in every respect. There are three connections with 
the supply mains from the effluent chambers, two of which are with 
the 24-inch cast-iron, and the 30-inch iron and cement supply mains 
which lead to the city, and the other with a 24-inch cast-iron main, 
which extends no further than the college grounds, but with which 
the city of Somerville has connected a 12-inch supply main, which 
runs through a street in the college grounds, known as Packard 
street, to Broadway, in Somerville. The 24-inch cast-iron supply 
main, which is on the east side of Winter Hill, is 16,250 feet in 
length ; and the 30-inch supply main, which is on the west side of 
Winter Hill, is 17,515 feet in length. These two mains will 
hold 1,000,000 gallons. Connected with these mains is a 20-inch 
pipe running through Medford street and connecting at the other 
end with a 16-inch pipe to Chelsea, and a 20-inch pipe to East 
Boston. There is also a 12-inch pipe through Medford street, hav- 
ing the same connections. Through Main street is a 16-inch pipe 
which connects in the City square with the 20-inch pipe to East 
Boston. A 16-inch cast-iron pipe runs through Canal and Wash- 
ington streets to Warren avenue, where it connects with the 20- 
inch main to East Boston, also with the smaller distribution pipes. 
A 16-inch cast-iron main pipe runs from Alford street across Mal- 
den bridge, to the line of the town of Everett, a distance of 3,350 
feet. In this line is included an inverted flexible jointed siphon of 
20-inch pipe across and under the channel of the river. These 
principal pipes are all connected together by smaller pipes, run- 
ning across and around the city and Charlestown District, making 
a very complete circulation. The whole length of distribution 
pipes in Charlestown is about 30 miles. The whole length of dis- 
tribution pipe supplied by water from Mystic Lake, including 
Somerville, Chelsea, and Everett, exclusive of East Boston, is 133 
miles. In Sullivan square, and in the City square, are two large 
ornamental fountains, and there are six cast-iron drinking foun- 
tains in convenient places about the city for the use of man and 
beast, and one stone trough for the use of dumb animals only. 
In the Charlestown District there are 159 Lowry, 33 flush, and 16 
post hydrants. The city own also a lot of land on Medford street, 
with a substantial brick stable upon it, fenced and used for a pipe- 
yard, etc. ‘The whole quantity of land here is 12,807 feet. The 
whole construction account of the Mystic Water Works was 

$1,460,000; and in making up the account, interest on all the 
money used was charged by the City of Charlestown.

PUBLIC INSTITUTIONS. 


The following property is under the charge of the Board of Direc- 
tors for Public Institutions : — 


Derr Istanp.— Containing about 134 acres of upland, and 
about 50 acres of flats, on which is the large brick building known 
as the House or Inpustry. Also a wooden house occupied as a 
House of Reformation for girls, a brick school-house for truant 
boys and a wooden one for pauper girls, a farm-house, brick werk- 
shop and receiving-house, laundry, bakery, and engineer’s house, 
piggery, two large barns, and other buildings ; steamboat wharf and 
another landing-place; stone sheds, farming utensils, live stock, 
merchandise, provisions, tools, etc., required for carrying on the 
Houses of Industry and Reformation and Almshouse. 

RainsForD IsLaAnpD (with the buildings thereon), purchased in 
1871 of the Commonwealth, at a cost ‘of $40,000, containing 11. 
acres. The buildings are occupied by male paupers. 

House oF CorrEcTION AND Lunatic HospitaL. — These institu- 
tions occupy an area of 631,700 feet of upland, to which is ap- 
pended about 1,310,700 feet of flats, which, with the workshops, 
out-houses, and other appendages, the furniture, farming and 
mechanics’ tools and utensils, fire engines, provisions, stock on 
hand for manufacturing and other purposes, horses and other live 
stock, belong to the city. There is in the House of Correction 
workshop a “good steam-engine of twenty horse-power and boiler, 
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with shafting, etc., for carrying the machinery of the contractors, 
and the necessary apparatus for heating the prison workshops and 
chapel with steam. 

New Lunatic Hospitar. — Site for a new Lunatic Hospital in 
the town of Winthrop, containing about 1814 acres, costing 
$28,108.33. In addition to this amount, $20,326.43 have been 
expended for plans for the buildings and sundry items, principally 
taxes on the land paid to the town of Winthrop. 

ALMSHOUSE, ALFORD STREET, CHARLESTOWN District, is situated 
on a lot containing 104,191 feet, near the Everett line, a short dis- 
tance from the Malden bridge. The building is of brick, built in 
1849; is 100 feet long by 45 feet wide, 33 stories high, with two 
wings 39 feet by 19 feet. There are a large barn and other out- 
buildings. 

Austin Farm (West Roxsoury Districr).— The site purchased 
by the city for a Home for the Poor, known as the ‘‘ Austin Farm,” 
contains about 50 acres, and is bounded on the easterly side by 
Back street, on the southerly side by Morton street, on the west- 
erly side by Canterbury street, and on the northerly side by Austin 
Terrace, so called. On this estate are a house occupied by female 
paupers, barn, ice-house, and sheds. 

Marcetta Street Home. — Building formerly occupied by the 
City of Roxbury as an almshouse, and since by the City of Boston 
as a small-pox hospital. Additions and alterations were made in 
1876-77, at a cost of $37,282.91, for the accommodation of pauper 
boys and neglected male children. Contents of lot, 396,448 square 
feet. 

SteampBoaT ‘J. Purnam Braver.” — This boat is 340 tons 
burthen, 140 feet long, 26 feet 3 inches beam, 45 feet breadth over 
all, 8 feet 6 inches deep, and was built at Greenpoint, L.I., in 
1875. Cost, including outfit, $43,836.19. Used for conveying 
prisoners, passengers, provisions, etc., to and from the city to the 
Deer and Rainsford Island Institutions.

HEALTH DEPARTMENT. 


The following property is in charge of the Superintendent of 
FTealth :— 

Soutu Ciry STaBLes, SHops AND SHEDs. — Situated on Albany 
street, on the South Bay Territory, opposite Newton street. The 
lot belonged to the city before being used for this purpose, and 
contains 90,780 feet. The stables and buildings connected there- 
with are of brick. There are also on the premises five wooden 
sheds, used for storing wagons, etc. The stable is two stories 
high, with French roof, and has accommodations for 100 horses. 
Total original cost, exclusive of land, $79,089.23. 

Connected with the stables are blacksmith, wheelwright, and 
harness-makers’ shops, with all the necessary tools, in which the 
wagons, carts, harnesses, etc., used by the department, are con- 
structed and kept j in repair. 

Orrat Depot. — Erected in 1864 on the wharf fronting on 
Albany street, opposite Brookline street, on the other side of the 
dock from that used by the Paving Department. The lot which 
the building occupies, and the yard attached to the same, contain 
32,520 feet, and belonged to the city before being used for that 
- purpose. ‘Total original cost of building, $18,578.89. This build- 
ing is used for the deposit of house offal daily collected in the city 
carts, and which is thence conveyed without the limits of the city 
proper by purchasers of the same. 

West STABLE AND SueEpDs, North Grove street. — The stable is a 
brick building, a story and a half high, 128 feet by 50, located on 
North Grove street, built in 1860, with suitable out-buildings at- 
tached to the same. It has accommodations for 38 horses. The 
lot contains about 33,600 feet. 

HIGHLAND STABLE, on the old Almshouse lot, Highland street, 
containing 81,082 square feet. — A part of this stable and adjoin- 
ing lot is used by the Paving Department. There is on this lot a 
brick stable, which cost $89,594.13. On this lot is an offal- 
shed erected in 1875, at a cost of $4,160.12. 

In 1875 there was a stable erected for 21 horses, on Canal 
street, Charlestown District, at a cost of $5,083.07. Contents 
of lot, 11,803 square feet. 

The Superintendent of Health has charge of the city stables, 
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horses, carts, wagons, etc., necessary for the business of keeping 
the streets and places clean; collecting the house offal, collecting 
the house ashes, dry dirt, etc. A particular inventory and valua- 
tion of the property in his charge, including 198 horses, is 
attached to the Annual Report of the Board of Health to the City 
Council. The estimated value of the whole property at that time 
was about $105,000. 

Prisoners are conveyed to and from the institutions at South 
Boston, and to the Deer Island steamboat, by vehicles furnished 
by this department. 


The following property is in charge of the Board of Health : — 


Fifteen urinals, in different parts of the city, including two re- 
treats for females, one on the Common facing West-street entrance, 
and the other on the Public Garden,— two wooden structures, with 
slated roofs, appropriately furnished; cost of the one on the Com- 
mon, $1,870.00; of the one on the Public Garden, $1,830.00. 

GALLOP’s IsLAND, containing about 16 acres, was purchased in 
1860 for $6,600, used as Quarantine station, on which are a dwell- 
ing-house, barn, coal-shed, small-pox hospital, steamboat wharf, 
and one old building, with the live stock, farming utensils, mer- 
chandise, provisions, tools, etc., for carrying on the Quarantine 
Department. 

Sma.t-pox Hospirat, Canterbury street, West Roxbury Dis- 
trict, built in 1877, Cost of land and buildings, $31,388.78. 
The contents of lot are 4.182 acres. 

STEAMBOAT ‘**SamuEL Litrie.” — This boat is about 47 tons 
burthen, 72 feet in length, 16 feet beam, and 7 feet deep, and was 
built at Boston in 1872. Cost of boat and furniture, $15,229.26. 
Employed in quarantine service. 


PAVING DEPARTMENT.

and storage for material. Between the two buildings, at the en- 
trance to the wharf, is a Fairbanks’ standard scales. The total 
contents of the lot, including wharf and buildings, are about 
37,626 square feet. Cost of buildings, $14,639.74. 
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Fort-Hitt Wuarr, containing 21,054 square feet, placed in 
charge of the Paving Department, May 18, 1874, to be used for 
the landing and storage of paving blocks ‘and gravel, until such 
time as said wharf shall be wanted for the extension of Oliver 
street.. A part of this wharf is occupied by a tenant-at-will, at 
$1,800 per annum. 

South Boston. —Two pieces of land left from an estate on 
Broadway Extension, of about 17,289 square feet, with buildings. 

East Boston. — A wharf lot on Condor street, 70 feet on said 
street, running to Commissioners’ Line, about 800 feet. Adjoin- 
ing this another lot belonging to the Boston Water Works, about 
50 feet front on said’ street, and running down to the Commission- 
ers’ Line. The two make a front of 120 feet on Condor street. 
The wharf lot is under charge of the Paving Department.

299,000 square feet, was purchased in 1870 for the sum of $5,980. 
Upon this lot is a building containing a steam-engine and stone- 
crusher; the building cost $1,200, and the engine and stone- 
crusher, $2,330. ; 

On the AtmsHousE lot, Hancock street, Dorchester District, 
there are two stables, also two sheds, and a tool-house, used by 
this department. 

Lrepcr Lor, on Myrtle street and Bird place, Dorchester Dis- 
trict, containing 81,068 square feet. Upon this lot are a black- 
smith’s shop and a large shed containing a steam engine and 
stone-crusher. This lot was purchased by the town of Dorchester, 
of Stephen Baker, in 1867. 

DOWNER-AVENUE Lot, Dorchester District, containing 95,300 
square feet, purchased by the Paving Department, in 1871, of 
Nathan and Henry N. Sawyer, for the protection of the Alms- 
house lot.

The 
department occupies a small lot on North Grove street, and a 
large one, with water-front, on Albany street, containing 45,120 
square feet, for storage of materials, tools, etc., and also owns a 
lot on Bainbridge and Kingsbury streets, containing 2,640 feet, 
and a Jot near Lamartine street, containing about 32,450 feet, pur- 
chased for a new channel for Stony Brook, and a lot containing 
about 7,600 feet, near Boylston Station, West Roxbury District. 
Also a number of pieces of land, each 30 feet wide, extending 
along the valley of Stony Brook, in West Roxbury District, taken 
by the town for a new channel. In his Annual Report to the City 
Council, January, 1878, the Superintendent of Sewers gives a 
schedule of the tools and other property belonging to this de- 
partment.

CrentTrRAL Cuarity Bureau Buripine, located at the corner of 
Chardon and Hawkins streets, is of brick, with granite trimmings, 
and is occupied by the Overseers of the Poor, the Paymaster of the 
Soldiers’ Relief, and the following charitable societies: Boston 
Provident Association, Industrial Aid Society, Boston Sewing 
Circle, Ladies’ Relief Agency, Young Men’s Benevolent Society, 
German Emigrant Aid Society, Boston Police Relief Association, 
Ladies’ Cooperative Visiting Society, a Society for the Registra- 
tion of Charities, and the Homeopathic Dispensary. The City 
Physician also occupies a room in this building. 

Temporary Home For THE DestituTE, located at the corner of 
Chardon and Bowker streets, is of brick with granite trimmings. 
This building and the one above mentioned were erected on a lot 
the contents of which are 19,962 square feet. The total cost of 
these buildings, with the land and the boiler-house in the rear, was 
$210,494.38. 


PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


In the Public Library and its branches in East Boston, South 
Boston, Roxbury, Dorchester, Charlestown, Brighton, Jamaica 
Plain, and South-End Districts, there are about 350,000 bound 
volumes, besides manuscripts, pamphlets, statuary, and paintings. 
The Tosti engravings embrace 600 in frames, 5,100 in bound 
volumes, and several hundred in portfolios. 


_ SCHOOLS. 


In the Public Schools of the city under the charge of the School 
Committee, 8,522 books, 1,025 music charts, 129 pianos, 129 piano 
stools, 129 piano covers, 64 sets of philosophical apparatus, 2,723 
maps, charts, and globes. 


TRUST FUNDS. 


OVERSEERS OF THE POOR’S FUNDS. 


Trust Funds in the hands of the Overseers of the Poor, Thomas 
F. Temple, Chairman, Frederic W. Lincoln, Treasurer, April 
30, 1878. 

PEMBERTON Funp. — This Fund comprises bequests and gifts 
made to the City of Boston, from 1760 to the present time, from 
“A. B.,” Daniel Oliver, Margaret Blackader, Alice Quick, Annie 
Wheelwright, Mary Ireland, Benjamin Pemberton, Martha Stevens, 
Mrs. H. Driscoll, William Breed, Samuel Eliot, John Coffin Jones, 
Mary Belknap, ‘“* A Citizen of Boston,” Anonymous, Dr. Harriot 
K. Hunt, and George Higginson. The most important, however, 
of the bequests was from Bengamin PEMBERTON, whose will was 
proved June 25, 1782; and for that reason his name has been 
given to the fund. The income of this fund is to be expended, at 
the discretion of the Overseers, in semi-annual payments to the 
poor of this city. The amount of this fund, April 30, 1878, was 
$98,594.67. 

Boytston Funps. — These funds were from a bequest by JoHNn 
Boytston, who died in London. His will was proved June 12, 
1795. One portion of the bequest is ordered to be paid to ‘* Poor 
and decayed householders of the Town of Boston,” ‘‘ not under 
fifty years of age,” ‘‘ persons of good character, and reduced by 
the act of Providence, not by indolence, extravagance, or other 
vice.” ‘The other portion to be applied to ‘* nurture and instruc- 
tion of Poor Orphans and Deserted Children of the Town of Bos- 
ton until fourteen years of age.” 

The Boylston Relief Fund amounted, April 30, 1878, to 
$18,340.62. 

The Boylston Education Fund amounted, April 30, 1878, to 
$105,038.62. 

Mason Funp— Was a bequest of JonatHan Mason, by will 
dated July 15,1798. Interest to be paid annually to the Chaplain 
of the Almshouse or Workhouse. Interest to be added until one 
is appointed. The interest is now paid annually towards the sal- 
ary of the Chaplain of the House of Industry. Amount of Mason 
Fund, April 30, 1878, $8,301.17. 

Dexter Funp— Was a bequest of Samugrt Dexter, by will 
dated May 7, 1811, for supplying firewood or coal to such objects 
of charity as are not supported in the Almshouse, though some- 
times relieved by the Overseers of the Poor. Amount of Dexter 
Fund, April 30, 1878, $2,554.61. ; 

Jerrries Funp — Was a bequest of Davin Jerrries, former 
Town Treasurer. Will dated January, 1786. Income to be ap- 
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plied to the purchase of tea and coffee, chocolate and sugar, for 
the refreshment of those persons who, in the Providence of God,. 
are or shall be obliged to seek refuge in the Almshouse, after hav- 
ing lived reputably, but always giving preference to the pious 
poor. Amount of Jeffries fund, April 80, 1878, $2,401.06. 

Lucy Buttman Cuarrry — Consists of an estate on Cambridge 
and Joy streets in this city, which came into the possession of the 
City of Boston in 1872, in accordance with the will of Lucy Bull- 
man, proved at Probate Court, Suffolk Co., Jan. 9, 1832; in which 
it is provided that, upon the death of certain persons therein 
named, said estate is given to the City of Boston upon condition 
that the estate never be sold, but the income used for the benefit 
of the poor. 

The facts concerning the will of Lucy Bullman are as fol- 
lows :— 

In December, 1828, Lucy Bullman died, leaving a will in which 
she bequeathed her estate on Cambridge street, near Belknap 
(now Joy) street, to three nieces, Sarah and Nancy Haley, and 
Mary B. DeWolfe. In case they died without heirs, the estate 
was to go to John W. Haley, a grand-nephew of the testatrix ; and 
in case of his death without issue, the property was to go to the 
City of Boston, for the benefit of the poor. John W. Haley, the 
grand-nephew, died about two years after the testatrix, and the 
last of the nieces died in 1869.. The brothers and sisters of John 
W. Haley then claimed the property, as the terms of the will were 
that if the nieces died without heirs the property was to go else- 
where; but as they were the heirs of the nieces they claimed that 
the property rightfully belonged to them. The city held that the 
word *‘ heirs” did not mean in that case heirs in its larger sense, 
but simply ‘‘ issue,” as spoken of in relation to the grand-nephew. 
The case went to the court, resting upon the construction to be put 
upon the word *‘ heirs,” which the Supreme Court finally decided 
to mean ‘‘issue.” The property therefore went to the city. The 
estate is valued at about $17,000. Funds on hand, $7,562.56. 

By a vote of the City Council, approved by the Mayor Jan. 4, 
1873, this estate was placed in charge of the Overseers of the 
Poor. 

Davin Sears Cuarity.— This is a fund contributed by the late 
Davip Sears, for the relief of the Poor. 

The amounts formerly held in the Fifty Associates Charity and 
the Searstan Charter House have been transferred to this fund. 

This fund has been largely increased by an amount received 
from the Donation Fund, established by Mr. Sears, of which the 
Fifty Associates were actuaries, and the total amount of ‘* The 
David Sears Charity,” April 380, 1878, was $255,098.97. 

Pierce Fur, Funp.— Legacy left to the city of Charlestown, 
by the late CaLeB Prerce, who died September 7, 1860, and which 
was accepted by the Charlestown City Council, May, 1861. Income 
to be expended in purchasing fuel for indigent widows, whose hus- 
hands had resided in Charlestown at least one year before their 
decease, said widows still continuing to reside in Charlestown. 
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Amount of fund April 80, 1878, $1,500, invested in City of Charles- 
town stock, and $45.60 interest on hand. 

Horton Protestant Poor Founp. — Legacy left to the town of 
Brighton by the late James Horton, in 1863, will probated June 9, 
1863. Income to be expended in purchasing and distributing pro- 
visions among poor and indigent: Protestant families in said town 
of Brighton, on Thanksgiving and other holidays, or just previous 
to such holidays. Unmarried Protestant females to receive a 
liberal share. Amount of fund April 30, 1877, $1,425, invested 
in Town of Brighton bond. Accrued interest, $87.59. Total, 
$1,512.59. 

Horton Prorestant Paurer Funp.—Legacy left to the town 
of Brighton by the late James Horton, for the purpose of furnish- 
ing good and plentiful meals to the Protestant paupers of Brigh- 
ton, on Thanksgiving Day or other holidays. Amount of fund 
April 30, 1878, one certificate of indebtedness of Town of Brigh- 
ton, $1,615.60. Accrued interest, $365.98. Total, $1,981.58.

POLICE CHARITABLE FUND. 


The City Council passed an ordinance June 17, 1870, to take 
effect on its passage, providing that ‘*all moneys received by 
police officers for fees as witnesses, and paid by them into the City 
Treasury, shall be kept as a separate fund, for a period of five 
years,! and be invested and managed by the Mayor, Treasurer, 
and Auditor of the city for the time being, who shall be trustees 
thereof. The income of the said fund shall be applied to the relief 
of persons who have received an honorable discharge from the 
police force by reason of sickness, age, or other inability, and who 
are, in consequence thereof, in necessitous circumstances; and 
also to the relief of the widows and orphans, in necessitous cir- 
cumstances, of police officers who have died while in the service 
of the city. Said trustees may make such rules and regulations 
for the appropriation and disbursement of the interest of said fund 
as they may deem expedient; subject, however, to such orders or 
ordinances as the City Council may from time to time adopt.” 

The trustees consist of the Mayor, Henry L. Pierce, the City 
Treasurer, Charles H. Dennie, and the Auditor of Accounts, 
Alfred T. Turner; Henry L. Pierce, Chairman, and Alfred T. 
Turner, Treasurer and Secretary.

FRANKLIN FUND. 


This is a fund for the encouragement of young mechanics. Dr. 
BENJAMIN FRANKLIN, in his will, gave the inhabitants of Boston, 
in 1791, £1,000 sterling, which he directed to be loaned in sums 
of not more than £60 or less than £15, to one applicant, at 5 per 
cent. interest ; to be repaid in annual instalments of 10 per cent. 
each. ‘These loans are restricted to ‘‘ Young Married Artificers, 


under the age of twenty-five, who have faithfully served an appren- 
ticeship in Boston, so as to obtain a certificate of good moral 
character from at least two respectable citizens, who are willing to 
become their sureties in a bond for the repayment of the money.” 

Dr. Franklin calculated (not anticipating any losses) that the 
one thousand pounds would increase, in the course of one hundred 
years, to one hundred and thirty-one thousand pounds ($582,000) ; 
and of this amount he would have the managers lay out £100,000 
in public works; and the remaining £31,000 he would have con- 
tinue on interest for another term of one hundred years, at the 
end of which time he calculated that the fund would be $4,610,000 ; 
of which $1,610,000 was to be at the disposition of the inhabitants 
of the town of Boston, and the balance to the Government of the 
State. 

The Trustees under the Will are the Selectmen (now Board of 
Aldermen), united with the ministers of the oldest Episcopalian, 
Congregational, and Pr esbyterian Churches in the Town of Boston, 
The first loan was made in May, 1791. 

The Treasurer of the Fund, Samuert F. McCreary, in his annual 
report to the tare makes the statement of its condition, Feb.

SCHOOL TRUST FUNDS. 


CHARLESTOWN ScHoor Trust Funps.— The Legislature of Mas- 
sachusetts, on the 27th of March, 1798, passed an Act to incor- 
porate Richard Devens, Nath’l Gorham, Josiah Bartlett, Aaron 
Putnam, Joseph Hurd, ‘Nath’l Hawkins, Seth Wyman, and their 
successors, Trustees of the Charlestown Free School. On the 18th 
of April the same year, it was ** Voted that the Town Treasurer 
deliver to Aaron Putnam, Esq., Treasurer for the Trustees of the 
Charlestown Free Schools, all the money, bonds, notes of hand, 
etc. (being the property of said free schools), that now are, or 
may come into his, the Town Treasurer’s, hands. 
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By the preamble of the act creating the corporation, the object 
appears to have been a more convenient administration of certain 
real and personal property that had been bequeathed to the town 
for the use of the public schools, and.prevent it from being indis- 
criminately mixed with other property or funds of the town, and 

so lost to the specific use for which it was given.’ 

The charter of the City of Charlestown, after nresatibiiig the 
manner of electing the School Committee, provides that the per- 
sons thus chosen shall have ‘all the powers and privileges, and be 
subject to all the liabilities set forth” in the Act to incorporate 
certain persons by the name of the Trustees of Charlestown Free 
Schools; the act of annexation to Boston provided for the contin- 
uance of this corporation, in the members of the School Com- 
mittee of the City of Boston from the Charlestown District. 

By an Act approved March 18, 1877, the School Committee 
were incorporated and authorized to receive the Charlestown School 
Trust Fund, to ‘* manage said Fund and disburse the income 
thereof within the limits of the former City of Charlestown, ac- 
cording to the tenor of the instruments creating said trust.” 

The following is a statement of the funds, May 1, 1877, from 
the Treasurer, WitiiAm H. Finney : —

One certificate of City of Boston Five per cent. Stock, $1,000 00 
Gipson Scuoot Funp. — This is the bequest of CHrisToPHER 

Gipson for school purposes. He applied for freemanship in the 

town of Dorchester, October, 1630, and was an inhabitant of that 

town as late as 1646, but removed to Boston previous to 1650, in 

which year he assisted in forming the Old North Society. He 

provided by will, about 1674, ‘‘that if anything of his estate 

should remain undisposed of after the payment of his legacies 

therein bequeathed and of his just debts, such remainder of his 

estate should be left to the discretion of his executors to purchase 

some estate for the promoting of learning in the town of Dorches- 

ter.” There remained in the hands of the executors, after com- 

plying with the terms of the will, £104, with which sum the sur- 

viving executor, Daniel Preston, purchased twenty-six acres of 

land at Smelt Brook, and deeded the same, on the sixth day of 

February, 1693, ‘¢to Enoch Wiswell, Samuel Robinson, John Tol- 

man, James Bird, and Increase Sumner, as Trustees aforesaid for 

the time being, and to their successors and assigns forever, in the 

same place, trust, and office, to and for the only sole use and pur- 

pose, benefit, and behoof of the schools of learning in the town of 

Dorchester, and to and for no other use, intent, or purpose whatso- 

ever, absolutely without any manner or condition, redemption, or 

revocation in any wise.” Sales of this land have been made from 

time to time, and the part still held consists of 586,427 square 

feet.

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Lawrence Hien Scuoor Funp. — This is a donation made by 
the late Assorr Lawrence, of Boston, in the year 1844, the 
interest of which is payable annually to the Sub-Committee of the 
Eneuish Higu Scuoon, for the time being; and is by them dis- 
tributed in prizes for the best performances in various branches of 
literature and science in that institution; and in such other re- 
wards to the scholars in that school as the committee shall recom- 
mend.

town of Dorchester shall not have provided and settled sucha 
salary of their own proper gift as shall make up the present salary, 
already settled to be and continued to the full value of £40 a year ; 
in that case, I say, my will is, that until they shall have provided 
and settled a salary of that value of £40 a year, the whole improve- 


ment of this, my gift, shall yearly be paid to the steward of Har- 
vard College, in Cambridge; and at the discretion of the President 
and Fellows thereof, be given toward the encouragement of some. 
well-deserving student there, coming from and belonging to the 
town of Milton, if any such there be, otherwise to some other that 
may deserve it. » 

The terms of this paaeet's were complied with by the authorities 
of the town of Dorchester.

After the receipt of said sum, the city is re- 
quired to spend not less than one thousand dollars in every five 
years, during the twenty-five years next succeeding (7.e., the in- 
come of four thousand dollars, at the rate of five per cent. per 
annum), in the purchase of books in the Spanish and Portuguese 
languages and literature. At the end of twenty-five years the 
income of the said sum is to be expended annually in the purchase 
of books of permanent value, either in the Spanish and Portuguese 
languages, or in such other languages as may be deemed expedient 
by those having charge of the library. ‘The books bequeathed or 
purchased are always to be freely accessible for reference or study, 
but are not to be loaned for use outside of the library building. 
If these bequests are not accepted by the city, and the trusts and 
conditions faithfully executed, the books, manuscripts, and money 
are to be given to the Pr esident and Fellows of Harvard College. 
In order that the city might receive the immediate benefit of 
this contribution, Anna Ticknor, widow of the donor, relinquished 
her right to retain, during her life, the books and manuscripts, and 
placed them under the control of the city, the City Council having 
previously accepted the bequests in accordance with the terms and 
conditions of said will, and the Trustees of the Public Library 
received said bequests in behalf of the city, and made suitable 
arrangement for the care and custody of the books and manuscripts.

This is a donation made in June, 18638, by a literary association 
of young men in Boston, who, at the dissolution of the association, 
authorized its trustees, Thomas Minns, John J. French, and J. 
Franklin Reed, to dispose of the funds on hand in such manner 
as to them should seem judicious. They elected to bestow it on 
the Public Library, attaching to it the following conditions: ‘ In 
trust, that the income, but the inceme only, shall, year by year, be 
expended in the purchase of books of permanent value for the use 
of the free Public Library of the city, and, as far as practicable, of 
such a character as to be of special interest to young men.”

TREADWELL BEQuest. — By the will of the late Danizrn Treap-

who died February 27, 1872, he left the residue of his estate, after 
payment of debts, legacies, etc., in trust to his executors, to hold 
during the life of his wife for her benefit, and after her decease to 
divide the residue then remaining in the hands of the trustees as 
therein provided, and convey one-fifth part thereof to the Trustees 
of the Public Library of the City of Boston. | 

The City Council have accepted said bequest, and authorized the 
Trustees of the Public Library to receive the same and invest it in 
the City of Boston Bonds, the income of which is to be expended 
by said trustees in such manner as they may deem for the best 
interests of the Library. 

Harris Funp. — Bequest of Caartorre Harris, late of Boston, 
the object of which is stated in the following extract from her will: 
‘I give to the Charlestown Public Library $10,000.00, to be in- 
vested on interest, which interest is to be applied to the purchase 
of books published before 1850. I also give to said Public Library 
my own private Library, and the portrait of my grandfather, 
Richard Devens.” Bequest accepted by City Council, July 31, 
1877.

Dorcuester Brancn Lisrary Trust Funp.—The proprietors 
of the Dorchester and Milton Circulating Library transferred the 
books and funds belonging to that organization to the Public 
Library of the City of Boston, the Trustees of the Public Library 
having established a delivery at Dorchester Lower Mills.

CITY HOSPITAL FUNDS. 


Goopnow Funp. — Etisua Goopnow, of South Boston (formerly 
Ward XII.), who died in the year 1851, and whose will is dated 12th 
July, 1849, bequeathed to the city ‘‘ all the rest and residue of his 
estate, real and personal, not otherwise disposed of,” for the pur- 
pose of establishing, in the Eleventh or Twelfth Wards of the city; 
a Hospital for the sick. One-half of said funds to be applied for 
the establishment and maintenance of free beds, which should 
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always be at. the disposal and under the control of the Officers of 
the Government of said Hospital for the time being. Under this 
will the city came into possession of certain real estate, situated 
on Cross street, which has been disposed of, and has produced the 
sum of $16,500, which has been invested in City of Boston Six 
per cent. Stock. Also a lot of land on Third street, South Boston, 
containing 6,6834 feet, which was disposed of in 1867 for 
$4,633.25, of which $4,000 has been invested in City of Boston 
Five per cent. Stock, and the balance ($633.25) remained-.in the 
City Treasury, at interest, until it amounted to $1,000, and was 
invested in a City of Boston Six per cent. Currency Note. 

Nicnors Funp. — Lawrence Nicuors, who died in September, 
1862, made the following bequest to the city: ‘I give to the City 
of Boston, towards the establishment and endowment of a City 
Hospital, in case such Hospital shall have been established at the 
time of my decease, the sum of one thousand dollars.” And in 
case such Hospital should not have been established by the city at 
the time of his decease, he directed the same amount to be depos- 
ited with the Massachusetts Hospital Life Insurance Company, and 
suffered to accumulate, by the addition of interest, until such a 
Hospital should be established. 

The executor of the will, William Perkins, has paid into the 
treasury nine hundred and thirty-seven dollars and twenty-five 
cents ($937.25), being the amount devised, less the Internal 
Revenue Tax on the same, and $530.50, as one of the ‘ residuary 
legatees in the United States,” from the surplus remaining undis- 
posed of. The $937.25, with the accumulated interest thereon, 
_has been invested in a certificate of City Stock for $1,000. The 
balance, $530.50, remained at interest until it amounted to $1,000, 
and was invested in a City of Boston Six per cent. Currency 
Note. 

Norcross Funp. — Donation of Orrs Norcross, late Mayor of 
the city, the interest of which is to furnish clothing to indigent 
patients when leaving the Hospital.

The City Council of the City of Charlestown, in August, 1866, 
accepted the bequests made in the will of the late Jacos Foss, who 
died in Charlestown, June 2, 1866. 

The said bequests to the city are contained in the twenty-second 
and twenty-third clauses of the will of the late Jacob Foss, which 
are as follows, viz. : — 


** Twenty-Second. — Having adopted the City of Charlestown for 
my residence, and shared its vicissitudes for more than forty years 
past, and feeling a lively interest in its future prosperity, as also 
sympathizing fully with its patriotic citizens in the utility of cele- 
brating the anniversary of the battle of Bunker Hill, that it may 
remind all classes of citizens, particularly the young, to guard with 
jealousy their homes and domestic institutions, to see that no in- 
ternal discord or foreign influence comes in to destroy the harmony 
and security we now feel on the soil of Bunker Hill, made sacred 
by the blood of our ancestors, I give and bequeath to the said City 
of Charlestown the sum of Two Thousand Dollars, on condition 
that the same be accepted by the said city, and invested so as to 
produce an income of not less than six per centum’ per annum, 
which shall be expended yearly for the celebration of the seven- 
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teenth day of June, for either or all of the following purposes, viz. : 
‘ Ringing the bells, firing salutes, music, or decorating the streets.’ 

*¢ Twenty- Third. — It is my desire that the ‘ United States Flag’ 
shall forever float upon and around the battle-field: of the Revolu- 
tion; that the Stars and Stripes may be hailed in the future, as in 
the present and past, with that enthusiasm and. glory reminding 
the loyal and patriotic of their duty to their country, and its insti- 
tutions, to their homes and families, to God and Liberty, in case 
of rebellion or foreign invasion, to stimulate and encourage them 
for its protection. 

‘*¢ For this purpose I give and bequeath to the City of Charles- 
town the sum of Two Thousand Dollars, on condition that the 
same be accepted and invested by the city, so as to yield an income 
of not less than six per centum per annum, which income shall be 
laid out annually in ‘United States Flags’ for the use of said city 
within its present limits; and it is my earnest wish that the flags 
so purchased may be used on all proper occasions, so that not 
more than two years’ purchases shall be on hand at any time.” 
Two certificates of City of Boston Six per cent. 

Stock, $2,000 each, $4,000 00 


BABCOCK MUSIC FUND. 


By the will of the late ArcniBALp Bascock, who died Aug. 10, 
1862, the sum of $3,000 was bequeathed to the City of Charles-

gard being had to the qualities and abilities of musicians, and the 
expense thereof, of all which the said city shall determine, as [ 
have confidence that my wishes will be respected, and as said 
income is to be expended by the city.”

By his will, made in 1813, he directed that the income 
of a portion of his real estate should be applied to certain benev- 
olent purposes, among which were the endowment of places for 
religious worship, and the establishing and supporting of Public 
Schools in South Boston, in such a way and manner as, in the 
opinion of certain Trustees, should most tend to the benefit and 
advantage of the inhabitants of said section.

APPROPRIATIONS 


FOR THE FINANCIAL YEAR 1878-1879, 


And anestimate of the Ways and Means of meeting the same. 


By the sixth section of the Ordinance on Finance, the Auditor 
of Accounts is required to lay before the City Council, in the 
month of February, annually, an estimate of the amount of money 
necessary to be raised to meet the expenditures of the then ensu- 
ing financial year, under the respective heads of Appropriation, 
together with an estimate of the Ways and Means of paying the 
same. 

Such estimates were duly made, and laid before the City Coun- 
cil in February last; they were referred to a special committee, by 
whom an order was reported which finally passed the City-Council. 

That order was in substance as follows :— — 

It is hereby ordered by the City Council, That to defray the ex- 
penditures of the City of Boston and the County of Suffolk, for the 
financial year commencing with the first day of May, 1878, and 
ending with the last day of April, 1879, the following sums of 
money be and the same are hereby respectively appropriated for 
the objects and purposes explained in the Auditor’s Estimates and 
in the applications of the various Committees and Boards. 

And it is further ordered, That no money shall be expended, and 
no debt be incurred, for any object or purpose for which a specific 
appropriation is herein made, beyond the amount which is so 
specifically appropriated, except as herein authorized; provided, 
however, that any sums of money which may be subscribed or con-

The statement of taxes for the years 1869 to 1874 inclusive, which 
remained uncollected at the date when the Collector’s Department was 
organized, is based upon the report and list resulting from actual 
recount of the Assessors’ manuscripts, submitted by the Joint Stand- 
ing Committee on the Treasury Department, October 4, 1875 (City 
Document No. 104), and accepted by the City Council. Subsequent 
examination has shown that the recount then made was not in all 
respects accurate. 

For the more remote years the footings upon the collection books 
have been taken as substantially correct. 

Included in the taxes and betterments reported as uncollected is 
the sum of $70,784.80, assessed upon land since taken by the United 
States as the site for the new Post-office. The City Government peti- 
tioned Congress in November, 1877, for payment of these claims. 

There remains in the hands of the Collector, subject to the demand 
of the owners, $19.17, residue from sales of real estate for unpaid 
assessments. 

The receipts of the past year from taxes, as well as from other 
sources of revenue, show a marked improvement upon those of the 
two preceding years. The aggregate of all uncollected balance is less 
by $858,925.32 than that exhibited in the Collector’s account of 
April 30, 1877.

The Joint Standing Committee on Treasury Department, to whom 
was referred the accounts of the City and County Treasurer and the 
City Collector, for the year ending April 30, 1878, having completed 
the examination of the accounts, beg leave to submit the following 
report :— 


The committee found that the accounts of both the Treasurer- and 
Collector corresponded with the receipts and vouchers on file. The 
cash in the hands of the Treasurer and bank deposits were examined 
May 28, and found to be correct. The Treasurer’s trial balance of 
same date was found to be correctly taken off, and accompanied by 
the proper vouchers. The cash held by the Treasury Department for 
amounts outstanding upon pay-rolls was examined and found to be 
correct. The trial balance and assets of the Dorchester Trust Funds 
were found to be correct. 

' The City Collector’s report of collections on account of the City of 
Basin and County of Suffolk was examined. The items have been 
placed to the credit of the several accounts to which they belong, and 
the total amount of collections agrees with the amount receipted for 
by the Treasurer. The Collector’s trial balance to April 30, 1878, 
was examined and found correct, and the amount of collections from 
May 1 to May 28 was found to agree with the amount received by 
the Treasurer during that time. 

The amount of all outstanding bills, bonds, ete., as certified to by the 
Auditor of Accounts, corresponded with the Collector’ s trial balance. 
The bonds for public improvements and public lands and the abate- 
ments upon the same were found to be corrrect.

The Joint Special Committee on Public Parks, to whom 
was referred the annexed communication from the Park 
Commissioners in relation to the filling, grading, surveying, 
and laying out of the Back Bay Park, having considered the 
subject, beg leave to submit the following 


REPORT : — 


The communication gives in detail the expenditures under 
the order of Feb. 12, 1878, and also the amount of work 
which has been performed. 

It will be seen that substantial progress has been made in 
filling the entrances to the park, while, at the same time, 
employment has been afforded to a large number of citizens 
who were in need thereof. 

The object of the City Council in making the appropria- 
tion, namely, affording relief to persons out of employment 
and receiving in the form of completed work a fair equiva- 


lent for the amount expended, has thus been accomplished, 
and the result proves the wisdom of the measure. 

The committee are informed that the appropriation is now 
nearly exhausted, and that work must soon stop unless an 
additional appropriation is made. 

Your committee believe that it is for the interest of the 
city to continue the work, and to that end would respectfully 
recommend the passage of the following order.

The amount of material delivered at Boylston entrance 
from March 11 to May 15 is 10,419 loads, received from 
various sources; delivered at Longwood entrance from 
March 25 to May 15, from Parker Hill, 26,665 loads; 
from other sources. 2,308 loads; a total of 28,973 loads; 

making a total at both entrances of 5,367} squares. 

In addition to the above, the Health Department has 
delivered ashes, under the order of January 4, as follows: 
at Boylston entrance, 2,495 loads; at Westland entrance, 
14,313 loads; at Longwood entrance, 1,467 loads; a total 
of 18,275 loads, or about 3,500 squares. 

Boylston entrance has been filled to grade 14 from Par- 
ker street to the park, 300 feet in length by 80 feet in 
width, and the park road from this to ‘the Westland en- 
trance, 731 feet in length by 57 feet in average width, 
making an area of 65,900 square feet. 

Longwood entrance has been filled to grade 16 from 
Brookline avenue, 246 feet in length by 200 feet, mostly, in 
width, making an area of 48,910 square feet. Westland 
entrance has been filled to an average grade of 14}, making 
an area of 40,800 square feet; giving a total area filled at 
the three entrances of 155,610 square feet. 

The pay-rolls of the last month represent 78 owners of 
teams, working about 350 carts. As many as 1,500 loads 
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per day have been delivered, but since other work has 
offered the average has fallen to about 1,000. 

The balance of the appropriation remaining on May 15 
will be expended early in June, and the Commissioners 
therefore ask you to consider the propriety of further appro- 
priation for continuing the work. The Commissioners are 
of the opinion that it is for the interests of the city to pros- 
ecute the filling of the entrances and the exterior park 
road, south of Boylston-street extension, by moderate appro- 
priations from time to time ; both as a necessary preliminary 
to the future improvement of the park proper, and in order 
to afford opportunity and inducement to the owners of 
adjacent lands to improve the same and place them upon the 
market. 

The City Engineer has supplied the following estimate 
of the amount of material required for filling the above- 
mentioned entrances and road:—_ '

The Commissioners are advised that contracts have recently 
been made for the widening of Parker street with gravel 
brought in cars over the Boston and Providence Railroad, 
and that in this connection advantageous terms may be made 
for the filling of the park road, parallel with the said street. 
The material so received will be better adapted to the pur- 
pose than that heretofore used, and not more expensive to 
the city. The filling at other points can be continued as at 
present until the supply of material is exhausted.

ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


Trustees of Mout Hope Cemetery, 


To the Honorable City Council: — 


The Trustees of Mount Hope Cemetery beg leave to sub- 
mit their twentieth annual report for the financial year 
1877-78. 

The total amount at the disposal of the Trustees during 
the year was $32,897.03. This sum includes the appropria- 
tion by the City Council of $14.700, and an unexpended 
balance from the preceding year of $1,825.61. 

The receipts from the ordinary sources of revenue were 
$16,370.42, an increase of $1,243.44 over the amount of the 
year 1876-77. The amount expended on all objects during 
the year was $32,366.55, or $39.83 more than was expended 
in the preceding year; leaving a balance of $530.48, as will 
be seen by the subjoined statement of the expenses. 

During the past year, apart from the usual wants of the 
cemetery, there have been no objects demanding an extraor- 
dinary outlay ; the Trustees have, therefore, endeavored to 
confine their expenditures to those objects that were impera- 
tive in their requirements. While they have been careful 
in the use of the means placed in their hands, they have 
‘been aware that the trust committed to them is a pecu- 
liar one, differing widely from some others. The existence 
of other cemeteries, carried on at great expense, and 
conducted with a considerate regard for the sentiments of a 
large community, fastidious in their desires and tastes, ren- 
ders it necessary that Mount Hope should not offer too 
marked a contrast. In deferring to this feeling, the Trustees

believe they have acted wisely; and they are gratified in 
being able to report that at no previous period has the 
cemetery been more attractive, or better prepared to meet 
the wants of the community. 

The number of lots sold during the year was 49, for which 
was received $8,976.25, an increase of $1,596.55 from this 
source. 

A large amount of work has been performed during the 
year, which is manifest in the general appearance of the 
grounds. Much of this labor has been directed to the im- 
provement of the older portions of the cemetery. Several 
hedges have been removed from lots, and other alterations 
made, that have long marred the attractiveness of the grounds. 
Oak and linden trees, which soil and stain the monuments, 
have been removed at the request of lot-owners, and in many 
places sugar maples, which are clean and sweet, and par- 
ticularly in the autumn very handsome, substituted in their 
places. Many early flowering shrubs, together with over 
100,000 green-house plants, have been set out. 

In addition to the ordinary care of the cemetery, 1,050 
feet of avenues have been made, a considerably larger 
amount than was constructed in the preceding year, together 
with 1,085 feet of walks. All this work has been performed 
in the most thorough and substantial manner; the avenues 
having been underlaid with a firm bed of stone, obtained in 
grading lots, thus forming an admirable and effectual mode 
of draining the grounds. 

Among the most valuable and interesting additions to the 
cemetery during the past year was that of the monument 
erected in the Odd Fellows’ lot. This monument was pub- 
licly dedicated on the 13th of June last with appropriate 
ceremonies, which were witnessed by a large number of 
visitors and members of the order. ‘This monument, unique 
in its design, and most beautiful and expressive in its work- 
manship, forms an attraction such as few cemeteries possess. 
While it adds a great permanent value to the cemetery, it 
speaks most eloquently in praise of the association whose 
charities it so striking commemorates. 

Besides this, several handsome monuments, and about 100 
tablets have been erected, and five lots finished with orna- 
mental posts and steps. 

20 full-sized lots, each of 300 superficial square feet, and 
62 half-size lots, all in eligible locations, have been graded, 
a sufficient number, it is supposed, to meet the demand during 
the present season. 

The Trustees are gratified in being able to state that there 
is a growing disposition on the part.of lot-owners to arrange 
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Mount Horr CEMETERY. 3 


for the perpetual care of their lots. This is a desirable and 
prudent step for them, and is of advantage to the cemetery : 
it relieves the owners of all apprehensions regarding the 
future welfare of their lots, and contributes to the general 
good appearance of the grounds. 

The Trustees would here advert to the contemplated pur- 
chase of a lot of land at the westerly end of the cemetery, 
desired for the purpose of enlarging that portion of the 
grounds laid out for the burial of the poor. An appropria- 
tion has already been made for the purchase by the City 
Council, but the arrangements have not yet been completed. 
As the measure will soon become one of urgent necessity, 
the ‘Trustees hope soon to effect a settlement. 

The arrangements made with the Metropolitan Horse Rail- 
road Co. for the conveyance of passengers to the cemetery 
for several years past, have proved convenient to the public, 
and have been of manifest advantage to the cemetery. A 
similar arrangement has been made for the present season, 
which promises to be equally satisfactory. 

The report of the Committee on Accounts, on the receipts 
and expenditures for the year is annexed.

JOINT SPECIAL COMMITTEE ON IMPROVED SEWERAGE 


ON THE SUBJECT OF 


ABATING 


THE 


ROXBURY CANAL NUISANCE, 


In Boarp oF ALDERMEN, June 10, 1878. 


The Joint Special Committee on Improved Sewerage, to 
whom was referred, among the unfinished business of last 
year, the subject of abating the nuisance in and about the 
Roxbury Canal, and who were directed to consider and 
report upon the most expedient way of abating said nui- 
sance, having considered the subject, beg leave to submit the 
following 


REPORT. 


The petitions of David W. Cheever and others, A. D. 
Williams and others, and Joshua Merrill and others, for the 
immediate abatement of the nuisance, were referred to the 
committee, and two hearings were given to the petitioners, 
at which evidence was submitted to show the extent of the 
nuisance and the annoyance which it occasions. 

Your committee deem it unnecessary to state at length the 
history or causes, or to describe in detail the present condi- 
tion, of the nuisance. These facts are fully stated in the 
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Report of the Committee on Health to the City Council of 
1877 (City Document 92, 1877), in the Minutes of the City 
Council for 1877, and in the Fifth Annual Report of the 
Board of Health (City Document 67, 1877). 

That a nuisance exists which is injurious to the health and 
detrimental to the interests of that section of the city, has 
been shown beyond question. The canal is an open slough or 
sewer into which is constantly poured the filth of the sewage 
and drainage of more than three hundred acres and two thou- 
sand seven hundred houses, a volume and quantity so 
large that the force of the tide is insufficient to carry 
it out to sea, leaving it there, in the immediate vicinity 
of dwellings, places of business, and especially of the 
City Hospital, to putrefy and send its sickening odors 
and poisonous exhalations over a large section of the city, 
and, as a necessary consequence, depreciating the value of 
all property in its vicinity. Your committee have had 
much less difficulty in coming to the conclusion that it is 
the duty of the city to abate the nuisance than they have in 
regard to the best and most expedient method and means of 
doing it. In their desire to avoid any large expenditures of 
money at the present time, they have considered the plan 
of diverting the sewage which now empties into it therefrom, 
and of dredging and cleaning out, so far as possible, the 
canal, and of allowing it to remain opén for the use of 
the small vessels which bring coal, wood, bricks, etc., to 
the wharves upon it; thus avoiding at the present time 
the large expense attending the closing and filling up of the 
canal with solid earth. This plan would probably afford 
some temporary relief from the nuisance, but the difficulties 
of such dredging, in view of the condition of the old wharves, 
and the risks of injury to themare not inconsiderable. Besides, 
such dredging would have to be done, probably, every season, 
to the great annoyance and discomfort, for the time being at 
least, of all who live in the vicinity, or who are engaged in 
business on its wharves, and it would never be a complete, 
effectual removal of the nuisance. The canal would still be a 
receptacle and sink of garbage and filth, foul to sight and 
smell, in the midst of dwelling-houses, factories, and stores. 
Its continuance will also require the continued maintenance 
of the Albany-street drawbridge over it, at an expense 
greatly disproportionate to the shipping which passes through 
it; and this draw-bridge would probably have to be re- 
built in three or four years, at an expense of about forty- 
five thousand dollars. Your committee believe that within 
a very few years East Chester park will be extended 
eastward across the canal; it is in fact now contemplated ; 


- 
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and if the canal is left open another bridge and draw must 
be built and maintained within about one hundred and twenty 
feet of the aforesaid Albany-street bridge. They have also 
arrived at the conclusion that, in the wotk of constr ucting 
the Intercepting Sewer, into which all the sewage now 
flowing into the canal will be turned, the most expedient 
course is for it to cross the canal in the proposed line of the 
extension of East Chester park ; and much expense and diffi- 
culty of a siphon and other works incident to constructing 
this sewer across or through the canal if left open would be 
avoided if the canal could he filled up with solid earth around 
the sewer. 

Your committee have endeavored to obtain from the owners 
of property in the canal prices for which they would convey 
such property to the city. The owners of the three estates, 
called the Dow estate, the Evans estate, and the Lewis estate, 
have signed agreements, now in possession of the city, by 
which they severally agree to fix as a measure of damage, if 
the city should take their lands and docks under the act 
hereafter mentioned, one dollar and fifty cents per square 
foot for land, and seventy-five cents per square foot for the 
dock or water, and taxes for 1878. An examination of 
the titles shows that about 12,863 feet of dock can be taken 
and filled up under said act, without payment of damage 
therefor; the fee of another portion of the land and dock is 
also in the Trustees of the Roxbury Grammar School, for 
the taking of which the city will have to pay less damage 
probably than if it was owned by the present proprietors, so 
called, in fee-simple. 

There are in the three estates above mentioned, according 
to the plan of the City Surveyor, about 88,138 feet of land, 
and about 24,324 feet of dock or water. ‘The other owners 
of property in the canal either refuse to name a price or 
refuse to name such a price as that they feel justified in 
recommending the city to pay by way of purchase. 

The whole cost of i improvement, if the property should be 
taken under the act, is estimated as follows : —

The buildings on the territory are of very little value, and 
in the measure of damages above stated the proprietors re- 
serve the, right to remove them; therefore they are not in- 
cluded in the estimate. 

When completed, the city would own 231,565 feet of 
land, which, at one dollar and fifty cents per square foot, 
would amount to $347,347.50, or if said land could only 
sell for one dollar per square foot, the net expense and cost 
of the improvement to the city would be $108,897.00, 
which sum we believe would be less than what the total ex- 
penses, costs, and damage incident to dredging and keeping 
the canal open and bridging it, as before stated, for the next 
twenty years would amount to. 

Your committee, after a careful examination of all mat- 
ters bearing upon this matter and upon the construction 
of the new sewer also, are of the opinion that it is for the in- 
terest of the city to take said land and dock, under said act, 
and they recommend the passage of the following order.

provided among other things as follows, viz. : — 


SecTION 1. The City of Boston may purchase or other- 
wise take for the purpose of abating the nuisance now exist- 
ing in and about the Roxbury Canal, so called, the lands and 
easements, with the buildings and other fixtures thereon, 
situate and lying within the district hereinafter bounded and 
described, to wit: commencing at the junction of Harrison 
avenue and the northerly line of East Chester park, and 
thence running by said northerly line of East Chester park, 
produced in an easterly direction, across the said Roxbury 
Canal to Swett street; thence by the northerly line of 
Swett street to Northampton street; thence by the north- 
erly line of Northampton street to Harrison avenue; and 
thence by the easterly line of Harrison avenue to the point 
of beginning. | 

Said city shall, within sixty days from the timeit shall 
take said lands or easements, file in the office of the Registry 
of Deeds for the County of Suffolk a description of the lands 
or easements so taken as certain, as is required in a common 
conveyance of land, and a statement that the same are taken 
pursuant to the provisions of this act; which said. descrip- 
tion and statement shall be signed by the mayor of said city, © 
and the title to all lands and easements so taken shall vest 
in the City of Boston; and if any party whose land or ease- 
ment is taken shall agree with the said city upon the damage 
done to him by the said taking, the same shall be paid to 
him by the said city forthwith. And it shall be the duty of 
the City of Boston forthwith to raise the grade of the terri- 
tory so purchased or taken by filling up the same, including 
that portion of the Roxbury Canal lying within the described 
district, with good clean earth or gravel, and with reference 
to a complete drainage thereof, so as to abate the present 


nuisance and to preserve the health of the city. 
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Now, therefore, know all men by these Presents, That the 
said City of Boston, by virtue of the power and authority 
in said act given, and pursuant to the provisions thereof, has 
taken, and by these presents does take, the following de- 
scribed parcel of land, situated within the limits described in 
said act, bounded and described as follows, viz. : commencing 
at the junction of Harrison avenue and the northerly line of 
East Chester park; and thence running by said northerly 
line of East Chester park, produced in an easterly direction, 
across the said Roxbury Canal to Swett street; thence by 
the northerly line of Swett street to Northampton street ; 
thence by the northerly line of Northampton street to Harri- 
son avenue; and thence by the easterly line of Harrison 
avenue to the point of beginning. 

The said parcel of land is shown on a plan made by 
Thomas W. Davis, City Surveyor, bearing date June 1, 
1878, and deposited in the office of the said City Surveyor. 

To have and to hold the same to the said City of Boston, 
its successors and assigns, to its and their sole use and 
behoof forever, agreeably to the provisions of the said act. 

I, Henry L. Pierce, Mayor of the City of Boston, do 
hereby approve of the foregoing instruments, and of the 
action of the City Council in the premises; and, in accord- 
ance with the provisions of the act referred to in said instru- 
ment, I hereby certify that the lands described in said 
instrument were and are taken pursuant to the provisions 
of the said act. °

MINORITY REPORT. 


The undersigned respectfully dissents from thé report of 
the majority of the Committee on Improved Sewerage in 
relation to abating the nuisance in Roxbury Canal, and begs 
leave to submit his reasons therefor. . 

While I agree with the majority of the committee, that 
the nuisance should be abated, I am opposed to the plan 
which they recommend, believing that one less costly and 
fully as effectual can be adopted. Jam of the opinion that 
the cost of abating the nuisance by the plan recommended 
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in the majority report will greatly exceed the estimate. It 
will be noticed that a price has been agreed upon for less 
than one-half of the land which will be taken, comprising 
the least valuable estates in the district. The owners of the 
other estates demand a higher price, and will probably claim 
heavy damages on account of the injury to their business. 
Expensive litigation will follow, and when a final settlement 
is reached it will be found that the land has cost the city 
not only much more than its present value, but also much 
more than it will be worth for many years to come. It isa 
mistake to believe that the value of the property will be 
enhanced by the improvement sufficiently to repay the cost. 
The property is situated in a locality where any rapid 
advance in the price of real estate is not to be looked for, 
and in view of the large amount of unproductive real estate 
which the city is now carrying, it appears to be unwise to 
add to the burden. 

The expensive plan recommended in the majority report 
appears to be unnecessary in view of the fact that works are 
now in progress, which will, when completed, abate the 
nuisance. ‘The intercepting sewer, connected with the im- 
proved system of sewerage, will be completed in a year from 
next fall, and will take the drainage which is now carried 
into the canal. In consideration of this, the expenditure of 
three or four hundred thousand dollars for a purpose which 
will be accomplished by other means in so short a time 
appears unwise. I am, therefore, of the opinion that 
temporary measures of relief only should be adopted at the 
present time. 

From a personal examination of the territory I am satisfied 
that the nuisance can be effectually abated by building a sewer 
which will intercept the sewers that now empty into the canal, 
and thus remove the cause of the evil. The canal should 
then be thoroughly cleaned out and all deposits of sewage 
removed by pumping. A temporary sewer, extending 
through Swett street, to discharge at some convenient spot 
on the southerly side of that street, can be built for about 
twelve thousand dollars. Such a sewer will be required to 
carry out the plan recommended in the majority report. It 
will cost about two thousand dollars to clean the canal. 

I believe that if this plan is adopted the Roxbury Canal 
nuisance will be completely abated and a large sum saved to 
the city; and for the purpose of carrying it into effect, I 
would respectfullygrecommend the passage of the following 
order. 


GEORGE L. THORNDIKE. 
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Ordered, That for the purpose of abating the nuisance in 
Roxbury Canal, the Committee on Sewers be requested to 
divert the sewage which now flows into said canal from the 
Albany-street sewer, by means of an intercepting sewer 
running through Swett street and discharging into the South 
Bay, and to thoroughly cleanse said canal; the expense 
thereof, not exceeding fourteen thousand dollars, to be 
charged to the appropriation for Sewers.

To the Honorable the City Council : — 


GENTLEMEN, — In compliance with the request of the City 
Council, contained in the joint order of the 30th January last, 
I have conferred with the Directors for Public Institutions 
and the State authorities in relation to the transfer of the 
patients from the Lunatic Hospital at South Boston to the 
State Asylum at Danvers, and beg leave to submit, as the re- 
sult of such conference, the several communications appended 
hereto. 

It will be seen, by reference to the date of the last com- 
munication received from the State authorities, that the delay 
on the part of the Mayor in transmitting the result of the 
conference has been unavoidable. In the mean time the 
views of the Directors for Public Institutions, received by the 
Mayor on the 15th May, have been communicated directly to 
the City Council in the annual report of the Board for the 
year ending April 30. 
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The new State Hospital at Danvers, — erected, as stated in 
the report of a committee of the Legislature, for the purpose 
of relieving this city from the expense of maintaining an in- 
stitution of its own,—was opened for the reception of 
patients soon after the first of May, with accommodations 
for 450. It appears that the five State institutions for the in- 
sane (exclusive of the Danvers Hospital) contained, in 
the latter part of last April, 2,225 patients, and that those 
institutions could not reasonably accommodate more than 
2,100. The agent of the Board of State Charities has ex- 
pressed the opinion that within eighteen months all the hos- 
pitals, including the one at Danvers, will be full without 
taking a single patient from South Boston. The duty of the 
County of Suffolk, in the matter of furnishing a suitable re- 
ceptacle for the insane persons committed by the courts, or 
returned by trustees of the State hospitals to this city as the 
place of their legal settlement, is sufficiently set forth in the 
last communication from the Board of State Charities, and in 
the extracts from the statutes which are appended. 

In 1871 a member of the Board of Directors for Public 
Institutions estimated that the annual saving to the city by 
transferring the insane paupers to the State hospitals, and 
discontinuing the city hospital, would amount to $37,771, 
there being included in the account which produced this re- 
sult the interest on a new establishment for the city estimated 
to cost $500,000. Since then the cost of maintaining the 
hospital at South Boston has been considerably reduced ; and 
the present Board of Directors are of the opinion that the 
discontinuance of the hospital, and the removal of the two 
hundred patients to Danvers, would result ina larger expen- 
diture on the part of the city, even without providing another 
receptacle for the insane, than would be incurred by main- 
taining it with its present number of inmates. In view, 
therefore, of the statement that there will apparently be no 
saving to the city from the discontinuance of the South Bos- 
ton hospital, and in view, also, of the desire on the part of 
the patients now in that -hospital to be allowed to remain 
there, the Directors are unanimously of opinion that it would 
not be wise to make the change proposed. The transfer of 
the patients could be made only by an order of court; and 
upon the expediency of applying for such an order the Board of 
State Charities decline to express any opinion. The Trustees 
of the new State hospital announce their readiness to 
receive all patients, up to the number of 459, which may 
be committed or transferred to the institution of which 
they have charge, but hesitate to express any opinion as to 
the expediency of the city’s discontinuing its local hospital 
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and relying upon the State to furnish accommodations at 
Danvers for all the insane paupers from this section of the 
State. 

Upon the representations made by the Boston Board of 
Directors, it would not seem to be advisable, at this time, to 
ask the court to transfer the inmates of the city hospital to 
Danvers; although it is admitted that the facilities for 
curative treatment furnished at the State institution are 
greatly superior to those now furnished by the city. 

If all the insane persons hereafter committed from this 
county were, with the exception of a few cases having special 
claims to local treatment, sent to Danvers, the number in the 
hospital at South Boston would soon be reduced so that 
better accommodations could be provided for those who re- 
main; and that institution might be continued in the future 
more as a receptacle for the insane, such as the State law 
requires, than as a hospital for curative treatment. 

I cannot concur in the recommendation with which the 
Directors conclude the expression of their views, — that at 
no distant day a new hospital should be erected by the 
city. Whenthe Danvers hospital is completed and fully fur- 
nished, it will accommodate 600 patients; and if the present 
policy of the State is continued, there is no probability that 
the city will ever have its insane paupers returned from the 
State hospitals on account of the inability of the Trustees of 
those institutions to provide accommodations for them. In 
the last report of the Board of State Charities it is stated 
that, with the exception of the hospital at South Boston and 
the receptacle at Ipswich, there are no institutions in this 
State for the care and maintenance of the insane which are 
supported by local taxation. When the number of insane 
persons dependent upon the cities and towns in the State 
exceeds the accommodations which can be provided in the 
present State hospitals, those hospitals will undoubtedly be 
enlarged, or new ones will be erected to meet the require- 
ments of the times. 

It was well said by a minority of the Board of Directors 
in 1872, “The duty of providing for the care and treatment 
of the insane naturally devolves upon the State. It is a duty 
that could not with safety or propriety be left to the several 
cities and towns, or to the counties. The State, by having 
control of several institutions, the services of a special Board 
of Trustees for each of them, and a general Board, whose 
_ duty it is to make comparisons of methods and to consider 
the subject both practically and theoretically, is, as a matter 
of course, in a much better position to perform the work 
than a local organization.” 
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The favorable exhibit which the city directors are now 
able to make for the maintenance of the old hospital, with 
limited accommodations, and managed upon an extremely 
economical basis, could not be maintained when we came 
to add the cost of a modern establishment, separate from the 
other city institutions, and provided with all those expensive 
appliances which are now considered necessary to success in 
the treatment of the insane. The economical management 
of the hospital at South Boston is largely due to its connec- 
tion with another city institution. Ifthe hospital was located 
in another section of the city, or out of the city limits, as 
proposed, the cost of administration would be enormously 
increased, and the city would find itself in the position of 
being obliged to bear over forty-one per cent. of the general 
expenses of maintaining the insane paupers of other cities 
and towns in State hospitals, and at the same time paying a 
very large sum annually for the care and maintenance of its 
own insane. 

I cannot, therefore, suffer the recommendation of the 
Directors to pass without putting on record my opinion that 
the City Government would not be justified in adding to the 
already heavy burdens resting upon the tax-payers, by under- 
taking to do the work which naturally and properly devolves 
upon the State. 

I append, for the information of your honorable bodies, 
some extracts from past reports of the Board of Directors in 
relation to the care and maintenance of the insane in this 
city, and also from the proceedings of the City Council upon 
the subject of providing a new hospital.

Dear Sir, — In your last annual report (1877, p. 180) you say: 
‘Tt is now generally conceded that this institution [the Lunatic 
Hospital at South Boston] must be maintained even after the occu- 
pation of the new hospital at Danvers, though for some time the 
contrary opinion preyailed.” 

As the question of removing the inmates of the hospital at South 
Boston to the new State institution at Danvers has been referred 


_to me, I should like to be informed as to the ground upon which it 


is conceded that the city institution should be maintained. It 
appears from your report that, with the exception of the hospital 
at South Boston and the receptacle at Ipswich, there are no insti- 
tutions in this State for the care and maintenance of the insane 
which are supported by local taxation. The report of the Board 
of State Charities for the year 1871 says: ‘*'The State leaves it 
optional with the local authorities to provide for their poor insane 
in almshouses or in special establishments. Suffolk County has 
provided a hospital for curative treatment, though all the recent 
insane of the county might have been treated in the State hos- 
pitals at far less than the cost of those treated in the Boston 
hospital.” 

If the County of Suffolk -furnishes a place for the temporary care 
of insane persons who are awaiting commitment to one of the 
State institutions, will not that be sufficient?

Dear Sir, — Your communication of the 18th instant is at 
hand. You call attention to a sentence on page 180 of my last 
annual report, relative to the maintenance of the South Boston 
Lunatic Hospital, and ask the grounds on which the conclusion 
there expressed was reached. 

The sentence, as I wrote it last November, was substantially as 
follows: ‘*It is now generally conceded, the Directors remark in 
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their report of last May, that this institution must be maintained,” 
etc. Whether the words, ‘‘ the Directors remark in their report 
of last May,” were dropped out by the clerk who copied my rough 
manuscript, or were omitted by the compositor at the State print- 
ing-office, Tam unable to say. That they had disappeared from 
the text I did not observe in looking over the proof; the omission 
was discovered when I first read the printed sheet, but it was then 
too late to make the necessary correction. 

The view of the Directors was almost literally quoted from their 
twentieth annual report — City Document of 1877, No. 49, page 
30. As the matter was of city concern, and related to an institu- 
tion over which the State has no control, I did not feel warranted 
in discussing the point, though you will observe I did say that the 
contrary opinion had for some time prevailed.

Dear Sir, — In your communication of the 23d instant, inquiry 
is made, First, as to the present number of occupants of each of 
the State institutions for the insane; and, Second, as to the extent 
of accommodation which can be furnished in these several insti- 
tutions. 

. First. The last reports show an aggregate of 2,255 inmates, dis- 
tributed as follows, viz.: Worcester hospital, 512; Taunton hos- 
pital, 618; Northampton hospital, 443; Tewksbury asylum, 280; 
Worcester asylum, 402. The aggregate is 137 greater now than it 
was six months ago. 

Second. In a communication of three months ago to His Excel- 
lency the Governor, this Board said: ‘* These five establishments 
will not reasonably accommodate more than about 2,100 patients ; 
any considerable excess over this number can only be provided for, 
as is now the case, by the use of cots or mattresses in the halls or 
corridors.” The institutions, as a whole, now have more inmates 
than they can provide for in a proper manner, and yet some sort 
of provision could undoubtedly be made for a considerable addition 
to the present number.

and the practicability of discontinuing the South Boston hospital. 
That communication has been placed before the Board, and has 
received the careful consideration which its importance demands. 
In reply thereto we respectfully submit the following reasons, why, 
in our opinion, the Boston hospital should not be discontinued. 

The history of this hospital dates from the year 1839, when it 
was established by the City Council, in accordance with the pro- 
visions of Chapter 131, Acts of 1839. Since its completion it has 
been used as the receptacle for the insane contemplated by Chapter 
74, Section 1, of General Statutes, which renders it obligatory for 
the county to maintain a receptacle for the insane. Its first patients 
were transferred from the Houses of Correction and Industry, and 
these institutions ceased from that time to be receptacles for the 
insane, all such cases being provided for in the Boston hospital. © _ 

Chapter 223, Section 13, Acts of 1862 (which is a modification 
of Section 27, Chapter 73, of the General Statutes) provides for the 
removal of certain inmates of the State hospitals to their homes or 
places of settlement, if at any time all the State Lunatic hospitals 
shall be so full that the inmates cannot all be suitably accommodated 
therein, and, in the opinion of the Trustees of either hospital, it is 
proper that some should be removed. Previous to the erection of 
the Northampton hospital, under the proyisions of this law, the 
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Directors have been compelled several times to receive many 
patients from the State hospitals. In years past the State hospital 
authorities have sent considerable numbers of insane to the city 
hospital, sometimes late in the day, and without notice, when our 
hospital has been overcrowded and wholly unprepared to receive 
them. Not longer ago than March, 1876, the Board were requested 
to remove sixteen patients from the overcrowded hospital at Wor- 
cester. Six of this number were transferred to the equally crowded 
Boston hospital, and the remainder were provided for in the city 
almshouses at Charlestown and Rainsford Island, although they 
proved to be most unsuitable cases for detention in an almshouse. 
The result has been that we have recently been obliged to re- 
commit to the State hospitals the four cases transferred to the 
Charlestown almshouse. ‘This condition of affairs is likely to occur 
at any future time, and the city must be prepared for such an 
emergency. From all the reports we have been able to obtain, the 
hospitals of the State now in use are already full to the maximum, 
and the general agent of the Board of State Charities, after a care- 
ful estimate, is of the opinion that within eighteen months all the 
hospitals, including Danvers, will be full without taking a single 
patient from South Boston. ‘The obligations imposed by the 
statutes in relation to the transfer of the city insane from the over- 
crowded State hospitals are such, that it seems to be the part of 
prudence at least to retain the present hospital. 

But other considerations, also, influence the Board of Directors 
in their opinion on this subject. The cost of maintenance in the 
State hospitals is nominally $3.50 per week for each patient. 
This sum, however, does not include the extra charges for clothing, 
breakage, damage, and, frequently, burial expenses, which amount 
to more than fifty cents per week for each patient, making the 
average cost for each city patient in the State hospitals something 
more than four dollars per week. ‘The average actual cost for each 
city patient in the Boston hospital for the past twelve months has 
been but $4.45 per week, and the prospect is that for the coming 
year the amount will be still less. Assuming the number to be 
transferred at 200, and the cost per week to be $4.00 in the State 
hospitals, as against $4.45 per week in the Boston hospital, the 
saving for the year will amount to but $4,680, a sum entirely in- 
adequate to maintain any receptacle, either for cases of emergency, 
or to meet the contingincy arising from the enforcement of the 
statute in relation to removing patients from the State hospitals. 
Should the Boston hospital be discontinued, it will be necessary to 
provide a medical officer for the House of Correction, an expense 
which is now obviated by the medical service of the Superintendent 
of the Boston hospital and his assistants, ‘The expense of re- 
moval of the 200 patients to Danvers must also be included; so 
that, in our opinion, the discontinuance of the hospital will result 
in a larger expenditure, without providing a receptacle for the 
insane, than will be incurred by maintaining it with its present 
number of inmates. 

Another reason which influences the Board in the opinion that 
the hospital should not be discontinued is, the earnest desire of the 
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patients and their friends that they may be allowed to remain, and 
not be transferred to Danvers. Many of the patients have been 
inmates of this hospital for a long series of years, some since the 
earlier years of its history, and all the associations of their later 
life are connected with this hospital and its Superintendent. Many 
others have been inmates for a shorter period, and some of them 
are in the various stages of convalescence, contented and com- 
paratively satisfied; and the idea of a change from the familiar 
scenes and the constant visits of friends has a tendency to excite 
much alarm or misgiving in their troubled minds. ‘This fact alone 
appeals with great force to the Board, and is of sufficient power to 
affect the decision of some who might otherwise doubt the practica- 
bility of longer continuing the hospital when the superior accom- 
modations of anew hospital building are considered. Since the > 
subject of removal has been agitated the Superintendent and mem- 
hers of the Board have been repeatedly entreated by patients and 
their relatives and friends to do everything possible to prevent a 
removal to a distant locality. The plea of a superior building and 
all the advantages of a modern institution have no weight with 
these who are so anxious that their insane friends may be allowed 
to remain near them, with officials to whom they have become 
affectionately attached. In their present location the patients 
have the advantages of concerts, lectures, entertainments, and 
harbor-excursions, which are of great benefit to them; and their 
friends can visit them without the loss of many hours’ time and 
expenditure of a considerable sum of money. Indeed the argu- 
ment is of great force, and is one of the strongest reasons why a 
hospital intended for the reception of Boston patients should be 
near the city, easily accessible by night as well as by day. 

The Directors are fully conscious of the many defects, incon- 
venjences, and limitations of the present hospital building. They 
are satisfied that in many important respects it is entirely ‘‘ behind 
the age,” and unworthy the reputation of the City of Boston. 
They have no desire to retract or qualify the assertions of past 
Boards of Directors of its limited accommodations and lack of 
essential features now regarded as almost indispensable in a hos- 
pital for the insane. The record of the past has been made, as we 
believe, with no desire to transfer to the State the custody of the 
insane, but with the sincere and earnest purpose, solely, of arous- 
ing the citizens of Boston to the importance of maintaining within 
our own limits, for our own insane citizens, a hospital which should 
benefit a larger number of those who need remedial treatment, and 
more creditable to a city famed for its private and public charities. 
It is true that not all of the insane of the city can be accommo- 
dated within its walls. Only about 200 of the 550 now under our 
care can be provided for; but it can be used for cases of emer- 
gency, and those too feeble to bear transportation to distant hos- 
pitals, and for those who have not Jong to live. For nearly forty 
years it has done the work of a first-class hospital, imperfectly, it 
may be, but still to the great satisfaction of many who have here 
found relief that otherwise must have been sought away from home, 
at great trouble and expense. Our earnest hope is that it may be 
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allowed to remain, doing its full measure of good, until, as we 
trust, at no distant day, it shall give place to a new and more 
adequate building, erected, owned, and governed by the City of 
Boston for her own sutfering and helpless patients.

Dear Sir, — Your communication of the 16th ultimo, requesting 
the opinion of the Board of State Charities as to the expediency of 
discontinuing the Lunatic Hospital at South Boston and transfer- 
ring the insane paupers of the city to the State institutions, has 
been duly considered by the Board, and I am directed to reply as 
follows :— 

Chapter 223, Acts of 1836, required the County Commissioners 
of each county to provide a receptacle or apartment in connection 
with their house of correction for the confinement of insane per- 
sons not furiously mad. Chapter 131, Acts of 1839 in effect 
exempts the City of Boston from maintaining this receptacle in 
connection with the House of Correction. Otherwise, the law of 
1836, codified as Chapter 74 of the General Statues, is still in force, 
except as it may be modified by the provisions of Section 9, Chap- 
ter 223, Acts of 1862. 

Chapter 288, Acts of 1864, provides, in Section 7, that when the 
Board of State Charities has reason to believe that any insane 
person, not incurable, is deprived of proper remedial treatment, they 
shall take certain steps, as therein indicated, to secure the com- 
mitment of such person to one of the State hospitals. As the 
institution at South Boston is under the direct charge of the city: 
authorities, and as this Board does not doubt that its inmates are 
receiving proper treatment, there does not seem to be any sufficient 
reason for their expressing an opinion as to the expediency of a 
continuance or a discontinuance of said institution. ° 

The Board of State Charities have no authority in relation to the 
institution, nor have they any power in regard to the removal of 
its inmates to a State hospital. Such transfer or removal can only 
be made by commitment of court, or by an arrangement between 
the Overseers of the Poor of Boston and the Trustees of said State 
hospital.

EXTRACTS FROM STATUTES. 


COUNTY RECEPTACLES FOR INSANE PERSONS. 


There shall be in each county within the precints of the house 
of correction, or if in the judgment of the County Commissioners 
it cannot be conveniently provided within the same, then in some 
other building or buildings to be deemed a part of the house of 
correction, a convenient apartment or receptacle for the confine- 
ment of insane persons not furiously mad. G.S. c. 74, § 1. 
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REMOVAL OF INSANE FROM STATE HOSPITALS. 


If at any time the State Lunatic hospitals shall be so full that 
the inmates cannot all be suitably accommodated therein, and in 
the opinion of the Trustees of either hospital it is proper that some 
should be removed, the Trustees may remove to their respective 
homes, or to the places of their legal settlement, or of their resi- 
dence, so many as may be necessary to afford suitable accommoda- 
tions for the remainder; but only such patients shall be selected 
for removal as, in the opinion of the Trustees and Superintendent 
are not susceptible of improvement and can be suitably managed 
at their homes or in the places to which they may be sent. 1862, 
c. 223, § 13. 


EXTRACTS FROM REPORTS OF DIRECTORS AND 
PROCEEDINGS OF CITY COUNCIL. 


A Committee of the Board of Directors appointed in 1862 to 
consider the subject of improving the hospital at South Boston, 
reported that the city institution did not meet the requirements of 
modern times; and an enlargement of the premises and certain 
alterations in the buildings were recommended. When, at a later 
day, the subject came before the City Council for action, the Direc- 
tors abandoned the advocacy of the project of enlarging the present 
building, and urged the erection of a new stricture in some other 
locality. In the following year, 1863, the Directors memorialized 
the City Council for the erection of a new hospital, répresenting it 
as an ‘*‘ imperative necessity,” and that ‘* humanity and the public 
good required that the matter should be inaugurated at once.” 


In another communication to the City Council, in the latter part 
of 1863, the Directors said: ‘‘ The construction of the building is 
such that it is impossible to have even tolerable ventilation. ‘The 
grounds are contracted and in immediate proximity to a highly 
objectionable neighborhood, which is constantly growing worse and 
worse, for such an institution. ‘The doors, passages, and stairways, 
which are of wood, are very narrow, and dangerous in case of fire. 
. . . Should it be deemed expedient to maintain an exclusively 
pauper hospital, the necessity for a new institution will not be re- 
moved. All the objections that have been mentioned would apply 
with equal force.” 


In 1865 the city purchased, at an expense of $28,000, about 180 
acres of land in Winthrop, as a site for a new Lunatic Hospital, and 
the Directors were authorized to procure plans and estimates for 
the necessary buildings. 


In 1867 the City Council passed orders approving the plans for 
a new hospital at Winthrop, and providing for its erection under 
the direction of three commissioners appointed by the Mayor. 
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The orders were vetoed by the then Mayor (Mr. Norcross) for 
these reasons, namely: That the city ought not to erect a new 
hospital ; that, if it was desirable to erect a new hospital, the plans 
proposed were too extensive; that the times were not appropriate 
to the commencement of such an undertaking; and that the site 
selected at Winthrop was nota suitable one. The City Council 
failed to pass the orders over the veto.

In his annual report to the Directors for the year 1867-68, Dr. 
C. A. Walker, the Superintendent of the hospital, said: ‘+ Nearly 
twenty years ago the Association of Superintendents adopted 
unanimously a series of propositions relating to the construction of 
hospitals for the insane which have ever since been regarded as 
authority on this continent, and have received the sanction of the 
most eminent alienists of Eurape. Among them was one to the 
effect that ‘every hospital for two hundred patients should have 
at least eight distinct wards for each sex, making sixteen classes 
in all.” How nearly this hospital approaches the standard it needs 
but a word to say. Whitewash and paint and pictures and car- 
pets may hide some of the defects of the structure, but they do not 
and cannot remedy them. ‘The sepulchre remains, be it whitened. 
ever so carefully.” 


In submitting modified plans for a new hospital for the insane, 
in the year 1868, the Directors say (City Doc. 75) that an at- 
tempt has been made to remedy the defects and to supply the de- 
ficiencies of the present structure. After several months of earnest 
effort they were forced to the conclusion that a large expenditure 
of money would be required without a corresponding result. 
‘¢'This examination,” they go on to say, ‘‘ fully demonstrated the 
facts that in the present building there can be no decent classifica- 
tion; no attempt at ventilation; no direct warming of any of the 
sleeping-rooms for the sick, feeble, and excited patients ; no proper 
provision of dining-rooms; no chapel of suitable capacity ; no re- 
ception-rooms, work-rooms, nor other apartments now regarded as 
indispensable in such a hospital. That the whole house is low- 
studded, contracted, inconvenient of-ingress and egress, especially 
in cases of fire; that its entire grounds contain but four acres of 
land for all purposes, and that in every way it is unsuitable for the 
proper remedial treatment of the insane of Boston.” 


In 1871 Hon. Samuel C. Cobb, a member of the Board of Di- 
rectors for Public Institutions, made the following statement to the 
City Council concerning the cost of maintaining the inmates of the 
city institution, as compared with the cost of maintaining the in- 
mates of the State institutions : — 

‘¢ The expense to the cities and towns for supporting their insane 
pAUDtS at the State hospitals is $3.50 per week. The City of 

oston supports a hospital of its own, with insufficient accommo- 
dations, at an expense of $6,47 per week for each patient, and 
pays in addition a large proportion of the cost of the State hospi- 
tals! Now, if we fix the number of patients chargeable to the city 
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at 200, the amount which we should be called upon to pay the State 
for their support, at $3.50 per week, would be $36,400 per annum. 
With our present accommodations, we are paying, including inter- 
est on construction account and taxes, $54,771.77 per annum for | 
their support. With a new hospital, at an expense of $500,000, 
we should be paying $77,471.77. The State could furnish much 
better accommodations for our insane than our present hospital: 
affords, for $150,000. The proportion of the State tax paid by 
the city, at the present time, is about 37 per cent. For these ad- 
ditional accommodations furnished by the State, the city would, 
therefore, pay $55,500. Add the interest on this sum to the $3.50 
per week, payable to the State for board, and we have $39,700 as 
the annual payment to the State, — instead of $77,471.77 to sup- 
port an establishment of our own,—an annual saving of 
$37,771.72.” 


The Committee of the Inspectors of Prisons in Suffolk County, 
stated, in their report for 1871: ‘‘ That for a number of years, the 
accommodations furnished in the building in South Boston have 
been insufficient and unsuitable. The responsibility for this rests 
upon the City Government. Either the city should provide a suit- 
able hospital of its own, or measures should be taken for the trans- 
fer of a portion, or the whole, of those in the institutions at South 
Boston, to some State asylum.” 


In their report for 1871 (Pub. Doc. 17, 1871, p. 43) the Board 
of State Charities said: ‘‘ The State leaves it optional with the 
local authorities to provide for their poor insane in almshouses or 
in special establishments. Suffolk County has provided a hospital 
for curative treatment, though all the recent insane of the county 
might have been treated in the State hospitals at far less than the 
cost of those treated in the Boston hospital.” 


The Directors, in their annual report for the year 1871-72, refer- 
ring to the failure of the City Council to comply with the appeals 
for a new hospital, and the attempt to furnish temporary relief by 
sending a portion of the city insane to the State institutions, said : 
‘* The mere cost of board is not, and should not be, a criterion to 
judge of the successful care of the insane either by the city in its 
Own institutions, or by the State. ‘The question should not be, 
Can the inmates be cheaply maintained? but, whether they can be 
successfully treated and cured. As a municipality, we are abun- 
dantly able, and, as a humane people, we ought willingly, to pro- 
vide for our insane citizens as well as other large cities of our 
land.” 


A minority of the Board dissented from so much of the foregoing 
report as related to the Lunatic Hospital, and said : — 

‘*The duty of providing for the care and treatment of the in- 
sane naturally devolves upon the State. It is a duty that could 
not with safety or propriety be left to the several cities and towns, 
or to the counties. The State, by having control of several insti- 
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tutions, the services of a special Board of Trustees for each of them, 
and a general Board, whose duty it is to make comparisons of 
methods, and to consider the subject both practically and theoreti- 
cally, is, as a matter of course, in a much better position to per- 
form the work than a local organization. The State hospitals have 
been more recently constructed, are better located, and are better 
adapted in every way to secure the comfort and well-being of the 
inmates, than the present city hospital.” . 


At a meeting of the Board of Aldermen on the 29th of April, 
1872, Alderman Jenks offered the following order, which was unani- 
mously adopted : — 

Ordered, ‘That the Committee on Legislative Matters be requested 
to apply to the General Court, at its present session, for the erection 
of a State asylum for the insane in some locality in the immediate 
vicinity of Boston, and that suitable accomodations be provided 
therein for- insane paupers having a settlement in the City of 
Boston. 

In the Common Council the order was indefinitely postponed on 
account of the lateness of the session. 


In his address to the City Council, at the beginning of the year 
1873, the Mayor said :— 

‘¢T am clearly of the opinion that the State should provide a 
hospital for the care of the insane near this city, and with that 
view would recommend that the subject be urged upon the atten- 
tion of the General Court, now in session. There is no reason why 
the City of Boston should pay a large portion of the expense of 
erecting and maintaining hospitals where the insane poor of other 
cities and towns are supported at small expense, and at the same 
time bear the whole expense of supporting a separate establishment 
for its own insane poor. Under the management of a State Board, 
specially organized for that purpose, the work ought to be per- 
formed more efficiently and economically, and produce better results, 
than under a local Board not specially organized for that work.” 

In accordance with the foregoing recommendation, the City 
Council applied to the Legislature for the erection of a State hos- 
pital to accomodate insane persons having a settlement in this 
city. 

The Committee of the Legislature to which the application was 
referred reported that since 1839 Boston had maintained, at its 
own expense, a hospital at South Boston, while at the same time 
contributing its full share towards the erection and support of the 
hospitals for the care of the insane having a settlement in other 
cities and towns. In the opinion of the Committee the city had a 
right to demand of the State to be relieved from the expense of 
maintaining an institution of its own, and they accordingly reported 
a bill, which was passed, providing for the establishment of a hos- 
pital for the insane in the north-eastern part of the State. 


In his address at the beginning of the year 1874 the Mayor 
said: *‘ As soon as the accommodations which the Legislature has 
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authorized to be furnished are available, all the patients now 
cared for by the City of Boston can be transferred to State hos- 
pitals, and a large portion of the expense attending the support of 
an independent hospital will be thereby saved to the city. It is 
necessary that a temporary place of detention should be provided 
near the Court House for insane persons taken into custody, from 
time to time, by the police.” 


In his annual report for 1875-76, the Superintendent said: ‘* It 
has been often said that, when the new hospital at Danvers 
should open its doors for the reception of patients, all the inmates 
would be transferred to that at Danvers, and that then the Boston 
hospital would be abandoned. 

** There is an an old statute that provides that, when the State 
hospitals shall be crowded, the Trustees may return to the counties 
from which they came such of their patients as shall be deemed 
by them to be incurable, and in such numbers as shall be thought 
necessary to suitably relieve their crowded wards. By another 
provision of law, it is declared that all insane persons returned in 
this manner to Suffolk county, shall be provided for in the Boston 
Lunatic Hospital. 

*¢ About the middle of last March, twelve insane persons were 
returned to Suffolk County, under this law, by the Trustees of the 
hospital at Worcester. Six of them came here; and all must have 
done so, but for the fact that some of them were demented, and 
quite harmless, and could be cared for comfortably in the Charles- 
town almshouse. 

‘¢ When the hospital at Danvers shall be ready for the reception 
of inmates, there will be State* patients enough to fill it at once, 
without a single one from Boston. But if this should not be so, 
while the State hospitals retain the power to return their surplus 
numbers to the counties from which they were received, how can 
Boston rid herself of the duty of maintaining her present provision 
for this class of her poor? 

** While this statute stands unrepealed, the City of Boston must 
provide for the proper support of an indefinite but steadily-increas- 
ing number of her insane poor. And she cannot long neglect to 
furnish new and vastly better accommodations than those now in 
use, which successive City Councils have condemned as _ utterly 
unworthy of a great and wealthy Christian community.” 


In their annual report for 1876-77 the Directors said : — 

‘¢ Doubtless the City Council and the public generally are of the 
opinion that the cost of supporting these patients in the State hos- 
pitals is much less than in our own institutions. Such, however, 
is not the case. The actual cost of each patient in the Boston 
hospital last year was $4.83 per week, which is about equal to the 
expense of the patients maintained by the State,—the nominal 
price being $3.50 per week, which does not include the cost of 
‘breakage,’ so called, and clothing furnished. The total cost to 
the city for the support of its insane during the past year has been 
$102,516.32, which does not include any portion of the tax paid by 
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the city towards the erection of the new hospital at Danvers. It is 
generally conceded that the Boston hospital must be maintained 
even after the completion of the new State hospital, on account of 
the present overcrowded condition of the State hospitals, and the 
necessity of having some easily accessible receptacle for such as 
may be too feeble to bear transportation any considerable dis- 
tance.” 


By Chapter 252 of the Acts of the year 1877 the Trustees ap- 
pointed to have charge of the hospital at Danvers were directed, 
when the hospital was finished, and ready to receive patients, to 
give notice thereof to His Excellency the Governor, and to the 
Secretary of the Board of State Charities: after the receipt of 
such notice, patients to be committed to said hospital, or trans- 
ferred thereto from other hospitals or prisons, in the same manner 
as to either of the State Lunatic hospitals heretofore established.

In conformity with the requirements of the ordinance con- 
cerning the Public Library, the Trustees have the honor to 
present to the City Council their twenty-sixth annual report, 
being the ninth and final one made under the last ordinance, 
and including the details of condition and of administration 
for the year ending on the 30th of April last, when the 
organization of the Board terminated. 

They also submit herewith two necessary reports: one 
of the Examining Committee, consisting for the present year 
of Rev. Warren H. Cudworth, William Endicott, Esq., Hon. 
Robert M. Morse, Jr., J. Boyle O’Reilly, Esq., and John 
Collins Warren, M.D., with Weston Lewis, Esq., of the 
Board of Trustees, as Chairman; the other, of Samuel A. 
Green, M.D., the Trustee in charge, with the regular tabula- 
tions of the results of the work of the Library during the 
year, with such comments and recommendations for future 
progress as have been derived from his personal experience 
in its management. : 

The report of the Examining Committee bears forcibly 
upon two points which have been previously presented to 
the City Council, and which are most important to its future 
condition. ‘The one presents strongly the insufficient accom- 
modations of the Library, either in space for its shelving, or 
in accommodation to the public, in its reading-room, or in 
the ventilation necessary to the health of the attendants, and 
for the preservation of the books. 

As aradical and absolute cure for these and other evils, 
they have entered quite fully into the question of a removal 


at or a 
‘ 


of the Library from its present site, recommending early 
action on the part of the City Government. Upon the 
points of the necessity of greatly enlarged and improved 
accommodation, both to the Library and to the public, and 
increased safety for its invaluable treasures, the Trustees 
have expressed their opinion in previous reports. ‘They 
submit the subject to the best consideration of the City 
Council. 

The other portion discusses, in an impartial and thought- 
ful: manner, the quality of the reading provided, the diffi- 
culties to be overcome in ministering to the various tastes 
dependent upon the institution, and the principles which, in 
the judgment of the committee, should control the acquisi- 
tion of its books. The Trustees are glad to find that such 
an independent and practical body approve of the manner in 
which the popular selection, especially, has been made. 

The report of Dr. Green, the Trustee in charge, gives the 
results not only of his work as Superintendent, but also of 
his experience as an active and valued member of this 
Board for ten years. His observations upon the disabilities 
suffered by the institution, and by the public in consquence, 
from the present library structure, will still farther fortify 
the recommendations of the Examining Committee. His 
suggestions relative to the system of book purchases will 
receive the early attention of the Board. When a new 
librarian is obtained, such systematic direction will naturally 
form an important part of the duties of that officer. 

In the month of July it became known that the Library 
was to lose the services of Mr. Winsor, as Superintendent, 
a position which he had filled with eminent ability for ten 
years. Although every effort was made by the Trustees 
and the City Government to retain him in office, he pre- 
ferred accepting the librarianship at Cambridge, which, in 
his judgment, was more permanent, and more agreeable in 
its relations. In severing his personal connection with the 
Board of Trustees, they took great pleasure in bearing tes- 
timony to the distinguished services which he had rendered 
the institution, and which were especially due to his inven- 
tive talent and administrative skill. 

The resignation of Mr. Winsor, on the 1st of October, 
as Superintendent, in one respect, proved an immediate 
embarrassment to the institution. The appropriate salary 
voted by the City Council had been made dependent 
upon the tenure of office of that incumbent. In 
making a selection of a successor, there were but few 
competent bibliographers in the country, and fewer still 
who added to that accomplishment a large administrative 
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ability. The very few whose claims might be con- 
sidered by the Trustees were already occupied in positions 
where their services were approximately rewarded by a 
higher compensation than had been appropriated as the 
salary for the most important librarianship on the continent. 
Of large consulting or reference libraries there were but 
three or four in the country of great general value. Of 
popular libraries there was none which served so large a 
constituency, or which spread such a collection of treasures 
so broadcast among the people. It required no argument to 
prove that the position of Superintendent or Librarian could 
not easily be filled. The names presented to the Board did 
not, in their judgment, include any one either competent for 
the work, or who was not already in the service of some 
other institution providing a sufficient compensation. 

In the mean time, untila suitable successor could be found, 
the daily details of the machinery of the institution must 
receive attention. ‘The Board were fortunate in having one 
among their number who was competent and willing to give 
the time required for the daily executive necessities. Dr. 
Samuel A. Green was placed as “ Trustee in charge,” at a large 
personal inconvenience to himself, and with a disinterested- 
ness worthy of all praise. Such assistance also as could be 
given by the Board was freely rendered. While the Trustees 
by the ordinance were made responsible for the Library, 
they had never, individually, before, been brought into such 
immediate contact with all the problems of administration. 
The result of this experience has produced economical 
changes, which it is expected will in the future materially 
enhance the efficiency of the popular libraries. 

The consideration of the question of the ventilation of the 
Bates, as well as of the Lower, Hall can no longer be deferred 
with safety. The Committee on Public Buildings, in the 
early spring, took in hand the admitted necessities of the 
first floor in the Boylston-street library. Since then, the 
attention of the Trustees has again been forcibly drawn to 
the decay of the bindings in the upper and middle ranges of 
alcoves in Bates Hall. To repair the volumes already injured 
will require the expenditure of a considerable sum of money. 
This condition of destruction is not new to this Library. 
The same causes which have proved so injurious to the calf, 
sheep, and russia binding in our own collection, have pro- 
duced similar results at the Boston Athenzeum and Harvard 
College libraries, as well as in the great libraries in Europe. 
An exhaustive examination by Professor Wolcott Gibbs, of 
Harvard University, has proved, that the leather became 
disintegrated by the atmospheric conditions inseparable from 
insufficient ventilation, and not from the noxious gases 
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supposed to be generated in injurious quantities from the 
combustion of flame. Having ascertained the cause, it is 
earnestly desired that the city “authorities will at once inter- 
pose, and preserve the invaluable contents of the Library 
from farther destructive agencies proceding from this cause. 
Pure air is as necessary to the preservation of books as it is 
to the healthy condition of human existence. 

In presenting the usual summary of library work for the 
year, there will be found a gratifying increase in the extent 
and value of the collections: Two new Branches have been 
established; one at the South End, and one at Jamaica 
Plain. The amount of donations has been swelled by the 
gift of the library of the Mercantile Library Association. 
The quality of the works added to the popular libraries has 
been higher in grade. 

The number of volumes shelved in. Bates Hall are 203,928 ; 
in the Lower Hall, 35,862; in the basement, 16,166; in the 
branches, 89,778 ; making a total of 345,734 volumes, — an 
increase for the year of 33,724 volumes, or 12 per cent. 

The libraries were open for the year for popular use and 
consultation 806 days. ‘The loans increased from a total in the 
previous year of 1,140,572 to 1,183,991, — a gain of 43,419 
volumes. This aggregate gain has not, however, been effected 
without a loss in certain of the popular departments. The 
establishment of the South-End Branch withdrew applicants 
for books, both from the Central Library and the Roxbury 
Branch. Jamaica Plain, which had received from the Roxbury 
Branch to September 1, 3,712 volumes, subsequent to that 
time had a library of its own in successful operation. 

Another cause which has diminished the total number of 
books charged as circulated has been the abolition of the 
old seven-day rule, with power of renewal, and the substitu- 
tion of a longer liberty of fourteen days, without power of 
renewal. It will be seen that every book renewed under the 
old rule, and detained a fortnight for home use, counted as 
two deliveries, while since the Ist of January such detention 
counts only as one. 

What effect has been produced on the popularity ,of the 
Library by the efforts of the Trustees to add as few books 
to the shelves, as was practicable, of the lower grades of 
fiction, not immoral, is yet hardly perceptible. The attend- 
ants of the Lower Hall in Boylston street, with a less 
number of books charged than during the same months 
of the previous year, have never been so busy as during 
the past winter. 

The following table indicates the number of volumes now 
in each library, with the circulation of each during the past 
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and the present year. Other statistics indicating the char- 
acter of that circulation will be found subsequently. The 
division between the consulting and popular libraries indi- 


cates an essential educational difference : —

It will at once be noticed that, with the exception of East 
Boston and South Boston and the new Branches, the popular 
service shows a decrease, while the consulting libraries have 
a slight increase of use. The most marked falling off has 
been in Roxbury, which shows a diminution of nearly 17,000 
volumes, the larger part of which is to be explained by the 
opening of the Jamaica Plain Branch, to which had been 
furnished the previous year nearly 12,000 volumes. 

The varying figures in the circulation of popular libraries 
have been held to depend in a large degree upon the quantity 
of fiction embraced in such collections, it being popularly 
and reasonably accepted as a fact that extent of circulation 
depends upon such proportion. But the element of quality 
as suited to the popular taste is quite as important. One of 
the Branches, with 49 per cent. of fiction and juveniles, fur- 
nished 85 per cent. of its circulation from that portion of its 
contents; while another, with the same percentage of works 
of this class, but of a higher grade, issued only 72 per cent. 
Another Branch, with 38 per cent. of the same class, but 
poorer, loaned 72 per cent. In, direct contrast with these 
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figures, yet another Branch, with 31 per cent. of fiction, de- 
rived from it 76 per cent. of its issues. The average contents 
of all the popular libraries was 42 per cent., which covered 
75 per cent. of their total circulation.* In one Branch each 
novel or juvenile was issued, on the average, 24 times, 
while from another, each book of the same class was taken 
on the average but 7 times. 

In considering the readers of fiction as to age and sex, no 
exact figures have yet been obtained. It is, however, suffi- 
ciently evident that the female sex predominates. Of adults, 
the men take from the Library less than half as many novels 
as women. In juveniles, owing to the sensational character 
of the majority of the books published, boys furnish more 
readers than girls; while the girls make up more than the 
difference, by reading novels. 

The managers of a public library cannot afford ti neglect 
the constant inspection of this class of its reading. While re- 
quired by the demands of circulation to place upon their 
shelves stories of the most diverse character, not immoral 
in tendency, they have no power to distribute them as suited 
to the tastes and tendencies of the individual borrower. For 
the young the proper over sight is due from the parent; but 
from observation it is feared that a very large proportion of 
the parents, either from ignorance or disinclination, do 
not fulfil. the duty. In this connection, the remarks of the 
Examining Committee upon the quality and use of books 
selected deserve especial attention. 

The record of books lost still continues to show most sat- 
isfactory results. During the past year but one volume is 
missing from among 11,723 issued. ‘This fact is most credit- 
able to borrowers, and surpasses our previous experience. 
The Branches at Roxbury, Brighton, Dorchester, South End, 
and Jamaica Plain have lost no volume from an ageregate 
circulation of 275,654; and South Boston but one “out of 
140,677. The whole number from all the libraries not 
recovered was 101, of which 90 came from the Central 
Library, which, as usual, suffers most from the negligence of 
its patrons; but even with this drawback its figures are 
better than those of the previous year. 

For the reading-rooms of the libraries, the few facts which 
are to be noted show the prescience of Mr. Bates in making 
the establishment of these accessories an essential part of 
his benevolent conditions. They were open to the public 
3857 days in the year, inclusive of Sundays, during which 


* These percentages do not include the Charlestown Library, which has not yet 
taken its place in the general system of statistics; but the use of which, it is hoped, 
will be clearly defined in the course of another year. 
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371,693 readers were furnished with 471,984 periodicals, — 
an increase of 52,179 readers, and 47,320 periodicals. These 
amounts would have been largely increased had the sitting 
accommodations in the Central Library been sufficient for the 
visitors. So large a proportion of the immediate intellectual 
activity of the age finds its vent and expression in works of 
this class, that it has become a most important element in 
popular education. 

The gifts to the Library during the year have been unusu- 
ally large. By the public spirit of the Directors of the 
Mercantile Library Association their library, which had 
been in process of collection for 55 years, and containing 
16,927 volumes, was presented to this institution. 8,000 of 
its volumes were transferred to their building in Newton 
street, as the basis of a new Branch founded for the ready 
convenience of an important constituency of the parent 
library residing south of Dover street. The uses of this 
collection since its beginning show a lively interest on the 
part of its patrons, and have had an effect upon the cir- 
culation both of the Lower Hall and of the Roxbury Branch, 
which are its nearest neighbors. This is the first Branch estab- 
lished which for a portion of its issues appears to have with- 
drawn regular visitants of the other libraries. It suggests a 
question for the consideration of the Trustees, as to whether 
further Branches shall be established, at an increased expense 
to the city, unless it is clearly demonstrated that such estab- 
lishment shall not interfere with the usefulness of the libra- 
ries already in successful operation. 

But these remarks must not be considered as showing any 
unthankfulness for large gifts of popular books, to which the 
Trustees must assign a sphere of usefulness. When books 
are largely duplicated by gift in the Lower Hall, beyond the 
necessities of daily demand, they must not on this account 
remain fixtures on the shelves. There are people who will 
use them, if convenient of access, and such has proved to ° 
be the creditable record of the South End Branch. Although 
the books were not used, and the novels and juveniles had 
mainly been printed more than five years, and were selected 
as of good quality, the circulation at once became notable, and 
indicative of good taste and of educational tendencies. It 
will be fortunate if any farther donations of libraries shall 
be so well placed as a selection from this. 

Returning to the general gifts throughout the year, the 
Trustees would next “ ovatefully acknowledge the second gift 
of J. Ingersoll Bowditch, Esq., of $500, for the purpose of 
increasing the value of thse rnadihatiea tice collection, — the 
gift to the Library of the sons of the late Nathaniel Bowditch.

A catalogue of these additions for the past two years has 
been printed. The value and use of any such special col- 
lection obviously depend upon its completeness, and upon 
the ready knowledge of its contents offered in print to 
students. 

There was also added to the Library, during the year, the 
bequest of Miss Eliza Mary Thayer, a special collection of 890 
volumes, relating to history and biography, and embracing a 
large variety of costly illustrated works, containing great 
numbers of valuable historical portraits. The result of the 
assiduous and careful labor of the owner, it forms a monu- 
_ ment to her excellent judgment and good taste. 

Another considerable addition of books were the 
1,118 volumes comprising the private library of Miss Char- 
lotte Harris, bequeathed by her to the Branch Library at 
Charlestown, which she still farther enriched by leaving to 
it in trust the sum of $10,000, the interest of which was to 
be expended for its benefit in the purchase of books published 
previous to the year 1850. 

A most notable single donation, last July, was due to the 
interposition of the Hon. Robert C. Winthrop, an old and 
constant friend of the Library. Through his personal efforts 
there was secured to it, by the aid of a few subscribers, the 
- original short-hand report of Webster’s reply to Hayne in 
the U.S. Senate, by Joseph Gales; the speech as written 
out by Mr. and Mrs. Gales from the short-hand report ; 
the speech, as prepared by Mr. Webster as copy for the 
_ press; an appendix indorsed by Mr. Webster; and the per- 
fected speech as originally printed —the whole bound in one 
volume. This document has a national interest from its 
extraordinary power, and for the important political conse- 
quences which ensued from its delivery. 

Besides the 18,935 volumes thus enumerated, the Library 
was indebted to 674 givers, for 2,271 volumes and 12,453 
‘pamphlets. 

Nothing more plainly shows the use of the Library than 
its wear and tear. During the past five years 15,392 
volumes have been condemned. Most of them have 
been replaced, and the cost of the purchase has formed 
a part of the expenditure for books in each year. They are 
fortunately the more popular and cheaper books which suffer 
the most. During this same period of time the Library, 
under the city ordinance, has paid into the city treasury 
$13,644.13, from fines and the sale of catalogues, — a sum 
which, had it been placed at the disposition of the Board, 
would have made good all losses in books, and paid, too, by 
the public in whose service the destruction had twken place. 
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Other conditions of wear and tear find their remedy in 
the bindery, which arm of the service, under Mr. Hathaway,. 
required during the year 12 assistants. Besides its em- 
ployment upon a great variety of miscellaneous work, 15,284 
volumes were bound and 949 repaired. Of the quality of 
the work done it is just to say that it is not surpassed by 
that furnished by the best binders in the country. The pub- 
lications of the Library, bound in this department of its 
service, have been sent to the Paris Exhibition of 1878. 

The Catalogue work of the Library, during the year, has 
been unusually large and important. The public Card Cata- 
logue has been so far completed that it is now an index of the 
works comprised in Bates as well as the Lower Hall. The 
entries for the last nine months of the year numbered 31,346 
volumes. Besides this, a Catalogue of the Jamaica Plain 
Branch has been issued. Work on the Ticknor Catalogue has 
been diligently prosecuted by Mr. Whitney, so that this long- 
expected volume is approaching a near completion. The print- 
ing of the Barton Catalogue, embracing the Shakespearian 

_ portion, is also in hand, under the immediate charge of Mr. 
Hubbard, and will be continued steadily until finished under 
the terms of the contract made by the city at the time of its 
purchase, subsequently modified by consent of the executors 
of Mrs. Barton’s will. The quarterly Bulletins have been 
regularly issued. 

In terminating the relation of Trustees under the present 
form of organization, they cannot but hope that similar 
conditions of prosperity will be vouchsafed to the new 
corporation. No large change in the general conduct 
of administration can be anticipated so long as means are 
provided adequate to support. The Library in the past 
has been unfailingly sustained by the public spirit of the 
City Government, and of their fellow-citizens. The large 
educational problem, for the solution of which it was created, 
may reasonably be claimed to have been solved. ‘The free 
school and the free library now constitute a large element 
in making up the character of the freeman —worthy of 
freedom.

REPORT OF THE EXAMINING COMMITTEE, 


CONSISTING OF

In accordance with the requirements of a City Ordinance 
concerning the Public Library, passed in September of 1869, 
the committee above named beg leave to report upon its con- 
dition on the last of April, 1878, as follows : — 

The first impression made upon the visitor by the Library 
is very favorable, and to the City of Boston extremely cred- 
itable. The building is imposing without and within; and 
although situated in one of the busiest quarters of the city, 
where horse-cars and vehicles of every description pass and 
repass continually, and thousands of pedestrians hurry along 
intent on work or pleasure, the rooms are filled with the 
spirit of repose, and by their very aspect seem to invite 
thoughtful contemplation, or silent fellowship with those 
gifted minds or soaring souls, the record of whose best hours 
or noblest efforts rise shelf above shelf from floor to 
ceiling. | 

It seems scarcely credible that only twenty-six years have 
elapsed since the movement was started whose already at- 
tained proportions are so colossal; scarcely credible that in 
1852 the first book was deposited in this collection so vast 
and valuable, which has been followed by 347,244 companions, 
varying in size and value, of course, but nearly all worthy 
of the places they occupy and the consideration ‘they have 
received. One would think that he was bebolding what it 
had cost centuries of labor and millions of treasure to col- 
lect; and that this library had been established by some 
opulent, powerful, and cultivated nation long before the 
present generation appeared. 

A library of this character, that is, a library selected for 
the people, adapted to the wants of the people, managed 
and supported by the people, is the most difficult of all 
libraries to secure, on account of the mixed character of 
its patrons. For students in law, medicine, theology, art 
or science, for example, a library must supply books of the 
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character needed for their study or consultation alone; but 
for the people, most of whom are readers and not students, 
books of this character would possess very little interest, 
and from them receive very little attention. To select a 
library for the people, therefore, which shall attract, instruct, 
and improve them at the same time; which shall excite, in- 
crease, and retain their interest, — requires a combination of 
qualities rare indeed to find. 

It must be remembered that professional students are com- 
pelled to read and study professional books, whether they 
find them interesting or not; just as a carpenter must use 
carpenter’s tools, or a dentist the instruments furnished by 
the practice of dental surgery in the past; and it is not diffi- 
cult to decide upon the nature of the books such students 
must peruse, and to secure them accordingly. But to be 
equally wise and decided concerning the books best adapted 
to secure mentally and morally the good of a great popula- 
tion, composed of people from every rank and grade in 
society ; of all ages, both sexes, with every conceivable 
taste, style of thought, peculiarity of nature, and degree of 
culture, is far more difficult. It may be assumed at the out- 
set to be utterly impossible to suit all. Some people are so 
eccentric, or so captious, orso self-opinionated, that they seem 
foreordained to sneer at everything and scowl at everybody. 
They are the constitutional cynics and growlers of society, 
whose grapes are always sour, whose times are invariably 
out of joint. We must let them pass. Their commendation 
of a library or anything else would make us suspicious and 
distrustful. Fortunately, however, they form so small a 
portion of urban or suburban communities that they need 
not be taken into account. We must consult the people at 
large to ascertain how useful the Library has become, if use- 
ful at all. The verdict of the people has been very favorable 
thus far to those who have had the selection and control of 
their books in the Public Library and all its branches since 
1852; so favorable indeed as to produce embarrassment, 
not only to the Superintendent of the Library, his librarians 
and their assistants, but to the City Council also; who, 
nearly every year for the last twenty-five years have been 
appealed to for additional appropriations for changes in the 
Central building, or for the establishment of new branches 
to meet the great and growing demand for something con- 
veniently at hand to read. 

In the year 1868, for instance, the call for books from 
the Central Library, previously to the establishing of six of 
the existing eight branches, did not exceed 176,000 volumes ; 
but in the year 1876-77 the call reached 1,140,572 volumes, 
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and since the Library was started the call has reached the 
astounding number of nearly 10,000,000 of volumes. This 
shows not only how much Boston people read, but also where 
they get most of the books they read, and how well satisfied they 
are with the character and quality of these books, and with 
the method of procuring and returning them again. On one 
day of the present year, ¢.e., the 23d of February, 1878, nearly 
10,000 books were issued to borrowers, and this number, 
large as it appears, bids fair to be exceeded repeatedly, es- 
pecially during the fall and winter months, when the evenings 
are long, and ‘the people have leisure in-doors to inform and 
regale ‘themselves with the choicest products of human 
thought and progress. During the month of May in 1875, 
64,366 books were called for and credited ; increasing in May 
of 1876 to 81,486; and in May of 1878, to 95,469. Think 
of nearly 100,000 people every month resorting to the 
Public Library and its various branches, with books: in 
their hands which they have read, and returning to their 
various homes with books which they have borrowed, and an 
exact idea of the magnitude of this great, growing, and 
important interest can be entertained. No wonder it re- 
quires a staff of 130 persons to wait upon so many people, 
attending to their wants with as much despatch as accuracy 
and the safety of the property entrusted to their keeping 
will allow; the wonder is, it does not require more. And 
no wonder, for the speedy and successful prosecution of all 
their work, with keeping the Library fully up to the demands 
of the times, that the sum of $129,000 was required last 
year to pay bills incurred; the wonder is, it did not need 
more. 

Granted, however, that the people as a whole, approve the 
Public Library, favor its management, pay cheerfully the 
taxes requisite for its support, and with numbers largely in- 
creasing from year to year resort to it, or some of its branches, 
for mental food and satisfaction, is the character of the books 
supplied by the management, donated by friends or recom- 
mended by readers, precisely such as could be wished? To 
this question, asked repeatedly, and asked by the friends of 
our youth all over the city, we must, on the whole, return an 
affirmative reply. No doubt there are books in the Central 
building, and in every one of the eight branches throughout 
the city which belong to a poor class, and which are not the 
best specimens even ‘of that class ; ; books which are not ex- 
actly pernicious in statement nor tendency, nor prejudicial 
to good morals ; but books not directly and positively bene- 
ficial; concerning which the best you can say is, that they 
form a taste, they whet and sharpen an appetite for reading.

Banish them from the Library, as some advise, and you ban- 
ish their readers also. Keep them in the Library and you 
keep their readers also; who, with constantly improving 
tastes, will finally select books of unquestionable excellence 
and profit: Moreover, has one class of tax-payers the right 
of judgment and selection concerning the books which an- 
other class, or all other classes, shall peruse and ponder? In 
a public library can any portion of the public justly deny to 
all other portions the only books they are enough interested 
in to go after and carry home with them? Manifestly not, in 
both cases. 

The only thing to do, then, is precisely what is done, to 
leave this whole question to the Superintendent and Board 
of Trustees, making them the umpires, from whose decision 
there shall be no appeal. 

There is much cause for gratification arising from the fact, 

that calls for works of fiction, especially those of a light and 
ephemeral character, are not so numerous as they have been, 
and that the people, with the exception of a few young per- 
sons, are beginning to demand books designed to instruct 
and improve rather than only to amuse them. 

This affords evidence that the management of the Library 
is in good hands; and if we are willing to wait patiently 
until the experiment initiated by Mr. Jewett and the Trus- 
tees of his day, of alluring readers into the Library by sup- 
plying books adapted to “their condition and attractive to 
their tastes, — the experiment also approved by Mr. Winsor, 
and continued by the Trustees associated with him, — shall 
have had fair and thorough trial, we shall feel assured that it 
has brought forth, and will bring forth, good results. <A city 
is not unlike a family ; and if we look over the books read by 
any well-regulated, high-toned family in Boston, although 
we see in the father’s hands works containing the last results 
of science or the most recent speculations in philosophy, in 
the mother’s hands some treatise on A‘sthetics or Sociology, 
and in the hands of the older children, poems, histories, 
works of invention, travel and discovery, or adventure, we 
shall see Mother Goose in the hands of the little children, 
and fables, and fairy stories, with all sorts of grotesque and 
fantastic imaginations to stimulate the nascent power of 
thought and compel judgment and the understanding to take 
their places on the stage of action. “When I was a child,” 
says the greatest thinker among the writers of the New Tes- 
tament, J spake as a child, I ‘thought as a child, I under- 
stood as a child; but when I became a man I put away 
childish things.” We must not expect, therefore, of the 
childish borrower the relish and strength shown by those 
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better developed and farther on in the fields of literature ; 
but, at the same time, must supply something to such a bor- 
rower, which shall help him along as fast as possible, and 
finally as far as the farthest. 

It is plainly apparent to those most familiar with the 
growth and working of the Boston Public Library in the 
past, that, useful and popular as it has been made by those 
having charge of its interests, its usefulness and popularity 
could be very much increased by enlarged accommodations, 
or an entire change of location. In considering which of 
these measures it would be the more advisable to recommend, 
the committee appointed to prepare this paper, for various 
reasons, some obvious, others easily demonstrable, have 
decided to favor the latter. The present building must con- 
tain, at the present rate of increase, by another quarter of 
a century, nearly a million of volumes, which it is altogether 
inadequate to furnish with shelf-room, and to purchase 
Hotel Pelham for this purpose, as has been suggested, would 
compel the expenditure of a larger sum of money than a 
new library building would cost. 

In its present location, surrounded: by lofty and combus- 
tible structures, the present building could never be made 
securely fire-proof, neither can quiet or thorough ventilation 
be obtained. It is respectfully recommended by this com- 
mittee, therefore, that the Board of Trustees solicit the City 
Council to petition the Massachusetts Legislature, at its next 
session, to give and set apart an entire square of the Back 
Bay lands, now belonging to the State, to the City of Boston, 
whereon a new building for the Public Library can be 
erected, which shall not only be convenient, commodious, . 
quiet, and well ventilated, but isolated and absolutely fire- 
proof. 

There are certain features providentially developed in the 
history of the Boston Public Library which seem to forecast 
for it a career of high and honorable usefulness second to 
none in this country. One is the location within its walls of 
the entire-collections of distinguished scholars, like the Bow- 
ditch collection, the Parker collection, the Ticknor collection, 
and others, embodying the results of years of careful thought, 
of patient research, of mature and ripened judgment, and of 
generous investment; results which money alone could never 
secure, and which, providentially placed within reach of all 
our citizens, suggest the desirableness of making even more 
special provision than now exists for the reception and pres- 
ervation of such model private libraries as may. be unusually 
rich and valuable in particular departments, the owners of 
which may feel solicitous to have them kept entire after their 
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decease, and may be willing to set apart ample funds for 
their care and increase, provided they are assured that such 
libraries will be welcomed and preserved unsvattered for the 
good of others, and will be assigned a special place for public 
consultation. The library of a man so great and good as Dr. 
Bowditch, for example, becomes in time to those in sympathy 
with his line of thought, or professionally engaged in his 
sphere of worldly activity, a kind of intellectual shrine, where 
devotees from other places and from distant climes may 
come to do him reverence, or to honor the land which gave 
him birth, and study the institutions which made his great- 
ness possible. 

Another feature of this sort is the exceptionally full, well- 
preserved, and well-guarded collection of folios in the Patent 
Room. America is the home of inventors, the fruitful soil 
from which have gone forth during the last hundred years 
more useful inventions, important discoveries, and sterling 
improvements, than any other single country on the earth can 


boast during the same period of time. It is not remarkable, 


therefore, that 310 persons, during only one month of the 
present year, the montb of January, 1878, should have 
sought the Patent Room for study and reference. « If the 
wisdom shown hitherto in the management of this room 
be continued, and the liberality of the City Council allow 
the completion of its collections from foreign countries where 


the patent system prevails, there will be reason to expect thou- 


sands of visitors and students annually at the Boston Public 
Library from every State in the Union, and from other lands, 
to consult the treasures which wait their appropriation in this 
room alone. 

Another feature of this sort is the large number of public 
documents which have been accumulated in the central 
building, making a library of reference for statesmen, jurists, 
students of natural history and political economy, second to 
none accessible in the land. Although it is to be regretted 
that excessive heat and dryness, insufficient ventilation, or 
the presence of some corrosive vapor, have singly, or all 
combined, greatly injured and, in some cases, rendered use- 
less the binding of many of the volumes in this department, 
it is to be hoped that the Trustees will be empowered to take 
such precautions, and make such expenditures, as shall arrest 
further ravages in this direction, and prevent, if possible, 
their recurrence in the future. 

Another feature of the Library worthy of commendatory 
mention is the gradual accumulation of literary curiosities, 
historical mementos, relics, portraits of famous persons, 
statues, busts, medals, and the like works of art which, aside 
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from its large and costly collection of books, make the build- 
ing an attractive centre of resort to students of antiquity and 
lovers of the rare and beautiful from all sections. Although 
it has been suggested that everything of this character should 
be sent to the Museum of Art, close by, it may be replied, 
that there such articles would not be so free to public in- 
spection as in the City Library, would not be sure of such 
a careful and thorough showing, on account of the lack 
of funds wherewith to pay trained attendants, and would not 
have a corporation so opulent and generous as the City Coun- 
cil of Boston to provide every facility for their exhibition 
and safety. 

In conclusion, the committee desire to express their elisti ki 
to members of the city government for the generous appro- 
- priation they have made to the Public Library and its Branches, 
and to urge that measures be taken to secure temporarily 
more ample accommodations for the constantly increasing 
number of books in the Library, for better ventilation in the 
central building, and for a place where the books now being 
injured by dampness, and various causes, may be secured 
against farther injury. 

They desire also to express their gratitude to Dr. Samuel 
A. Green, the superintendent in charge, to members of the 
Board of Trustees, and to the Library officials in general, for 
the uniform courtesy with which their investigations have 
been facilitated.

REPORT OF THE ACTING SUPERINTENDENT. 


To the Trustees : — 


The principal events of the past Library year have been the 
close of Mr. Winsor’s term of service as Superintendent and 
the incorporation of the Trustees by an act of the Legis- 
lature. 

For the statistical -details of the year’s service I respect- 
fully refer to the usual tables which form the Appendix. 

The observations that I shall here lay before the Board 
are such as seem suitable in view of the close of my own 
connection with the Library, and they have been in some 
measure shaped by the approach of that close. 

The history of the Library up to the present time falls 
naturally into two chief periods. ‘The first of these ends with — 
the death of Mr. Jewett, the first superintendent, and may 
perhaps be called the literary or bibliographical period, 
as it was during this period that the general plan was laid 
down upon which the Library has been collected, classified, 
and catalogued; the second of these two terms covers Mr. 
Winsor’s superintendency, and may be described as the 
organizing or administering period. This distinction implies 
no defect during either one of these periods in the leading 
qualification of the other, for each suited the needs of its 
time and arose naturally out of them. 

The work of gathering and assorting a Library must pre- 
cede that of regulating its use. The organizing power of 
Mr. Winsor was brought into requisition when that trait 
was most required. His management of the Library, aided 
by the unprecedented liberality of the City of Boston and by 
the codperation of the Board of Trustees, has made it, in more 
than one respect, an acknowledged model for imitation, while 
in mere numerical extent it has become the largest on this con- 
tinent. It was through Mr. Winsovr’s instrumentality that the 
system of reference-note catalogues was introduced, which has 
marked a new era in Library administration. By means of 
this system the Library not only offers its books, but tells 
everybody which of them to read. The School District 
Library movement of about a generation ago was an attempt 
of the same kind, to popularize good reading, but it was 
a decided failure, for the reason, not understood at the time, 
though now it seems obvious enough, that mere books on a 
shelf will not make themselves read. Abreast of this full 
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supply of instruction in the choice of reading, a plan has been 
carried forward to aid in the convenient use of our books by 
increasing the number of deliveries. ‘This mechanism can go 
on, subdividing the channels and multiplying the depositories 
of reading matter as fast and as far as may be required. The 
ease with which the deliveries for the firemen and the public 
institutions of the city have been kept up, shows that the 
question is one only of care and detail, and of little cost. 

The two periods mentioned as covering the history of the 
Library thus far amount to about twenty-four years. If we 
date from the time when the project of a Public Library first 
began to be seriously contemplated, and when actual efforts 
toward it were made, we may reckon that the institution has 
about a generation of human life to look back upon. But 
whether we date from the year 1841, or from Mayor Quincy’s 
conditional offer of $5,000, and the appointment of a joint 
committee of the City Council on a Library in 1847, or from 
the enabling act of 1848, or from the first opening in Mason 
street, in 1854, —inany case it is a splendid achievement for 
the City of Boston to have established within that time a 
Library of 350,000 books, creditably representing the chief 
departments of literature, and, to a fair degree, meeting the 
intellectual requirements of this community. 

The progress of these years has now for the first time 
brought into plain view a fresh set of considerations, which 
must be considered in any competent action for the future 
of the Library. These might possibly in some measure have 
been foreseen at the outset ; but some of them could not have 
been, and they are such as to require, in order to be fully 
appreciated, exactly the practical experiment which has now 
been made. Of all of these, the most striking, from a libra- 
rian’s point of view, is the consumption of books in Bates 
Hall. The light literature of the Lower Hall and branches 
is expected to be in due time literally used up. It is ground 
to pieces; its material fabric is actually worn out, with con- 
siderable rapidity, under the diligent application of the public 
thumb and finger. ‘This actual consumption of the fabric of 
the books is a matter of course, under the swift and vigorous 
treatment applied to them in the Lower Hall circulation, and 
to a certain extent it is no doubt legitimate even for standard 
literature and reference-books. Under these circumstances it 
might well be considered whether or not to modify the usual 
rule of not duplicating Bates Hall volumes, so far as to per- 
mit two copies each of certain classes of books to be pro- 
cured, one to be a two-starred book, on purpose to be always 
found within the building, while the other should be for the 
purpose of circulation. Such a duplication would serve two 
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ends at once: it would secure for one copy a practically un- 
limited existence, since the use of books within the Library 
exposes them to the minimum of wear and tear; and it would, 
in a great many cases, prevent the obvious inconvenience of 
a collision of interests between two users. As far as it could 
be applied it would avoid the primary difficulty of a Library 
like this, which seeks to meet the two incompatible purposes 
of reference and circulation. With two copies we could have 
any given book always in the Library and always out of it. It 
is hardly necessary to point out how helpful such a provision 
would be in a community where books of standard merit are 
so frequently in popular demand. 

The second suggestion which I shall offer arises in like 
manner from the experience of the Library. Perhaps it 
might fairly enough have been judged on December 20, 
1858, when the Lower Hall was first open to use, that the 
stately Library building was the permanent home of the col- 
lection; but twenty years’ éxperience has taught otherwise. 
Something very different from the present building must now 
be anticipated as a permanent Library edifice. When this 
building was erected, not only were the actual requirements 
of the community unknown, but there was no such thing as 
library architecture, in the present meaning of the term. It 
is, therefore, no cause for blame that a structure, which 
might have accommodated one million and a half of books, 
is visibly approaching its storage limit with three hundred 
thousand; that the interior details turn out such as to re- 
quire as much time and labor as possible, instead of as little, 
in finding and delivering a book; that the sanitary conditions 
and domestic arrangements are defective to a degree. not 
merely annoying, but discreditable ; and that the accommoda- 
tions for readers and students are by far too limited. Radical 
as these defects are, their existence hitherto is not just cause 
for blame ; butto perpetuate this state of things any longer than 
is necessary would besuch cause. What these considerations 
indicate is, that the defects of the present building should be 
remedied as far as practicable, but that the Library should not 
be irretrievably anchored in its present inadequate and unsuit- 
able accommodations. On the contrary, its administration 
should be shaped with a view to its transfer, at the earliest 
possible period, to an edifice which shall be safe from fire 
risks, both within and without, planned and built upon com- 
plete principles of library economy and architecture, and 
to be the permanent home of the Library in all future times. 

There seems, lastly, to be room in the administration of 
the Library for a definitely organized method, within certain 
guarded limits, of systematizing the purchase of certain

books. There should be an arrangement supplementary to 
the wise and successful policy hitherto followed of occasion- 
ally filling up some one department under the advice of 
specialists. The proposed additional method would consist 
of what might be called an official watch on the part of the 
Library on the whole field of literature, both past and cur- 
rent, with constant parallel reference to the condition of the 
Library itself. It would seek to recognize promptly any im- 
portant new question, and provide not merely that some- 
thing should be procured in relation to it, but that nothing 
important for its competent study should be omitted. And 
so far as may be, a similar care should be constantly main- 
tained to supply deficiencies in the older parts of the 
collection. | 

For one instance in point: we have received perhaps as 
many books as were necessary upon the Russo-Turkish war, 
and so we have upon recent African travel and discovery. 
Upon the important German codperative or mutual benefit 
system, known by the name of its chief advocate, Schultze- 
Delitzsch, we have something, but not a full collection. 
On the other hand, an inquiry within a few days about a 
subject of not less pressing significance, the labors of the 
European extreme socialist leaders, Karl Marx and Lassalle, 
showed that their names are not in our catalogue and that 
our materials for an account of them are scanty. It is not 
meant that the present method of adjusting our current sup- 
plies of literature is a bad method. Itis a good one, but 
the additional feature here suggested would carry it some 
ways toward practical completeness. This watchfulness 
after omitted subjects and omitted books is something 
quite different from the ordinary routine scrutiny of cata- 
logues and trade lists. It calls for a constant survey 
over the past and present growth of the institution with 
reference to its systematical development. The position and 
office of this Library are such as to require the services of a 
trained scholar in thus supervising its accessions. 

In closing this brief report, the last, as it is the first, 
which it will be my duty to lay before the Board, I beg to 
express my thanks for the personal and official kindness 
which I have invariably received from all with whom my 
official duties have brought me in contact.

Our financial and library years now nominally correspond, but it will happen that bills accruing subsequently to the middle of March 
(when the last requisition of the year, payable April Ist, is approved) will be audited in the subsequent year’s account, beginning nominally May Ist. In this way books added between March 15th and May 1st may be counted in one year’s growth, and paid for in the subsequent year’s account. The cost of maintaining Branches after the first year makes part of the general items of the several appropriations 
The money for books bought on account of the Fellowes Atheneum is spent under the direction of the Book Committee of the Trustees of the Fellowes Fund. > .

OFFICE OF THE Boston WaTER Boarp, 
May 1, 1878. 


To the City Council of the City of Boston: — 

The Boston Water Board respectfully submit their second 
annual report, and transmit to the City Council reports 
from the City Engineer and the Water Registrar, as re- 
quired by the ordinance establishing the Board. They also 
present reports from the Clerk of the Board, from the Clerk 
and Registrar of the Mystic Department, from the Super- 
intendents of the Eastern and Western Divisions of the 
Cochituate, and the Superintendent of the Mystic Water 
Works. 

The greater part of the time of the Board during the year 
has been taken up with the consideration and settlement of 
claims for property taken under the act authorizing the city 
to obtain an additional supply of pure water, and in carrying 
out the orders of the City Council for the construction of 
the works authorized by said act. 


pt tiations necessary to determine its line, and the settlement 
pal. damages, has also taken much time, and this, with the 
ordinary « eare of the Cochituate and Mystic Works, has left 
but small opportunity for the study and consideration of 
changes which, in their first annual report, the Board ex- 
pressed an opinion were desirable and needful in the Water

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Department; nevertheless, some progress has been made in 
this direction, and the work of reorganization is kept con- 
stantly in mind, and will gradually be accomplished. ~ 

No changes have been made during the year in the prices 
and rents for the use of water. A good deal of information 
bearing upon the subject has been obtained, and how to 
equalize and modify the present regulations is the study of 
the Board. The matter is beset with difficulties which can- 
not easily be overcome; but when the new works are com- 
plete and a full supply of water made unquestionable, an 
improved tariff of water-rates will at least be possible. 

The Board have not felt warranted in making a further re- 
duction in the price for water supplied by meter, until the 
effect of the reduced valuation of real estate, and the gen- 
eral depression in business, upon the income from the sales 
of water could be ascertained. 


CocHITUATE DEPARTMENT. 


The general condition of this department continues to be 
satisfactory. The City Council is referred to accompanying 
reports for particular information in regard to it. 

Among the improvements which have been made during 
the year are, the purchase of a new pumping-engine of 
3,000,000 gallons per day capacity, for the Elmwood-street 
station ; the laying of a line of 3,514 feet of 48-inch cast-iron 
pipe around the Chestnut-Hill reservoir, between the ter- 
minal chamber of the Sudbury-river conduit and the 48-inch 
outlet pipe of said reservoir, in order to give a direct supply 
from Sudbury river to the city in case of need; the erection 
of several miles of new fence around the grounds connected 
with the Chestnut-Hill and Brookline reservoirs, and the 
building of a very substantial wall along the whole front of 
South street, in the Brighton District, which has been wi- 
dened. A good deal of work has also been done in grading 
and improving the grounds, and planting ornamental trees 
on the city’s land at Chestnut Hill. 

A contract for the new pumping-engine was made with 
H. R. Worthington & Co., of New York, immediately after 
the passage of the order authorizing its purchase. The 
opinion of the City Engineer had previously been given as 
to the kind of engine best suited to the work required to be 
done, and the highly satisfactory experience of the city in 
their former dealings with Messrs. Worthington & Co., and 
with the use of three of their engines at the pumping-station 
of the Mystic Water Works, left no question as to the 
proper action of the Board in carrying out the provisions of

the order. The engine, completed and in its place, was 
accepted and paid for March 11, 1878, and so far answers 
fully the expectations of the Engineer and the Board. . 

The report of the City Engineer gives the condition ot 
Lake Cochituate, so far as the supply of water is concerned, 
the quantity of water turned into it from the Sudbury river, 
and from Dug and Dudley ponds, and a full statement of 
the consumption of water during the year. It also 
shows the condition and use of the conduit, the average 
heights of water in the Chestnut-Hill and Brookline reser- 
voirs, and the uses of the other low-service reservoirs. The 
laying of water-pipes during the year, a description of the 
work made necessary by the rebuilding of Chelsea bridge, a 
statement of the work done on the water-plans in the En- 
gineer’s office, the height of water in, and the use made of, 
the high-service reservoirs, the work done at the pumping- 
stations, with its cost, a description of the new pumping- 
engine, and needful information in regard to the rainfall and 
evaporation, can also be found in this report. 

The report of the Superintendent of the Western Division 
furnishes information in relation to the condition of Lake 
Cochituate and the Chestnut-Hill and Brookline reservoirs, 
and the grounds and property connected therewith; the 
pressure under which the conduit has been run, and its con- 
dition at the time of the annual examination, May 8, 1877, 
and also the condition of the waste-weirs and culverts. 

From the report of the Superintendent of the Eastern 
Division it will be seen that he has laid during the year 
nearly 14 miles of cast-iron pipes, including 3,480 feet of 
48-inch laid by him for the new supply, or Sudbury-river 
Department, across Rosemary brook in Needham. The 
length and sizes are as follows : —

121 stopcocks and 100 hydrants have been put in. 

The total length of pipe laid from the commencement of 
the work to May 1, 1878, is 355 miles, 629 feet ; total num- 
ber of stopcocks put in, 3,773; total number of hydrants 
3,988; the number of service-pipes laid during the year is 
1,047, making a total to May 1, 1878, of 43,521. 

The Board can still report the general condition of the 
main pipes in the city as good; and, with the exception of 
those referred to in the last annual report as injuriously 
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affected by dock mud, in which they are laid, no very mate- 
rial relaying of pipes will be necessary for some time to 
come. 

A contract for a supply of cast-iron pipes for the present 
year was made on the 12th of March, with the Warren 
Foundry and Machine Company, of Phillipsburg, N.J., at 
$26.47 per ton, delivered as usual. This is $3.53 per ton 
less than last year. 

The report of the Water Registrar shows the number of 
water-takers entered for the year 1878 to have been 49,970, 
~—an increase over the previous year of 1,642. 

The total amount of water-rates received for the year 
ending May 1, 1878, was $1,014,325.81. This includes 
$48,674.10 received from East Boston, and afterwards paid 
to the Mystic Department, the water having been supplied 
by the Mystic Water Works. 

The number of cases where water was turned off for non- 
payment of rates during the year ending January 1, 1878, 
was 1,849. Of this number 1,509 were turned on again, 
leaving 340 still remaining off. 

The number of meters now in use is 1,079. Of this 
number 684 are 5-8 inch; 334, l-inch; 48, 2-inch ; 14, 3- 
inch; and 4, 4-inch.

Mystic DEPARTMENT. 


The Mystic Water Works are in good condition, and the 
lake during the year has furnished an abundant supply of 
very good water. When the Mystic Valley Sewer and other 
improvements, authorized by the City Council, are finished, 
no other considerable outlay is likely to be required, except 
for the renewal of distribution pipes, until it may be deemed 
expedient to construct an additional storage basin. 

The recommendation of the Board for the construction of 
a second line of force main-pipe from the pumping-station to 
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the reservoir having been adopted by the Council, and 
authority given, by an order passed October 2, 1877, to proceed 
with the work, the City Engineer was requested to prepare 
the necessary plans, and a contract was made for the cast-iron 
pipes on the 12th of March, at $25.92 per ton. Preparations 
_ for laying the pipes are now being made, and the work will 
soon be completed. 

The right to lay these pipes in a direct line from the reser- 
voir to the pumping-station was obtained by the City of 
Charlestown at the time of the construction of the works ; 
but the Board have made arrangements, at small expense to 
the city, for laying out a street, 40 feet wide, — an improve- 
ment which has been referred to in former reports, and which 
can be carried out with advantage while the work on the new 
main is being done. 

The City Engineer’s report shows the condition of the 
lake at various times during the year, the yield of the water- 
shed, with the quantity of rainfall; the work done at the 
pumping-station, with the time each engine was run; the 
quantity of coal used, of water pumped, and the cost of 
pumping ; the height of water in the reservoir, and the aggre- 
gate and average quantity of water consumed. 

The Superintendent’s report shows what has been done 
during the year to keep up and improve the property of the 
city at the lake, the pumping-station, and the reservoir; the 
additions, repairs, and condition of the supply-mains, the 
distribution and service pipes ; the quantity of coal consumed 
during the year, and on hand at this date. It also shows the 
total length of distribution-pipe laid from the commencement 
of the work to this date, as follows : — 

In Charlestown 29 miles, 276 feet; Chelsea 28 miles, 
1,489 feet; Somerville 44 miles, 2,323 feet; Everett 14 
miles, 1,852 feet; in all 116 miles, 944 feet. Connected 
with the Mystic Water Works at this date, there are 142 
miles, 487 feet of pipe, 1,046 gates, and 699 hydrants. 

With the exception of a few small lots, the coal used during 
the year was purchased by contract, at $5.49 per ton of 2,200 
Ibs., delivered and weighed on the scales over the coal-shed 
at the pumping-station. 

The amount collected for water-rates during the year end- 
ing May 1, 1878, was $267,917.34, as shown by the report 
of the Registrar. The same report shows the number of 
water-takers, and the number of and kind of fixtures, build- 
ings, meters, etc.

Mystic-VaLLEY SEWER. 


The City Council having, on the 26th day of May, 1877, 
passed an order authorizing the Board to locate and con- 
struct this sewer, surveys and plans were made by the City 
Engineer, and the necessary descriptions and orders for 
taking lands and real estate were prepared and submitted to 
the Council by the Board, on the 26th of July, 1877. On 
the 30th of July, 1877, an order of the City Council was

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approved by the Mayor, taking the lands so described, and 
needed for the construction of the sewer... On the 6th of 
August Mr. F. H. Tarbox was appointed by the Board 
Superintendent of the work, which was commenced on the 
20th of the same month, continued until December 1, 1877, 
and recommenced early in April of this year. A full 
description of the sewer and its location will be found in the 
report of the City Engineer, as well as a statement of the 
progress of the work, which, it is now expected, will be 
completed by the middle of August next. 

Before commencing the sewer the Board made an arrange- 
ment with the Boston & Lowell Railroad for the right to 
construct, and permanently maintain and keep in repair, so 
much of it in the towns of Medford, Winchester, and 
Woburn as lies within the location adjoining said railroad, 
and to use said location and the adjoining lands of said rail- 
road for this purpose. The price agreed upon for this right 
was large ($20,000), but it was the lowest that could be 
made, and a careful calculation had shown that, with any 
other line the difference in construction, added to the es- 
timated land damages, would make the whole cost of the 
sewer greater than it would be to follow out this plan; in a 
word, the line was adopted because, on the whole, it was 
cheapest and best. 

In carrying out the work it has been necessary to alter the 
grade of one of the principal streets in Winchester, which 
change by the statute was to be made under the direction of 
the authorities of that town, who, we are happy to say, have 
shown a neighborly spirit, and have been reasonable in their 
requirements. 

The Board have made fair progress in the settlement of 
land and other damages, and have no doubt that all the par- 
ties who are expected to turn their drainage into the sewer 
will readily assent to reasonable and proper expenditures for 
this purpose. 

The sewer has been built by days’ labor and by residents of 
the city, in conformity to an order of the City Council, passed 
July 10, 1877, authorizing and instructing the Board to have 
it done in this manner; and, although it is probable that it 
will cost somewhat more than if it had been done by con- 
tract, it is only just to say, that the men employed have been 
better than the average of gangs hired by contractors, and, 
under the direction of the Superintendent, have worked fully 
as well as could have been expected. 

The materials used have all been purchased at very low 
prices.

SUDBURY-RIVER DEPARTMENT — ADDITIONAL SUPPLY. 


The construction of the additional supply works has been 
successfully carried on during the year. The conduit from 
Farm pond is practically finished, and has already been used 
to convey water from Sudbury river to the Chestnut-Hill 
reservoir. Final estimates for work on this conduit have 
been made up for all the sections but No. 10; satisfactory 
settlements have been made with the contractors, and 
receipts in full given by them. But little remains to be done 
on Section 10, and but a small amount will be due on the 
contract for that section when it is fully completed. 

The gate-houses connected with the conduit, with the ex- 
ception of the terminal gate-house at Chestnut Hill, are all 
finished and mostly paid ‘for. On the 21st of September last 
a plan for the terminal gate-house was adopted by the Board, 
and the City Architect is preparing the working drawings 
and specifications for the same. As soon as they are ready, 
the building will be put under contract. 

_ The conduit from Sudbury river to Farm pond, for the 
building of which a contract was made on June 12, 1877, 
will be finished without doubt by the first of September. 

The storage-basins in 'ramingham and Ashland it is ex- 
pected will be ready for use by the end of the present year. 

A statement of the contracts made during the year, and 
a table showing the progress of the whole work and its 
present condition, prepared by Mr. A. Fteley, Resident En- 
gineer, will be found in the accompanying report of the 
City Engineer, to which report the Council is referred for 
more particular information in regard to the new supply works. 

The following statement in addition to the taking of the 
water of Sudbury river will show what lands have been 
taken by the city under Chapter 177 of the Acts of the 
Legislature of 1872: — 
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In their first annual ‘report the Board referred to the 
awards of the commissioners appointed by the court to 
estimate the damages to mill-owners and others, occasioned 
by the taking of the waters of Sudbury river and its tribu- 
taries, and informed the Council that the awards not being 
satisfactory, they had, by advice of counsel, in each of the 
cases, asked for a jury trial as provided by the statutes. 
They can now report that four of the cases have been amica- 
bly settled, and there is good reason for doubt whether any of 
them will have to be passed upon by a jury. Previous to 
March 14, 1878, propositions for settlement had been made 
by the counsel of several of the claimants ; but they were not 
such as the Board felt warranted in accepting. 

On that date, the Saxonville Mills, to whom the largest 
amount of damage had been awarded, — $175,000, and inter- 
est from December, 1876, — by counsel, proposed to settle 
the claim in full for $131,250, and the taxable costs, which 
proposition was accepted by the Board, and on the 16th of 
March, the amount, $134,611.98, was paid by the City 
Treasurer. The other settlements have been: — 

The Belvidere Woollen Manufacturing Co., awarded 
$40,000; amount to be paid, $31,150.22. 

Chas. P. Talbot et al., awarded $76,500; amount to be 
paid $59,224.81. 

Marshall P. Wilder e¢ al., awarded $16,500; amount to 
_ be paid, $12,986.38. 

The reduction from the awards was considerable, but not 
more than could justly be claimed by the city, after the cost . 
of compensation for the loss of power which might be 
occasioned by the taking and diversion of the waters of the 
river from the several premises of the claimants, had been 
investigated. 

The settlements for land taken for the construction and 
maintenance of the conduit and storage-basins, and for dam- 
age occasioned thereby, have been mostly by agreement with 
the parties injured, without the intervention of referees or 
juries. But one case has been tried before a jury, and only 
two by commissioners appointed by the court. <A few 
claims have been left to referees selected by the claimants 
and the Board, with an agreement that the decision should 
be final, neither party reserving the right of appeal. 

The amounts asked for by many of the claimants have 
been unreasonable and exorbitant, and have only been re- 
duced by hard work and the exercise of great patience. The 
Board have followed out the liberal policy with which they 
started, in every instance representing the city, as intending 
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carefully to exercise the authority given them to interfere 
with private rights, and always fully and liberally to com- 
pensate the individual whose property had been taken for a 
public benefit. They have not been disposed to submit to 
imposition, or to award sums largely out of proportion to the 
injury done. 

From the commencement of the surveys for the works, the 
engineers endeavored so to run the lines as to occasion the 
least possible disturbance or injury to estates, and especially 
with highly improved estates ; the owners in such cases were 
consulted and called upon to point out the least objectionable 
way to cross their lands. But few such claims remain un- 
settled ; the most important of which is that of H. H. Hun- 
newell, Esq., of Wellesley. Commissioners have been 
appointed by the court to assess the damages in this case, 
the Board having failed to come to an agreement with the 
claimant. 

The whole number of claims settled up to May 1, 1878, is 
148. The amount paid for land and water damages to the 
same date is $571,529.30. 

We present the following statement, showing the appropria- 
tions by the City Council for an additional supply of water, 
with the loans issued to meet them, and the amount of 
expenditures to this date.

Water was 
wasted at the overflow of the lake from March 21 to April 
5, from April 11 to 15, and from April 20 to 23, from May 
2 to 5, and from June 12 to 16, the total waste being 
1,484,978,600 gallons. 

On the first of January, 1877, the surface of the water in 
the lake was 9 feet, 3 inches above the bottom of the conduit. 
During the months of January, February, and March the 
lake surface was rising, and on the 27th of March reached 
high-water mark. 

It remained at or near that point until the middle of June, 
when it began to fall, and continued to lower until the 4th 
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of October, when it was 6 feet, 74 inches above the conduit 
bottom. 

In consequence of copious rains during the months of 
October and November, and the amount received from the 
Sudbury river, the lake surface had risen, on November 1,_ 
to 9 feet 10 inches, and on December 1 to 10 feet, 114 
inches. 

January 1, 1878, it stood at 11 feet, February 1, 11 feet, 
74 inches, March 1, 12 feet 63 mnohens April 1, 12 feet, nad 
at F this date, May 1, it stands “at 13 feet, 1 inch ‘above the 
conduit bottom.

Very little water was received from Dug pond during 
1877, — about 16,500,000 gallons.

The table on page 46 will show the depths of water that 
have been maintained at the head of the conduit during the 
- year. The clear height of the conduit is 6 feet 4 inches. 

An examination of the conduit was made on May 8, 1877. 
It was found in about its usual condition. 


Low-SERVICE RESERVOIRS. 


The tables on page 39 give the monthly and yearly aver- 
age heights above tide-marsh level of the water in the 
Chestnut-Hill and Brookline reservoirs. 

The average height in Chestnut-Hill reservoir has been 
121.52 feet, or 1.28 feet lower than in 1876. 

The average level in the Brookline reservoir has been 
120.80 feet, or 1.48 feet lower than in 1876, and 0.72 of a 
foot lower than the Chestnut-Hill reservoir. 

The other low-service reservoirs are used simply to store 
water for use in an emergency, or during repairs to the main 


pipes. 
Pires AND Prer PLANS. 


The laying of pipes during the past year has been con- 
fined mainly to short lines laid in compliance to petitions. 
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About 12 miles in all have been laid and 101 hydrants 
set. 

Chelsea bridge, which has been rebuilt during the past 
season, carried a 20-inch Cochituate water pipe to East Bos- 
ton, and a 16-inch Mystic water-pipe to Chelsea. The 
rebuilding and widening of the bridge, and the change 
of position of the draw channel, necessitated the laying of 
new lines of pipes and the putting down of new siphons ; 
these were successfully laid in a trench dredged for the 
purpose. 

It was also necessary to move the pipes from their former 
positions for the whole length of the filled portion of the 
bridge ; this was done without stopping the supply of water, 
as either pipe was, fortunately, large enough, with the assist- 
ance of the East Boston reservoir, to do duty for both for 
short periods. 

The siphons and supports for the pipes were put down by 
Messrs. Boynton Bros., the contractors for rebuilding the 
bridge ; the pipe-laying was done under the direction of Mr. 
Jones, of the Cochituate Department, and Mr. Bigelow of 
the Mystic Department. 

The siphon for the 20-inch main (Cochituate) is 24 inches 
in diameter, and for the 16-inch main (Mystic) is 20 inches 
in diameter. The siphon pipes are enclosed in strong 
wooden boxes, well bolted and strapped, and the spaces 
between the pipes and boxes are filled with cement concrete. 

The plans, showing water-pipes, gates, and hydrants, have 
been corrected, as usual. Sectional plans of West Roxbury 
and East Boston, mentioned in the last annual report as in 
preparation, have been completed, and plans of Charlestown, 
on a scale of 100 feet to an inch, are now being made for 
this office. A large plan, on a scale of 500 feet to an inch, 
is being prepared, showing the entire high-service system of 
distribution. 


Hieu-SERVICE RESERVOIR AND PUMPS. 


Parker-Hill reservoir has been in constant service during 
the year, and the water in it has been kept at an average 
height of 216.24 feet above tide-marsh level. . 

The table on page 40 gives the average monthly heights 
for the year.

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New ENGINE, ETC. 


In the last annual report it was recommended that a third 
engine, of a capacity of 3,000,000 gallons, and a new boiler 
be purchased and erected during the season. 

In the fall, in accordance with a request of the Water 
Board, an order:was passed by the City Council, approved 
Oct. 4, 1877, authorizing the Water Board to purchase a 
pumping-engine, etc., at an expense not exceeding $20,000. 
A contract was made with Mr. Henry R. Worthington, of New 
York, for a compound duplex pumping-engine, and a boiler, 
— the engine to have a pumping capacity of 3,000,000 gal- 
lons per day. The work under this contract was completed, 
and the engine, etc., accepted and paid for March 11, 1878. 

In connection with the new engine important changes 
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have been made in the suction and force mains of the pumps. 
The suction mains of the present pumps have been so con- 
nected as to enable both pumps to be used together, and 
a new 20-inch force-main has been laid from the engine- 
house, through Elmwood and Roxbury streets, to the junction 
of Pynchon street, there connecting with the main to Parker- 
Hill reservoir. 


BricuHton HicGH-SERVICE. 


The pumps have worked satisfactorily. 

The pumping time has ranged between 1 hour and 18} 
hours, and the consumption from 12,000 to 135,000 gallons 
per 24 hours. The consumption is largest during the sum- 
mer months, when water is used for watering streets. 


CONSUMPTION OF WATER. 


The table on page 42 gives the average daily consump- 
tion of water from the Cochituate works for each month. 

The average daily consumption in 1877 has been 20,673,- 
500 gallons,—an increase of about 2 per cent. over the 
consumption of 1876. 

No water has been supplied to East’ Boston from the Co- 
chituate Works during the past year. 


EVAPORATION. 


The experiments on evaporation were continued through 
the summer months, both at Beacon-Hill and Chestnut-Hill 
reservoirs. 

The following tables give the results of the experiments, 
also the temperature of the air at Parker-Hill and Chestnut- 
Hill reservoirs, and of the water at Brookline reservoir and 
the Mystic Engine-house.

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ADDITIONAL SUPPLY. 


By an order of the City Council approved April 20, 1878, 
the City Treasurer was authorized to borrow, under the 
direction of the Committee on Finance, the sum of six hun- 
dred thousand dollars, to meet the additional appropriations 
for “ Additional Water Supply.” This sum has not been 
negotiated at this date, May 1. This, added to the sums be- 
fore appropriated for preliminary investigations (Oct. 20, | 
1871, $10,000), for connecting Sudbury river with Lake 
Cochituate as a means of temporary supply (April 12, 
1872, $100,000), and for building the Sudbury-river works 
(April 11, 1873, $500,000; Feb. 26, 1875, $1,500;000), 
makes the total amount appropriated $4,710,000. The 
premium on the sale of bonds ($352,886.80) stands to the 
credit of this appropriation; therefore the total sum which 
the Water Board are authorized to expend for this work is 
$5,062,886.80.

Of which sum $3,376,182.65 have been expended for work 
done by days’ labor or under eontract, and for material 
furnished. 

The balance has been spent for the construction and 
maintenance of the temporary connections with Lake Cochit- 
uate, for the preliminary investigations for a source of supply, 
for engineering and superintendence of construction, for land 
and water damages, etc. 

The following extracts from the report of Mr. A. Fteley, 
Resident Engineer in charge, will show the progress made in 
the construction of the works: — 


The work of construction of the ‘* Additional Supply” has been 
prosecuted without interruption, and, owing to the mildness of the 
weather, was continued later than usual in 1877. For the same reason 
it has been resumed early this season. 

The work authorized to be done by day labor (order of the City 
Council, approved Oct. 30, 1875), including the foundations of the dams, 
and Section No. 1, has been completed during the year. Some excaya- 
tion has been made in Reservoir No. 1, and contracts have been entered 
into for building the superstructures of Dams 2 and 3. Dam No. 1, 
with its sluice-gates and iron-work complete, has already been finished 
with the exception of the house which is to be erected over the gate- 
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chamber. The various dams have also been connected by 48-inch cast- 
iron pipes, which have been laid by contract. 

That portion of the area of Basin No. 3 which was covered with 
wood and brush has been cleared, and the Boston, Clinton, Fitchburg 
and New Bedford Railroad, under an agreement with the Boston Water 
Board, has built a new bridge, and is strengthening its embankments in 
view of the coming flowage. 

Section A of the conduit, which connects dam No.1 with Farm: 
pond, has been put under contract, and at the present rate of progress 
will be finished within two months. Although, owing to unavoidable 
delays, considerable work remains to be done in and about the reservoir 
basins, it is expected that they will be in condition to be filled by the 
end of the present year. On the line of the conduit all the sections 
already under contract have been completed, with the exception of 
Section 10, where only a little work remains to be done. Additional 
brick arching has been laid in-Rockland-street and Beacon-street tun- 
nels (Sections 6 and 20). Siphon pipes have been laid in Section 13, and 
the connection of the Sudbury-river aqueduct with the Lawrence basin 
of Chestnut-Hill reservoir has been commenced and completed. 

A line of 48-inch cast-iron pipe has also been laid around Chestnut- 
Hill reservoir between the terminal chamber of the Sudbury-river con- 
duit and the 48-inch outlet pipe of Chestnut-Hill reservoir, in order to 
render the city supply independent from the latter. The paved slopes 
of Section 1 remain to be completed. A contract has been entered into 
to connect the terminal chamber of the Sudbury-river conduit with the 
Bradlee basin and with the Cochituate conduit. 

The superstructure of the terminal chamber is also to be built, and 
a small amount of work is being done on the line of the conduit to 
maintain and seed the embankments, to erect fences, ete. With the ex- 
ceptions above mentioned the work on the conduit is practically finished. 
The water has already flowed directly from Sudbury river to Chestnut- 
Hill reservoir, and the communication between these places is now per- 
manently established. 


The average rainfall on the Sudbury-river water-shed for 
the year ending April 30, 1878, as deduced from the gauges 
kept in Framingham, Southboro’, Marlboro’, Westboro’, and 
Hopkinton, is 50.86 inches, of which 53.26 per cent. 
reached the river. The flow as gauged at the temporary 
dam has been, for the whole year, 35,580,000,000 gallons, 
equivalent to an average daily flow of 97,480,000 gallons.

MYSTIC WORKS. 
Mystic Laker. 


The water in the lake, Jan. 1, 1877, was 6.13 feet above 
tide-marsh level, or 0.77 of a foot below high-water mark. 
From this date until July, 1877, it remained at or near this 
point, water being allowed to waste over the dam from Jan. 
8 to June 17. 

On July 1 the lake surface had fallen to 5 56 feet above 
tide-marsh level; Aug. 1, 4.18 feet; Sept. 1, 3.69 feet; 
Oct. 1, 1.22 feet; and on Oct. 4, 0.97 of a foot. This was 
the lowest-point reached during the year, the lake surface 
having risen, Nov. 1, to 4.55 feet; Dec. 1, to 6.18 feet; 
and on Jan. 1, 1878, to 5.88 feet above tide-marsh level. 
It has remained at or near high-water mark since that date, 
and water has been constantly wasted over the dam from 
Nov. 8, 1877, to the present time, May 1, 1878. 

During the year new arrangements have been made for 
measuring the amount of water wasted over the outlet dam, 
and also at the conduit waste-weir. A float-gauge has been 
placed in the gate-house to indicate the height of water in 
the lake. 

High-water mark is 11.17 feet above bottom of conduit. 

The total yield of the Mystic water-shed forthe year 1877 
is shown by the following figures : —

The largest quantity pumped in any one day was 13,180,- 
407 gallons (Jan. 27, 1877). 

The smallest quantity pumped was 5,858,009 (April 26). 

The average duty of the three engines for the year was 
50,731,500 foot-lbs. per 100 lbs. of coal consumed, without 
deduction for ashes or clinkers, and the average number of 
gallons pumped per lb. of coal.was 400.6. 

The duty given above is somewhat less than that given for 
1876, although the number of gallons pumped per Ib. of coal 
is larger. This is accounted for by the fact that during 
1876 no record was kept of the height of the water in the 
pump-well, and the lift of the pumps was estimated larger 
than it should have been. 

In October, 1877, an order was passed by the City Council 
authorizing the construction of a new force main from the 
Mystic Engine-house to the reservoir. Plans for the work 
have since been made, and the pipe contracted for; some of 
it is already delivered, and the work of laying will soon be 
commenced. 

In connection with this work a new street, 40 feet in 
width, has been laid out over the line of the force mains, 
giving a direct route from the engine-house to the reservoir. 


RESERVOIR AND CONSUMPTION. 


The reservoir and grounds are in good condition. The 
tables of average monthly heights is appended, and shows 
also the average daily amount drawn from the reservoir for 
each month. The average for the year was 8,386,257 gal- 
lons, or 439,551 gallons, about 5 per cent. less than for 1876. 

The largest consumption for one day was on January 4th, 
when it reached 13,857,469 gallons. 

The least consumption was on April 29, when it fell to 
6,015,825 gallons.

Mystic-VALLEY SEWER. 


It was stated in the last annual report that, owing to 
certain restrictions of the act passed by the Legislature of 
1875, this sewer could be built only along an unnecessarily 
circuitous route, and that further operations on the work had 
therefore been suspended until an amendment to this act 
could be obtained. 

An amendment, removing the objectionable restrictions, 
was passed by the Legislature of 1877, and on the 16th of 
May an order of the City Council was approved, authorizing 
the Boston Water Board to locate and construct the sewer in 
conformity with the provisions of the Acts of 1875, as 
amended by Chapter 11 of the Acts of 1877. 

In June work upon the surveys and plans of the line was 
recommenced, and in the latter part of July it was so far 
completed that a plan of the lands required, with descriptions 
of the same, was submitted to the City Council. An order, 
_ approved July 30, was passed, taking the lands required. 

August 6 Mr. F. H. Tarbox, of this city, was appointed 
by the Water Board Superintendent of Construction; and 
August 20 work upon the sewer was commenced, and was 
continued until the 1st of December. 


LOCATION OF THE SEWER. 


The sewer is located in the towns of Medford, Winches- 
ter, and Woburn. Commencing at the outlet in lower 
Mystic Lake, it extends in a northerly direction through the 
bed of the old Middlesex Canal for about 3,000 feet; thence 
leaving the canal and crossing under the tracks of the Bos- 
ton, Lowell & Nashua Railroad, it continues generally 
within the railroad location until it reaches Main street, 
Winchester; crossing again under the railroad tracks at this 
point, and extending through Main street to a point 
nearly opposite Lake street, it then turns towards the 
north-east, and crosses private lands and under the tracks 
of the Woburn branch of the Boston, Lowell & Nashua 
Railroad. From this point to Prospect street, in Woburn, it 
is within the location of the Woburn Branch Railroad. 
Crossing Prospect street and extending for a short distance 
through private lands, it then turns and runs in a northerly 
direction through other private lands as far as Railroad 
street. From the point where it turns after leaving Pros- 
pect street, a branch line 785 feet in length is to be extended 
in an easterly direction to Pollard’s tannery.

The main sewer is built of brick, and is 28 inches high by 
26 inches wide. It is 11,857 feet in length, and extends 
from the outlet to a point within the Woburn Branch Rail- 
road location nearly opposite Moseley’s tannery. 11,228 
lineal feet of the sewer is “ single-course work ;” under the 
railroad crossings and at Waldmyer’s tannery at Winches- 
ter, where it runs parallel with and 12 feet from the tan-pits, 
it is “double-course work.” At the outlet and along the 
railroad embankment near Moseley’s tannery cast-iron pipes, 
24 inches in diameter, are used. 

The sewer crosses the Abbajona river by means of two 
wrought-iron pipes, of different diameters, one built inside the 
other, thus forming an air-space to prevent freezing. One 
end of the pipe is fixed and the other end is movable, being 
provided with an expansion joint at its connection with the 

masonry. The crossing of the stone culvert at the Wedge- 
pond outlet in Main street is effected by means of wrought- 
iron pipes of the same construction. This culvert has been 
enlarged by building two new water-ways, to compensate for 
the area in the old culvert occupied by the wrought-iron 
pipe. 

The grade of Main street, in Winchester, has been raised 
so as to make the depth of filling over the sewer 4 feet. An 
agreement was made, Noy. 26, with the Selectmen of Win- 
chester, for raising the grade of this street, and doing all 
the other necessary filling, at the rate of 40 cents per cubic 
yard, bank measurement. ‘The work of filling was com- 
menced Noy. 28, and is now finished. 

The gravel filling on other parts of the main line was 
mostly furnished by the Boston, Lowell & Nashua Railroad 
Corporation, at the rate of $2 per car-load; 889 car-loads 
have been used. 388 manholes and 10 flushing-tanks have 
been built on the main sewer line; the manholes are located 
about 250 feet apart, and the flushing-tanks about 1,000 feet 
apart. 


Pier SEWER, OR RUSSELL-BROOK LINE. 


The pipe sewer extends from the terminus of the main 
line to Railroad street in Woburn. Its total length, includ- 
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ing all of its branch lines, is 11,644 feet. For 6,150 feet of 
this length, Akron sewer pipe, 15 inches in diameter, and 
for about 2,000 feet the same kind of pipe, 10 inches in diam- 
eter, will be used. All the branch lines will be 6 inches in 
diameter. | 

There will be about 35 manholes and 10 flushing-tanks 
built on the Russell-brook line, located the same distance 
apart as on the main line. 


PROGRESS OF THE WoOrRK. 


The main line is completed with the exception of the iron- 
pipe outlet into the Lower Mystic Lake. 

On the pipe line 5,356 feet of 15-inch pipe have been laid ; 
also 16 manholes and 5 flushing-tanks have been built. 

Work upon the sewer was resumed April 8, 1878, and it 
is expected that the entire line will be completed by the Ist 
of July.

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REPORT SUPERINTENDENT WESTERN DIVISION. 


OFFICE OF WESTERN Division Boston WATER 
Works, Cuestnut Hitt REesERvorR, 
May 1, 1878. 


Hon. Trvotuy T. Sawyer, Chairman Boston Water Board: 


Sir, —I submit herewith the usual annual report of the 
Western Division for the past year :— 


LAKE COCHITUATE. 


On the Ist of May, 1877, the water in the lake stood at 
elevation 134.07, 13 ft. 1 in. above the bottom of the aque- 
duct and very near high-water mark. It was kept at about 
this point, without material waste over the dam, until the 
middle of June, when the surface lowered steadily and uni- 
formly until Oct. 4, at which date it stood at 127.66, 6 ft. 
8 in. above the invert of the aqueduct. From this time until 
Jan. 16, 1878, the surface was rising, reaching 132.95 at 
that date. 

The lake was kept at about this height until the last of 
_ April, when it was allowed to fill nearly to high-water mark. 
It will be seen from the foregoing that we have had a full 
lake for a large part of the year, but accompanied by the 
usual lowering of the surface during the hot summer months. 
As we require about 8 ft. of water to meet the consumption 
of the city, it was feared, as the water began to fall below 
this point, that pumping would again have to be resorted to 
to maintain the supply, Sudbury river at that time not being 
available. By order of the Board all the necessary machinery 
was put in complete order. On Sept. 26 the engines and 
pumps were put in position; but, owing to a fortunate and 
heavy rain, they were not called into use. During Octobera 
large amount of water was received from Sudbury river, 
averaging from twenty to thirty million gallons per day, and 
giving us all the water we needed. Waste was begun at 
the outlet on January 15, beginning with 4 inches, which 
was increased to a foot on Feb. 25. On March 28 the 
gates were shut and waste ceased. 

No’ changes have been made of any importance in the 
structures or grounds at the lake during the past year. 
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The usual repairs have been made, and everything neces- 
wed to keep the works up to the customary standard has been 

one. 

A large amount of water has been received from Dug 
pond. A full table of heights of the water flowing over the 
river between this pond and the lake has been sent to the 
City Engineer. 

Arrangements are now pending between the Board and the 
Selectmen of Natick in regard to the building of the Pond- 
street culvert, made necessary by the widening of the street. 
The prison authorities at Framingham are constructing a 
temporary filter to filter their sewerage, but it is hoped that 
a more permanent and better system will be adopted as soon 
as they can secure the means to alleviate the nuisance caused 
by the discharge of such a large amount of sewerage into 
Course brook. 


DupLEY PoNnpD 


Was called upon to reinforce the lake between Sept. 25, 
when the stop planks were taken out, and Oct. 9, when 
they were replaced, the water falling during that time from 
141.80 to 140.46. 


THE AQUEDUCT. 


On May 1, 1877, we were running the aqueduct un- 
der a head of one foot, which was continued until May 
26, when it was increased to 1.25 ft. This height was 
maintained until June 26, when 6 inches more were 
added. On July 15 the head was reduced to 8 inches, 
owing to the scarcity of water, but, on October 12, 6 inches 
more were added, which was increased to 1 ft. 8 in. on Jan. 
16, and to 2 ft. 2 in. on Jan. 29. On Feb. 13 the head was 
reduced to 20 inches, at which height the water now stands 
over the top of. the arch. 

_ From the foregoing it will be seen that the aqueduct has 
been run under a head throughout the entire year, and even 
this forcing process has proved insufficient, the reservoirs 
losing steadily meanwhile. 

But one examination of the conduit has been made. On 
May 8, 1877, the water was shut off for twenty-four hours 
and parties sent through. A certain amount of cleaning and 
brushing was done. No breaks of any importance were dis- 
covered. The badly cracked portions seemed to have stood 
remarkably well, considering the strain put upon them. 

The usual patrolling has been kept up, but can now be 
discontinued, as we have the new aqueduct to fall back upon.

The waste-weirs, culverts, etc., are in the usual condition. 
There are a number of trespassers on the land of the city 
along the line of the aqueduct. A list has been made out, — 
and the parties notified. I think it would be a good plan 
to oblige those having buildings over their boundaries to 
lease the city’s land at a reasonable sum per year, and thus 
prevent-the acquisition of rights, and avoid unnecessary hard- 

ships by requiring the buildings to be moved. 
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CHESsTNUT-HILL RESERVOIR. 


The grounds and driveways around this reservoir have 
been much disturbed during the past year by the laying of 
the 48-inch pipe around the reservoir, and the construction 
of other works connected with the “ Additional Supply.” A 
large portion of this work is now completed, and we have 
been enabled to put everything in thorough order with the 
exception of a certain portion near the terminal chamber, 
now building. In rebuilding the fences we have made them 
of a more permanent character. Some three miles of new 
fencing have been erected. A large amount of grading and 
finishing of gutters, grounds, and walks has been accom- 
plished, and a number of trees planted from our own nursery. 
The labor connectéd with the digging and back filling for the 
48-in. main and the inverted siphons under the Cochituate 
conduit was done under my superintendence, and I have also 
designed and partially erected a system of self-recording 
gauges for the new gate-houses. During the past winter a 
new and substantial wall was built along our whole front on 
South street, and a new avenue connecting the Lawrence 
driveway with that street constructed. ; 

The stones were taken from the adjoining fields, which 
have thus been turned into grass land. 

The gate-houses are all in the best order. Some minor 
repairs are now in progress. 

Experiments have been kept up during the summer on the 
evaporation from our water surfaces, and the results, with 
records of temperature, heights, etc., transmitted to the 
City Engineer. 

On Feb. 18, the water being at a low point, the reser- 
voirs were filled from the new aqueduct. About 150,000,000 
gallons were run in in four days. 


BROOKLINE RESERVOIR 


Is in good order. There are from 10 to 16 inches of mud 
on the bottom of this reservoir, but there is no practical and 
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safe way to clean it out until a new main is laid. A substan- 
tial fence has been erected on two sides of the grounds. 
The gate-houses will require a thorough overhauling when 
the basin is emptied. No further difficulty has been ex- 
perienced from the old conduit around the basin. 

The usual table of tools, etc., is added.

Sir, — My report for the year ending with April 30, I 
here respectfully submit. 

Beyond the usual labors in extensions and maintenance of 
the work during the past year, there has been laid at Rose- 
mary Brook, in Needham, two lines of 48-inch mains, 
measuring 3,480 feet, connecting the chambers of the aque- 
duct on each side of the valley, and one line of the same 
size connecting with the 48-inch main from the Bradley 
basin of the Chestnut-Hill reservoir, and ending near the 
terminal chamber of the new aqueduct, —3,514 feet in 
length; 1,920 feet of 20-inch pipe relaid on the new part 
of Chelsea bridge, 430 feet of 20-inch, and 138 feet of 12- 
inch on Columbus-avenue bridge. 

The new Worthington pumping-engine has been set up, 
and the old boilers thoroughly repaired.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF THE 
MYSTIC WATER WORKS. 


CHARLESTOWN District, Boston, May, 1878. 
Hon. T. T. Sawyer, Chairman Boston Water Works: — 


Sir, — My report for the year ending April 30, 1878, is 
herewith respectfully submitted. 

The works are in very good condition throughout. At 
the lake the shores and riprap have been carefully looked 
after and kept in good repair. The area near Mystic station 
in Winchester, on the easterly side of the Lowell Railroad, 
adjoining Bacon street, which is usually covered by water, 
was entirely bare during the low level of the lake in Septem- 
ber, and the opportunity thus offered to clear up the bottom 
was improved ; about an acré of muck, etc., to the depth of 
about 18 inches, was wheeled out and banked along the shore, 
which made an improvement that should be continued when- 
ever the level of the water will permit. The filling in on 
the westerly side of the dam, which has been going on more 
or less for two years, has been continued as occasion would 
allow. 

The lawn on the easterly side, in front of the pratt: 
has been ploughed up, and a border of sods placed around 
the outside, the centre being sown with grass-seed. The 


. gate-house has been painted and sanded outside, and the 


plank covering to the bridge over the dam has been re- 
newed. The building used last season as an office during 
the construction of the Mystic sewer, which has been located 
near the “waste-weir” to the conduit, will furnish needed 
and additional accommodations at the lake. On Mystic 
street, on the line of the lot belonging to the works, a 
substantial stone wall has been built, about 125 feet in 
length, with materials already on hand. The level of the 
water in the lake has varied during the year from extreme 
high-water level, to a point 6 feet below, at which point it 
stood on October 4. 


CoNnDUIT. 


The conduit has not been drawn off during the past year, 
and no examination has been made of the inside ; but as there 


% 
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are no indications of any change apparent I have no doubt 
it is in good order. An additional “manhole” was made 
into it at Jerome street, on the request of and at the expense 
of the town of Medford, for additional facilities for fire pur- 
poses. 


PUMPING-STATION. 


At the pumping-station everything is comparatively in 
good condition. The work on Engine No. 2 (new pistons, 
etc.), which was in progress as mentioned in the last annual 
report, was completed in June, and the working of the en- 
gine, which showed improvement at once, steadily improved 
as it was run during the year; the engine is now in excellent 
working order. Engine No. 1 is in good condition and has 
required but ordinary repairs ; Engine No. 3, which had been 
run almost constantly day and night, was stopped March 8 
for general repairs. The “foot valve” on the suction-pipe 
of this engine has been out of order for some time, but owing 
to the trouble of pumping out the wells, repairs on it have 
been delayed, with the idea that some permanent arrange- 
ment might be adopted to make the wells independent of 
one another, and a direct acting steam-pump put in, to pump 
out either, at any time when desirable. During the repairs 
one of the “low-pressure” pistons was found so_ badly 
. eracked as to be unfit for further use. It had evidently been 
so some time, being held in place by the “follower.” A new 
one has been ordered from Mr. Worthington. With these 
exceptions the engine is in good condition. 

In the boiler-room one of the old set of boilers has been 
thoroughly repaired ; it required a new bottom sheet directly 
over the furnace. The room has been renovated by whiten- 
ing and painting. '

RESERVOIR. 


The reservoir and grounds have been carefully looked 
after, and are, as a whole, in good order. I would respect- 
fully recommend replacing the old wooden steps at the main 
entrance from the college grounds with granite steps. 


Suppty Mains. 


There were 3 joint-leaks repaired on the 24-inch iron main 
during the year, and they are now in good order apparently 
throughout. In Somerville the Water Board have, in relay- 
ing and enlarging a part of their main pipes, made connec- 
tions with each of the supply mains, — one with the 24-inch, 
at the corner of Broadway and Temple street, and one with 
the 30-inch main, at the corner of Pearl and Cross streets. 
These connections are made with branches that were located 
when the supply mains were originally laid. 


DistRIBUTING MaIns. 


The distributing mains have been extended 820 feet, with 
498 feet of cast-iron, and 322 feet of wrought-iron and cement 
pipe. There have been 6,550 feet of wrought-iron and cement 
pipe replaced ‘with cast-iron pipes; 4,520 feet of which was 
with pipe of a larger size. There were 86 “ breaks ” on the 
wrought-iron and cement pipe, viz.: one on 2-inch pipe; 16 
on 4-inch; 12 on 6-inch and 4 on 8-inch pipe. The number 
of “breaks” is considerably less for the past year than for 
the previous three or four years; probably from the fact 
that some of the most defective pipe has been replaced, and 
also that the hydrants are used with more care now by the 
different departments, since they have become familiar with 
the circumstances, than was the case directly after annex- 
ation; but there is still considerable pipe in the city that is 
more or less defective, and liable to give out at any time, 


Pere 
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and especially when the hydrants are opened suddenly for 
fire purposes. The supply main (16-inch) to Chelsea was 
taken up and relaid from Scott’s court to the’ farther side of 
the Mystic Improvement Co.’s Wharf, including a new 20- 
inch syphon, on account of the rebuilding of Chelsea bridge. 
The whole distance relaid was about 2,000 feet. 


SERVICE-PIPE. 


There have been 59 new service-pipes entered the past 
year. Ten old “tin-lined” pipes have been replaced with 
lead-pipe. Six pipes have been lowered on account of frost, 
10 do. enlarged, 11 do. changed from double to single 
supplies. 

Seven services have been stopped by frost, 12 by rust, 10 
by fish or other causes; 452 rotten or defective boxes have 
been replaced. 

In Chelsea the main pipes have been extended 1,150 feet, 
making the total length 149,329 feet. 73 new service-pipes 
have been entered the past year. 

In Somerville the main pipes have been extended 2,931 
feet, making the total length 234,643 feet ; 158 new service- 
pipes have been entered the past year. 

In Everett the main pipes have been extended 1,613 feet, 
making the total length 75,772 feet; 39 new service-pipes 
have been entered the past year. 

The following tables give the amount of pipe laid and re- 
laid, the number of gates and hydrants, and the items of 
stock on hand May 1, 1878.

Mr. Mayor, Gentlemen of the City Council, Fellow- 
Citizens : — 


It is our privilege to unite once more in the 
observances and rejoicings appropriate to this day, 
and to celebrate, with grateful hearts, the events 
which are associated with it. Amid all the expres- 
sions of joy that surround us, the discharge of 
guns, the ringing of bells, the inspirmg swell of 
music, we come together, in accordance with our 
annual custom, to take a brief retrospect of our 
national progress, and from the teachings of ex- 
perience to gather counsel for the present, and 
hope and encouragement for the future. It would 
be eminently pleasing, and consonant with the 
generous emotions which are excited by the re- 
currence of this anniversary, to allow our thoughts 
to dwell exclusively upon matters of history, and 
to gratify our pride by the contemplation of our 
national achievements. Wonderful indeed have 
they been. ‘The prolific seeds of civilization which 


were planted in the early time have borne abun- 
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dant fruit. Our social progress, our political growth, 
our intellectual advance, have ‘kept pace with the 
development of our material resources, and together 
they have earned and secured for us an exalted 
rank among the nations. Yet we should fail in 
the proper ‘use of this occasion were we only to 
charm our fancy and ‘satisfy our self-conceit by 
indulging in delightful reminiscences; forgetful of 
the duties which the living present devolves upon 
us. Let us then to-day, while congratulating our- 
selves upon the symmetry and apparent strength 
which our institutions exhibit, consider also whether 
dangers threaten them which the public vigilance 
should be aroused to avert. 

The foundation upon which our fathers based 
the theory of our government is the intelligence, 
integrity, and patriotism of the people. Upon that 
basis alone did they believe a free government 
could rest. They had faith that the diffusion of 
knowledge, the dissemination and discussion of 
the principles of political science, the influence of 
religion, would make men capable of understand- 
ing and appreciating their rights and duties, and 
zealous in the maintenance and discharge of them. 
The citizen, by participating in the government, 
would become the more interested in its preser- 
vation. The ties of kindred, the inborn love of 


country, the influence of custom and example, the 
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desire of pursuing one’s vocation in tranquillity, — 
and the many selfish interests and magnanimous 
emotions which unite to bind one to the land of 
his birth, held undisturbed sway. But in place of 
the feudal sentiment of loyalty to a_ personal 
sovereign, they substituted the duty of loyalty to 
the people. They feared not that this duty would 
be laid down as too heavy a burden. The sys- 
tem of public instruction, the teachings of the 
pulpit, and the free interchange and discussion 
of opinion among all classes of the community, 
had bred, in a hardy race of men, a clear, saga- 
cious, reasoning habit of thought, which enabled 
them to comprehend that their individual success 
depended on the prosperity of the community, and 
that the common welfare could be assured only 
by their personal and collective effort. 

Upon this foundation our fathers designed to 


raise the superstructure of a government which 


should be powerful enough to protect all rights 


of person and property, but which should not be 
strong enough to oppress any. ‘The general prin- 
ciples of the government, as understood by its 
founders, cannot be more tersely and pithily ex-_ 
pressed than they were by Mr. Jefferson, in his 
famous inaugural address: ‘“ Equal and_ exact 
justice to all men, of whatever state or per- 


suasion, religious or political; peace, commerce, 
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‘and honest friendship with all nations — entan- 
gling alliances with none; the support of the State 
governments in all their rights, as the most com- 
petent administrations for our domestic concerns, 
and the surest bulwarks against anti-republican 
tendencies; the preservation of the general goyvern- 
ment in its whole constitutional vigor, as the 
sheet-anchor of our peace at home and _ safety 
abroad; a jealous care of the right of election by 
the people, — a mild and safe corrective of abuses 
which are lopped by the sword of revolution, 
where peaceable remedies are unprovided; absolute 
acquiescence in the decisions of the majority, — 
the vital principle of republics, from which there 
is no appeal but to force, the vital principle and 
immediate parent of despotism; a well-disciplined 
militia, — our best reliance in peace and for the 
first moments of war, till regulars may relieve 
them; the supremacy of the civil over the military 
authority; economy in the public expense, that 
labor may be lightly burdened; the honest pay- 
ment of our debts, and sacred preservation of the 
public faith; encouragement of agriculture, and of 
commerce as its handmaid; the diffusion of infor- 
mation and the arraignment of all abuses at the 
bar of public opinion; freedom of religion; free- 
dom of the press; freedom of person under the 


protection of the habeas corpus, and trial by juries 
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impartially selected, — these principles form the 
bright constellation which has gone before us, and 
guided our steps through an age of revolution 
and reformation.” 

With these purposes to fulfil and these ideas to 
confirm, , the government began its existence. The 
predictions of many were that its duration would be 
brief. ‘Those who felt that the general government 
was too weak foreboded the dissolution of the Union 
in anarchy, or, by the gradual encroachments of the 
States, a relapse into the weakness of a mere federa- 
tion, and the formation of a cluster of small indepen- 
dent sovereignties. On the other hand, it was feared 
that the general government would become the ag- 
eressor, and that, upon the ruins of American liberty, 
would be erected an oligarchy or an absolute mon- 
archy. These apprehensions of the faint-hearted 
happily proved illusive; and from each successive 
trial the government, supported by the intelligence 
and patriotism of its citizens, emerged with unimpaired 
strength and vigor. 

The obstacles to the successful working out of this 
theory of free government were neither few nor 
trivial. Local insurrections, economical jealousies, 
the continual struggle for political supremacy 
between the different sections of the country, taxed 
the wisdom, patience, and patriotism of our ablest 


statesmen. But beneath and beyond all these lay 
2 
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the vital problem of the powers of the general goy- 
ernment and of the individual States. Long, acrimo- 
nious, and threatening were the controversies upon 
the different phases of the question. In the times of 
the embargo and the war of 1812 party spirit became 
so inflamed, and ran into such excesses, as to threaten 
the disruption of the Union. But milder counsels at 
length prevailed, patriotism rose above party, and the 
imminent catastrophe was averted. Again the claim 
arose that each State is the final judge of its obliga- 
tions to the general government, and that it can at 
pleasure, within its own limits, suspend the execution 
of any law of the United States which it declares to 
be unconstitutional. The most powerful and ex- 
perienced intellects of the country brought all their 
strength into the debate upon this question, reason 
triumphed over passion, and an appeal to arms was 
stayed. But at length, in the fulness of years, when 
the strength of the nation had become adequate to 
the shock, the question whether this nation is merely 
a voluntary grouping of States, each sovereign, with 
full power of a negative on the acts of the general 
government, and with the power of withdrawal from 
the compact, was forever set at rest; and, incident- 
ally to the conflict, together with the doctrine of 
State sovereignty, fell the baneful institution of human 
slavery, which had been for generations a potent 


cause of sectional estrangement and bitterness.

We have gone through all the threatenings of the 
past successfully, and have come forth from every 
controversy with undiminished vitality. We have 
accomplished this by following out the original ideas 
upon which the government was founded; and it is 
upon obedience to these same ideas that we must 
depend for a safe issue from our present and future 
dangers. ‘The problems which lie before us for our 
solution are weighty; grave perils encompass us; to 
the intelligence, integrity, and patriotism of the 
people alone can we look for the solution and the 
deliverance. 

Let our first endeavors, then, be directed to strength- 
ening the ties which bind us together in political fel- 
lowship. We cannot be strong as a nation unleSs 
we are truly one people, all eager for the general 
good; all desirous of the maintenance and perpet- 
uation of the general government in its original 
spirit; all ready to leap to its defence, whether it be 
against foreign aggression or internal dissension. Our 
civil war closed thirteen years ago. It was of unex- 
ampled magnitude; it was obstinately contested; it 
cost us the flower of our early manhood; it left us 
with desolated homes, and entailed upon us and our 
posterity a heavy weight of pecuniary obligation, 
—and for what? What was it that stiffened the 
sinews, and summoned up even the most sluggish 
blood, in every city, town, and hamlet? Certainly it 
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was not the desire of forever alienating one part of 
the country from the other, and of keeping alive the 
passions of fratricidal strife. The treasure was 
poured forth, the sacrifices were made, the lives were 
given, that the Union might be kept intact, and be 
transmitted perfect in every part to succeeding gen- 
erations. Our victories were not sectional triumphs; 
they were won for the whole country, for those in 
arms against us, as well as for ourselves. ‘he pur- 
pose of the war has been accomplished; the confed- 
erate armies laid down their arms, and the Southern 
people assured us that they accepted the result of the 
conflict. Did they otherwise desire, the war has 
forever settled the question of State sovereignty. 
Henceforward all their hope, all their expectation, all 
their greatness, depend upon the greatness and glory 
of the Union; apart from it they have no future. Our 
ereatness and our future are inseparable from theirs. 
We are but the different parts of one great system; 
if one part is diseased, the others languish. 

It remains for us to carry the results of our vic- 
tories to their full fruition, and, heeding not the 
malevolence which for personal or partisan ends 
would keep us still in bitterness and turmoil, to do 
our part in eradicating all feeling of sectional dis- 
cord and alienation. ‘The South needs our moral 
support in its faithful efforts to accommodate itself 


to the new order of things; it needs our codéperation 
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and material assistance in building up afresh its 
shattered industries, and repairing the desolation and 
ravages of war. It is sparsely settled; it needs im- 
migration to populate it, and to render possible the 
general spread of intelligence among all classes of 
the community, by the development of a free-school 
system, which becomes domesticated and operative 
only in more thickly peopled districts. It has to 
work out the intricate and delicate problem of edu- 
eating for the exercise of the suffrage and for the 
performance of the duties of citizenship, untimely 
thrust upon them, a great mass of ignorant men, 
who, through no fault of their own, are unprepared 
and unqualified for such a responsibility. With 
the wisdom, prudence, and sagacity of the South 
rests the success or failure of the experiment. It ° 
is working in an untried field; there are no pre- 
cedents to guide. Let it have our cordial God- 
speed and such support as we can constitutionally 
offer, for the national welfare is involved in the issue. 
We can look for “the preservation of the govern- 
ment in its whole constitutional vigor,” only in the 
intelligence, patriotism, and virtue of the people 
throughout the length and breadth of the land. 
While we preserve inviolate the full prerogatives 
of the general government, we should be equally 
determined to uphold, in all their amplitude, the 


powers belonging to the States. The triumph of 
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the dogma of State sovereignty would have been 
destructive to our system; the denial of the rights 
of the States would be equally subversive. In the 
exercise of all the powers of government, which 
are not by the constitution expressly, or, by neces- 
sary implication, delegated to the United States, 
each State is, within the limits of its territory, su- 
preme. The equipoise of local self-government and 
centralization was delicately adjusted by the found- 
ers of our political system, and no encroachment 
can be made by one upon the other without destroy- 
ing the balance. ‘The power vested in the general 
government secures our existence as a nation; the 
local authority of the States maintains our individual 
liberty, and represses the tendency of the central 
government toward absorption and consolidation of 
power. ‘Trite and elementary as these principles 
may seem, they need to be repeatedly set forth and 
inculeated anew. The exigencies of our civil strife 
accustomed us to the exercise of extraordinary au- 
thority by the general government, which was not 
wholly laid aside when the conflict of arms had 
ceased. Opinions differed touching the course 
which it was expedient to pursue with reference 
to the States lately in revolt. Some of the wisest 
and most sagacious of our statesmen, including 
many distinguished and honored sons of Massachu- 


setts, believed that the old relations should be at 
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once restored, and that, by treating our late oppo- 
nents with the generosity which a brave man 
always shows to his equally gallant but defeated 
antagonist, we should stimulate them to patriotic 
and eager efforts for the restoration of the com- 
mon weal. The majority, however, felt that it was 
too early to entrust a share in the administration 
of the government to those who had been so re- 
cently in arms against it. The hot passions engen- 
dered by the strife were not yet allayed, and 
frequently warped the judgment of sincere and 
patriotic men. Slumbering giants were evoked from 
the most innocent clauses of the Constitution, 
and interpretations were put upon its provisions 
which our fathers would never have sanctioned; 
and which are now, under the decisions of our 
supreme judicial tribunal, and in the light of a 
clearer and calmer public sentiment, melting fast 
away. But to those whose infancy was cradled 
in the stormy times of war, who have witnessed 
from their youth up the exercise of unconstitutional 
powers by the general government, the warning 
cannot be too frequently administered, that the 
duty imposed upon the United States, to guarantee 
to every State a republican form of government, 
simply inhibits the erection in any State of an 
aristocratic or monarchical form, conferring upon 
the general government no power to set. up or 
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pull down the executive of a State; to supersede 
the courts of law by the drum-head; to overawe 
the legislative body by military force; or even, 
without the requisition of the State authorities, 
constitutionally expressed, to police its territory. 
Upon the subject of executive patronage the 
Constitution has little to say. It invests the Pres- 
ident with the power of appointment, which is to 
be exercised subject to the approval of the Senate. 
The only limitation placed upon its exercise forbids 
the appointment of any senator or representative, 
during the term for which he was elected, to any 
civil office which shall have been created, or the 
emoluments of which shall have been increased, 
during such time. It was supposed that the re- 
sponsibility thus placed upon the executive would 
‘render him discreet in the performance of his 
duties; and, from a regard for his own reputation, 
even should no higher motive regulate his conduct, 
conservative in his appointments. After the re- 
quirements of each position had been carefully in- 
vestigated, the different offices would be filled by 
men who were expected to pass no other test than 
that of capability, honesty, and faithfulness. ‘he 
executive judgment would not be influenced by 
those motives which sway popular assemblies, and 
which look rather to “the qualifications which are 
best adapted to uniting the suffrages of the party,” 
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than to unmixed consideration of the public good. 
Should any President possibly deviate from this 
course, Hamilton thought that the controlling 
power of the Senate “would tend greatly to pre# 
vent the appointment of unfit characters, from 
State prejudice, from family connexion, from per- 
sonal attachment, or from a view to popularity.” 
Did any one suggest that the executive, by shrewd 
distribution of the patronage, might become master 
of the Senate, and control the course of legisla- 
tion, he was referred to the underlying principles 
of free government, which could not exist unless 
the virtue and honor of the chosen body far out- 
weighed any tendency to venality. ‘he assump- 
tion that.the Senate might control the President, 
by the exercise of its restraining power, seemed 
almost too preposterous for argument. It scarcely 
entered into the heart of man to conceive that 
the President would deliberately abuse ‘the high 
trust confided to him by turning it to private or 
partisan uses. Hamilton and others were of the 
opinion that the President’s power of removal, 
like that of appointment, could be exercised only 
with the concurrence of the Senate; and Mr. Madi- 
son declared that the causeless removal of meri- 
torious officials would render the President lable 
to impeachment. But it was soon conceded that 


the power of remoyal is vested exclusively in the 
8 
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President, and that the Senate cannot question his 
motives or require his reasons. 

Six successive Presidents held to the honorable 
course of basing their appointments solely upon the 
public welfare. President John Adams doubted 
whether it were fitting that he should allow his 
son to remain in an Official station to which he 
had been appointed by Washington. Partisan 
zeal and kinship to the President were obstacles 
to political advancement. After the lapse of forty 
years from the adoption of the Constitution, the 
country awoke to hear the cry of Ve victis! 
resounding through the land; to see capable and 
tried officials, who had faithfully devoted the best 


years of their manhood to the service of their 


country, wantonly removed to make way for those 
whose past services to party constituted their 
primary claim upon the favor of the executive, 
Then was first proclaimed the iniquitous doctrine 
that to the victors belong the spoils; and the 
precedent was set of regarding the federal offices, 
not as so many posts to be filled by men whose 
sole official aim should be the advancement of the 
country’s prosperity, through the faithful perform- 
ance of their own work, each in his especial 


sphere; but as the legitimate booty of the suc- 


cessful party,—as much the prize of victory as 


the conquered town, which a strenuously resisted 
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but triumphant foe ruthlessly pillages and sacks. 
It is needless to recall how faithfully the prece- 
dent has been followed and extended ; until now, 
perhaps, multitudes are unaware that other prin- 
ciples of administering the government once pre- 
vailed. It is enough that we are confronted with 
a system which makes the federal office-holder an 
integral part of a mighty and potent political 
machine. As office came to be considered the 
prey of the victorious party, and fidelity to trust 
was as nothing in the balance against party zeal, 
the office-holders naturally felt that their chance 
of retaining office depended upon the success of 
the party to which they belonged. No matter 
how faithfully and efficiently their public duties 
had been performed; if they were found in the 
ranks of the vanquished, honesty, capacity, and 
fidelity would avail them naught. With the suc- 
cess of party their own well-being became in- 
timately connected, for, with defeat, their present 
means of gaining a livelihood would be taken 
from them. The most powerful motive in life 
became the stimulus of their endeavors. 

Thus gradually was built up that organized and 
compact force, which brings to bear upon the 
decision of political questions, and into political 
contests, the whole weight of the administration 


at the time in power, and turns the authority of 
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the government from its legitimate purpose to 
personal and selfish ends. A potent force it is, — 
the united and concentrated efforts of tens of 
thousands of dexterous men, whose daily bread 
depends on the success of their exertions. Party 
discipline compels a degradation from which great 
numbers of them would gladly be free. This inter- 
vention of the government impairs the power and 
interest of the people in elections, which our 
fathers designed so carefully to preserve. ‘The in- 
terference of government officers in politics was so 
deprecated, their influence was foreseen to be so far- 
reaching, that the Constitution forbade any senator 
or representative, or any person holding an office 
of trust or profit under the United States, to be ap- 
pointed a presidential elector, lest self-interest should 
bias his judgment, or his service require the recom- 
pense of patronage. Since the rise and growth 
of the spoils system, federal officials have come 
practically to select the various candidates of their 
party, to control the nominating conventions, and to 
bring all the vast machinery of the civil service to 
bear on the election. Nor do they confine themselves 
to national politics. Their interference has steadily 
extended itself into State and municipal elections, 
where an entirely different set of considerations 
from those which govern in national politics should 


guide the exercise of the suffrage. The pernicious 
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effect of this perversion of the civil service has 
been visible, not only in the bending of the ener- 
gies of government to secure a party triumph, but 
we have seen the management of the party, which 
at any time or place happens to be in opposition, 
generally falling into the hands of those who wish 
to attam a public station, and who, knowing that 
lucrative office is the reward of party zeal, see 
their chief opportunity for distinction or a compe- 
tency in the triumph of their party, right or wrong. 
The effect of this has been extremely disastrous. 
It is one of the causes of that political indifference 
and apathy among the very men whose influence 
in politics would be beneficial, which, if not checked 
and supplanted by an energetic patriotism, will in 
time work incalculable injury to our system. The 
well-meaning citizen, who desired to accomplish 
something toward the elevation of politics to a 
higher level, has found himself powerless in the 
selection of those who are to make his laws and 
distribute his taxes; and his unselfish endeavor has 
met the covert sneer, or open imputation of self- 
interest, so customary has it been that “none will 
sweat but for promotion.” ‘Thus finding his ear- 
nest effort, his intelligent patriotism, his lofty aspi- 
rations for his country’s good, of no avail, and 
dishonorable motives imputed to his best endeavors, 


he retires disheartened from the contest, and leaves 
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the work of managing politics to those who have self- 
interest to excite their endeavors. Let the civil ser- 
vice be taken from the domain of politics, and not 
only will its practical working be improved, but a 
great cause of disinclination in the present genera- 
tion to interest itself in public affairs will be elimi- 
nated. 

Another danger which our institutions may 
have to meet is the communistic spirit, which 
is sweeping over iurope, and threatens not to 
stay its course at the borders of the Atlantic. 
Should it strike our shores, will our house prove 
to be founded upon the sands, or will the 
groundwork upon which our fathers builded be 
secure and firm to sustain the edifice against 
the storm? We have that common-sense which 
springs from widespread intelligence and the nature 
of our laws and government; begetting a con- 
servatism that shrinks from the untried, from in- 
novations which may bring upon us evils that we 
know not of. We gave a fresh illustration of it 
at the very threshold of our second century of 
national existence. We were brought face to face 
with the perils of a disputed election to the Presi- 
dency. The world waited to behold our action. 
In other times and other lands disputed succes- 
sions have been settled only with civil tumult and 


bloodshed. ‘The qualities which were believed by 
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the architects of our polity to be inherent in free 
institutions again preserved us, and we were en- 
abled to exhibit a self-control that surprised alike 
the friends and enemies of popular government. 
Will this common-sense prompt us to detect the 
‘sophistries and escape the dangers of communism? 
Shall we see that our institutions practically give 
us all that is good in the socialistic. idea; and 
that, if we attempt to carry it to its delusive ex- 
treme, we shall create a state of affairs in which 
our liberties will be greatly endangered, if not lost 
forever ? Can we not understand that there is 
no antagonism between labor and capital; that 
they are mutually dependent each upon the other ? 
Labor creates capital, and the capital thus created 
benefits and sustains labor. but for the accumula- 
tion of capital the world would still be in a prim- 
itive state. It is capital which enables the man 
whose sole property lies in his hands, and his 
dexterity in using them, to be of benefit to him- 
self and the community. Where would he find 
the raw material to work upon, the tools and 
machinery to ply, the house to shelter him, the 
food to sustain life, or the clothing for himself 
and family, if capital had not already garnered 
them ? | 

Because others have amassed the result of labor 
in their employments, he is enabled to devote his 
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entire energies to his especial work, and, if he be 
thrifty, to lay something by. It is the faculty of 
accumulation which constitutes the great difference 
between civilized and savage communities. The 
savage has some capital. He builds his canoe 
and fashions his bow and spear; and with this 
slight capital on hand he obtains fish and game, 
as food for: his family, or to sell to those who 
have amassed, in some other pursuit, capital enough 
to purchase them. But the foresight which gives 
up present pleasure for future advantage, the self- 
denial which supplants indolence by industry and 
perseverance, are lacking. ‘The advance and im- 
provement of communities are stimulated by man’s 
desire of accumulation, of improving his condition 
in life. But this desire will not be exercised; per- 
severance, frugality, and self-denial will not be put 
forth, unless there be a reasonable prospect that 
the results of endeavor and thrift will be secured 
to the possessor. ‘T’o furnish this security, to main- 
tain laws which assure to every one the free 
scope and exercise of his full powers, while at 
the same time they protect each in his rights of 
person and property, is the function of govern- 
ment. ‘This is true liberty. It protects each man 
in the use of his faculties, and gives him the op- 
portunity of domg his best with them, free from 


interference from without. “Liberty means not the 
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bare absence of restraint, but the absence of in- 
jurious restraint.” We place glass around our 
street lamps for their protection. It gives no added — 
lustre to the flame, nor does it enable the rays 
to penetrate farther into the darkness. Commu- 
nism, with an anathema against the imprisonment 
of the flame, shivers the glass. ‘The flame re- 
mains; its brilliancy is undiminished; but in all 
probability the next sharp puff of wind will ex- . 
tinguish it. 

Men are fundamentally unequal, in age, in 
strength of body and vigor of intellect, in indo- 
lence and the power of application, in health and 
weakness, in all the physical and mental traits 
which mark the race. Liberty fosters this inequal- 
ity; for, with the full play of our natural powers, 
subject only to the limitation that they do not 
infringe another’s personal or proprietary rights, 
the original diversities of men are increased. Com- 
munism, on the other hand, proclaims universal 
equality; it forbids the free exercise of the facul- 
ties; if suppresses the desire of acquiring property. 
All property, all wealth, all accumulations of labor, 
are to be thrown into a common fund, and an equal 
share assigned to each member of the community. 
Henceforth no one is to possess more than another; 
all are to share equally in the results of the ag- 
gregate labor. We shall then be able to raise all 
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mankind to a higher level of material and intel- 
lectual prosperity. As well might we take the 
eaglets from their eyry, and, plucking every feather 
from their wings, set them among the lowing 
herds, and call upon the mass to rise. If all hope 
of a competency be taken from us, what stimulus 
for exertion is left but the fear of starvation? Let 
this also be removed, and man would become like 
the natives of the tropics, who put forth little en- 
deavor, except to pluck the fruit that grows ready 
to their hand. Men and nations must have activity 
to thrive. It was the incessant struggle for su- 
premacy in western Europe that gave it civiliza- 
tion. The lifeless cycle of Cathay yields nothing 
but stagnation. | 

Who is to superintend this equal distribution of 
property? Upon what plan will this equality be 
measured? Will the incapable and infirm share 
the results for which they have not toiled equally 
with the competent and strong by whose exertions 
the results were produced? Who will accurately 
strike a balance between different degrees of physi- 
cal power? How will the unskilled labor of the 
boy count in comparison with that of the skilled 
mechanic? Who will determine how much mental 
labor equals a given amount of physical toil? 
Who will decide to what kind of work each mem- 


ber of the community shall be assigned, and what 
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employments he shall be debarred from following? 
T'o place the determination of these questions in 
the discretion of any man, or set of men, would 
reduce the general mass of mankind to abject 
slavery. It is the slave alone who is compelled to 
work for others with a recompense which bears no 
relation to his skill or to the amount of his toil, 
who has no choice of employment, and no oppor- 
tunity of bettering his condition. 

I cannot believe that the American people will 
follow these delusive phantoms of a French philos- 
ophy. Like the zgnis fatuus that flits along a 
miasmatic swamp, they exhale from decay and cor- 
ruption. ‘The causes which gave them birth do 
not obtain here. Here no rigid castes, no customs 
more inexorable than law, forbid a man to rise. 
The same thatched roof does not shelter genera- 
tion after generation of one family, with no possi- 
bility to any of them of escape from poverty 
and degradation. ‘The same little shop does not 
descend from father to son and from son _ to 
grandson, bringing to desire no opportunity for a 
rise in the world, for increase of pecuniary re- 
sources, or for intellectual improvement. In this 
country each man feels that the chance is open to 
him of advance and improvement for himself; and, 
if he distrust his own ability to grasp the oppor- 
tunity, he is resolved that his children shall be, 
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and is assured that they can be, placed on a level 
higher than his own. He sees that the laborer of 
to-day is the capitalist of to-morrow; that the 
great fortunes of the country are generally held 
by men who began life poor; and that inherited 
wealth is dissipated in one or two generations. 
Our laws favor the alienation of land, so _ that 
great estates are not bound up from age to age in 
the same family. The permanent inequality of 
property, which fosters socialism, does not exist 
here. If this were not so, our peril would be 
vastly greater than it is. Our government is 
founded on the consent of the people; and if the 
great majority of the people felt that its tendency 
was to concentrate property m a _ few hands, 
leaving to the rest no lot but poverty, we might 
indeed expect that their assent to its continuance 
would be withheld. But, as it is, by far the 
greater part of the people have some property, 
however small; some interests, however insignificant 
to others; some expectation of future acquisition, 
which would be destroyed by communism. Com- 
munism in America means the combination of all 
the elements which intelligence, Christianity, de- 
cency, the instincts of human nature, regard with 
abhorrence. It proclaims the sword and torch; it 
preaches infidelity; it aims at the abolition of the 
family relation; it desires the overthrow of all that 
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the world reverences as holy. Its only opportunity 
here is in the incitement of unthinking men to 
violence, for the redress of some real grievance or 
imaginary wrong; and then, having once aroused 
the whirlwind, to pour the offscourings of our 
cities into its vortex, and with their aid to turn its 
force against the community at large, involving — 
those who were at the beginning its unwitting 
tools in the common ruin. We must resist it at 
its first appearance. It is a social tiger, that we 
cannot tame. Half-way measures are an insult to 
intelligence, and a cruelty to the poor and _ rich 
alike. New York’s blank cartridges, fifteen years 
ago, cost it three days of blood and conflagration. 
Pittsburg’s inefficiency last summer put life and 
property at the mercy of the rioters, and gave the 
signal for like outbreaks in other localities. Bos- 
ton’s one volley of grape and canister, at the 
Cooper-street armory, — fearful as was its neces- 
sity, — quelled in an instant the rising turbulence, 
and won for the city continued peace. 

English writers are apt to take a gloomy view 
of the future of this country; and many of our 
own thinkers are oppressed by the weaknesses 
and dangers which universal suffrage presents, 
rather than encouraged by our past success. With 


ee 


®Kenelm Chillingly,” they honor an American, “as 


the citizen of a grand republic, trying his best to 
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accomplish an experiment in government in which 
he will find the very prosperity he tends to create 
will sooner or later destroy his experiment.” They 
see our material prosperity; but concurrently with 
it they see an increasing disinclination among the 
men of wealth, of trained intellect, of cultured 
powers, to engage actively in politics, and to exert 
the influence which wise, patriotic, public-spirited 
effort should command. ‘They see them shrinking 
from contact with the forces which in too many 
instances mould our politics; dejectedly retiring 
from a fruitless contest with the politicians, or 
even coolly calculating the percentage of loss en- 
tailed by a vigorous fight agamst the “rings ” 
which dominate their cities, compared with the 
increase of taxation which will result if the depre- 
dations go unopposed. An English traveller, who 
lately remonstrated with some Americans against 
their indifference to political responsibility, has 
spread before his countrymen the reply: “We 
are making money, and on the whole it is cheaper 
to be swindled than to give one’s time to public 
work to prevent ourselves from being swindled.” 
Is it any wonder that foreigners, who happen 
upon patriotism like this, should echo our poet’s 
cry :— 

“Ts the dollar only real?—God and truth and right a dream? 


Wejghed against your lying ledgers, must our manhood kick the beam?” 
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We cannot deny that there is a widespread in- 
difference to the duties and privileges of citizen- 
ship. It is an evil feature of the times, and, if it 
prove to be more than a temporary phase of pol- 
ities, it will endanger the stability of our institu- 
tions. We need resolute, persistent effort to over- 
come it. It is beyond credence that the country 
is “tired of its prosperity, sick of its own growth 
and greatness, and infatuated for its own destruc- 
tion.” It cannot be that we are now to write our 


epitaph: — 


‘* We turn to dust, and all our mightiest works 
Die too: the deep foundations that we lay, 
Time ploughs them up, and not a trace remains. 
We build with what we deem eternal rock: 

A distant age asks where the fabric stood; 
And in the dust, sifted and searched in vain, 


The undiscoverable secret sleeps.” 


We need to cultivate more earnestly the unselfish 
patriotism, the pure aspiration, the self-sacrificing 
public spirit, of which our ancestors gave such con- 
spicuous examples. We need to refrain from 
gloomy foreboding and disheartening apprehension, 
and to address ourselves courageously and hope- 
fully to the duties which lie before us. Immigra- 
tion is continually pouring in upon us great num- 
bers of men who are unacquainted with the theory 
of our government, and lack the practical knowl- 
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edge of republican institutions which is requisite 
to an intelligent exercise of the rights of citizen- 
ship. It is the duty of those who have felt the 
beneficent influence of our Federal Union, who have 
reaped the advantages of education, of prosperity, 
of happiness, of all the blessings which constitu- 
tional liberty fosters and assures, to instruct and 
enlighten them. ‘Their minds should be opened to 
a full understanding of the principles of our con- 
stitutional system, and to the inestimable value of 
the privileges and opportunities which they acquire 
beneath it; their hearts should be attuned to a 
patriotic love for the country of their adoption; 
they should become imbued with the spirit of our 
traditions, and taught to lay aside the prejudices 
and animosities which belong to other lands and 
are the fruit of political dogmas hostile to our 
interests and prosperity. They should learn that 
demagogues, who would foster and perpetuate their 
prejudices of race, and arouse among them civic dis- 
sensions, are mischievous and untrustworthy guides. 
Are we not unfaithful to our responsibility, are 
we not pusillanimous, if we despondently complain 
that the votes of these men neutralize our own, 
yet put forth no effort to make their votes intelli- 
gent and beneficial forces of our political society? 
What good will our toiling and money-getting do 


us; what advantage shall we reap from our elegant 


a 
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leisure, our sesthetic culture, our liberal training, 
our refined tastes, if the very foundations of the 
government, whose protection renders opulence, 
learning, and progress possible, decay and crum- 
ble? 

Let us, then, kindle anew that fervid patriotism 
which the cold and suffering of Valley Forge 
could never chill, and which drooped not in the 
hot glens and marshes that sheltered Marion’s 
men. ‘he interests of our daily life require as 
exalted a courage and as true a love of country 
as the sterner duties of the field. Let us cherish 
and sustain our educational institutions, which 
foster intelligence and morality, and give that in- 
tellectual training and mental equipment for the 
work of life, without which even generous culture 
and varied scholarship fail of their due result. 
The debt of gratitude we owe to them can never 
be repaid. Let us cherish, too, that fidelity to 
conscience, that unspotted public and private faith, 
that integrity which quails not at the behest of 
faction or self-interest, that fraternal spirit of 
generous confidence and mutual regard, which in 
the past gave to us our strength, and which in 
the future will insure its perpetuity. ‘Then shall 
we prove true citizens of a glorious republic; then 


may we portray America in those tender and 
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glowing lines in which Freedom has_ been 


graphically imaged forth :— 


‘* Wer open eyes desire the truth. 
The wisdom of a thousand years 
Is in them. May perpetual youth 


Keep dry their light from tears; 


‘*That her fair form may stand and shine, 
Make bright our days and light our dreams, 
Turning to seorn with lips divine 


The falsehood of. extremes!”

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FIRST SEMI-ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


Inspectors of Prisons and Houses of Detention 


IN 


SUFFOLK COUNTY, 


June, 1878. 


In Boarp oF ALDERMEN, July 15, 1878. 


The special committee of the Board of Aldermen ap- 
pointed to visit the Jail and other houses of Detention within 
the County of Suffolk, and to make the examinations and 
inspection required by law, respectfully submit their first 
semi-annual report. 


ATI. 


Your committee visited the Jail on the 15th of June, on 
which day, out of the two hundred and twenty cells in that 
building one hundred and fifty were found occupied. 
The committee were gratified to find that the building was in 
perfect order, well ventilated, and exceedingly clean and nice 
in all its departments. The prisoners were consulted apart 
from the officers in regard to their treatment, the quality and 
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quantity of their food, etc. The universal expression was sat- 
isfaction with both, and no suggestion or desire of improve- 
ment was made by any one. : 

The health of the inmates was good, and there seemed to 
be adequate provision made for the moral and religious wel- 
fare of the prisoners. 


Your committee are fully satisfied that the Jail is managed 
upon a careful, humane, and orderly system. 


HovuseEs oF INDUSTRY AND REFORMATION. 


On the 25th 6f June the committee visited the House of 
Industry and other houses of detention at Deer Island. They 
passed through all the departments of the House of Industry, 
and of the Houses of Reformation for boys and for girls. 
The annual report of the Directors for Public Institutions, — 
recently made to the City Council (City Doc. No. 53), con- 
tains more fully than this report could recite, a very inter- 
esting and truthful condition of these institutions: that 
condition your committee would here verify, and in addition 
thereto they would state, that repeated and varied conversa- 
tion with representatives of the several classes of inmates 
elicited the fact that none were dissatisfied either with the 
treatment or the fare afforded to them by the officers in 
charge. 

The general health of the occupants of the institutions was 
very good, and all the departments appeared to be carefully 
and judiciously managed. 

The establishment of the Female Prison at Sherborne, to 
which prisoners of that sex can now be sentenced, has 
diminished the number of females sent to Deer Island. 
While this change is on many accounts desirable and 
beneficial, yet it is in danger of so diminishing the help at 
Deer Island as to seriously affect the facilities for maintain- 
ine the washing, laundry, and nursery departments of the 
House of Industry. 

Among the interesting features observed at Deer Island 
the committee were especially gratified with the advantages - 
offered to the Reformation boys, who are employed in the 
Printing Department. The committee are greatly impressed 
with the necessity and propriety of not only continuing, but 
of enlarging, this means of reformation and instruction, so 
that these boys, now fast becoming men, may contract habits 
of industry, acquire useful knowledge, and secure a valuable 
and profitable occupation, which may prove safeguards 
against the repetition of their juvenile errors. 
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Your committee, therefore, desire here to advocate very 
strongly the enlargement of this important means of refor- 
mation, and they trust the Committee on Printing will divert 
0 Deer Island as much work as the fulfilment of the contract 
with the City Printers will permit. 
The number and character of the prisoners at Deer Island 
are fully set forth in the report of the superintendent, hereto 
annexed. 


House oF CORRECTION. 


The committee visited the House of Correction and the . 
Boston Lunatic Hospital at South Boston, on the 27th of 
June. The condition of the House of Correction in all its 
departments was generally satisfactory. A large number of 
the inmates were engaged in running sewing-machines, which 
does not appear to be such hard labor as the law contemplates 
-Should be borne by the male inmates who are sentenced for 
long terms. 

The committee are fully convinced that a suitable building 
should be erected within the enclosure for some other em- 
ployment of the strong, able-bodied prisoners, that would 
prove more profitable to the city, and be of practical advan- 
tage to the men at the expiration of their sentences. 

The opening of the Sherborne prison has also sensibly 
diminished the number of female prisoners at this institution, 
where a large amount of cooking and washing must con- 
stantly be done. 

At this institution there was no well-founded complaint of 
bad treatment or poor food. ‘The committee were very 
particular to satisfy themselves on these points, and the 
result was most satisfactory. 

The committee found the buildings well adapted to their 
purposes and objects, with the exception of the old wooden 
building used for a laundry. This structure is wholly out of 
keeping with the other buildings in the enclosure ; and a new 
one, which will contain better facilities in the washing and 
laundry departments, may soon be needed. 


Lunatic HOsprmrau. 


The committee passed through all the wards of the Lu- 
natic Hospital, and found the inmates as well accommodated 
as the conveniences of the hospital would allow. 

So many and great improvements have been made in the 


construction, ventilation, and attractiveness of lunatic asy- 
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lums, that this building is, in ee respects, far behind the 
times. 

In this institution, of course, no information from the 
patients was had upon their treatment or their fare; but 
the committee believe from what they could see and learn 
that the well-known reputation of the Boston Lunatic Hos- 
pital is most worthily sustained, and that everything is done 
for the unfortunate patients which can possibly aid in their 
restoration to reason. 

The Superintendent of the Hospital again alludes, as he 
has often done, to the pr opriety of replacing the admission of 
patients to this institution in the charge of the Board of Direc- 
tors of Public Institutions, where it was formerly lodged. 

Your committee believe this suggestion of the Superin- 
tendent should be adopted, for the Board of Aldermen now 
sign requests for admission to the Hospital on the recom- 
mendation of the Directors without any practical or personal 
knowledge of the facts in each case. 

For a statement in detail of the number and character of — 
inmates of the House of Correction and of the Boston 
Lunatic Hospital on the day of inspection, reference is made 
to the reports on those institutions annexed hereto. 


MARCELLA-STREET Homr. 


The committee also visited, on the 30th of June, the 
Marcella-street Home for neglected boys. The number of 
such boys (being all that were under sentence) on that day 
was eighty-three. 

This establishment has recently been fitted up for these 
children, and for the care of certain pauper boys also, and is 
admirably adapted for the purpose. The health of the boys 
was good, and they appeared contented with their fare and 
treatment. The disease of ophthalmia, which has always 
attended this class of children where numerously assembled, 
was the only illness at the institution; but the committee 
were informed by the physician that the number of cases 
was very much smaller. in this new location, than at Deer 
Island, where these boys were formerly detained. 

Appended to this report will be found the statistics of the 
inmates of the several institutions for the six months last 
past, including the facts required by the statutes of this State. 

In conclusion, your committee would say that their visits 
to all these institutions were made without any previous notice 
to the officers in charge, and they were gratified to find them 
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in such condition and so admirably managed, and that all 
means are used for the security, comfort, instruction, and 
reformation of the prisoners.

Dear Sir, — The total number of prisoners committed to the 
Jail in Suffolk County from Dec. 19, 1877 (the date of last inspec- 
tion), to June 15, 1878, was 1,416. 

The number of prisoners on the day of your inspection, June 
15, 1878, in Jail, 150. 

Since Dec. 19 last no. death has occurred and but little sick- , 
ness; none resulting frem imprisonment. 

Catharine Tripp, a prisoner held by sentence of the United 
States Court, for violation of the revenue laws, was pardoned by 
the President on Feb. 7, 1878. 

James Harrington and Richard Williams (boys), sentenced for 
larceny, were pardoned by the Governor of the Commonwealth, 
April 4, 1878. 

‘Thomas Sullivan, a prisoner held for non-payment of fine and 
costs, escaped over the low wall of the outer office on Charles 
street, while at work in the yard, early on the morning of Feb.'9, 
1878, and is still at large. A fence has been built on the inner 
wall of this building which will prevent other escapes in this 
direction. . 

The proposed new boiler-house and room for cooking, with the 
alterations in the present kitchen, will greatly add to the con- 
venience of the regular work of the Jail, and also aid in maintain- 
ing good discipline.

_ Discipline is kept up to the usual standard, and deprivation of 
beds and confinement in solitary cells are the only punishments 
inflicted. 

The prisoners are furnished with a good quality of food, and 
their daily needs well supplied. 

Lasor. — During the past six months the institution has been 
supplied with work in sufficient quantity to keep the machines in 
operation most of the time. At present they are all at work, with 
good prospects for a continuance of the same.

“The diseases of the several 
seasons have failed to find us out, or have been very mild and 
tractable. But ‘one of the twelve, who died, had any hope of pro- 
longed life when admitted. No suicide, no homicide, no accident, 
has befallen us. It is believed that all the requirements of the 
law, as to bathing, clothing, food, etc., etc., are more than met. 

The usefulness of this hospital has been considerably increased 
of late, with a better promise for the future. 

It would be very largely increased by the simple repeal of that 
joint order, so often referred to in returns of this kind. ‘The sub- 
ject of admission to this hospital would then rest in the hands of 
the Board of Directors and the Judge of Probate. 

By an admirable system of daily reports, everything that trans- 
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pires here during the preceding twenty-four hours is known on 
the following morning by President Little. |

AN ORDINANCE DEFINING THE POWERS AND DUTIES OF 
THE BOARD OF POLICE COMMISSIONERS OF THE CITY OF 


BOSTON. 


Be it ordained by the Aldermen and Common Council of the 
City of Boston in City Council assembled, as follows : — 


Section 1. The Board of Police Commissioners shall 
organize annually on the first Monday of May, by the 
choice of one of their members to be chairman, and by the

choice of a suitable person, not a member of the Board, to 
be clerk. The maximum number of captains, inspectors, 
sergeants, patrolmen, clerks, and other officers of the police 
department i is hereby established as follows, namely : — 


One Captain for each Police Division. 

One Chief Inspector and six Inspectors for duty at Super- 
intendent’s office. 

One Inspector of Carriage Licenses. 

One Inspector of Wagon Licenses. | 

One Assistant to Inspectors of Carriage and Wagon Licenses, 
with the grade and pay of Patrolman. : 

One Inspector of Pawnbrokers. 

One Assistant Inspector of Pawnbrokers, with grade and pay 
of Patrolman. 

One Inspector of Intelligence Offices. 

Thirty House Sergeants “at police stations. 

Thirty Patrol Sergeants for police divisions. 

Seven Special Sergeants for duty at police head-quarters, City 
Hall corridors, and Superintendent’s office, including 
two for clerical service in Superintendent’s office. 

One Clerk to Superintendent of Police. 

611 Patrolmen. 

Ten House Watchmen for public buildings. 

One officer to attend Courts, appointed by the Mayor, as 
provided by Chapter 198, Acts of 1878, with rank and 
pay of Inspector. 

1 Keeper of City Lock-ups. 

2 Assistant Keepers of City Lock-ups. 

1 Steward of City Lock-ups. 

1 First Officer of Police Steamboat. 

1 Engineer of Police Steamboat. 

1 Fireman of Police Steamboat. 

2 Deck-hands of Police Steamboat. 


And such Assistant Clerks for duty in the License Depart- 
ment as the law may from time to time require. 


Sror. 2. Any member of the department to whom is en- 
trusted the collection or custody of the public money may 
be required to give such bond as shall be determined by the 
Board of Police Commissioners. 

Sect. 3. The Board of Police Commissioners shall an- 
nually, on or before the fifteenth day of February, send to 
the Auditor of Accounts an estimate in detail of the appro- 
priations required for the maintenance of the police depart-_ 
ment during the next financial year. 

Srecr. 4. The Board of Police Commissioners shall an- 
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nually, in the month of May or June, present to the City 
Council, a report made up to and including the thirtieth day 
of the preceding April, containing a full and particular 
statement of the doings of the department during the pre- 
ceding year, and the condition of the police force at the 
time of making up the report. Said Board shall send tothe 
Mayor daily a statement, showing the number of officers 
on duty, the number of arrests made during the preceding 
twenty-four hours, the causes of arrest, together with such 
other facts as may serve to show the amount of duty per- 
formed by the department since the preceding report. Said 
Board shall also send to the City Council monthly, a state- 
ment giving the names of all persons appointed for duty in 
the department during the preceding month; the names of 
members of the police force promoted; the names of mem- 
bers of the said force, if any, who have been honorably ~ 
mentioned in general orders; who have been honorably or 
dishonorably discharged, or retired on pensions, with the 
amount of the pension, and also the sums, if any, appro- 
priated for the relief of their families. 

Sect. 5. When in any emergency the Mayor assumes 
command of the whole or any part of the police force he 
shall first notify the Board of Police Commissioners of his 
intention so to do by a written notice left at the office of 
said Board, and immediately after assuming such command 
he shall give public notice thereof, through one or more of 
the daily papers published in the city, stating in such notice 
the emergency which has called for the action. 

Sect. 6. When in any emergency the Board of Police 
Commissioners appoint special patrolmen without pay, as 
authorized under the provisions of Section 7, Chap. 244 of 
the Acts of the year 1878, they shall communicate their 
action without delay to the Mayor and the City Council. 

Secr. 7. The offices of the Police Commissioners and of 
the Superintendent of Police shall be open at all suitable times, 
under the direction of the Police Commissioners, for the pur- 
pose of receiving complaints respecting offences against the 
laws and ordinances, and violations committed by the mem- 
bers of the police force against the rules and regulations of 
the police department. 

Srcr. 8. The Bourd of Police Commissioners shall have 
general superintendence of all property belonging to the city 
used by the police department ; shall have power to authorize 
the sale or exchange thereof when, in their judgment, ex- 
pedient; and, within the limits of the appropriation made for 
the same, shall have power to authorize the purchase of what 
is needed therefor. 
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Secr. 9. The members of the police force may, when off 
duty or in reserve, receive for their own use one witness fee for 
each day’s attendance before the grand jury or the superior 
or supreme courts ; all other witness fees earned by members 
of the said force shall be paid over to the City Collector, and 

shall be kept as a separate fund, and be invested and managed 

by the Mayor, Treasurer, and Auditor of the city, for the time 
being, who shall be trustees thereof. The income of the said 
fund shall be applied to the relief of persons who have 
| received an honorable discharge from the police force by 
reason of sickness, age, or other inability, and who are, in 
consequence thereof, in necessitous circumstances ; and also 
to the relief of the widows and orphans in necessitous circum- 
stances, of police officers who have died while in the service 
of the city. Said trustees may make such rules and regula- 
tions for the appropriation and disbursement of the interest 
of said fund as they may deem expedient, subject, however, 
to such orders or ordinances as the City Council may from 
| time to time adopt. | 
Secor. 10. The Board of Police Commissioners is hereby 
authorized and empowered to exercise all the powers con- 
ferred by the statutes of the Commonwealth and the ordi- 
| nances of the city, upon the Board of Aldermen or the 
| mayor and aldermen, in relation to licensing, regulating, and 
| restraining theatrical exhibitions, public shows and public 
amusements, billiard tables,» bowling alleys, auctioneers, 
hawkers and pedlers, carriages, wagons, and other vehicles, 
intelligence offices, itinerant musicians, pawnbrokers, and 
dealers in second-hand articles and old junk. The rules and 
regulations of the Board of Aldermen, in relation to car- 
riages, wagons, and other vehicles, places of amusement, 
intelligence offices, itinerant musicians, and pawnbrokers 
shall continue in force until otherwise ordered by the said 

) Police Commissioners ; and the superintendents of wagons 
and trucks, hacks and carriages, pawnbrokers, intelligence 
offices, and dealers in second-hand articles and old junk, now 
in office, shall continue to hold their several offices until 
removed by the said Commissioners. 

Sect. 11. The ordinances relating to the policé depart-  ° 
ment, on pages 617 to 621 inclusive, in the edition of statutes 
: and ordinances for the year 1876, and all other ordinances 
| and parts thereof inconsistent herewith, are hereby repealed. 
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
